*erint : And others that underſtand little or nothing 
at all of jt, yet that they may ſeem what they are 
not (faith the ſame Author) * Lucrig; cypiditare arte 
© profitentur, quam vie a limine falutarunt. There 1s al- 
ſo a mixt ſort of theſe ſelf-conceited men, who pre. 
lumptuouſly crampling upon all Antiquity, have the 

confidence to eret their Babels of new Theorems and Sy- 

fems, and other their dreaming Fancies in 4frolvey, 
tho? upon due Examination they muſt fall to the hke 

Confuſion with that preſumptuous Undertaking ; and

in this Folly they ſhew their ill manners alſo; and-ſpare _ 
not to rail, not only at their Contemporaries, but even 
at Prolomy himſelf ; to whom the world is obliged-for 
what is preſerved of the Art: Tho? indeed ſome . of 
them cannot read him, nor others underſtand him, he 
having wrapp'd up the Secrets of this Myſterious Sci- 
ence in dark and conciſe Languzge, perhaps on pur- 
pole, Ve detur ſacrum Canibus. | : 
And becauſe in our Ape alſo there have riſen up ſome 
pitiful illiterate Muſhrooms , who for Gain would , 
pretend to 4ſtrology, which they underſtand not, and 
chink that they ſhall raiſe themſelves a Name andfiops- 
tation by ſcribling againſt others, honeſter and more 
learned than themſelves ; bur eſpecially if a bold fel- 
low dares tofly in the face of Prolomy bimſelf, whoſe 
Name he hath heard of, but underſtands nothing of 
his Writings: I will here take occaſion to tranſcribe 
what the learnd Carzan's ſenſe was of the incomparable 
Ptolomy, and of ſuch-like Empericks as theſe, which 
have been found in all Ages.

* from ſpurious Superſtitions, wherewith 1 was de-

And this I hope is ſufficient to reſtrain the licentious 
Tongues of men, who upon the foot of Learning 
ſhou w their diſtance wigh Prolomy, if any inge- 
nuity or modeſty be remaining in them : But if they 
have bid adieu to thoſe Graces, they may rail on, and 
by my conſent, all the notice or revenge which more 
ingenious men fhall cake of them, ſhould be conremprs 
preterire & ſulentio. | : 

Yet I will be bold to-add my ſuffrage too (and I be- 
lieve all learned and ingenious Students 1n this Art will - 
agree with me) ; S: noz ſcripfiſſet Prolomeus, attum eſſet 
de Aſtrologia : If Ptolomy had not writ, Aſtrology had been 
atterly 7 Atid other foundation than what Prolomy 
hach laid can no man lay ; a skilful ArcbiteQ may build ' 
upon it indeed, and raife fair ſuperſtruQtres (for the 
Theme is froitful and large enough), but-then he muſt 


' make his Fnlargements uniform, and not put in Herero- 


dox and irregular pieces, which are contrary to and di- 
ſhonour the Foundation- Builder, ; 
But fuch is the fate of Human Condition, that the 


' more excellent any thing is, the more it may be abuſed 
- by the Ignorance, or the Malice, or the Lewdneſs of

thoſe that handle it: For, as Carday obſerves, we'find |

© riſcanſulto, &c.? And I doubt not but any impudent 
fellows who rail againſt Prolomy, whom they do nor 
underſtand, and whole Study they would not have been 
worthy to have ſweep'd, will uſe the like Liberty 
with Hippocrates, Solomon, and Moſes himſeit. ; 

Bur you ſeem to me in this Treatiſe to take off the 
Vail from the Hearts and Underſtandings of ſuch who 
have vaunted long ia a ſuperficial skill of this Science 
(if at leaſt it be poſſiblerotake it off), but 1 mean ſuch 
as will be convinced by Reaſon, and are not obſtinate 
and obdurate in a long erroneous Praftice., You do 
not change or invent new Rules in 4ſfrologf, but you 
reſtore the Primitive Principles ; you lead them from 
their wandring Mazes, in rungjng round the Figure to 
ſeek the Cauſe of Death, to fifthem in the true genu- 
ine Hileg or Giver of Life, which muſt, and only muſt, 
meaſure out and determine their days; this all Aati- 
quity of any worth, this Reaſon, this Experience teaches 
and demonſtrates.Ler them ſtand out, the ſtoureſtCham- 
pion of them all, and produce but one fingle Nativity 
(confeſſedly allowed on: all hands to be true) where 
the Native dyed upon any Dire&ion but that of che 
Hileg, or where they did not dye upon DireCtion of 
the Hileg to the proper Anarztas, ceteris paribus. This 
is plain out of the Ocaculons Prolomy, who tho' he treats 
of the. Art too: briefly ard ſomething obſcurely, yer 
writes as if he were 9:77r25@, and is always conſtant 


to himſelf in the fundamental Principles , of which 


the Z7ileg is one vf the chief. Let the ignorant and bark- 
ing Antagoniſts to this DoQrine give 1n their own true 
Geairures (if they dare) and you will fairly try the 
, Iſſue with them upon this Point ;- but they are like ſome 
Women St. Paul ſpeaks of, that are ever learning, and 
never able to come to the knowledge of the Truth.

I am forry, fot th& Honout 'of the Art; that there 
ſhould be ſuch a heap of Examples to be produced to 
prove your Defe&io Genitur atum by, and yet more might 
have been proditced;too.* Tr is true, and it is a Re- 
roach to the Art; ' that many of the moſt jgnorant-and 


. Hlirerate modern'Pratticers have' the honour to err in 


this point with very learned men both ancient and ma- 
dern; Junitine, Argol,” Garcens, Orjzanus, Gauri:us and 
the moſt ingenious and learned 3or7nus himlelf cannot 
beexcuſed, And 'tis pitiful to ſee how miſerably they 
beg the Queſtion, and when a Perfon is dead, how 
they run from one thing to another, the Aſcendent, the 
Sun, Moon, to any ill Aſpect of a Malcfick, nay and 
ſometimes of a Benefick roo {Fall ferve their turn, or 
the Cauda Draconis, or the Midheaven it ſelf direQed for 
Death, which is very rarely,and will 9guadrate but in ſome 
ſpecial caſes, which 1 fear they do'nor underſtand. Thus 


- rather than fail to have ſome DireQion or other which 


contents them,they turn the Figure topſy-turvy,and re- 
move it from Eat to Weſt, moſt confidently from any E- 
fiimate Time;and how can they then mils of ſomething 
to humour them'? As very lately an,ignorant Reformer 
ef 4/trology hath impudently removed the preſent French 
K.ino's Aſcendent from the middle of Scorpio (his confel- 
fed Horoſcope by all learned men ever fince he was born) 
to the midcle of /Virgo, to ſuit it with-a new Crotchet of 


his own, tooridiculousto mention ; thereby ſhamefutly 


anticipating the'true Birth almoſt 6 hours intime. 
Theſe things-give great Advantages to the Adverſa- 


ries of this noble Science, when they ſee ſuch diſcre- 


pancy-between the PraQtiſers of it, and with what pj- 
riful ſhifts ſome of 'them do fatisfie themſelves, taking 
0 cauſam pro cauſa,and contraditting themſelves ineve- 
xp other Nativity, for they are nor conſtant to any one

$4x.under the Earth to the Square of Sur», they will 
be ſo kind to let another man eſcape it ; and the 4/cen- 
dent to the Body of Saturn, or the Moon (no. way qua.” 
lified to be Z7:/eg) to the Square of Mars ſhall kill him; 
when if they underſtood Prolomy, there is but one prin- 
cipal Giver of Life, which is the Hileg ; and who that 
is, there are Rules to agree upon, tho* ſome $kill in 
chuſing him : And this muſt be the ſtanding Principle 
in all Genitures whatſoever ;. All the reſt, and running 
from one Point to another, the Aſcendent, Sun, Moon, 

Part of Fortune, and what they pleaſe ( when not en» 
dowed with Aphetical Qualifications) are all nonlenſe 
and adulterate Notions, not Sterling Aſtrology, and no: 
more the cauſe of the Death of a man, or the length 
of his Life, than, as our Kentiſh Proverb hath it, Ten- 
terden Sreeple i the Cauſe of Goodwin's Sands. 

'- How many falſe Genitures are given about, and how 
many are made falſe by bungliog Artiſts, to turn them 
to their own Lesbian Rules, is incredible.. The volu- 
minous number of Geniture$-in Fu» tine, 10 Or iganus, 
Garce«s and others, I perfealy believe not a ceath part 
true, and ſome hundreds publiſhed by our modern Au- 
thors, moſt took upon truſt,and will notabide the Touch- 
ſtone (I may ſay) of the Orthodox and Primitive 4/r0- 
lgy. This hath: plung'd many good and able Artiſts 
in the Mire, whence ſtriving to. get out, they ran for 
Refuge to new-invented Fanciesand Chimeras of their 
own, and. ſo fighting with a Phantome broach'd thoſe 
Heretical Tenets. and Opinions which we rmeet with in 
their Tracts. This makes ſome deſpair of fixing the 
true Art, after many- years Study and Labour; and 
this makes others tura ablolute Recuſants, and I be- 
lieve was the only cauſe made Sixtus ab Heminga turn 


Apoſtate. For itis true, and will be true in all ages, A 
what Card» complained of ia-his.z ** Filis ſuppoſiritii & Revo;

Quacks and Mountebanks blemiſh the Art of Fhyſick,and 
perhaps kill more than they cure, and the corrupt pet- 
xi» fogging Lanyer diſparageth the Profeſſion of the 
Law. If the foundation be talſe or weak, the ſuperſtru- 
.Qture mult needs fall. If the Nativity be-falſe giveo, 
if no ſuch perſon was bornat that time, if the Heavens 
and Planets were quite otherwiſe diſpoſed, what won- 
der is it if the Artiſt ſhoot wide of the mark, and his 
Judgment agree with nothing either in Life or Death ? 
But this O6:72r , the thing I meant to tax was the 
miſtaken point of the true H/cp, ſo little underſtood or 
oh by ſome PraGticers, tho' otherwiſe learned. 

r hath been as ſtrange as grievous to ſee the Confu- 
fion and Contradition which hath appeared in publick 
among ſeveral who are Writers, and call themſelves 


Authors in this Art, with what bitterneſs they contra» 


.di& one another, and every one ſets up their own 
Whimſies and Fancies, and yet pretend to'be the only. 
Searchers after Truth, and that they only contend for 
Truth, tho' at the ſame time they do nothing indeed but 
gratifie their own revengeful Humor in Railing and ill 
Language. Who have becn the firlt aggreflors in this 
kind, let them take jt to themſelves. But beſides the 
Scandal which this hath created to the Art with learned 
and diſintereſted men, the errors orrboth ſides hath yer 
diſhonoured it more ; of which, tho I am ſure ſome of 
themſelyes are convinced, yet they have not the Inge- 
nuity to confeſs, or recant them as publickly as they 
wefted them ;-- which if they. were all purſuers and

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enquirers after Truth only ( as they pretend ) they 
. * would do, and lay afide their private Animolities ; and 
this they would think no ſhame or refleQion upon them. 
ſelves, if they imitated the learned and ingenious Car- 
dan; who confeſſed he had erred , but deſpiſing the 4

Aſtrology is now like a dead Carkaſs, to which every 
Crow or Rook reſorts and takes « Mouthful, and then 
flies to the next Tree, or other convenient place , and 
with his Croaking Noiſe tells the World he hath brought 
away the whole Body in his __ Theſe kind of Creatures

are like a pack of Beagles in a Foreſt, \which by reaſon of 
their ſmallneſs could not be deteifed and known to be 
there , were it not for the Telping and Noiſe they make; 
: by which kind of Cry they purſue their Game. Ton may, 
if you pleaſe, transfer this ſimile to ſome of - the Scanaa- 
lous Fry, who under the Notion of Aſtrology, cheat Man- 
kind by pretending Fo things not in Nature ; 'like, your 
Magick-Mongers , Sigil - Merchants, Charm - Broak. 
ers, Fc. a Crew of Knaves more fit to. be puniſhed than 
encouraged : And indeed we find ſome of theſe Wretches 
among the Writers of Almanacks alſo; no wonder therefore 
the lefſer KR, ——= ufc it. 

Aſtrology hath another ſort of Votaries that make 
Mountain- Pretences of their Abilities iu Art: ( as they call 
# ) and their monſtrous familiarity with thezr Divine 
Urania, a Laay for whom they have a mighty Reſpett, if 
ou can but believe them ; and yet at the ſame time cloath 
zhe poor Gentlewoman i» Fools Coat, pin Papers at 
her Tail, and in all their Draughts of her, make her appear 
« compleat Monſter , by their ridiculous ( yet laborious) 
management of the Art and Rules they pretend to ; never 
- confidering that their Principles and Pazitice ought to agree, 
apd that each Cauſe ought to have always the ſame or an 
adequate Effett; and it us by this undiſcreet management 
that our Authors have made fo many Unb:lievers ; for 
when men of Ingenuity come to-read the Authors that teach 
#s, and meet with ſo many notorious Contradiftions in them, 
# ſours their Opinion of that which before they thought mo- _ 
derately well of. 

There is another ſort that 'are ftrenuouſly diligent in 
. finding out Novelties, and loading the Art with Fooleries 
of their own contriving ; and if they happen to have 4 
good way in tilling a Story, and a little Intereſt among - 
mankind to be believed; the more ignorant fort, that love 
Impoſſibilities, and to hear of things not=in Nature , ao 
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immediately ſwallow the Gudgeon. And thoſe men that are 
the promoters of this, and ſuch like ways as theſe are, do 
not at all underſtand any thing of the true primitive Aſtro» 
logy, but only endeavour to ſet up ſomething and:r that 
Name , npon-which to build a Reputation and Trade for 
their Lives. And beſides, if you lock out among our En- 
liſh 4thors, pray conſider how much Advantage, Creatt 
and Reputation they have brought to the Art by all they have 
done theſe laſt Forty Tears either in Printing or Pradtice ; 

' and when you have numbred its Profeſſors, you will not 
find Ont in Ten but what pretend to it more for the 
Profit it brings, than for the Advantage and Promoti- 
on of the - Art : . Nor is there One in Forty 'of theſe © 
Queſtuaries able to do any thing, if they "were willing ; 
for their buſineſs is to make themſelves Maſters of the 
Pratling part, that they may talk of it, and be great 
among thoſe in Plato's Cave: But for Reformation, and 
thoſe that undertake it, they eſterm ſuch their Enemies, and 
not fit for Converſation. + 
' Theſe are the Profeſſors of Aſtrology that make it ſo 
Contemptible and Scanaalum ; and theſe are the men that 
Ptolemy complain#of in his time; as you may ſee, Lib. 1. 
Cap. 1. where he tells us, Preterea multi quzſtus cauſa 
alias divinationes venditant, nomine & dignitate hujus 
Artis, ac vulgo imponunt, multa przdicentes, qu# non 
fignihcantur naturalibus cauſis; And in divers other 
places of that firſt Book and Chapter he complains of theſe 
; urea and Knaviſh Abufers wa the Art in that time when 
e mrit. 
And theſe are thoſe Aſtrological Hypocrites that Cardan 
 exclaims againſt in his Comment on that very Chapter be= 
fore quoted, and the Text in particuler mentioned ; where 
after he hath nominated divers ways that the Knaves of 
thoſe times uſed. under the Notion of Aſtrology, he ſays ; 
Mendaciis abſurdis artem hanc Yituperantes. So that 
b '2 it 
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it is no firange thing ( you ſee) for a Crew of ignorant Fel- 
lows, that know nothing of Aſtrology, to crowd themſelves 
* under that Name and Charatter ; look out into the world 
and you will certainly find your Tr — ers and your Co--ys 
in every corner of the City and Nation ; and nhire evir 
you find that Crew, that pretend to ſuch Villanies, be certain 
they are perfeft Strangers to the Truths of Aſtrology, and 
know nothing of the matter ; being only excellent in 1 ricking 
and Cheating. Nay, know one ignorant Fellow that hath lived 
by the Art theſe T hirty Tears,told mighty things about Cele- 
tial Influence, and the truth of the Art in print ; aud yet 1 
often hear ,, He doth in Company at Taverns ſay, It is a 
Cheat ; that there # nothing in it ; and that he uſeth it on+ 
ty for a Livelikood: I ſuppoſe you will gueſs at the man, 
his Guts and his Brains often contend for the Prehemi- 
mence, 

Now let me exhort all thoſe that are real well wiſhers to A- 
ſtrology, to ſet to the Work ia earneſt, get many Nativities 
that are true ('tis.no matter what their Quality is ) work 
and obſerve whether your Diretions have the ſame effetts 
in one that they have in another's Nativity ; make your 
_ felves Maſters of Ptolemy's Rules and Principles, and 
make him your Standard to try 'your Operations by ; Learn 
zo chuſe your Giver of Lite, your Poiothanatos, axd your 
Biothanatos : And when you are Mifters of theſe, you will 
be able to ſee through thoſe Fooleries no win faſhion among 
thoſe that are your Maſters and publick Teachers of the 
Art in all the corners of the Town, When: you are got 
into this Method and Way, you will ſee a Profpett of ar- 
riving at ſomething that will be ſatisfatory to the labori- 
ous Student in his farther purſuit after Truth, and yet 
with me deſpair of ever feeing it brought to a compleat Per- 
feition ; and both of us ſay with Campanella, Proleme- 
um ſequimur —— —Omnes enim Afſtrologi omni- 
um temporum, ab exordio Mundi ad nos, non ſuffici- 

unc 
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unt ad Aſtrologiam totam & reQte conficiendam. And 


as a Concluſion to this Paragraph, give me leave to ſay, 


and that moſt truly, That all Methods, Ways and Pro. 


jeits in Aſtrology, not founded on the Principles and Do= 
arine of Ptolemy, are vain and idle; and all thoſe that 
employ themſelves in ſuch Methods, &C, do but trifle away 
their Time, and are never the better. 

When I quote Ptolemy in the following Treatiſe, it is 
that Tranſlation done by the Learned MelanQthon, and 
'printed at Balil in'the Tear 1553. and is the beſt of all 
the Tranſlutions that are extant of the Quadripartite. 
And 1 have an Intention to Print thay Trau/lation of Me- 
lanQhon eg4init being grown very ſcarce ; and to Print Me- 
lanQthon”s Epiſtle b2fore it ikewiſe, and to add to it a-ſhort 
Comment on the remarkable Chapters in the two laſt Books, 
making it a handſom Pock:t-Volume, ina clear Letter ; an 
excellent Companion for thoſe that are fludious in this Art 
and whoſoever is once Maſter of that Treatiſe, will ſet a 
ſmall »ualue on the reſt of the Authors. And it muſt be 
done at our 'own Charge, becauſe the Bookſellers will not en- 
courage it, nor be at the Charge to da it well and fair, 

When I quote Argol's De Diebus Criticis, zt 7s. that 
Eiition Printed at Padua in the y2ay 1652. and tis both the 
beſt and laſt, and a good thing in its kind, though the Na- 
tivities are for the moſt part falſe, -and his Rules miſap- 

td. 
: T intend alſo to give: the world a few Nativities, perhaps 
. an Hundred or Tw), in a way different to all that have. 
gone before me ; and in all that I Print, I will take care 
to give the true Eſtimate Time, which all the Authors dn 
that ſubjet have hitherto omitted : It is the want of that 
which hinders our examining thoſe already printed, and ſo 
prevents not only me, but all men elſe to engeavour a Cor- 
,redion of them, It is too arbitrary to impoſe upon man» 


kind. [ach Nativities that we have corretted, and neither 
give 
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-give Reaſons, nor the Eſtimate Time thereof, to afſift them 
that come after 3 ſome differing Three Hours from the 
Eſtimate, but 'cymmonly half an Hour, or an Hour : $0 
that all that have been done hitherto, are of no uſe but to 
ſtare pon, and that with a aoubtful Eze too. 

I have not elefted a Time for Publiſhing my Book, which 
perhaps ſome will wonder at, eſpecially becauſe Saturn is 
.0n my Radical Sup; let it take its Fate, if the preſent doth ' 
.xot like it,the next Age, I am ſure, will thank me for it ; and 
this Book will be the occaſion of the Old DotFrine”s Reſarre- 
Hon at one time or another.

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CHAP. I. 
PROEAMI U M. 


HE Learned Cardan begins his Aphoriſms, in 
imitation of Hippocrates, with, a Vita brevis 
Ars longaz and. it is a Sentence fit for every 
Man's Memory and Confideration, that thinks 
himſelf able by Writing to tranſmit the My- 
ſeries, Principles and Practice of any Science to Poſterity, 
to remember, That as Man's Life is ſhort, ſo he ought to 
make his Rudiments, Matter and Method, both ſhort and 
comprehenſive ; and, to-the beſi of his Knowledge, to deli- 
ver no more than he hath really found true in his Practice and 
Studyz and not to lay down Suppoſitions and Whims, which 
he conceives in his own Opinion -only, for ſubſtantial Do- 
arines, without cither Reaſon, or, what is more authentick 
Experience; for, by ſo doing, inſtead of making the Art he 
writes of plainer eakter to be underſtood. by Learners, he 
clogs it with more Difficulties and unintelligible Matter than 
it was before: - And, by ſuch Mzanders, inſtead of an Intro- 
duQion and Tutor to what they deſire, he brings them into a 
Labyrinth and Confuſion fo intricate, that it is very hard, 
if ever paſſible, to cxtricate themſelves again. Aud this I 

WE ſpeak 
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ſpeak knowingly, my own laborious Experience having taught 
me this Leſſon 3 and how rational it is for you to believe me, 
will be ſeen hereafter in this Treatiſe following. There are 
no Errors in being, that I have met with, that want ſome 
Authox or other to countenance and promote them: And if 
there is but an Author to be produced and quoted by a young 
Student, for any thing in his PraQtice, how erroneous foever 
it is in it (ſelf, and contradictory to Reafon and Nature, he is 
well contented, and remains ſatisfhed with its Truth, becauſe 
ſuch an Author ſays it. I believe you may find it upon your 
own Enquiry, I am ſure I have, that there are a great many 
of our Authors. ſet up with a very ſmall Stock, if any Man 
may be Judge'in the Caſe beſides themſclves z and therefore 
our Ertors are not of Yeſterday, but convey'd and brought 
down to us by the Stream and Current of Antiquity and Tra- 
dition; And, to fay the Truth, moſt of our Authors have 
* but tranſcribed, one from another, a little Truth with a great 
deal of Errorz and, I think, he is the true Artiſt that can 
make a txue Separation, and draw the Line between them 
both, and, I am ſure, there was never more necd of-{uch a 
Work than at this Time. 

If what I have now faid is allowed to be true, then it will 
appear that our own Authors have deceived us in our firſt 
Rudiments, and even at our beginning we took a great deal 
of Pains to learn Falſhood and Errors, a thing ſo much de- 
reſted and declaim'd by all Menz and, if ſo, it is almoſt 
impoſlible for us, while we keep that way we began, to come 
to any probable Point of Reformation. And, to this purpoſe, 
Phyſicians tell us, That what Errors ſoever arc begun in the 
firſt Digeſtion, are by no means regulated or amended in the 
ſecond and third 5 and therefore Truth and we ſeem like two _ 
Lines drawn from one Centre, the farther extended, the wider 
and further diſtant: . And, to keep ſuch a Courſe, is to re- 
ſolve never to meet. Now, in my Opinion, the way to 
amend theſe Enormities in Science, and regulate and reform 
theſe Errors, is to examine our Authors, by whom we have 
been miſinformed, and alſo miſled z and if, upon the whole, 
we find any Cauſe to diſſent and differ from them, upon very 
good Grounds, -I think it is no abuſe or injury done to them 3 
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nor wifi the Students of the preſent Age ſuffer thereby, if _ 
by ſo doing they better inform their Judgments. And, 
again, if, upon this Enquiry, our Authors are not found in 
the wrong, their Authoritics are no ways- abuſed, but will 
appear more valid and reputable than they were beforez and 
though we ſhould tmd them to be in the wrong in ſome things, 
yet I acknowledg it my Duty, and every man's elſe, to pay a 
due ReſpeR to their Aſhes and Memory, for the Advantage 
that they intended, or we have received by them ; and in exa- 
mining of their Labours and Writings, to doit with Reſpect, 
and not to trample upon the Dead. - But if any man ſhall 
ſeem to impoſe any thing upon us becauſe it is of a long ltand- 
ing, or becauſe it was writ by an Author of great Authority 
long fince, and for nd other Reaſon, I muſt beg his Pardon if 
I do not believe it z for Antiquity and Tradition of that na- 
ture hath no Power to prevail on my Belicf, unleſs they bring 
with them more demonſtrable Arguments of Verity than the 
Power of Antiquity, and the dubious Proof of Three, Four 
or Five Hundred Years ago; for I am very well aſſured, there 
are Old Errors as well as Old Truths, and the former ſeem to 
exceed the latter in Number; and therefore, if I' give Credit 
to an Old Author, it muſt be for ſomething elſe belides his An- 
tiquity and great Burthen of Time. 

The Learned Author of the Pſendodoxia Epidemica, lays the 
Source and Original of Error to the Charge of our firſt Pa- 
rents, © whoin that priſtine State were deluded and deceived, 
and, after that, deluded and deceived one another, to the 
* diſcovery of their own Shame, and the Entailing the Curſe 
© on their ſcandalous Offspring; who, notwithſtanding (if 
© Poſterity may take leave to judge of the Fa, as they are 
© aſſured to ſuffer in the Puniſhment) were groſly deceived 
© in their PerfeRtion : And fo weakly deluded in the Clarity 
* of . their Underſtanding, that it hath left no ſmall Obſcurity 
© in ours, how Error ſhould gain upon them. It is too true, 
indeed, that Error did begin with the Order of Nature; and 
the firſt InjunQion laid upon us, In the Sweat of thy Brows, &c. 
ſeems to inform me, That one part of that Curſe was Man's 
continual Labour and Endeavour z and that either through 
Frailty, Overfights and Errors, the Work of one Hour ſhould 
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lay. the Cauſe for the Labour of another z ſo that Human Toil 
is not to end ſo long as his Breath is in his Noſtrils. And at 
laſt, he concludes, ſaying, © Thus we may perceive, how 

+ weakly our Fathers did err before the Flood, how continu- 

; * ally, and upon common Diſcourſe they fell upon Errors after- 
* ward: It is therefore no Worder we have been erroneous 
© eyer fince;z and being now at the greateſi Diſtance from the 
© beginning of Error, are almoſi loſt in its Difſemination , 
© whoſe Ways are Boundleſs, and confeſs no Circumſcri- 
& vtion. ; | 
: has it appears there are Errors, and that thoſe Errors 


| had an Original, from which Source they are diſſeminated, 


and now ſpread throughout the whole Body of Nature z and 
though it is generally owned and allowed, . that.all Men err, 
yet how hard is it to get a Conceilion from-any..man's Mouth, 


- eo accuſe himſelf? We can diſcover -Errors in others at a 


Diſtance !- nay, in our Friends.and Relations! But in our 
ſelves, *ſuch is our hard: Fate, that either we cannot, or elſe 
we will not diſcover any thing of that nature, or like it; and 
therefore, till we' can-draw this Curtain of Self-Opinion to 
one Side, and give our ſelves the Leave and Liberty of ſeeing 
our own Errors 'as well as other men's, we ſhall never make 
any Work to the purpoſe, in order to a Reformation in this 
Study and PraQice : © For till every man is willing to ſearch, 
' and ready. to own, as well his as other men's Errors, *tis im« 
poſſible to expe any Conſent to a Regulation, or that they 
will agree to part with their Errors (or,, to ſpeak more mo- 
derately and leſs offgnfive to to the angry men), and Shadow 
of Truth, at preſent in general Reputation, and ſome of 
them introduced-and uſed in all men's Practice and Study in 
this Art, Nay! ſach is the Tyranny of Cuſtom, and our 
Juvenile Education, that what we have once ſucked in early, 
and contentedly believed and embraced it for ſeveral Years 


' after; how loth and unwilling we are to part with: it, though 


it ſhould: be for our Advantage, Profit and Eaſe! How un- 
willing the French Slaves are to part with their Chains? How. 
loth are the Papiſts to part with their Apiſh Religion, or-to 
enquire into any-other, though more rational and probable ! 
How.contentedly the Wild Þifh, and the Seors in the —_— 
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tains, live with a ſorry Dyet and brutiſh Converſation, and 
no ways deſirous to change their Condition? And how well 
the King of Fez his Vaſſals are ſatisfied, to come when they 
are ſent for, and ftand till to let their King beat out their 
Brains, either for Sacrifice or Puniſhment, according as his 
lawleſs Will thinks fit ? And all this is but the effe&t of Cu- 
ſtom and Education; they were born and bred:in, and under 
" ſuch Cuiloms and Oppreſſions,* by which they have ſubjuga- 
ted both Body and Mind, and have no defire cither to change 
their Conditions, or ſeek for more Freedom, Eaſe and Relief ; 
and to undertake to perſwade theſe-People to forſake theſe 
Inconveniences and Oppreſlions, ana to cmbrace and enjoy 
the Felicity of” a free and happy People, is a Task for a Cice- 
yo, and next to an. Hercalean Labourz fo unwilling are ſome 
People to part with their Errors, fooliſh Opinions, and Igno- 
rance. 

And therefore, to this purpoſe, it will not be*+ improper 
to tell you- the Story of Plato's Cave, as you have it related: 
by Camerarins, in his Hiſtorical Meditations, page 154+ *Sup- 
© pole (ſays be )- in your mind, ſome Cave, that is ſpacious, 
© yery hollow and deep within, that hath Vents and Holes in 
©the Top, through which the Light may be feen ; ſuppoſe 
alſo, that in the bottom of this Cave there be men ſet, and 
© brought up there from their Childhood, chained” and kept 
© ſo ſhort, that they cannot turn themſelves to thoſe Holes, nor 
©ftir, nor ſce any thing but what is at a diſtance, and right 
© againſt them. That behind and over them there ſhineth a 
© great Light, between which and theſe Priſoners there is a 
© way aloft, and (as it were) hanging in the Air, and by 
© that Way a Wallz on which Way many do go and come, 
© carrying divers Pieces of Houſhold-Stuff, Shop-Wares, Fi- 
© ures of Beaſts, Men, and divers other things: And that the 
6 | ar, of all theſe things, thus carry'd, are by theſe Prifo- 
©ners ſeen upon the Wall: - And that thoſe People that carry 
© theſe things, ſome hold theirpeace, others talk among them- 
* ſelves,as ſoftly as they can; To be ſhort, that all chis may ap- 
© pear like a Scaffold, where Players ſet up Babies and Puppets, 
© which they make to move, mixing ſome Voice and Words 
* of. Merriment between, and afterward to quarrel and knock 
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© one another, to make the Company Sport, who ſee not the 
© Hands of thoſe that move thoſe Images and Puppets. But, 
© perhaps, you will ask me, What I mean by this ſirange ri- 
* diculous Den, that I have thus deſcribed to you? Why, I 
* will tell you that preſently. 

© Let us ſuppoſe, That theſe Men, thus chained and faſt 
© tied, reſemble us. And, what can they ſee within the 
»© Cave? Neither themſelves nor their Fellows, nor yet the 
© Implements and things that are carried; for they are in Dark- 
' © nels, and can diſcern nothing where they are, but thoſe 
* Shadows that the Light doth ſhew and repreſent on the 
* Wall bythe Cave. And, if they could talk one with an- 
* other, they would, without doubt, take theſe Shadows for 
* living, real and ſubſtantial Creatures. . And, if, from the _ 
© Voice of thoſe that paſs along by the Wall, ſome Eccho 
© ſhould reſound in the Bottom of the Cave, Do you think 
© that theſe Priſoners would believe that this Noiſe came from 
© any other thing than the Shadow that paſſed away ? I think 
© not, but do really judge that they would have no Ap- 
* prehenſion of any Truth and Reality, but in thoſe Shadows 
© only. | 
© But, let us now untie them,' and free them from their 

© Ignorance, What will then follow? Why then, I judge, 
© they being unchajged, and -brought out toward the Light, 
© the Priſoner that Mould firft come to this, would be much per- 
© plexed, his Eyes would be weak, and he would not be 
© able to look on thoſe Pieces, of which he had before ſeen 
© their Shadows. And then, if any one ſhould ſay co him z Ho, 

* Friend, heretofore thou ſaweſt but the 'Shadows, now ſee 
© the things themſelvesz and, beſides, if then he were asked, 
© What they be? and how they were called? you may be 
© fare he would be at a great Non-plus, and take the Sha- 
< dows, which he ſaw before, to be truer than the real things 
© that are laid before his Eyes ; and' if ſome man ſhould take 
© him out of the Cave, and carry him into the open Light, 
© do you think that his Eyes would not dazle and be weak, 
© and that he would not turn away from the Light, and with 
of & x into the Cave again, and behold the Shadows as he 
© did beforeI/ Yes verily. But if one ſhould take him againſt 
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* his Will, and force him into the Light by rzgged means, 
* and through narrow and painful Ways, Do you think he 
* would not frown at it, be angry, and refift with all the 
© Power and Force he had? If one ſhould bring him up to a 
* high Mountain, would he not turn away his Eyes, and re- 
© fuſe to ſee any thing, like Herewles's Cerbercs ? Becauſe it 
* would be impoſſible he ſhould endure thus the Light, and 
* look upon fo many good things as wonld be about him, if 
© he were not accuſtomed thereto by littie and little. Firſt, 
* then, he would caſt his Sight upon Shadows, then in the 
© Shadow of the Sun he would behold the Figure of ſome- 
*thing, and next the Bodics themſelves made plain by the 
* Light. After that, he would raife his Eyes to Heaven, by 
* Night he would look upon the Moon and the Stars z in the 
* Day he would inure himſelf to turn his Sight toward the 
*Sun, and think with himſelf that this is the great Torch, 
* which diftinguiſheth the Times, and cauſeth the various Re- 
* volutions of the Year, and that from his Brightneſs thoſe 
* Shadows proceeded, which he had ſeen in the Cave. Into 
* what Diſcourſes (I pray you) do you think, he would enter, 
* fo-often as he ſhould remember his dark Cave, his Chains, 
© his former Thoughts, and his Shadows? ſurely he would 
| ©proſtrate himſelf before God, and in all Reverence thank him, 
* becauſe he was at laſt drawn out of that dark Prifon, and 
© would deplore the State of his Fellows, which he had leſt 
© behind him in ſuch Miſeries. But, if it were the Cuſtom 
* in that Cave, to applaud, honour and recompence with a 
© Reward thoſe that ſhould fee theſe Shadows more diſtinaly, 
© or, that could beſt remember which had been the firſt Sha- 
* dow or the ſecond, or which had paſſed by but once,or thoſe 
© that were to pals by preſently, if there were ſuch an Order 
© in their Motion and Going : Can we think it poſſible that 
©* our Man, brought forth into the Light, would wiſh to have 
* a Share in thoſe Honours, Praiſes and Rewards again, or 
* envy thoſe that ſhould enjoy them within the Cave? 1 do 
© not think it, but rather believe, that he would more wil- 
© lingly go to the utmoſt part of the North, and toward the 
& Frozen Seca, than to be King of the Blind. But, ſuppoſe, 


* that the ſame Man were to return again (at the End of fome 
© time} 
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time) into his Place within the Cave, would he not be as 
© if he had loſt his ſeting, having left the Light, to go again 
into Darkneſs? And, if- they ſhould diſpute within, which 
© of them all Caw-the Shadows beſt, and that our man ſhould 
© {ſpeak of them what he now knowsz would they not all 
* mock and laugh at him, think ye, and cry out, That 
© their Fellow was mad or bewitched, and that he was much 
© the worſe for going out; and that he was returned flone- 
© blind; and; then, with a general Vote and Conſent all 
«agree, That there is manifeſt Danger and Peril in going out 
© of the Cavez and, befides, if any one ſhould go in to un- 
*.tie them, -and bring them forth into the Light, they would, 
© without” doubt, uſe their utmoſi Endeavour, to retift with 
© Hand and Foot, and, if they could, pull out his Eyes too, 
© that (ſhould endeavour to do this -Kindneſs for them, and 
© bring them into the Light, and to the Enjoyment of real 
©Truths, Even fuch is Plato's Cave, the Expoſition of 
hich may be ſeen in the Author himſelf, from whence ic 
Jas taken, and which Politian hath fince repreſented in a Ly-, 

tis Poem, called Lamia. = <4 
Ie is needlefs for me to undertake an Expoſition of this Pa- 
rabolical Cave, ſeeing the thing is ſo plzio in it (elf, .and fo: 
eaſie to be apprehended by.any Reader, how dull orſtupid 
ſoever he ſhould happen to.be. However, . I will make this 
one Remark upon it, in reference to the Author's Deſign in 
the thing: And that is, There are a great Number in the 
World, who hug themſelves in their own Notions, Opini- * 
ons and Apprehenfions, derived and formed according to their 
own Sentiments of things in Nature, -or elſe borrowed from 
Tradition and Antiquity, which, when they are throughly 
grounded in. them, they count it no leſs than Herefie- in any 
' man that ſhall queſtion their Truth: And he or they that are 
the moſt excellent among them, cither for ſome peculiar Fa- 
culties and Abilities, or elſe their Proficiency in ſome ſort of 
Errors-more than. the reſt of the Society, puffs them up: 
And they would be thought Liztle Angels, or at the leaſt Heroes, 
and perſwade the reſt of Mankind, That all they who are 
out of their Cave, know nothing, in compariſon to them, 
who ſee ſuch pretty ſhadows, and ſuch gallant Puppets 3 and 
Ie therefore 


therefore they that are willing in the Cave, they 
ſhall have my free conſent to COFtinue there ill, and let them 
believe their Foolerics areTraths, their Shadows are Realities, 
and their Puppets are living Bodies, it is no Injury to me, I 
will pecp ir- upon them, and alſo pity them: Nay! I will 
gO further too; 1 will call them out, but if that will not 
do, Peace be with them, for | will not run the Riſque of 

oing in to them, leſt I ſtumble and break my Face, a very fit 

eward for one that is fool-hardy, and will venture his own 
Life to inform another's Underſtanding. 

It is one part (and a great one too) of man's Happineſs, 
that he hath Sence and Reaſon, to contider the good and bad 
Occurrences of his Life, and thereby to endeavour to chuſe 
the one, and ſhun and evade the other; and alſo to cxamifte 
the Probabilities and Improbabilities of the Rudiments , 
Rules and Methods laid down, to infiru&t and teach the Stu- 
dents in all Parts of Natural Learning; and, certainly , 
ſhould we refuſe and deny our ſclves the Uſe of our Reaſon 
in theſe things, and ſwallow down all things greedily that 
are delivered to us, under Pretence of Information, for ab- 
ſolute Truths, without ſo much as enquiring the rationality 
of the thing, and its coherence with its own Principles, and 
the order of Naturez we may in a ſhort time herd with the 
more ſenfible fort of Beaſts ;3-and alſo tell our Fellow-GCrea- 
tures, We out-do our firſt Parents (whom we often think ve- 
ry hard of) in giving Credit to Lies and Falfhood 3 they 
were deceived by Suggeſtion and Perſwaſion, we by Impoſi- 
tion and Cuſtom; they in their Innocence knew no ſuch t 
as Error : But we know little elſe; and If any Man doubts 
. the Truth of this Aﬀertion, let him repair to his own Boſom 
for full SatisfaCtion. | 

It is certain, and beyond all Queſtion, that Errors, Miftakes 
and Lies are more common, obvious and praQicable than real 
Traths ; for in an ARion or Accident within a Bow-ſhot of 
our own Habitations, how many various Stories ſhall we hear 
about it? And, how variouſly and confuſedly every Relater 
ſhall deliver the Circumſtances of this Action, is known to 
every onez and, perhaps, at laſt, when the beft Account 
comes, it may have ſome —_— of Error, cithes a _— 

charg- 
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chargeable to the Dete& of Memory ; or being willing to 
palliate ſome part of the Afton by a ſoft and tender Relation, 
when, at the ſame time, they firain another part of it be- 
yond the true and real Aion it ſelf, which may very pro- . 
perly take the; Name of Partiality. - Or by ſome hot-headed 
Hearer and Teller of News, who having heard the Relation 
from half a dozen at once, remembers ſcarce any thing from 
either of them, but makes a new Relation of his own, ſome- 
thing like the other, and away he runs with that, and tells 
it, to every one he meets, for Truth z and this you may 
very well call Confidence, &c. And do you think this is 
not ground enough to fill a whole Pariſh or City with Lies, 
when the Reporters. of theſe things, like Atoms, fly into 
every Corner and Part thereof, and each man tells what he 
hath heard or apprehended of the Matter? And thus will the 
Account go, till you can _= with the Actors of it them- 
ſelves, or with ſome Intelligent man, thag hath had it from 
them, or the true Relation of it by one that ſaw and ob- 
ſerved the whole. Now, let us conſider, how many People . 
there are that are willing or defirous to enquire out the Truth 
of this matter 3 not one in a hundred, perhaps not one in a 
thouſand z for the generality of People are not inquiſitive 
after Truth, but News ! And, when they have heard a Story, 
it ſerves them to talk of till they hear another, and ſo one 
Lie drives in, and alſo drives out, another z and by this 
Courſe and Cuſtom the Faculties of the Body are imployed, 
and the things ſerve to talk of as well as if they were true in- 
deed; it ſounds as'well, ſpends Time as well, and the Hear- 
ers of it, when related, ſtare and admire at it as much as if 
it was perfeRly true z and thus the Rattle goes on, and they 
are all very well contented. : 

Why, juſt fo it is with our Book-wrights, exactly in eve- 
xy particular thing I haye here mentioned ; for every one that 
can talk, is not fit to tell a Story, or carry a Relation of a 
Matter; nor is every one that can write, fit to write things of 
Science, though perhaps he may underſtand ſomething of it 
and he that can tell a Story well, doth generally embelliſh his 
Diſcourſe, ſet it off with a Lic or two, or, to ſpeak more 
ſoft, ſme new emphatick Invention of his own z why, _ 
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ſo it is with our Writers and Authors of Books in general : 
They throw in ſomething of their own, which, they think, 
ſounds well enough to them, and may paſs current without 
Sufpicion of being a new DcQtrine 3 ard this the Reader is 
obliged to take among the reſt, without either Why or Where- 
fore. But, it would be endleſs to run into Diſcourtes and Ar- 
guments of this Nature, and of a Prozmizm make a Treatiſe ; 
Belides, it 1s needleſs to follow this Track any longer, for I 
ſappoſe there are few or none will deny Errors to be delivered 
in this Method and Order if they do, let them repair to any 
printed Author, in every "_ of which it is very- probable 
they may find either Errors of the Author, or Miſtakes of the 
Printer, and in ſome Pages both, for their Safation. For 
if Authors, in all kind of Learning, had not been ſufficiently 
fertile in that untoward ſort of Produc, the Learned D. Prim- 
roſe and Sir Thomas Brown had ſpent their Time in vain when 
they made an Enquiry into Vulgar and Common Errors. And, 
to that Purpoſe, hear what the latter of them ſaith, pag. 20. 
Pſeudo, Epidem. *© But. the mortalleſt Enemy (ſaith be) unto 
© Knowledge, and that which hath done the greateſt Execu- 
© tion upon Truth, hath been a peremtory Adheſion unto Au. 
f n_ and more eſpecially eſtabliſhing of our Belief upon 
. gu icates of Antiquity. For (as every Capacity may ob- 
* ſerve) moſt men of Ages preſent, ſo ſuperſtitiouſly do look 
* on Ages paſt, that the Amtborities of the one do far exceed 
© the Reaſons of the other; Whoſe Perſons indeed being far 
© removed from our Times, their Works, which ſeldom with 
© us paſs uncontroll'd, either by Contemporaries, or by im- 
© mediate Succeſſors, are now become out of the Diſtance of 
© Envy; And the farther removed from preſent Times, are 
© concerned to approach the nearer unto Truth it ſelf, Now, 
© hereby -methinks we manifeſtly delude our ſelyes, and wide 
© ly walk out of the Track of Truth. 

« For firſt, men hereby impoſe a Thraldom on thelr times, 
* which the Ingenuity of no Age ſhould endure, or indecd the 
© preſumption of any did yet enjoyn. Thus Hippocrates about 
* Two thouſand Years ago, conceived it no injuſtice, either 
© to examin or refute the DoQrines of his Predeceſlors: 
* Galen the like, and Ariftotle moſt of any, Yet did not me 
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| © of theſe conceive themſelves infallible, or ſet down their 


£ DiQates as Veritics irrefragable; but when they either de- 
© liver their own Inventions, or reje& other men's Opinions, 
* they proceed with Judgment and Ingenuity ; eſtabliſhing 
© their Agertions, not only with great Solidity, but ſubmitting 
© them alſo to the Correction of turure Diſcovery. 

© Laftly, While we ſo devoutly adhere to Antiquity in ſpme 
© things, we do not conlider we have deſerted _ in ſeveral 
© others, For they have, indeed, not only been imperfet in 
© the Conceit of ſome things, but either ignorant or erroneous 
© in many more. They underſiood not the Motion of the 
* cighth Sphere, from Weſt to Eaſt, and ſo conceived the Lon- 
© gitude of the Stars invariable. They conceived the Torrid 
© Zone unhabitable, and ſo made fruſtrate the goodlieſt part of 
© the Earth. But, we know now 'tis very well empeo- 
© pled, and the Habitation thereof eſteemed fo happy, that 
© ſome have made it the proper Seat of Paradiſe z and been 
© ſo far from judging it unhabitable, that they have made it 
* the firſt Habitation of all. Many of the Ancients deny'd the 
© Antipodes, as Axſtin, 8&c. Others, That the Earth was 
* round, as Lanfantius, But the Experience of our enlarged 
© Navigations, can now affert them beyond all Dubitation. 
* Having thus totally relinquiſh'd them in ſome things, it may 
C noe bc preſumptuous to examin them in others 3 but ſurely 
© more unreaſonable to adhere to them in all, as though they 
© were infallible, or could not err in any. Thus, I ſay, muſi 
© theſe Authors be read, and thus muſt we be read our ſelves z 
© for, diſcourſing Matters dubious, and many atroverbl 
© Truths, we cannot, without Arrogancy enfreat a Cre- 
* dulity, or implore any farther Aﬀent than the Proba- 
* bility of our Reaſons, and Verity of Experiments en- 
© duces. 

Hence it is plain, there is a Flood of Error in the World, 
and that all Sciences and Learning, as well as Aſtrology, 
have an<qual ſhare therein 3 and that the moſt learned among 
us have lodged the Cauſe thereof in our Old Authors, whom 
we- ſo much admire, and endeavour to follow, by zealous 
Adoration, and Purſuit without Reaſon z And, in our own 
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and not only brought thereby into-a"Cuſtom of believing 
their Errors, but allo into ſuch a Zeal as to quarrel and con- 
tend to maintain and juſtifhe them as if they were undeniable 
Fruths. And if any of their Defenders chance to be furniſhed 
with good Language, and the Art of Reaſoning, it makes 
him tit to be an Author, though no Skill; by which means 
he paints the Trap, and hides the Snare, and by this kind of 
Art catcheth the Gudgcon with the morecaſe: And thus the 
major part of Readers have been deluded, Yet hereand there 
we have found one, who by Labour and the firength of Rea- 
ſon have detected theſe Delaufions, and made Digreſſions 
from the common Road, upon very good Authority of Rea- 
ſon and Experience, thoſe two Handmaids of Truth, who 
are but ligtle acquainted with ſuch, who are not at Leiſure to 
think, nor will not take time to labour, without which no- 
thing is to be done. 


Then, the next Work is, to examin and try whether our - 


Authors that we generally follow, and moſt _— on for 
Rules and DireQions in Practice, will hold and agree one 
with another ; and whether they will allow them to have the 
ſame, or ag adequate Effect at all Times, and in all Perſons, 
allowing their Rules of Exception, if they have any ; let us 
try alſo if their Operations are demonſtrable, and founded in 
the Principles of Nature and true Motion, by which all of 
yen pretend to work, and perform theix Operations in their 

ſtrological Practice ; let us alſo obſerve, Whether or not 
they make their own Rules, laid down for our Information, 
a Guide to themſelves, or whether they 'give us Rules and 
PraQtice quite contrary. In a Word, let us examin their 
whole Syltem of Aſtrology, now in Vogue and Repute, and 
where we find it defeRive and falſe, to rejeR its uſe; but where 
it is ſubſtantial, and will ſtand the Teſt of Enquiry, to give 
it the Stamp of Approbation, and admit of it in our Pra- 
Rice. 

But, perhaps it maÞbc objeted z That, in {o doing, you 
denounce War almsſt againſt all Aftrologers, as an Ignorant man 
did lately expreſs 'it in Print. To which 1 anſwer; If 
the DeteQing and Exploding of Errors, is a denouncing of 
War then Truth and Peace is in a very ſorry Condition $ 

an 


Py 
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and the Reward every one muſt expe for ſuch an Under- 
taking is a broken Head. I do not know any Reaſon there 
is for it, that I ſhould run out of one Error into another, 
and this knowingly, giving Examples and Rules to others to 
do the fame. Nor can I fatisfie my ſelf in ſuch a Practice, 
where | know my Rules are falſe, 'and give me the Lie tomy 
Face, ſo often almoſt as I have occafion to uſe them 3 though 
perhaps, that Gentleman may, who made that Objccti- 
on. I do confeſs, he ought to hang out his Flag, and call 
in what Aſſiſtance he can, to make a Noiſe, and alſo play 
the part of Demetrius, raiſe the Mob tp ſecure his Trade : And 
indeed it ſeems very likely he-intends ſuch a Trick, when he 
uſeth the Word, Al Aftrologers, as much as if he (ſhould fay, 
Ye are all on my fide, don't take bis part, nor believe a Word be ſays : 
This Fellow comes to sk, Why, and wherefore Things are ſo and 
Jo? Burt if this is the beſt Defence he hath for his Principles 
- and Practice, as well as his Books already in Print, I do af- 
ſure him I will make them ſhake. What! muſt not] ask a 
Queſtion, eſpecially where it is for the common Good, and 
the Advantage of others? This is ſuch a«Picce of Tyranny 
not heard of before, no, not in the moſt Arbitrary Societies; 
What! muſt I not ask whether I am in the Right or in the 
Wrong, in Truth or in Error? This is indeed very hard and 
unjuſt Meaſure, 

I were in a Journey, and ſhould, by ſome ſort of 
Accident, loſe my Way; as, by a Foggy Day, a Dark Night, 
my Unacquaintance with 'that Road, or the like z why, by 
the Rule juſt now mention'd, it is not lawful for me to go to 
the next Houſe er Village, I can diſcover, to ask my Way; 
No, nor to enquire of the firſt Traveller I meet. Why fo ? 
becauſe the ObjeQor tells. you, It is a Denouncing of War 
g__ all them that are out of the Way, as well as my elf: 
ay! by his Rule, againſt all, as well in the Right as in the 
Wrong (you know it is a Piece of Policy to make your own 
Party as numerous as poſſible, and your Enemies as few as 
can be) and the only pure Defign of it is, He being a Princi- 
pal Governour -in. Plato's Cave, is willing to have as ma- 
ny there with him as he can, for the Advantage of Con- 
verſation, 
What! 
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What! muſt not I queſtion the Truth of it? that is a 
very hard Caſez And therefore | will call in DoQor Goad to 
be an Advocate for me in the Cauſe : Who, in his Aſftrome- 
| #4oro, page 29. ſays; * What, muſt we ſubmit in earneſt to 
© every Tradition in Natural Science? There's nought, I hope, 
©in Philoſophy, but what appeals to Poſterity, asto Sence and 
© Reaſon, and will abide the Teſt of Natural Scrutiny, Phi- 
© Ioſophy is too ingenuous to impoſe upon us, or offer to de» 
© ceive us by Authority. I grant the Authority of our Ance- 
© flors is greater than is allowed by the Junior Inceptors of 
* theſe Days: Many are deſpiſed by us, whoſe Wiſdom we 
© ſhall never attain to. But yet our Anceſtors themſelves have 
© fixed Bounds to their Authority : They ſwear us, indeed, 
© not to corrupt their Books, but they do not ſwear us to be- 
© lleve all they deliver. We muſt taſte before we ſwallow ; 
C eſpecially in that part of Philoſophy that lics beyond the 
© Moon, abſtruſe Theorems at a vaſt Proſpe& and Diſtance. 
©In theſe I ought not to follow them Hood:wink'd, to take 
© all for granted, as if they were firſt Principles, or from In- 
« fallible DiQtates ; they teach us concerning Heaven, but they 
© came not from thence. I cannot give them their due Praiſe, 
© unleſs I examin their Theſes; 1 ſhall be a lazy, unwiſe Per- 
©ſon if I do not. I ſhall be loath to betray the Generations 
© of the World to Security and Error. What Liberty the An- 


© cients have taken in a modeſt Diſſent from their Predeceſſors,. 


© js left to us for a Legacy. Ptolomy himſelf differs from his. 
© Seniors, the Egyptians. I believe the Authority of this Au- 
thor will have a mighty Sway.on the Judgment and Opinion 
of my Confident Antagoniſt, for he had (as he ſaid himſelf), 
a great ReſpeR for him, while he was living and among us:

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chat I pretend to in this my Enquiry z I only-intend to Exa- 
min our Authors, and deſire every one elſe to do the fame, 
and fee whether they are really and practically true, accord- 
ing to the Rules delivered' to us. And this very thing this 
learned Do@or doth alſo allow and plead for z ſure my 
Angry ObjeRor will not ſay, He deneunterh War againſt all 
Aſtrologers too, becaule he is of the ſame Judgment and Opi- 
nion with me: No, no! in him, it ſhall be only a Zeal tor 
the Truth: But, in me, becauſe 1 am a Heretick (and this 
in a double Sence) it muſt be a Quarrel, a denouncing of 
| War, or any thing clſc, what that peeviſh man pleaſeth, he not 
conſidering it is every Man's Duty to deteQ the Errors of his 
Profeflion, and expoſe the ridiculous Whims of thoſe, who 
through Ignorance are a Scandal to their Imployment; And 
Cardan ſays, Melins eft longe, pauca rec & firmiter ſcire, quam 
multa Erroribus mixta; That, it is far better to know a few 
things in Truth, than abundance mixt with Errors: And, 
there is no way to come to that PerfeQtion, but by enquiring 
into the Rules, Methods and Prafiice of its Profeſſors and Teach- 
ers, and to let the World ſee what manner of Stuff they are 
bubbl'd to believe. It is not every one that can play the Plagi- 
ary, and mecthodiſe a few ftolen Rules, that is Maſter of that 
Myſtery concerning which he writes ; nor is every one an 
Attrologer that can talk of the Horoſcope and Midbeaven, the 
Lord cf the Geniture, Pitted and Smoaky Degrees, Arks of Di- 
redions, Cardinal Signs on Angles, &c. There is many a one 
talks of Robin Hood, that never ſhot in his Bow. Every 
Man hath a good Opinion of his own Parts, and it is the hard 
Fate of ſome to believe themſelves more able and capable 
_ they are, and _— under _ Reproof, when he 
ays, Deterius eft, cr e ſcire, neſciat, ignorare que 

debeat ſcire. That it is worſe Log Man to levee i 
what he knows not, than to be ignorant of what he ought to 
know. And, indeed, I am afraid this will! prove the Crime 
of moſt Authors that have pretended to write and teach 
Aſtrology, and I wiſh it had been otherwaysz but, am part- 
ly fure,. that moſt Pretenders, befides my ſelf, will ſet their 
Hands to this Accuſation, and confeſs readily, That they have 
been often deceived in their common Practices, cycn by the 
; moſt 
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moſt approved Rules, delivered by the beſt of our Authors 
not that | think every Author is without Truth in ſomething 
or Other that he delivers to Pottcrity z3 but che major part of 
them (eſpecially thoſe who tranſcribe Tradition) have taken 
things upon Truſt, and have been more fond of large Volumes 
than- much Truth, and giving ſtrange Judgments on the Pri- 
mitive Texts; mixing therewith new Notions of their own ; 


by which means they have confounded their Readers, and ren" 


dred their Matter extream intricate; And with theſe Crimes 
and Abuſes I can charge ſorme very, eminent Authors, at pre- 
ſent in great Repute among the more Learned Students in 
Aſtrology z who, you will find mentioned in the following 
Pages, according as there is occaſion to uſe their Names, 
with their Quotations, when I come to examin and conſider 
their Principles, with my ObjcQions and Reaſons to the con- 
 trary. And alſo that there are ſome Authors, bur little taken 
notice of, _ that are more worth your Reading and Study 
too, to be Maſters of their Notions and Rules, than is g:ne- 
rally believed and ' allowed by the uſual Vogue and common 
Opinion ; for it is our hard Fate, as well in Sciences as in 


Common Vulgar Things and Afﬀairs, we are too apt to fol- ,

(though abſolutely falſe) how many of the (MAner ſort will 
hazard a Broken Head in the Juſtification of it, and think 
themſelves extreamly injured if any man refuſe to believe 
what they relate from his Story ? which every man of Senſe 
knows is too true, and too often praQtiſed z as if an Eminent 
man could not miſtake. Another way byywhich we are 
deceived and led into Error, is, our miſtaking the Effects of 
Dire&ions, and charging the Cauſe of this or that Diſeaſe 
or Accident, to a Star, Ray or DireQion that is not at all con- 
cern'd thereinz and, to make it more intelligable to you, 
and to let you know what I mean by theſe Words, take an 
Example or two for your better Information. If a Man 
happen to be ſeized by a violent Fever, you immediately ex- 
ped to find the Cauſe lodged in the DireQion of the Sun or 
Marr, and therefore if you ao readily find ſuch a Dire- 


Aida, 
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ion to ſome of the Hilegiacal Points, you conclude the Na- 
tivity is falſe, and then make an Alteration in the Aſcendenge, 
and ſo jump into an Error,when you think you have gotTruth 
by the Hand. So, on the contrary, when you find one ſeized 
with a Quartan Ague, or ſuch like Cold Chronick Diſcaſe, you 
think ftreight to tind a DireQion of Satwrn, or, perhaps, the 
Mooz, in ſome ill Ray, and afflicted by him : But, this not 
being found, the next thing is an Alteration of the Figure, 
and be ſure there is a Cauſe then, and that a very plain one 
too. But all this may prove a Miſtake, - and ſhew either 
want of Skill, or want-of Experience in him that doth it. 
For, o me leave to tell you (and I afſure you I ſpeak no- 
thing but Truth)-the Sun, Moon or Aſcendent, &c. directed to 
the Body, Square, or Oppoſition of $Satxrn, may give a violent 
Fever of any kind whatoever, cither Simple, Putrid or P:ſti- 
tential ; Continual or Intermitting z Quotidian, Tertian ox ©uar- 
tan 3 nay, the Small Pox too, And, on the other fide, Dire- 
Qions of the San and Mars may give Quartan Agues, long 
lingering Diſcaſes, procceding from Obfirucions and black 
Choler, nay, Drophics and Gout too, and other Diſeaſes from 
that Birth and Original. I know this will ſeem ſtrange to 
many PraQitioners, if not to all, and I know ſome will think 
it an untruth, or a Flouriſh without any ground ; but, 1 
do afſure them. it is Truth; and whoſoever doth oppoſe this 
Do&rine, is not acquainted (I am fure) with all the Parts of 


Afirology. - 

The third Cauſe of our Erring, and indeed the only one of 
all, is, our falſe CorreQion of Nativities ;. for in- all Nativi- 
ties, where the Mid-Heaven and. Aſcendent is not true, the 
Dixc&ions to thoſe Points mult of neceſlity be falſe; for, by 
how much*the Time corrected (as they call it) differs from 
the_truc Time, by ſo much they err, more or leſs, in the com- 
mencement of thoſe DireQions z and, to tell you the Truth, 
this is the only difficult thing. in Aſtrology, to corre well 
and true gs and the true way to corre& well is, - to know what 
Accidents or Diſcaſes may be allowed to every Planet, and 
their Afpets in Direction; according to the true Motion of 
Nature; and the real AfpeRts in every Circle ; for all fiRiiti- 
ousMotion andAſpeRs inDireRions are certainly falſe and Er- 
rConeous. 
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roneous, I remember in the Year 1679. Mr. R.W. deſired 
me to give him the DireQions in his Nativityz ſo 1 took his 
Time, correQed his Figure, which was but a ſmall diffe- 
rence from the Eftimate Timez wrought the DireQions, and 
gave them to himz and among them there was one- to 
come up the beginning of May, the next Year, #. e: 1680, 
and that was the Aſcendent to the Square of Mars, the Ho- 
roſcope being 22. deg. in Gemini, and Mars in 2 1. deg. in Aries, 
in the Eleventh: The AM. C. 46. deg. in Aquary; and this 
DireQion | had determined to touch about the ſixth or eighth 
Day of May, at which Time he was feized with a violent 
Fever, which held him- about eight Days; And this was a 
wonderful' Confirmation of my Skill and che Truth of the 
Art, both of which werenot a lictle talk'd of about it. Burt, 

hen I came to underſtand DircRions better, and to examin 
the Figure and the Accident more carcfully, I found the Aſcen- 
dent came at that time to the Square of the Moon, and that the 
Square of Mars did not come up till about thirty Years after- 
ward. Thus, you may ſee, how ealic it is for a Beginner to 
make a Miſtake, and at the ſame time to be confirmed in it 
that heis really in the Right z and this, in CorreRing, is ca- 
fily done, either by not knowing the Motion, or by erring in 
the Meaſure of Time, or by ſuppoſing the Diſcaſe or Acci- 
dent to be cauſed by a Planet or Ray that had nothing to do 
in the matter, And theſe, indeed, are Errors of our own, 
but they are founded upon the Rules and DircQions laid down 
by our Authors for our Inſtruction in ſuch Caſes as theſe arc. 
And theſe are the Errors (if you can perſwade your ſelf to 
believe they are ſuch) that, I think, ought to be known, and 
would adviſe you to endeavour to reform, among the reſt of 
the'Mifiakes, and let the World fee an Aſtrology free from 
thoſe Falfities that 'its Enemies fo often charge us with , 
and this brought to paſs and cffeQed by your Labour and Di- 
ligence. | ' | 

x ſay, if you can 'per{ſwade your ſelves to believe they are 
Errors, and ought to be regulated and amended : For, in- 
deed there lies the main Obſtacle ; /for he that doth not be- 
lieve they are Errors, will never endeavour either to- reform 
them, or get better Rales to wy and judge by z for every .

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man lives and manageth his Afﬀairs according to his Belief ; - 


This Belief is in all things guided by the Will, for no man 
believes againſt his Will, however he may endeavour to hide 
and diſſemble itz for the Belicf is (in all things where-ever 
it'is imploy'd; either in Spirituals or Temporals) nothing elſe 
but an AR of the Will. This Will is nothing elſe but the latt 
Ac of Deliberation, or the ultimate Reſult of all the Facul- 
ties of the Soulz and this Will is really guided by the Un- - 
derfianding in all its Refolves: The Underſtanding is more 
or leſs ative, and capable of knowing more or leſs, according 
to the Power of its firſt Principle, and the various Methods 
and: Ways taken for its Information; for by how much the bet- 
ter a man's Judgment and Underſtanding is inforgr'd, by fo 
much the more he is able to judge for himſelf, or for any 
other; and, therefore, whoſoever hath ſtrong intellectual 
Abilities, we ſec they are-mightily advanced by the Happincls 
of aGood and Learned Education) for the Faculties of the Soul 
are always ave, buſic, and love to be employ'd in things 
ſuitable to the Nature'and Poſition of Merewry at the time of 
Birth : Hence we-may obſerve, That ſome men do in par- 
ticular excel others in a peculiar fort of Learning, Science or 
Trade, and this from the Power of their Mercxry, and the Po- 
ſition of the Heavens at their Birth, ſoordered and appointed 
-by the Power and Wiſdom of the Eternal God. 
znce I would pcrſwade the Students in this Science to 
conſider and deliberate vpon the matter, and, as they have 
learn'd toknow that there is an Aftrology in Nature, ſo now 
let them inform their Underfitandings about the rationality of 
that which is.ſo call'd, and alſo learn to diſtinguiſh between 
thoſe things that are ſolely Notional, and ſuch as are naturally 
Demonſtrable , and upon Examination viſibly True: And , 
laſt of all, try if they can bring themſelyes to. belive that thoſe 
things which 1- ſhall make appear to be falſe, are indeed and 
reality Errors, and ought to be amended and regulated by 
thoſe that rudy Aſtrology : And that you may fſce I am not 
the firſt man that have doubted in theſe things, and that what 
F propound to you is both Necefſary and Rational, obſervg 


what your own Authors fay to this purpoſe. I begin with

3- Apb. 108. Hence 1 obſerve, That if it is the moſt dith- 
cult thing of all to know the Anarets or Interfefor z there are 
very few that are acquainted with it z and yet how eaftly do 
the Common and: more Ignorant fort of Afirologers judge of 
the Time of Death before it comes (in which cafe 1 know 
they are generally decciv'd, and by that Rule deceive others) 
and yet Cardan tells us, It is the moſt difficult thing of all ; 
and in that | can juſtly affert the Truth of his Aphoriſm, 
and fo can any one elſe that hath taken Pains to work and try 
Experiments: And the reaſon why it is the molt difficult, 
and that they are miſtaken in it, is, becauſe there are more 
. things than one goes to compleat the Loews Interfeftoris, and 
it is not the Point and Place they take it to bez and their 
Rules, in that Caſe, are all of them Falſe and Erroneous; arfi 
that I do not doubt but Cardan well knew, when he ſaid, It 
was the. moſt difficult thing of all 'to knomz and therefore 
a little afterward, in the 113th Aphoriſm, he gives you a 
iGlimps of the Reaſon why it is ſo, where he ſays z Maxima 
igitur ambiguitar eft, cum Kadii falices Luminarinum, aut For- 
tunarum ſuper Locum Interficientem ceciderint, frequenter enim ſer- 
vantur preter ſpem, alii autem, de quibus ſperabamus, ut etiam in 
morhis medici intereunt. The greatcſt Doubtfulneſs (ſays be) is, 


when the happy Rays of the Luminaries or Fortunes fall up-- 


on the interficient Place, they often ſave beyond all Hope; but 
others, of whom both we and the Phyficians in Diſeaſes 
have a great deal of Hope, they die. Thus, you ſee, he doth 
increaſe the Doubt, and makes it appear more plainly, that 
there is a Myſtery in the thing z which, if your Rules, gen 
rally laid down, are true, caanot bez for by. theſe it is the 
eaſieſt thing in the World z for it is but to have Recourſe to 
the Lord of the Eighth Houſe, and. the Bulineſs is done. 
Bat, I can aſſure you, that you mult find out better Rules 
than thoſe, or elſe you will.never/be Maſters of your Profeſ- 
ſion. | 
Morinus , ſpeakirlg 'of DireQions, in the Preface to his 
Twenty ſecond” Book, ſays ; Verim quam difficilis & confuſa 
frerit bactenus, teftantur Veterum & Neotericorum Aftrologorum ſen- 


temtie plurimim inter ſe diferentes, $&c. But (ſays be) how 
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confuſcd and difficult it hath hitherto been, the various and 
different Opinions of the Ancient and Modern Aftrologers do 
tcliify. - And, in the very firſt Chapter of that Book, he 
falls upon moſt of the Famous and Reputable Authors, even 
thoſe that the Students of this prefent Time admire, and ac- 
cuſes them , ſome for their Ignorance, and others for their 


Traditional Innovations ; and at laſt he faith, Vade major in 
Aftrologiam Confufio introdutts eft. So that, you ſee, I am not 


the firft that hath call'd the Abuſes and Foolerics of Aſtrolo- 


gy in queſtion, and 1 believe ſhall not_be the laſt, By theſe 
Words of the Learncd Morinus you may judge what a con- 
faled Heap of Stuff the then Method of DireQtions ſeem'd 50 
him, and yet he had the ſame Authors to inform his Judg- 
ment that our Modern Artiſts admire and defend ; and, if 
the Methods in his Time were ſo confuſed, abliruſe and idle, 
as he tells us they were , pray conlider what Amendment 

hath been made fince, and who. hath done any thing in 
Afirology beſides Thieving and Tranſcribing one from another, 
Did not Cardan follow this fame Method in QireQions he found 
laid down by Regiomontanur and others?” Did not Origanxs 
hand thoſe things down to us that he found delivered to-him 
by Leovitins, 8c. and this without any Amendment? And did 
not Argol tranſcribe from him, and thoſe beforementioned, 


- their Methods and EffeRs of DireQions, and gave themdown 


to us with freſh Anthority ? And have not our Countrymen 
tranſcribed from them all, without ſo much as asking one 
Word, whether they were to be credited or not ? - T here- 
fore, why ſhould 1 be blamed for asking a Queſtion ? ſeeing 
Morimes goes free with Approbation, and yet he hath charg'd 
them home-in divers things, and proved there are Errors to be 
found, beyond Excuſe; as you may read at large in the Fifth 
Chapter of his Sixteenth Book z whexein he juſlily chargeth 
them with abundance of Nonſenſical and moſt Irrational 
Fooleries, For Example, If a Planet is under the Sun- 
Beams, which they call Combat, he is Weak ; but if x Planet 
is in the middle of the Sun, which they call in Cozims, then 
he is ſuppoſed to be Strong, and the more Powerful for being 
'therez as if :a man ſhould be burnt by near the Fize, - 
but if he creeps into.the middle of it he (hall be zefreſh'd and 


6 ſup- 
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fupported, and not burnt : Precious Nonſenſe ! With divers 
other things that he there recites. 

In the Preface to his Twenty third Book, he chargeth the 
Aſtrologers with Errors in their Do&rine of Revolutions, 
and in particular Stadizs, and at the fame time ſets up a 
Dodtrine not allowable by the great Cardan, in Seg. 1. Aph. 
21. Quedam propinguo modo, ut ſolis Revalatio ; which ought 
to be very exaR if the Doctrine of Morinus is allowed; but 
of that Subje ſee Opmr Reformatum, page 43. But Morinus 
hath done admirably well in his Sixteenth Book and Fiftcenth 
Chapter of the Fir:t Seion, where he hath-taught the true 
way to take the Antiſcions or Zodiacal Parallels of the Planets, 
and quite turn'd out the old foppiſh way, generally taught by 
all Authors almoſt, except Prolomy and Carden z who teach 
their Pupils to take the Antiſcions with Latitude, and not 
without it, as moſt of our later Pretenders have done, but 
notoriouſly falſe; And a man would think, That any one 
who was able to conlider any thing, might eafily conclude, 
if the Latitude of a Planet cauſed ſo much Variation in a Di- 
reQion to the Aſcendent, e&e. it muſt do the fame in-an An» 
tiſcion alſo.

In the Preface to his Twenty fifth Book, concern 
Univerſal Conſtitution of the Heayens, he fays ; 
antem pars ifta Dodrinam man, ampliſimam & momenti 
maxims, de qua Veterer Aſtrologi diverſimode ſcripſerunt, ſed con- 
fuſe, imperfefe &r Exroneo, defefiu vere cognitionis principiorum bujus 
nobiliſime Scientie, KC, 

It contains ( ſays be) a Dodrine large, delightful, and of 
the greateſt moment, concerning which the ancient Aftrolo- 
gers have written variouſly, but Confuſedly, Imperfe&ly, and 
 Erroncouſly, not knowing the Principles of this moſt Noble 

Science. Hence, you ſee, © he chargeth our ancient Authori- 
ties with Errors in all the Parts of this Study z and, if you 
_ but to read him, he will make moſt of them 3 to 

ſo, as he tells you they are. And theſe things he doth. not 
charge upon: one only, but upon moſt of them, if not all.. - 
Nay, in many Places, throughout his Book, he falls very hard. 
upon Ptolomy alſo; but how he will make that appear, per- 


haps I may a little further enquire before I conclude 3 it being 
none 
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none of my Buſineſs to contend with him in this Place : And - 
yet after all this, he himſelf hath crumpt up ſome Innovati- - 
ons that will not ſtand the Teſt and Triah, and in many 
things he is chargeable with Miſtakes (as indeed we are all) 
more of which you ſhall hear hereafter, 

Laſtly, Mr. F. G. in his Hundred Aphoriſms, made, and 
borrowed, tells us, in- the laſt of them,” That the Art” of 
Aſtrology is certain; but there are few that pradt'ſ- it who rightly 
underſtand it. Now, if this be true, it maſt, beyond all doubt, 
proceed/From hence, Not knowing the true Rules, or know- 
ing I of the falſe ones; for a man's Ignorance in 
any Scierice is nothing clſe but his not knowing its true and 
rational Principles, and the ways to attain them :; Now, if'a 
man, in any Art, knows them imperfeRly and falſly, I think ir 
is high time for him to acknowledge his Ignoravce, and En- 

aire the way to Truth; and ſuch Perſons, this” Aphoriſm 
roy there are; if-ſo,why-4s that Gentleman ſo angry with me 
for making this Enquiry after Truth? But, if there are 
no ſuch Perſons, then what occation had we for that 
Aphoriſm? But, beſides, if there are no ſuch ignorant and 
falſe Pretenders, what did he formerly mean by his Rats in 
Science? and of late by thoſe, that, he ſaid, were not Cmtis 
deep ? for if we bring theſe and the Aphoriſm together, it _ 
proves:the Affirmation more forcibly ; and I wiſh he is noc 
found to be one of the Number he endeavours to reprove, 
for the Ax is laid to the Root of the Tree. It ſeems there are 
but few that wunderftand it, and how we ſhall come to know the 
whole Number of thoſe few, or any part of them, I can'e 
tell, anleſs he will be pleaſed to give us direQionsz for, of 
all thoſe that pretend to it, I know there are very feve but 
think they underſtand it as well as Prolomy and Carden did, al- 
though divers can (ſcarce write their own Names. But if we 
compare his Words, one with another, and conſider them 
with what is ſaid by Morinzs and Cardan, it will then appear, 
that there are now, and ever were, but very few that really 
and rightly underſiand it z that is, in its Principles, In its 
Rules, and inits PraQice : If fo, and that this is granted (and 
-indeed I think it cannot be denied)then all the reſt,beſides thoſe 
few, are the Men that I would haye come out of Plato's Ce, 
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ſhake off their Traditional Errors, and imbrace Truth. They 
are the men that | have.been ralking to all this time z they 
are the men that ſtand in-need of my Advice and DireQions 3 
and they are the men that 1 intend. to gratific with my La- 
bour and Pains, to guide and ficer them out of the Carve. 
But now all the difficulty will be to find them for though all 
men will complain for want of Helps, and that there are very 
few that underſtand the Art z yet you will find far fewer than 
they acknowlege theinſelves to be the men that the Aphoriſm 
ints at, and they themſelves ſo often talk of, and pity. 
Laftly, I will conclude this Chapter with Two Aphoriſms 
out of Cardan ;, and the firſt is a Method and Inſtructions how 
to reform, &e. and the ſecond is an Encouragement, with af- 
. furance of Succeſs in what they undertake in that or any ſuch 
_ like Work, when they ſet about it in earneſt, Tothe firſt he 
tells us,. in Seg. 1. Apb. 50. Multitudo Genituerarum neceſſaria fuit 
| lam peperit facilitas ſuppmandi, unde arr, ex expe» 
rentiis enim multis illa confſtat. Were he ſhews us what Method 
we ought to take in ſuch a Workz weought to have abun- 
dance of Nativities, and by experience to prove and ſupport 
the Art, becauſe it was by that firſt found and diſcovered : 
That is, to take divers Nativities, and compare one with an- 
other, and one Direction with another, and ſec if the Efleats 
agree in Circumſtance and Time, and not make Aphoriſms (as 
too many of late have done) from a fingle Example, and per- 
haps that erroneous too 3 by which Method we are finely fitted 
with Rules and Aphoriſms egregiouſly falſe, when indecd they 
ought to be undeniably true, and beyond allqueſtion. But, if 
you will take Carden's Rule in this Aphoriſtick Text, Work 
and be diligent; for without Labour,no Experience; and with- 
out that, what is your Skill worth ? And when you have done 
your Duty, reſt ſatisfied of Succeſs. As Cardan fays himſelf, 
Seg. 1. Apb. 100. Sicxt emator Divitiarum Divitias 'invenit, & 
pene ſolius, fic Veritatem Veritatis amator. As a Lover of Riches 
(ſays be) doth find Wealth, fo a Lover of Truth fhall find 
ruth. - Bat then he-muſt look for it, and he muſt look for ic 
where it is to be found z and then too he muſt take a right 
way in ſecking itz for noman canexpeR to find Qyfters breed 
-on'a Mountain, nor Pippins in'the Sea. -

C oncerning an Aſtrological Scheme of the Twelve 
Houſes, &c. 


His being the firſt thing remarkable in the Rudiments of 

this Art, I have thought it moſt convenient to begin 
there,. and\to examin the- various Ways and Methods that 
have been uſed and committed to Poſterity by our Authors, 
and ſce how they agree one with another, and all of them 
with Truth z for it is impoſſible they ſhould all be true, be- 
cauſe there can be but one true Diviſion of the Heavens z and 
yet we have about fix ſeveral ways, i.e. That of Firmicss, called 
the Equal z That of Porphiry.z That of tines That of Cam- 


anus 3 That of Regiomontanas, called the Rational; and that 


Zodiacal Circle into twelve equal pares, which they call Signs; 
| the Afﬀrologers have endeavoured to divide the Heavens, 
A and Deſcending, into twelye equal parts, which 
they call ' And to this Day we-are.not agreed whe- 
ther this or that Divifionis regular, and the Diſtances Propor- 
tional one to another; and that is my next Buſineſs to-en- 
I ſhall begin wich the firſt, thar irmicus, called 


- 
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the Ejuel becauſe it allows 3o degrees to each Houſe, and 
the twelve Signs are equally difiributed on the twelve Houſes, 
with the ſame degree on each Cuſp; and Cardan himſelf hath 
' contended for the Truth of Aſtrology, in a hundred Nati- 
vities, making uſe of this divifion of the Heavens only. This 
diviſion indeed may be allow'd near the Equator to be mode- 
rately true, and yet not always there neither, but muſt be 
allowed two or three degrees of difference in ſome Houſes. 
They begin to fet a Figure in this way from the Aſcendent, 
and” from that divide their Figure both above and under the 
Earth, by which means the true Midheaven is ſometimes in 
the middle of the Ninth, and ſometimes in the middle of the 
Tenth Houſe, and with Submiflion 'to Cardan that uſed it 
moſt of any man of late, I chink it is not only a very fooliſh 
way, but alſo a very falſe one, becauſe it renders the Apbets 
to be choſen, ſententis Prolomei ; for the Planct that 
ſhould be in the Twelfth, will be in this in the Eleventh; and 
that which ſhould be in the Firſt, will be often in the Second, 
and fo of ſome other Houſes. Secondly, all DireQions to the 
Midheaven muſt be-falſe, becauſe the Cuſp of it often differs 
15 or 20 degrees from the true Meredian Point. And, Third- 
ly, it doth not agree with the Motion obſerved, and there- 
fore it is a Polition, having no ground in nature; 
ewe wh rawnhu roo any more time about a 
thing ſo conſpicuouſly falſe erroneous, having, I ſuppole, 

very few, if any, to contend for it. ppol 
Secondly, That of Porpbirinus, who divides the two Ori- 

ental Arks of the Ecliptick, intercepted betwixt the Point 
Orient and the Meridian Circle, above and under the Earth, 
into three equal parts 3 and through thoſe Points of Diviſion 
and Poles of the Ecliptick he draws the Lines of Latitude, 
commonly called the Circles of Poſition ; from whence are pro- 
duced the fix Oriental Houſes. This is one of the moſt im- 
probable ProjeQions that ever was invented, it having no 

fixed Baſis to rely on for its divifion, but is wholly 

without any ground; for the-Lines that divide the Houſes, 
are drawn from moveable Points or Poles: And all know, that 
the Poles of the Ecliptick are ſuch, and therefore: not to be 
relied on TIS fo that we may alſo o—_ 
2 rther 
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farther trouble conclude this is alſo falfe, and as uncertain as 
the former, called the þ. 4 

Thirdly, That of Alcabitins, as he hath delivered it him- 
ſelf, in that Chapter called,” De efſe Circuli Accidentali, and 
. learnedly handled by Valentine Naibed in his Comment on that 
Treatiſe, page 137. Hence the Method of this ProjeQion is 
thusz To the Time given he takes the Right Aſcention of 
the Midheaven in the common way, to which he adds go de- 
greesz and.under the Pole of the Region you ſet your Figure 
for, -take the degree of the Ecliptick anſwering to that Qb- 
lique Aſcention, as in the uſual way z of this Ecliptical Point 
Orient they take the Semidiurnal and SeminoRurnal Arks, 
each of which they divide into three equal parts, and then 
proceed thus z To the Right Aſcention of the Midheaven they 
add one third of the Semidiurnal. Ark, and that gives the ' 
Right Aſcention'of the Eleventh Houſe, the degree of which 
you take in the Table of Right Aſcention; and fo of the 
Twelfth Houſe : Then, to the Right Aſcention of che degree 
aſcending, they add one third of the SeminoQuurnal Ark, and 
that gives the Right Aſcention of the Second Houſe, whoſe de- 

ec is taken, as above, in the Table of Right Aſcention ; and 

of the Third likewiſe, 'concernin gwhich I. would give you 
an Example at large, but that | think/it is not-worth while, 
eichcr to you, or my ſelf; and this Way and Method hath been 
faid by ſome to be Ptolomy's, but untruly, as you ſhall. ſee here» 
after, The Falſhood of this Projection will appear divers 
ways, and ſoon put it out of doubt, that it is wholly Fictici- 
ous and Imaginary, and hath no ground in Nature, and that 
for theſe Reaſons following. Figſt, All Planets paſs the Cuffs 
of the Houſes in the Ecliptick, and therefore the Culps taken 
in the wary as here, muſt be vaſtly different ſometimes, 
and the very falſe. Secondly, the Diſtance of the Houſes 
are not Equal, either in the wm. nm or Equator, for in the 
Latitude of 5 1 degrees, when 7 degrees of Virgo doth aſcend, 
the firſt ſcxuple of Aries Culminates, the Semidiurnal Ark of 5 
degrees of Virgo is 101 degrees 6 minutes, and the third part 
of it is 33 d 423 minutes: Now, by the Rule precede- 
ing,there ſhould be one degree and a half of Cancer on the Ele- 


venth Houſe, and 3 degrees of Leo on the Twelfth; So that 
between 
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between theTenth and EleventhHouſes there is 30 degrees and 


an half, betwen the Eleventhand Twelfth Houſes 31 degrees 
and-an half, and between the Twelfth and Aſcendent, 33 de- 
and an half; fo'that, contrary to the Rule, 'when che 
idiurnal Ark grows leſs, that of the Equator grows lar- 
ger. Thirdly, and moſt tothe purpoſe, The Semidiurnal Ark 
of the Aſcendent may fcrve its own Diſtance from the Twelfth, 
but not the Tenth and Eleventh ; for at the ſame time the 
Semidiurnal Ark of 7 of Virgo is 101 degrees 6 minutes ;- the 
Semidiurnal Ark of no degrees of Cancer, on the Eleventh 
Houſe, is 122 degrees 30 minutes z therefore your own Rea» 
ſon will tell you this Diviſion is falſe, becauſe the Diſtance of 
the Tenth and Eleventh Houſes is but 33 degrees 42 minutes, 
which ought by true Rule and Motion to be 40 degrees and 
© minutes. And beſides, the Diſtance of each Houſe in the 
uator is ſo various, that ſometimes it is but 19 degrees, and 
ſometimes 40z by which means there 'is no certainty of 
the Pole of the Houſe, the Aſcendent excepted; - With ma» 
ny other ObjeQions, which to ſpare Pains and Paper 1 do 
omit in this place. : 

Fourthly, That of Campanus and Gazzulu, two men men- 
tioned together as if they had been Contemporaries, - but of 
about 400 Years diſtance z the firſt, I ſuppoſe invented this 
Diviſion, and the latter reviv'd it again, after it had been al- 
moſt forgot. This way of C doth allo divide the Hea- 
vens into Twelve Parts, called Hoſes, and this done by the 
Vertical Circle, and is the moſt rational of all the four men- 
tion'd, but yet ſufficiently falſe z for though he divides the 
Vertical Circle equally, yet he divides nothing elſe equally, 
neither the Equator, nor the Ecliptick, nor true Motion, 
which of all is the moſt certain and unqueſtionable : And 
therefore, in theſe two Examples following, you may ſee how 
the other parts of the Heavens are to be truſted to in that Di- 
viſion. For Example, Let the beginning of Capricorn be on 
the Tenth, and Artes aſcending in the Latitude of 5 1. then 
you have 8 degrees of Capricorn on the Eleventh Houſe, which 
ſhould have been: 18 degrees, and 24 of Capricorn on the 
Twelfth Houſe, which ought to be 13 degrees of A4quary ; 


fo that you have by that Diviſion two'Signs compleatly _ 
| cept 
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cepted in the Twelfth, Let Cancer © degrees be on the 
Tenth,;and o degrees of Libre aſcendicg,then by that Diviſion 
you will have 27 degrees of Cancer on the Eleycnth, which 
ought to. be 6 degrees in Leoz and 27 of Lo on the Twelfth, 
which ought to be 6 degrees in Virgo: This alſo is notoriouſly 
falſc,and not only in my Opinion, but according to the Modus 
Rotionalis alſo. And therefore let theſe Objeions be ſuthcient 
to prove this Diviſion of the Heavens Erroncous z which 
will likewiſe further appear in the Examination of the Mods 
Rationalis, both being ſubje& to the ſame way of Trial and 

Proof, as you will ſoon ſee by what follows. 
Fifthly, That of Foannes de Regiomonte, or Regiomontanur, 
called the Modus Ravionalis ; which divides the Heavens into 
Twelve cqual Parts In the Equator, but not in the Zodiack, 
' where the Cuſps or Beginnings of the Houſes do really fall 
and therefore all other Parts of that Line drawn from one In- 
terſcQion of the Meridian and Horizon to the other, ſignifies 
nothing to us, ſo much as that part or point that cuts the Ecli- 
ck, for that alone is the Cuip of the Houſe, and the only 
oint that we dire& under ies peculiar Pole. This Diviſion is - 
by Ns Ns {bao raed pet wile yet in 
page 409. he complains of its iency z tells us after- 
ward, That by a new [nvention of his own he had ſupplied 
that Defe&, and made it ſerviceable to all Parts of the Uni- 
verſe, even within the Polar Circles, as you may ſee in the 
Page beforc quoted, to which I refer you for further Infor- 
mation in that matter, But I do ſay poſitively, That the di- 
viding the Equator or Vertical Cizcle into Twelve equal 
Parts, is utterly impoſſible, to form a true Aſtro t Scheme 
that ſhall agree with Motion, let ther draw their Lines of 
Diſtance from what Points they pleaſe, either from the Inter- 
ſe&ion of the Meridian and Horizon, the Poles of the World, 
the Poles of the Zodiack, or any other Point whence they 
ſhall think convenient, provided they will let thoſe Lines, fo 
drawn, divide. the Globe into two cqual parts, if extended 
round, .Nor do I fee any Reafon why the Poles of the 
ſhould be fo different and uncqual as they are in this, 
called The Rotionel Way, &c. For in the Region of 51. the 
Pole of the Eleventh is almoſt 32, Pole of the MunAnep, 
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fo that the Eleventh differeth 32 from the Tenth Houſe, the 
Twelfth 15 degrees from rhe Eleventh; 'and the Aſcendene 
but 4 degrees from the Twelfth. But more plainly to ſhew 
you that this Diviſion is falſe, obſerve, Let us ſuppoſe a Fi- 
= , in which the very beginning of Capricorn is on the 

enthz according to this Divifion in the Latitude of 51 you 
have 13 degrees of GP—_ the Eleventh, which ſhould be 
18; and 6 degrees of Aquary on the Twelfth, which ſhould 
be 13 ; and 24 of Tawrus on the Second, which ſhould be but 
17; and 17 of Gemini on the Third, which ſhould be but 
11 degrees of that Sign. And this 1 thus prove: Let the 
Sxn be then in o degrees of Capricorn, the Semidiurnal Ark of 
the Sn is 56 degrees 48 minutes, of which the third parc 
is 18 degrees 36 minutes 5 and fuppoſe the Sn to be on the 
degree of the Aﬀcendent exactly, then by the Rational, 
when the Sun comes to the Cuſp of the Twelfth, there will 
be 1 degree of Sogitary on the Tenth, whoſe right Aſcention 
is 238 degrees and 5 1 minutes this I ſubſtrat from the Sxn's 
Right Aſcention, and that the Swn is 31 degrees 9 mi- 
nutes diſtant from the Tent” Houſe, which by dividing of 
true Motion ought'to be 38 degrees, very near, which gives 
24 of Scorpio on the Midheaven, and not 1 degree of Sagitary, 
when the Sn comes to the Cuſp of that Houſe: Hence it is 
evident, that the Rational diffcreth from Truth 7 degrees at 
that time on the Cuſp of that Houſe. Again, When the Sun 
comes to the Cuſp of the Eleventh Houle, by the Rational 
there will be 18 degrees of Sogitary on the Tenth, whoſe 
Right Aſcention is 256 degrees 57 minutes, which I ſubſtraR 
from the ' Swa's Right Aſcention, and the Diftance is 13 de- 
grees 3 minutes, which ought in truth to be 18 degrees 56 
minutes by the Diurnal Ark, with' 12 degrees 28 minutes on 
theTenth, inſicad of 13 degrees of Sogitaryy ſo that it is plain, 
the Rational on the Cuſp of this alſo differs from 
Truth almoſt 5 degrees. But yet I do confeſs that the Diffe- 
rence is not ſo great when Signs of long Aſcention culminate 3 
and yet that Difference is confiderable alſo, » ng to thoſe 
who calculate the Cuſps bf the Houſes to minutes and ſeconds. 

Thus I have faid enongh tb any ingenious Man, toſbew him 
how he may proceed to examin the other parts of the Chcle, 
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and diſcover the Errors of the Modus Rationalis, which hath 
fo long paſſed for Current, without being queſtion'd by any 
beforeatter this manner z and though this way of dividing 
the Heavens may ſerm to be wholly new, yet I can aſſure you 
it is no ſuch thing, but of greater Antiquity than moſt Artiſts 


do imagine which will further appear in what follows about 


the fixth way of Dividing the Heavens. - 

The Sixth way is, That which 1 call Prolomy's, and it is 
(to ſay all in'a Word) the only true Diviſion in Nature, it 
being Real, and not. imaginary, agreeing with its ſelf and its 
own Principles, and built on that which will never alter while 
Time endures in this: we divide true Motion, but they divide 
empty Air z we divide that which is vilible, chey divide that 
which is only 'imaginary 3 and _take-ic for: granted, that be- 
caule they divide the Equator-into equal parts, therefore that 
Diviſion mult be alſo true in the Ecliptick, which you ſce is 
falſe, - Nor is it poſlible ever to projeQa true Diviſion of the 
Heavens, either -upon the Globe, or by Trigonometry, where 
the Equator is made the Baſis of the Diviton z and the Rea- 
ſor's plain, becauſe the Ecliptick and Equator have different 
Poles, they may by firaining of-it-make it agree in ſome, but 
nevcr-in all parts of the Circle. | 


- 1. The Divilion of the: Heavens into Houſes or Parts, fo 
called, ought to be proportional one. to another, according 
to the Quantity of the Diurnal or NoQurnal Arks z/ and this is 
proved from the Words of Ptolomy, when he. makes the Ele-

the Giver of Life, which in the other domifying Diviſions 
will be moſt uncertain, according to the ways laid down by 
Ptolomy to find it. 

3. As the Diviſion of the Heavens is'Natural, fo it oughe 
to be from the Motion and Influence of the Stars, and not 
the empty Spaces of Heaven or Air. Theſe Houſes therefore 
have a fort of Familiarity by Rays among themſelves 3 yer 
there are no real Rays without a laminons Body -be preſent, 
for the Houſes have no Rays of their own; hence it is viſible, 
that the Houſes are made for that End and Purpoſe, the Stars 
continually emitting their Influence and Rays z and not as ſo 
many Points, Marks and Circles in the Heavens and Air. 
Again, the Way and Power of Operation is in the Agent it 
ſelf: Whence it is plain, the Stars do variouſly operate, ac- 
cording to their various Poſitions, and this produced by their 

ht and Motion, and not received from the Houſes. And 

des, conſider the various Rays, Familiaritics and Aſpets 
- that the Stars make to the Angles or any other Points and 
Parts of Heaven, are really and truly the Effects of Motion 
only z and the Houſes are but as ſo many Diſtances ina Circle, 
by which that Notion is meaſured and judged's and as the 
Motion of the Stars is regular and certain, fo the Houſes and 
their Diſtances ought to be proportional and agreeable to that 
Motion that- determines them, from whoſe Centers the Lu- 
minous Bodies do more perfeAly and powerfully emit their 
Rays to the Angles, &e. 

4. The Points of the Horizon rifing, and the Meridian, 
from which Lines being drawn from one to another, and 
thoſe Celeftial Manſions divided, are real Points and Parts of 
Heaven, in which the Stars do riſe and culminate. The 
Houſes (as 'tis faid) have all their Power, and conſequently 
their Quality and Quantity from the Luminous Bodies z 
therefore they have all theſe things from their Motion and Pre- 
ſence as well in the Angles as in the intermediate Points : 
Whence it is plain the Quantity of the Motion of the Stars, 
from the Point of their Riſing to the Point Culminating, is 
and ought to be divided into the* Manfions of the Houſes 
and whatſoever other Points'are taken, and Lines drawn to 
that purpoſe between thok _ arc only imaginary, and 
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without"'any Ground and Foundation, in the Order of Na- 
ture. The proportional Diſtances of the Stars to the Angles 
ought to be taken from that Point and Part of the Houſe from 
which they began their Diſtance 3 hence it is a very ſtrange 
ſort of Philoſophy to me, to ſce ſome, when they know the 
Stars do begin their Diſtance from one Point, to take the 
Quantity of their Diſtance and its due Dimenſion from another 
Point no ways concerned; which was only an Invention,. 
back'd with a generalConſent to deceive themſelves and others. 

5. The fir and primary Divifion of the Heavens, accord- 
ing to Ptolomy, is into four Parts or Quarters, two above, and 
two under the Earth z and theſe are again divided into two 
Decnominations of OricntaF and Occidental, as you may (ee, 
Lib. 1. Cap. 10. Lib. 4+ Cap. 5. Theſe four Parts of Heaven 
are conſtituted, defined and demonſirated by thoſe two great

Places "which —_ Places you > obſerve, that the 
Word Horoſcope is not to be underſtood of the Exorlent Part of 
the Ecliptick only, but that Line which the Stazs paſs when 
they firſt appear to our Sights which Line is called Finitor 
Oriemolis, This primary Diviſion of the Heavens is by the 
Help of the two beforementioned Circles, wholly and entire- 
ly divided into twelve Houſes, and this Diviſion doth not on-

-- out the whole Hemiſphere above, and alſo under the 

Hence it is that we ſay, A Star that hath great Latitude is 
in the Aſcendent, Twelfth Houſe, &c. th the Sign that 
Star is in, is not near the Cuſp of that Houſe, nor is the Star 
near the Zodiack by many degrees, but by its Riſing with . 
large North or: South Latitude jt is ſaid to be jn that , 
when it is in that Space made in this Diviſion by the Horary 
Circles of Polition. 

Hence it is likewiſe, that the Horary Cizcles of Poſition are 
rationally -and demonſirably different from the Common 
Circles of Pofitionz/}. and though they are both imaginary, 
yet the former are far more naturally true and real than the 
latter. And alſo that they depend on certain diſtances be-

eween the Angles, which ſheweth that not only the four 
Quarters, which is the Diviſion of the Zodiacal Circle, but 
the Diviſion of the four Quarters alſo, doth wholly depend 

' on the two great Circles, the Meridian and Horizon, | 

Hence it appears alſo, that the primary Diviſion of the Hea-- 
vens into four Quarters, according to the DoErine of Prolomy, 
ſheweth that the Horary Circles. of Polition, confidered with 
the Tempors Horaria, do plainly-demonſtrate that the Angles 
are in Square and Oppoſitior-one to another z and that all the 
reſt of the Houſes,as well one to another,as to the Angles,bear 
an equal and regular Diſtance, and this by a certain and deter- 
minate Motion proper only to that Circle; and that the Houſes 
are parallel cach to other, and all of them to the two great 
Circles beforementioned, the ſuppoſed Lines being drawn from 
one lnterſeRion to the other, and each of them extended are 
equal to the great Circles. Te is alſo plain, that the Diurnal 
or Horary Circle of Time, by which the Houſes are deter- 
mined and conſtituted, is wholly different both in its Nature 
and Uſe from the Zodiacal Circle z and by a Miſtake in the 
uſe of both, It 'hath given occaſion of ſtumbling to ſome, 
and a real! Ground for Errors ( among others), ſome of 
which at this Day are greedily embraced for undeniable 
Truths. | 

Hence it appears likewiſe, that the Houſes are certain Spa- 
ces in the Heavens, conſiſting of Parts-chtreof, and are en- 
dued both with Longitude and Latitude z and they are pro- 
portional Diſtances equally drawn according to the Principles 
of Motion between one Angle and another z and though there 
are divers Pretences to a Divifion of this nature, yet there can 
be but one true. 

Theſe things being allowed, that way of dividing the Zo- 
diack into twelve equal parts, and the Lines thence produced, 
drawn through the Poles of the Ecliptick, is wholly reje&ted 
as falſez- becauſe it- doth not divide Motion, but Air: Ard 
alſo It is the moſt uncertain Diviſion, and irregular, of all thac 
have been invented, and the moſt ſabjeQ ro Matation, It 
doth 4Ifo wholly rejet that Diviſion of the Ecliptick parallel 
to the Equator, and the Lines drawn through the Poles of the 
* World ; and that for the —_— before alledged. 
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It doth alſo wholly rcjeRt and diſfown the Diviſion of the 
Vertical-Circle, which paſſeth by, and cutteth the Equator in 
the Points Oricnt and Occident:; And though that Diviſion of 
the Heavens is moderately proportional, and for the mot 
pait conſtant and certainz yet it is not a natural Diviſion, 
and thatfor theſe Reaſor,s. Firſt, it doth not divide the Mo- 
tion and Influx of the Stars, but the parts of the Air only, 
Secondly, it doth not determine the proportional Diſtances of 
the Houſes from the 4 quo & ad quem of the Stars Motion, but 
from the Points of their Parallels, which indeed are-reither 
natural nor real, and, to ſay the Truth, nothing at all but Ima- 
gination z by which means they firſt lay an imaginary Foun- 
dation, and then build an imaginaxy Structure thereon. 
Thirdly, Let there be two: Stars or more in ConjunRion, ex- 
aQly in the Point Riſing, and at ſome diſtance fromghe.Fqua- 
tor z then their oppoſite Point muſt be. in their exaQgegree 
of Sctting : | If ſo, then why ſhould their intermediate: pro- 
pottional Diſtances between the Angles be made by thoſe Pa- 
rallels in which they do not cicher Riſe or Set; and is itnot a 
very idle thing to take the Diſtances of Motion from other 
Parts and Points than thoſe of their Inception and Deſition, 
which arc. really the true 4 quo & ad quem of their rapt Motion 
in our Sight and Hemiſphere * Therefore the Diſtances of 
Motion ought to be taken from thoſe Points, from whence the 
Stars begin to move, and to increaſe theix Diliances by Mo- 
tion; 
This doth alſo reje& that Diviſion of Alcabitizs, as falſe 
and erroneous, becauſe he groſly crrs in taking the Semigiug- 
nal Ark of the Point Rifing, and makes that ſerve for the three 
Oriental Houſes 3bove the Earth, by dividing it into three 
exac parts: For it is 'very well known, that the Semidiurnal 
Ark of the beginning. of Cancer, is. far greater than the End of 
Aries 3 and  thexefose when Cancer Alcends, by that Divi- 
Fon, the three Houſes above the Horoſcope will have Arks 
above their Proportion and z and the three Houſes below 
the Aſcendent will have Axrks leſs than their due 5 and fo of 
the other fix Houſes by the-ſame Ryle :. Which you will. find 


to. be wholly ircegtar and fall, 
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Tr alſo reje&s that of Regiomontanus, called the Rationab; 
which divides the Equator into twelve equal Parts, and that. 
for the very. ſame Reaſons above alledged againſt the Divition- 
of the Vertical Circle, For though they do not err on the 
ſame Bottom and Principle, yet they err equally in the Con- 
ſequence and thing they aim atz which is a true and equal Di- 
vition of, the Heavens. Many things more might be ſaid in 
the matter, but I think theſe are ſufficient. 

6. The Diviſion of the Heavens, and the true parting of the Houſes 
by the Pen of Nature; do each of them confift of two Tempo- 
ral Hours, either of the Place or Star: That is, by. a proportional 
Diviſion of the Motions of the Moveable Arky from one Angle to an- 
other ; fer it is moſt certain, every thing that moves, meaſures its own 
Diſtance *—_— and that Motion by Time, as you bave in 


This Diviſion of the Heavens it natural, and freely offers it ſelf 
to the Principles of Reaſon for Authority and Proof; for ac- 
cording to this Meafure and Motion, the Houſes are all equal, 
and a Star or Conſtellation hath an | carriance in time in 
its Paſſage in and through every Houle, which they. have not 
by any other Diviſton but by. this of two temporal Hours. 
For the Stars do difpence their Influence to,us by a conſtant 
and ſucceſſive Motion. both in their Aſcention and Deſcention, 
in all Hemiſpheres.z and if they'do continue longer in one 
Houſe than'in another, the EffeRs, as well as the way of judg- 
ing thereof, muſt be both falſe and irregular, and it cannot be 
denied but that ſuch a Diviſion is falſezand the reaſon is, becauſe 
thoſe Manſions, Portions, or Houſes of- Heaven, aze-ancqual. 

Again, a. Star, according to this -Divifion, being in the 
Center of. the Eleventh Houſe,doth behold the. Aicendent by-a 
Sextilez in the. Tenth by a Square, and in the Ninth by 
a.Trine, according tothe Dofrine of -Prolomy, Lib. 3. Cop. 11. ' 
de Loco Proyogatorez which is-not. (re vera) to be found in any 
other Diviſion whatſoever z which proves this Diſtribution - 
to be truly natural, and: alſo- agreeable to the Rules and- 
Precepts of Prolomy. And the Reaſon is plain, becauſe a Scar 
found or placed in the Center of the Eleventh Houſe,is exactly 
anethird of the Diurnal Ark diftant fromthe Aſcendent; in the 


Lenth. half. the. ſame Ark diftantz and in. the ooh. 6g > 
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thirds of the ſame ns exactly from the Horoſcope, which no 
other Diviſion, till this time diſcovered, is able to perform, 
beſides this of two temporal Hours to a Houſe, which I have 
elſ{where ſhewed moreat large! 

But perhaps it may be objeted, That though two tempo- 
ral Hours are uſed as is here laid down, yet the Houſes are not 
equal, ' becauſe\,cut of the Equator thoſe above- the Earth 
toward the North are greater than thoſe under the Earth z to 
the South, the contrary; And therefore this Diviſion cannct 
be Regular and Equal. To gbir it may be anſwered; That an 
Equality among the Houſes is only required in the ſame Hemi- 
ſphere, the World being divided into four Quarters, or at 
leaftwiſe into two Hemiſpheres, one above, and the other be- 
neath z yet the Hemiſphere below differs nothing in Quality 
and Figure from that above; nor can they difter one from 
another in any thing but Quantity 3 therefore although a Star 
ſhould perform its Diurnal Ark by a leſſer Circle than his No- 
Gtarnal, or the contrary z yet fill that Star -paſſeth through 
the four quarters of the two Hemiſpheres, nor doth the ſmal- 
neſs of his Ark in any of them abate of his Power and-Effe&, 
his Diſtance conſidered. As we do ex e in the Moon, 
who paſſeth more {ſwiftly through the Zodiack, and in a far 
leſs Orb than any of the reſt, yet we ſee ſhe doth not leſs 
affe& the Times'and Seaſons than they do. From whence it 
is plain, that the Stars do not leſs produce their Effects in the 
ſmaller Quarters by « ſwift Motion, than in the greater by a 
Now. Therefore this is-no rational Obje&ion to the Diviſion 
of the Heavens by Temporal Hours, ſeeing they are really and 
truly proportional parts in all quarters of Heaven, and are all 
equal one to another, as well in Influx as Motion, notwith- 
ſanding the are different in their Meaſure. And 
beſides, this F being laid, the Prorogator muſt re- 
main immovcable in'Mands ; tar is, in the Horary Circle of 

Poſition: Which is confuſedly jumbled hither and chither by 
the increaſe and decreaſe of the Ark in the common way, ac- 
cording totheir Motion and Method of DireQions. For who- 
ſoever pretends tothe Art of DireRions, ahd doth not under- 
ſtand the horary Circles of Pofition, I am ſure oth not 
know the Motion by which all DircQions arc mad: for 
_ | al 
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all Directions are made by one and the fame Motion, both 
dire and conversz and this according to the Dodtrine and 
Method of Placid. de Titis. 

Thus I have endeavoured to ſhew the ſeveral ways of Di- 
—_— Heavens into Houſes, and the Errors thas do at- 
tend Chem z and that this of all the Methods yet uſed is the 
only true and natural one, and moſt agreeable to Motion ; 
which every one may uſe or refuſe, according as they arc in- 
formed in their Underſtanding : Nor is it my Defign to im. 
poſe upon any, if I had Power fo todo, but I offer it to the 
Judgment and Cenſure of the Ingeniousz and for the Igno- 
rant and Capricious they may let it alone. 


CHAP. IL 
Of Direftions to the Angles, &C: 


% 

Irecions are of two Sorts and Denominations, 4. e. in 

Zodiaco & in Mundo: The Sun and Moon arc capable of |, 

direQed both ways, but the Angles of a Figure can be * 
only direted in Mwndo, they being ſabjeR to the Accidents and 
Diviſion of no Circle but that which conſtitutes the Mcaſure 
of each Quadrant, and is alſo meaſured by the Parts of the 
Diurnal and NeQurnal Arks : And of theſe DixeRions only 
I ſhall take Liberty to ſpeak in this Place, and alſo ſhew thoſe 
monkrous Abſurdities invented by witty men, that knew no- 
thing of the Art, and impoſed them upon ſuch who ſwallowed 
th s, without asking Why or Wherefore 3 and are at 
. this preſent in general Repute among moſt of our modern Pro- 

feflors 3 and this not only by thoſe that pretend to be Teach- / 
ers of the Art, but alfo in Print, under the Hands of ſome of 
the greateſt Maſters of this Science by which means the Pro- 
feffors of this Age are miſ-led in their PraQtice, as well as miſ- 


guided in their firſt Rudiments, and very hard to be re- 
trieved 
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erieved when -once Cuſtom and Age hath confirmed them 
therein. 


Firſt, It hath been, and Rill is, the common Method in 
Pracict, to dire& the Midheaven and Horoſcope to the Bodics 
and Oppofitions of the Planets with and without Latitude 
and according as occaſion ſerves, they are both equally vio- 
lent in giving Diſeaſes and Death, as you may ſee in their own 
Books, and under their own Hands. For example, Argol (ays, 
Henry il. King of France died on the Aſcendent to the Body of 
Mars, without Latitude, differing three degrees from the Di- 
 reQtion with Latitude; vide de diebus Criticir, pag. 162, He 
alſo ſays, That Cardinal Burgbeſius died on the Afcendent to 
the Oppoſition of -the Moon without Latitude, and nothing 
elfe=ro-affiſt-it-;-poge 242. Which, if it is true, is of che 
ſame Force with that DireRion with Latitude, and every whit 
as cffectual. He likewiſe kills Fobn Vidman with the 
dent to the Body of the Myon, without Latitude, page 310. 
only he allows ſomething elſe to aflit ic. He tells us, Tha 
Frencis Orſatt. had a violent Hzmorrhage at the Noſe, 
the Aſcendent to the Body of Seamrn, without Lati

And indeed of all that is here menti- 
oned, this is the moſt abſurd and ridiculous, That Jwpiter 
ſhould kill becauſe in the Eighth Houſe, and without Lati- 
tude too; is very firange, and yet the San Hileg. in the Ele- 
venth Houſe, in that Nativity, 

By what hath been ſaid, it appears, That the greateſt Pro- 
feflors in this Science make uſe of this Method in their Pra- 
Rice of DixeRions, and allow a Dire&tion without Latitude 
to kill, whicy is the greateſt Power it can have z ang{ there- 
fore let us conſider it well and throughly, and alſo what Foun- 
dation it hath in Nature z for I am of Opinion it is only a 
Sham z and that theſe DireRions to the Angles without Lati- 
tude are only made uſe of to ſerve a turn when nothing elſe 
will do: Let the Pitcher have two Handles, and either of them 
will ferye to hold it by on any occafion. Muſt I be bound to 
believe, becauſe the San and Moon may be directed to a Star, 
with and without Latitude, That the Aſcendent alſo by the 
ſame Rule muſt be directed ſo too? No, no ; the Smzn is di- 
reed to a Planet without Latitude, in Zodiaco, with Latitude 
in Mundo , and ſo the Moon: But the Angles in Mundo only 
and this ſhall immediately more plainly appear. 

A Star is aid to paſs or touch the Horizon by DireQion or 
any other Motion, whenit begins perfeQly to leave the Sub- 
terrancan Hemiſphere, and: begins to appear in ours ; for the 
Horizon is ſuch a Line as the Meridian, and both but imagi- 
m_ in reference to a real Line: Yet we are ſure there are two 

Points as the Meridian and Horizon ; and this. we are de- 
monſtrably convinced of every Morning that we ſec theSun riſes 
for no ſooner the upper part of- his Body toucheth the Hori- 
zon,but immediately we may ſce it begin to'riſe: And every day 
© that the Sun riſeth and ſets, we arc ſure there is a middle Point 
between both, and an exa@ half way, although he makes no

Hence it appears, That the Aſcendent and Midheaven, di. 
reed to the Body or Oppoſition of a Star, is nothing elſe but 
the Body of a Star coming to thoſe Points or their Oppcfites, 
and this with Latitude, and not without it, as you may ob» 
ſerve every dayz and that the Stars do not dance up and 
down, backwards and forwards, like Puppets in a Show, to 
verify the falſe Rules of a few ignorant. Aſirologers; Sup- 
poſe a Star to have North Latitude, as Venus (for Example) 
who had 8 degrees * North Latitude in TI 1691. and 
ſhe ically in 5 degrees of Aquary ; when the 5th degree 

FA ' pt of DireQion without Latieude) 
comes to the Horoſcope, Venus is at leaſt 7 degrees above the 
Horizon, for ſhe paſſeth the Aſcendent with the 19th degree 
of Capricorn, and the Midheaven with 3 degrees of Aquary 
and therefore, can there be any philoſophical Reaſon given why 
the 5th degree of Aquary ſhould have any force in either of 
thoſe Points, when the is really and virtually paſt in both ? 
But it may poſſibly be objetied, That ſhe doth by ſome ſecret way 
influence the 5th degree of that Sign in both thoſe Points of 
the Aſcendent and Midheaven. To this I. anſwer z It there 
is any Ground to believe ſach a ſecret way, it muſt depend up- 
on ſomething: If gpon' her Body, that is impoſſible, becauſe 
ſhe is out of the Afcendent, by theix own Rule, 5 degrees ; 
nor can ſhe virtually influence a Point when ſhe is ſo many 
degrees paſt it, as is before mentioned : If on the vertue of 
the 5th degree, her Ecliptical Place, then we are not more 
obliged to her Body and Rays than' we are to the Magnetick 
Power of the Ecliptical degree, which doth poſſes an cqual 


Force and Power with her Body ; which, if allowed, then a 


Rath for the Rays and Influence of theScars.If there is a ſecret 
Train of Influence from the 17th degree of Capricora to the 5th 
degree of Aquary, which 1 ſhould be glad to fee proved and de- 
monſirated z for I muſt believe, if that thing be allowed, That 
every degree between thoſe two muſt have an equal Share of 


Power 
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Power and Influence as well as they z which, if fo, we ſhall 
quickly fall into a firange Confuſion about DireQions, which 
are no more but the degrees of diſtance cither of a Body or 
Aſpe& trom ſome determined Point in a Circle 3 and for all 
ſecret ways of Influence that have not ſome probable Ground 
to be believed, I cannot readily nor fairly comply with them, 
without an Afﬀeront to Reaſon and Truth. Therefore you may 
conclude, that there is no other DireRion to the Angles of Bo- 
dies or Oppoſitions, but with Latirude, and that all other are 
indeed and in Truth Fictitious, and both invented and uſed to 
ſerve a Turn when nothing clſe will do. 


Secondly, They generally dire& the Midbeaven and Horoſcope 
to the Aſpes of the Planets in the Zodiack,; Which is not true ; 
becauſe they are two diftin& Circles, and each of them have 
different and diſtin& ways to meaſure their Aſpeds, the one 
being meaſured in the Zodiack, and the other by the Rapr 
Motion 3. by which Motion only the diurnal Circle is mea- 
ſured, the Houſes divided, and the Mundane Aſpects propor- 
tionally limited. I fay, that way of dire&ing is not true ;z and 
therefore take an Example or two : Suppoſe the 29th degree 
of Capricorn on the Tenth Houſe at Birth, at which Time 
the beginning of Gemini Aſcends; and ſuppoſe Saturn to be 
in the 2oth degree of Tawras, in the Latitude of 52, then is 
he (if he hath no Latitude) 6 degrees above the Afcendent ; 
and yet for all that, they will tell you, That the Midheaven 
comes to his Square at Twenty one Years of Age. By 
which it appears, that his Square (as they call it) in the Ecli- 
ptick, falls 21 degrees from the Midheaven, and he is 6 de- 
grees above the Aſcendentz fo that theſe two numbers added 
together, make 27 degrees, which taken from go, leaves this 
imaginary Quadrate to conſiſt but of 63 degrees: And yet 
the ſame Authors tell us, That the Circle or Figure conſiſts of 
four Quadrants or Quarters, and each of them have go de- 

3 if , then here we have a Quadrant within a Qua- 
drant, and by conſequence more than Four, or elſe we muſt 
have a little Quadrant and a great one, of which we may take 
our Cholce, as occafion ferves |

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Again, Let us ſuppoſe the beginning of Aquary to be on 
the Tenth Hcuſe, and Satzrn in the 18th degree of Cancer, 
in the third Houſe, and in the common way I would dire& 
"the Midheaven to the Trine of Saturmg to do which, I mutt 
by the Right Aſcention dire@& the MidNeaven to the 18th de- 
gree of Piſces z which, they ſay, is the true DireQion of the 
Midheaven to the Trine of Saturn. Now obſerve, when the- 
18th degree of Piſces comes'to the Midheaven, the_18th de- 
gree of Cancer is on the Aſcendent z and they all do allow, 
That the Aſcendent is juſt go degrees from the Tenth Houſe ; 
and that every 90 degrees is a Square. If ſo, then the main 
Queſtion is, Whether this DireQion is in Truth a Square or a 
Trine, and alſo what effe& it muſt have on the Native. Thus 
you ſce. what a confuſed Jumble they make of Aſtrelogy 3 and 
yet with theſe moſt abſurd Rules and Methods they contend 
for the Truth of itz and ſome men axe angry with. thoſe that 
cannot .go .an equal length with them, to believe againſt 
—_ or ſhew an cqual Zeal. to the Temples of. Ignorance 
and Folly. | 
To make it yet more clear to the. Reader, Let us ſuppoſe 

a Figure that hath 26 degrees of Leo on the Tenth Houſe, 
10 degrees of Scorpio Aſcending, and the Sn in 20 degrees of 
Capricorn, as in the Nativity F. G. calls his z here 1 would di- 
re& the Midheaven to the Square of the Szn: To do which 
(as they ſay) I muſt dire& the Midheaven to the 20th degrec 
of Libra 3 which being done, there will be at the ſame time 
17 degrees of Sagitary on the Aſcendent, and the Sun above 
33 degrees diſtant below it, toward the Second. Hence ob- 
ſerve, in the firſt Example of theſe three, their Quadrant or 
Square is 27 degrees leſs than 90, and here you find it is 33 
degrees more than go; which ſhews that their Rules and 
ways of working. are very uncertain, and indeed next to 
no Rules, becauſe irregular: Or elſe, That we Aftrolo- 
gers are men of a mighty Power, and can Enlarge or Contra 
the Heavens at our Pleaſure, as we find occafion to make them. 
comply with our DoQtrine and Notions. 


Thirdly , They have a' new invented way to dire& the 


Aſccudent and Midheaven Conyers ; by which —— 
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difcover the ir [ghorance in DireQional Motion 5 for Convers 
Dire&ions are allowed to none of the Hilegical Points, but the 
Sun and Moon,as you may ſee in the third Book and fourteenth 
Chapter of Prolomy's Lxadripartite. This Method I have ſeer 
uſed in Nativites by ſome of our Modern Profeſſors z but the 
firſt Author 1 find it in, is Morinus, page 555+ Aftro. Gal. in the 
Nativity of Lewis XIV, where he directs the Aſcendent Con- 
vers to the Square of the Moon for the Small Pox and Eryti- 
pelas. The Aſcendent and Midheaven are (as you heard be- 
fore) certain fixed Points, and therefore uncapable of any Mo- 
tion, either backwards or forwards z for in dire& DireQions 
the Bodies and Rays move to thoſe Angles, and not the Angles 
to them, as ſome fondly imagin : For let the Moon bein the 
Eleventh Houſe, in a Nativity, ſhe moves to the Midheaven; 
not the. Midheaven to her; and fo of the Aſcendent: By 
which it appcars, from their own Operations, that they tacit- 
ly allow theſe Points to be fixed, for otherwiſe there could be 
no DireQions to thoſe Angles, which they all tell us there are, 
and I believe too many have found to their Sorrow, cither in 
Life or Fortune to be true. 

By this it appears (and [| ſuppoſe will be allowed by all) 
that the Angles are fixed Points, and immoveablez if fo, then 
the Angle it ſelf doth not move to the Body or Ray of any 
Star, but the degree of the Ecliptick only, which 1 allow to

be true; and that the degree of the Midheaven or: Aſcendent - 


doth by the Rapt or Convers Motion move to ſuch a Point, as 
they ſay 3 ſuppoſe therefore, the Aſcendent to the Square of

can be wrought true, how comes it to paſs that this ſingle de-

ower they pretend to ? For the Myftick Force of the Horo- 
ſcope muſt. cither lie in the Fixt Point it ſelf, or elſe in the 
Ecliptical degree that is on itat Birth, or in both. Kthey ſay 
it reſides in both, there they put us into a greater Confuſion 
than beforez for the next 5 minutes after Birth gives us two 
Aſcendents, and in DireQions of Life and Death we ſhall not 


know. which to make uſe of., nox which hath the greateſt 


Power. 
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Power. If they fay it is in the degree ; then they can never 
have any dircQ DireRions to the Aſcendent through the 
whole Life, becauſe that degree paſſeth into the T welfth, aud 
ſo to the Eleventh, and at lafi we have loſt ourAſcendent in a 
Fog, it is run away from us, and (o let it go. If they ſay the 
Power refides in the fixed Point it ſelf, then by their own Me- 
thod and Rule they mult allow the Aſcendent it fclf to give 
Power to the degree that did then poſſels it at Biith ; which 
indeed I have heard ſome of them ſay that have uſed this Me- 
thod : Hence, if the Aſcendent hath fuch a virtue in it to 

ive {0 great a Power to that degree at Birth, it muſt do the 
ame to the next, to the third and fourth, and ſo to all; 
which, it true, then hath that Native had the Aſcendent di- 
reed to the Square of the Moon cyery Year ever ſince he was 
fix Years of age, becauſe there comes a freſh and ſucceſhve 
degree to that Point every Year : Which being allowed, we 
ſhall have theMidheaven and Horoſcope alwais dircQed through- 
out the whole Life to the ſame Body or Ray, when it is once 
begun by Convers Motion 53 which ſcems very idle and ex- 


* travagant to me, But again, if they will allow this mighty 


Power to the degrees on the Culſps of the Houſes, why ſhould 
not the Sun or Moon Hileg, in the Seventh kill, when they 
are direed to the degree op the Eighth Houſe, ſeeing the 
Lord of that Houſe hath the Power of Death, as they ſay he 
hath? For if the Aſcendent can give that degree an Aphetical 
Power, the Cuſp of the Eighth, according to the common Opi- 
nion, being the Houſe of , mukft give the degree thereon 
at Birth an anaretical Power z which I am ſure no man ever 
yet experienced or found. We have one Engliſh Author, that 
hath taken abundance of Pains, with very. little Skill, co teach. 
how-to work theſe DireQions, Clavis Aſtro. page 6+1. and 
in 64.2. he directs the Aſcendent backwards, which is a fixed 
Point, and cannot move ; by which it appears to me, that ci- 
ther he doth not underſtand. Dire&ional Motion, or ele he 
trifles with his Reader in the Poinc. 


Fewnbly, They have in all their Books taught how to dire 
one Houſe to- anotheriand in the Effets of DireGtions they all tell 
us likewiſe what it givesz" ard to fay the Truth, this is _ 

le 
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leſs vain and ridiculous than the reſt-before delivered z and in- 
deed it is much of the fame nature with that I juſt now menti» 
on'd, i.e. the Aſcendent and Midheaven Conveis, and built 
on the very ſame Foundation. 

The Houſes, ns you have heard, are certain Diſtances in 
the Heavens, meaſured by Arks of Motion; they are alſo 
determined to be immoveable, and always keep an equal di- 
ſtance z and therefore how is-it poſſible: that one Houſe ſhould 
ever be direccd to another, when they have no Motion? 
And therefore to talk of dire&ing one Houſe to another, is but 
to ſet them to quarrelling which ſhall moye firſt, Yet among 
all the Whims they have invented of this kind, contrary to 
the Ways and Laws of Nature; 1-wonder they have never 
found the Mytflery of direing the Aſcendent to the Twelfth 
and Eleventh, the one to give Sorrow, and the other Friends: 
And the Tenth likewiſe to the Ninth and Eighth, the one to 
give Long Journeys, and the other Death and loſs of Honour z 
as well as the Aſcendent to the Second to give the Native rich 
Houlholdituff; ard tothe Third, to viſit his Kindred : The 
Midheaven to theEleventh to give honourable and new Friends; 
and to the Twelfth, to give Baniſhment, and damage by four- 
footed Beaſts. 

But the Myſtery of theſe DireRions, in their Senſe, de- 
pends on the motion of the Zodiack, and therefore when the 
degree of the Second Heuſe comes to the Firft, they then 
conclude the DireQion is finiſhed, and call it the Aſcendent 
direed to the Second Houſe 3 when indeed it is no ſuch thing, 
for the Houſes never ſtir: Bat if the Moon had been on the 

. Cuſp of the Second, ſhe had certainly moved to the Firl}, 
and when that Direction was compleat, her Body would really 
have been there. ; 

But belides, ſuppoſe we ſhould allow what they ſay, and 
that this DireQion of the Aſcendent tothe Second hath fome 
Influence on human Aﬀairs: How comes that degree to have 
more Power and Virtue in it than all the degrees that ſucce- 
fively paſs that Houſe afterwards? And why ſhould not all 
the degrees of the Ecliptick, within the Limies of chat Houſe, 

| have as Tremakable Effecs'#5 that one ſingle degree that they 


do all pretend to, when they come by DireQion to the _ 
ent 


dl 
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dent? But above all, Why ſhould we imagin (and delude 
our ſelves into the Belief of) a thing without Ground or 
Foundation ? For we all allow that the Cuſp of the Second 
is but an jmaginary Line, and no ſuch thing in reality. If ſo, 
then why ſhould this powerful Nothing give Vertue to Some- 
thing, that hath none, and is Nothing it ſelf ? Or why ſhould 
this inviſibte Line give that individual degree ſuch a Power, 
and no other ? And bY*what means doth that ſingle degree 
carry the myſtick Power received, fo great a diſtance as from 
the Second to the Horoſcope? One would imagin it ſhould 
have faded, decayed and vaniſhed in its Paſſage from one 
Point to another ; for ic is no more but an imaginary degree 


. of the Ecliptick, paſſing by an imaginary Line called the Se- 


cond Hoſe, in its way to the Aſcendent or 'Horizon. But if 
we ſuppoſe and allow it to be all real, true and vitible, yet ic 
will not make any more for their purpoſe than before z and 
to ſay, That York comes to:-London twice every Week, becauſe 
the Poſt comes from thence to London twice every Week, 
would: be ſuch a piece of Nonſence, that ſhould it be ſaid pub- 
lickly, all Mankind would laugh at it: And yet our Caſe now 
in diſpute is equal to that, and full as ridiculous. To be (horr, 
I judge really, That this and ſome other Fooleries, now much 
in uſc, were invented out of a malicious Deſign to make the 
Art ridiculous and contemptible in the Judgment and Opinion 
of Learned Men: And theſe, impoled upon weak men, they 
have ſwallowed theſe Errors, without being able or willing to 
conlider whether they had any Foundation in-Nature or not ; 
and they are now ſo generally received, that in the Opinion 
of ſome it is almoſt a Crime to queſtion them, though out of 
a good Deſign to fee the Age right. 

Now why we ſhould be led away and deluded both into 
the Uſe and Approbation of Groundleſs and Empty Innova- 


_ tions, I ſee no Reaſon 3, and this not only to uſe them in our 


Practice, but print them and lay them down as Theorems, 
Hot to be omitted : Thereby giving Opportunity to all to be- 
come Enemies to the Truth of the Art, by miſtaking its falſe 
Principles for true ones, when we have Reaſons ſufficient in 
truc Motion to ſatisfic any Enquiger into.the Myſteries of Na- 


' ture and its various Effets by its variety of Motion; for there 


are 
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are varions AſpeQs and Rays in motion, which either through 
. Ignorance or Idleneſs arc not taken notice of 3 but they are 
hunting for new-Inventions, to load the old Rules with Er- 
ror, and make them precarious, building thcir greateſt Errors 
on ſome ſappoſed Mathematical Foundation z and if they can 
but impoſe upon us by a Diagramatical Demonſtration, thoſe 
leſs capable of Enquiry run away with it for abſolute Truth, 
I would very fain know how they can demonſtrate the Dire- 
Rion of the Firſt Houſe to the Second ; the direRing the Mid- 
heaven and Aſcendent Convers ; the direQting the Angles to 
the AſpeRs of the Planets with half the Latitude of the Bo- 
dy 3 the direQion of the Moon after the Common Way : Of 
which you will hear more by and by. The DireQions of the 
Aſcendent to the Bodies and Oppolitions of the Planets with- 
out Latitude z the dircQing the Angles to the AſpeRts of the 
Planets in the Zodiackz upon what Ground and Authority 
they build their Diretions in Revolutional Figures; and laſtly, 
how they will prove, by Demonſtration, That the Part of For- 

tune is always in the Zodiack z which is\the natural Conſe- 

quence of their Precepts for direQing it,as you may (ee in moſi 

Authors, And I do not doubt but when the ſo long promifed, 

and long expeRed Body of Aſtrology (alutes the unlearned world, 
we fhall find Methods and Matter not only to inform our Un- 

derſtandings, but to take off thoſe foul o__ and Blemiſhes 

from the Face of the Divine Urania z and as. one hath filed 

the Key to the Secrets of Heaven bigger, fo I hope the other 

will cake care topolith it.

Fifthly, There is another notorious Conceit they uſe very 
gravely; and to puzzle the Cauſe, and make it look more 
myſterious, \they confound both themſelves and their Pupils in 
teaching them how to work and perform it: And that is, to 
dire the Aſcendent and Midheavento the AſpeRts of a Planet 
in the Zodiack, with half the Latitude, cither of the ſame of 
the contrary Denomination, whether it be Sextile or Trine. 
And the only Author I find hath taken Pains to impoſe, ex- 
plain, - and teach this way in Engliſh-is, the Author of Clavis 
Aftrologie Elimata, page 67 1, an _ Where he endeavours 
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to make his Diſciple learn to work and underſtand an unintel- 
ligible non-entity, 5. e. the Aſcendent to the Trine of Venus, 
with half hee Latitude, of a contrary Denomination. and 
that this may be the more exaQ and true, it is there wrought 
Trigonometrically ; but how true it was performed, will appear 
preſently: He there ſays, That the Ark of this DireQion is 
33 deg. 25 min. add this to the Right Aſcention of the Mid- 
heaven 318 deg, 2 min. and it produceth 351 deg. 27 min. 
which (hews that 21 degrees of Piſces then toucheth the Mid- 
heaven by Direction, and that Vewws wanteth a full degree of 
that Cuſp when this pretended DireRion of the Aſcendent to 


' the Trine of Vena is finiſhed. Now, what man of Sence, that 


will conſult his own Reaſon, as well as a little Skill in this 
Caſe, can ever imagin Venus is in Trine to the Aſcendent be- 
fore ſhe hath paſt the Midheaven, and when ſhe is not com- 
pleatly go degrees from the Horoſcope, which ought to be 
120? And to ſay the Truth of all in that Caſe, That Dire- 
Qion by his own Figure could not touch by true and viſible 
Motion till Seventy one Years of Age, Ark 63, 17. And 
this by Prolomy's meaſure of Time, which he pretends to teach 
his Reader, page 637. which is vaſtly different from this, as 
ou may ſee by comparing both. But can any man in the 
or.J conceive or imagine, That Venw is in Trine to the Aſcen- 
dent when ſhe is not 8g degrees diſtant from itz and this put 
upon the World by a Mathematical Aftrologer, that is willing 
all ſhould appear demonſirably and plain to the Readers? By 
which you may learn, How our great pretended Maficrs of 
Aſtrology underſtand the Nature and Motion of DircQions. 
Pray let this worthy Author appear once more, and ſhew us 
by his own Skill and Demonſtration, How the DireRing the 
Angles to the Aſpects of the Planets, with Half and Quar- 


ter Latitude is in Nature? If not, as he took 
— =" "af Key bigger, ſo 1 will afif him in the po- 
it. | 


Bat let the DireQtion be how and when it will in bis Ap- 
prehenſion, as to Time and tion, which arc indeed 
both amiſs : the main thing we have now to enquire is, Why 
the Latitude is allowed to the AſpeRt of any Planet, dirc&ted 

to 
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to an Angle? And Secondly, Why but half of it? as in the 
Example before us. Theſe Gentlemen, that do thus con- 
found Aſtrology by theſe pretty Devices, do it either out of 
Ignorance or Deſign 3; for they make things difficult to be un- 
derſtood that Nature hath made plain and cafic, and puzzle us 
with Motions and DireQions that they underſtand not them- 
ſelves, nor are there ſuch things in the Being and Order of 
Nature ; and this is principally done by blending the two fo 
different Circles of the Zodiack and World together z which 
is indeed a thing utterly impoſſible to be done, and yet keep 
to the true Order of Natural Motion, I have told them, 
That all Bodies which move in and near the Zodiack,are to be 
directed in the Zodiack only ; and that they meet all Rays 
in thoſe Cireles wherein they move: Thus the Sun meets all 
Rays, both Bodies and Aſpefts in his own Way and Cirele; 
but all Points of Heaven in theWorld receives all Rays inMwn- 
do only, and by that Circle alſo meaſureth its Apes : Hence 
it is im e for the Mundane Circle to meaſure the Zodiack, 
or the Zodiack the Mundane Circle ; and this you. may eafily 
ſeez for when the 1ſt _ of Sagitary is on the Tenth 
Houſe, the latter degrees of C n Aſcend: So that you 
have but two Signs betwcen thoſe two Angles, and hardly 
that, but there are above four Signs then between the Firſt 
and Fourth Houſes, and the ſame number between the 
Tenth and Seventh, and ſo of the reſt, when the End of 


—_— is on the Tenth Houſe, and the beginning of Gemini 
Aſcending. 


But however | think or believe concerning this Conceit of 
Latitude in the Af] in the Zodiack, 1 wholly deny it is 
Mwndo, and all Aﬀpets to the Angles z for we are not be- 
holding to thoſe imaginary Alpe&s made in Zodiaco, and uſed 
in Mxndo, but to the real Diftances of the Stars made by the 
equally divided Figure into Twelve Houſes z from which 
Points and Places behold che Angles, fe. and arc juft fo 

parts diſtant as do compleat that AﬀſpeR then formed and 
made; and if any Mathematical Gentleman can do that in 
any part of the Figure with half the Latitude, &c. 1 ſhould 
be very glad to ſee ſuch a Cy performed. 
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But why with Half the Latitude * Why truly, for no other 
Reaſon but becauſe Morinus ſays it, and gives a demonſtration 
to that purpoſe to confirm this Notion, which Morinus fetch- 
£th from Blanchinus and Leovitius, ſuppoſing their Authority 
might ſirengthen his. But whereabout in the Figure this lit- 
tle parcel of half Latitude ſhould fall,: I cannot apprehend ; 
for though the thing is true in it ſelf, when a Planet is 
furtheſt from his Node,that the Square falls in theInterſcGion, 
and by that Projection, the Trine in their Senſe will have 


_ different Latitude from the Body; yet in-this Circle in Mun- 


do there is not one Tittle of Authority nor Reaſon for it, be- 
cauſe the Rays are meaſured a different way from thoſe in the 
Zodiack: Nordid ever any of them pretend to any Interſe- 
ion of the Orbit of any Planet with the Mundane Circle ; 
and it is upon that alone this Project of half Latitude, &c. 
depends, and till that is done, there is no man, that will make 
Reaſon his Judge, can believe this Fancy, of direQing to the 
Angle with half Latitude, when at the ſame time their own 
Operation contradicts them, and tells them, Their Trine is 
not a compleat Quartile. And beſides, it is moſt certain, 
That the Rapt Motion doth not make any alteration in the 
AſpeRs, if conſidered in the ſame Circle they are made for 
the Body, by whoſe Rays the AſpeQt is made, is (in the Rapt 
Motion) always the ſame diſtance from it. But in this Ex- 
ample before us, they tell us of. a Trine,. and yet when the 
pretended Diredion is finiſhed, the Point where the Trine falls 
is not 90 degrees diſtant from the Body that makes it ; ſo that 
it is dwindled into Something that wants a Name, which can 
never happen in the true and natural Motion. 

Thus it appears by theſe pretended DireRions, That the 
Motion this Man, an* thoſe that ſwallow his Opinion uſe, is 
Ficitious, Groundleſs and Falſe, and wholly beſide the 
Order of Nature and true Motion. And indecd I have 
much: more to ſay on this Subje&, but becauſe I think 
it _ more fit for the following Chapter, 1 ſhall omic 
it þ l 
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Sixthly, Another pretty Invention they have, is, To dire& 
the Angles to the Antiſcions of the Planets, which are indeed 
the Zodiacal Parallels: This Likewiſe is a-moſt notorious Mi- 
ſtake, and proclaims them totally unacquainted with the 
Motion they make ſo much Noiſe about, and pretend to know 
ſo perfely well. I ſhall not in this Place trouble you 
with the Deſcription and Nature of Antiſcions, but re- 
fer that to its proper Chapter, where I ſhall ſpeak at 
large of their Nature and Circumſtances 3 and only give 
a Hint or two here about the Angles being directed to 
them, it being the proper Place to mention it in. 

Argol Kills ſeveral on the Horoſcope direQed to the An- 
tiſcions of Satura, Mars, and ſometimes Jwpiter 5 as you 
may fee in Cardinal Creſcentizs , page 314, where he ſays, 
He dyed on nothing clſe but the Aſcendent to the Anti- 
ſcion of Marsz ſo in the Caſe of Cardinal Juſtinian, 
page 304- on the ſame DireRion z and Prince Frederick , 
page 250, both dyed on this very DircRion- of Mars : 
And, to mention no more, take. only that merry one” about 
the Archbiſhop of Urbin, whom, he ſays, dyed on this alſo, 
having a little before paſt the Body of Afars z which he takes 
no notice of, only mentions the Antiſcion. The like inadver- 
tency you may ſee alſo in Collefion of Genitwres, page 71, page 
123. by which it appears, That they do all generally uſe and 
approve this Method 'and. DoQtrine, which is- full as much 
amiſs and out of method as the laſt thing mentioned, and the 
Reaſon is plain. 

Becauſe Antiſcions or Zodiacal Parallels are nothing elfe bat 
certain Points of. Diſtance in the Zodiack only ; nor can they 
be uſed in DireRions to any Bodies or Points but thoſe who 
move ir? and near the Zodiack-z and to dire& them to the 
Angles, or the Angles to them, is to no more purpoſe than to

dire& the Midheaven to the North Pole, and the Effects will: 


be equally the ſame, both ip Force-and Vertue: For-Antiſci» 
ons are not Bodies, and therefore not to be thus applicd in 
DireQions to the Angles, as they conſtantly have done in their 
Practice: | and I dare be. certain, if things were toi.be _ 
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and truly examined, without any Succeſs and Effe&: But if 
that which Argol ſays is true, they have Authority enough for 
what they do and have done. And indeed, I have the ſame 
nion -of the Angles being directed to the Terms of the 
Planets, and for the very ſame Reaſon I have juſt now menti- 
oned; becauſe they are Points in the Zodiack, and are only 
to be conlidered when Bodies are dite&ed therein. I alfo ex- 
Cept this Part of Fortzne from being direted to the Terms of 
the Planets ; nor can the Parr of Fortune be dire&ed to any 
Antiſcion but when the Mqon is directed fo too: The Reaſon of 
that will appear hereafter, when 1 come to that Chapter.

C H A P. IV. 


_ Of Direftions to the Sun and Moon in the 
| Zodiack. 


\ HE Swan moves in the Zodiack only, and meets all Bo- 

dies and Aſpedts in his own way therein z and what(6- 
ever DireQions the Sun meets that have Latitude, arc not ſaid 
to be in Zodiaco, but in Mwndo : Though Mundane DireQtions, 
in a Gri& Senſe, are ſomething differcnt from them. In Di- 
reQions of the Sun they cannot make any Miſtake conliderable, 
unleſs it is in taking his Pole of Poſition, and direQing to the 
Antiſcions of the Planets with Laticude 3 but if the Sxx is un- 
der the Earth, the way of direQing in the exline Circles, 
and in the Obſcure Ark are both of them, di t from the 
Common Way z which I ſhall not take che Pains here to cn- 
large upon, by ſhewing the Ways and Methods to do it. 
And for diveQing the Swe with half Latitude, as I have before 
been ſhewing in the Aſcendent's DireQtions, that is indecd 
erroncous and falſe z which will more plainly appear in the 
DircRions of the Adoon and her Motion z which I will imme- 


diately 
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ately make plain and clear to you, That the common Authors 
neither know right, nor work true: And the Caule of the 
latter depends on the former; for it is certain that he who 
knows not the Truth of a thing, can never report it well, ot 
teach it as it ought to be taught. 

What I cold you of the Sn is alſo true in the Moon, That 
ſhe mcets all Bodies and Rays in her own Way wherein be 
moves and whatſoever DireQions are wrought by any othes 
way than that which agrees with her true Motion, is not true, 
but exroneous. And to make this-appear more plain, I will 
illuſtrate the matter in two Dirc&ions, 4. e. The Moon to her 
own Square, and to the Body of the $13 by which you will 
ſce,and they will confeſs too that they do not underſtand Dire- 
Qional Motion, for all the Noiſe they make about it. _ 

Let us ſuppoſe a Time, and let it be 1693, arch the 21. 
in the Morning; the Moon then in 8 degrecs of Aquary, with 
1 degree North Latitude, and let 6 degrees of Aquary aſcend 
in the Latitude of 52, and then the Mon will be juſt riſen 
aboye the Horozon, and yet under the Pole of the Horoſcofe. 
In this Poſition 1 would dire& the Moon to the Body of the 
Sn, in 11degrees of Arier. The common way of direRing 
the Moon to the Body of the Swn in this caſe is, . To take the 
Oblique Aſcention of the Moon with the Latitude ſhe hath at 
the Time of Birth, and ſubſtrat that from the Oblique Aſcen- 
tion of the Sn, under the Pole of the Moon, and the refidue 
they call the Arkof Direfion, which is 30 degrees 47 minutes, 
at which time the Moon is really in 30 degrees of Aries, with 
Latitude, and not in 11 degrees, the Place of the Swn; for 
when the Moon comes to the 11th degree of Aries, ſhe hath 5 
degreee of North Latitude, by which reaſon ſhe pafſeth the 
Sun's Body with and in 22 degrees of Piſces under the Horary 
Circle, as you may ſee by the Globe, if you pleaſe z ſo that 
the true Diretion of the Moon to the Body of the Swan 24 de- 
grees 45 Minutes, is not taken notice of by the common Pro- 
tefſors and others, nor indeed is it known to themsz for in 
all their Books they tell you, There is but one DireQion of the 
Moon to the Body of the Sn in that Poſition, and that differs 


7 degrees 2 minutes from the true one, I am ſure there is no 
man 
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man but what will readily agree with me in the Truth of this 
Dirc&ion, and as readily agree, That the Moon's Latitude 
otight to be taken notice of in the Place where the Dircction 
is finiſhed z for by this Reaſon, when a Star hath large Lati- 
tude, and the Moon large Latitude alfo of a contrary Denomi- 
nation, the Dite&ion may be of lictle or no effe4,becaule their 
Bodies or Oppoſitions may be 10 or 12 degrees diſtant from 
one another, when the Dire&ion is really compleart. 

In the next Place, I would dirc& the Aoon to her own 
Square in the Zodiack ; and this under the Pole of the Aſcen- 
dent alſo, and that fallsin 8 degrees of Tawrxus, and accord- 


ing to the modiſh way of direfting, now in Uſe and Practice, 
- they ſubſiraft the Oblique Aſcention of the Advon, taken at 


that time, from the Oblique Aſcention of the 8th. degree of 
Taxrur, and the Ark of. DireQion fo wrought is 43 degrees 
oo minutes z but the true Ark of DireQion of the Moor to 
her own Square, taken with the Latitude ſhe hath in that 
Point, is 34 degrees 8 minutes z differing from the other, 


- wrought in the common way, 8 degrees 52 minutes. And 


this you may perceive by the Globe as well-as the Tables that 
the Moon mects her own Square in 19 degrees of Aries : For 
at that time when they tell us, That DireQion is com- 
pleat and finiſhed, the Square of the Moon is paſt. that Pole of 
Poſition in the Horary Circle aboat 5 degrees of Altitude above 
the Horizonz which, if you rightly underſtand it, will ſoon 
appear to be a notorious falſe way of directing: And yet 
among all- the Profeſſors, Teachers and Pretenders, at this day, 
there is no other way in uſe, nor is there any other to be pra- 
diſed with general approbation z and ſo long as no body que- 
ſions it, every one is ſatisfied : Nay! our great Mathematical 
Teachers too, thoſe Men of Numbers, who, to ſay the Truth 
of them, know the leaſt in AfiroJogy of any men, they (I fay). 
have ſwallowed the Gudgeon too, and yet we (forſooth ) 
muſt truſt to them in the Divifion of the Heavens, and con- 
trivingMethods to dire& by,and which you ſe are falſe in ma- 
ny things, and in this for one. There is not a man in being, 
t totally unacquainted with Mathematical Learning, but 
will agree,that every Star that is direRed,muſt mect thoſe 

| | Rays 
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Rays they are direQed to in their own Way and Circle, where- 
in their Motion is performed z and if you dire them in ſome 
Conceited Imaginary Circle, contrary to Nature, you cannot 
believe that DireQion true : For it is perfeRly impollible that 
he who travels Oxford Road, ſhould ever meet that man or 
men that travel Tork Road; | ſuppoſe you will judge the Rea- 
fon of it, Why, juſt fo it is in our Caſe now before usz but 
perhaps a Diagram may more aptly ſhew it, and make it plain 
to you, 


In this Diagram, leta 4 5 B v$ repreſent the Meridian 
Line, CY D- a part of the Equator, 4 Y B the Eaſtern 
Finitor, a part of which is the Foun aſcending, C 2 D the 


Moon's 
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Meon's Way in Mundo, O Þ E M the Monn's Way in the Zo- 
diack with Latitudez in which prick'd Line ſhe meets her 
own Square, or any other Body or Ray that falls jn the Ecli- 
ptick, or near it; for it is perfeRly impoſſible that the Moan or 
any other Star ſhould meet the Beams or Bodies of other 
Stars in a Way, Line, or Circle that they move not in. And 
{ believe you will grant me this without preſſing, That it 
would ſeem horridly ridiculous for any one co pretend to di- 
re the Sn in the Prick'd Line OCEM, when we know 
he always moves in the Lire VS Y D, Why then is it not 
as abſurd to dire& the Aon in the Line VS Y &, when ſhe 
doth not move there, but in the Live OCEM, 5 degrees 
from it, as I bclieve by this time you undeiſtand, and are ready 
to grant ? | 

Now let us take a view of the common way, and obſerve 
how ridiculous the thing appears upon Examination ; for they 
neither dire& the Moon in the Ecliptick, nor in her Circle of 
Latitude, but out of both : For they take her Oblique A 
cention with the fame Latitude ſhe hath at Birth, which in 
our Example in-the Diagram is 1 degree South, as you may 
ſee by the Prick'd Line C N; and in that Line and Quantity 
of Latitude they do dire&t -her through the Natives whole 
Life, when jt is plain ſhe doth not move in it, but in the 
other Line y E © M, which is 4 degrees from it when ſhe 
comes to the beginning of Gemini. Therefore if you take no 
more notice of her Latitude, after you have taken her Ob. 
tique Aſcention at Birth, which in the preſent Example is 1 de- 
gree South, you dire& her all-a-long with that 1 degree of La- 
titude and no more, and in an imaginary Circle, nqt yet 
known to Naturez which appears to be ridiculoufly falſe, 
becauſe the Moon is not there. 

In the Diagram, Let the Moon be in 00 degrees of Arier, 
with one degree South, and I would here dire&t her under 
the Pole of the Aſcendent to hex own Square, which falls in 
Zodiacv, in 00 degrees of Cancer 3 and the Ark of Dircion, 
in their way, ſine Lat. is 54 degfees 37 minutes: And by their 
Principles there is no ſach/Dire@ion as the Moow to her own 
Square, em Lat, becauſe they fay the Square 41ways falls fn 
the Ecliptick, and can have noLatitude ; but how true that 
ts, 
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- js, I judge you may ſce by the annexed Diagram z but the 
true Ark of Direion mult be wrought with Latitude, and 
the Ark fo wrought is 63 degrees 4 minutes, differing from 
that of theirs 9 degrees 27 minutes; which is a ſmall Fault 
with them, but a plaguy Blunder in Dire&ion: For, do you 
think, that their Dircion and mine can have an equal Force? 
Or that the DireQion the Moon meets in her own way, is not 
of more Force than that in the Zodiack, or the other out of 
her Way ? Conſider it, 

| might alſo take notice of the DireQion' of the Mon to 
the Body of the Swn, who always moves in the Zodiack ; 
and let us ſuppoſe him to be here in the beginning of Gemini, 
the Ark of DireQion will be, jn their way, 25 degrees 8 
minutes, but in mine 36 degrees 41 minutes, differing only 
$ degrees 33 minutes z but 8 Years in a DireRion is nothing 
with them. Thas you may ſec theſe are viſibly falſez and I 

canalſo make moſt of their other Operations in DircRions ap- 
pear to be as unequal as theſe are. : 
You need not doubt but they know it themſelves, and the 
more ingenuous of them have taken Notice'of it too, though 
wichout the Sincerity to tell the World of it: And this you 
may perceive by their diſingenuous DireQions, to puzzle the 
Cauſe, and make the World think them Genuine (who, like 
Pick-pockets, make a Hurry in the Street to make the people 
ſtare, while they carry on their Trade with more Safety and 
Eaſe) as in the dizeQing to the Half Latitude, in the AſpeRs 
of the Planets, which none but thoſe that want Reaſon to 
conſider will ever believe or practice. And the only Bell-wea- 
ther of this Do&rine in England is that weak-headed man, 
the Author of Clavis Aſtrologie Elimat. page 671. whowant- 
ing Parts and Abilities toinvent new Fooleries, that may ſeem 
well, and deceive the Crowd, he hath juſt fo much Senſe and 
Skill to do as the Little Gentleman with a Chain about his 
middle, Imitate others: And to prove in a few Words he hath 
neither Ingenuity, Parts, Skill, or Generoſuy ; His dealing in 
that baſe Trade of Sigit and Charm- making (which no man 
endued with Ingenuity and Honeſty, will be guilty of) is ſuf. 
ficient to prove.3 But to that foolery in his Book, in direQ- 
ing the Angles, and I ſuppoſe _e Luminarics too, oy >" 
4 t1- 
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Latitude; if he can do the former, Iam ſure he may the lat- 
ter, though both perfe&ly impoſlible. 

As todire& the Angles to the —_— with any Latitude, in 
their way, is groundle(s and vain for the Circle that meafureth 
the Aſpetis in Mundo, and that which meafureth them in Zo- 
diaco are both upon different Principles, and managed by dif- 
ferent Motions: The AſpeRts in Zodiaco do only concern thoſe 
Bodies by DireRion that move in the Zodiack, where they do 
Indeed really meet them; butin Mundo it is quite different, but 
the Meaſure equal, though in another Circle by a different Mo- 
tion : For example, Let the S#n be on the Cuſp of the Twelfth 
Houſe 3 when he comes to the Eleventh Houſe he is in Sextile 
to the Aſcendent ; when toxhe Tenth in Square to it, he be- 
ing then go degrees from it z and when to the Ninth he is in 
Trine to it ; and fo of any gther Star: And direQing to the 
Angles with. Latitude any other way than this, I know none, 
or at leaſt | believe none. Now, for the Laminaries, let us ſup- 
poſe in the Diagram Saturn to be in 10 degrees of Aries,, with 
2 degrees North Latitude, then his Sextile muſt fall in 10 de- 
grees of Gemini, with 1 degree North likewiſe: ' If fo, then 
pray which is moſt agreeable to reaſon, to dire&t the Moon 
with 1 degree of North Latitude, wholly out of the Order of 
| Nature, to meet the Sextile of Satwyn in Gemini, or with 5 
degrees South Latitude, which is her own viſible way, ap- 
pointed by God and Nature ? | If you fay the firſt, then it is 
plain you do'not underſtand the Motion by which DireRion is 
made; for the Moon is not on that fide the Ecliptick, and 
therefore the Operation is wholly vain and imaginary ; but if 
you ſay the latter, then it is plain your Dire&ion hath no 
Force in it, nor is there any ſuch Motion to (ſolve the thing 
you imagine of a DireRion with half Latitude, and this not 
only in DireQions of. the Moon, but in thoſe of the Swn,and the 
Part of Fortune too 3 in the latter of which it is the moſt ab- 
ſurd thing in* Nature, and wholly repugnant to the natural 
Motion in Dirc&ion, as it is laid down and taught by the fore- 
faid Author of the Clavis, &c, page 674, and 675. to which 
I refer the Reader. ' 

But then, there is another Whim laid down by Argol and 
Morinus, from. Blanchinns, and afſerted by the {aid Author, 
page 
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page 616,-and 617. That every Square falls in the Ecliptick, 
and can have no Latitudez and this is proved by a Demon» 
ſtration in Morinzs, page 552. In Argol, prim. Mob, Tom 1. 
Page G. and imitated by Coley in his borrowed Clavis,page 616. 
which Diagram I do not think worth while to blot Paper with 
in this Place. 

By that Demonſtration they endeavour to prove the half La- 
titades they talk of in'Sextiles #nd Trines, as well as no La- 
titude in Squares: And I think it may be worth our while and 
labour to examin it and its Principles on which it is buile and 
founded; for, in my Opinion, the thing is merely and really 
imaginary, firſt conceived in the Mind, and built upon the 
Strength of that Opinionz and becauſe invented,and alſo pro- 
pagated by great Men, it hath paſſed upon us without .Exa- 
mination, as moſt of the other Errors have done; and I am 
ſure, the Author laſt mentioned knows nothing of the matter, 
nor did heever (I dare fay) take Pains to examine it ; nor do 
I think heis able, but he took it where he found ic, and gives 
the ſame Reaſons, built upon the ſame Principles he had from 
them werbatim. | 

The Rays and Familiarities of the Stars have been vari- 
ouſly defined and judged'by Students in this Enquiry, ſome 
being of one Opinion, and ſome of another. © Regiomontauxs 
was of the Opinion, That the Rays and AſpeRs were Circles, 
whoſeCenter was in the Body of the Star that made the AſpeR, 
or gave the Ray ; and' the Meafure of that AſpeR was in the 
Ecliptick ; Or if the Star had Latitude, meaſured by the Ecli- 
ptick alſo. But how they will prove the Quadrate of that Star 
falls in the Ecliptick without Latitude, or in the InterſeQion 
of the Ecliptick and Orbit, as they affirm, unleſs the Star is 
in the Extreme Limit of his Inclination \, I cannot fee nor 
imaginez but more of that hereafter. Blazchinss alfo will 
have the Rays to be Circles, drawn in Longitude from the 
Body of the .Star to the oppoſite Point, and fo round : By 
which means he cuts the Ecliptick in the Quadrates, and 
thence concludes, That the Sextiles and Trines have half La- 
titude, the Sextile the ſame Denomination with the Star, and 
the Trine the contrary. xray wits». 


Here 
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Here you ſee one will haye the Rays to be Circles about 
the Center of the Star, and the AſpeRts to be taken in thoſe 
Points where the Circles cut the Ecliptick. The other will 
have them to be Circles or Lines drawn throagh the Bodies of 
the Stars, and the AﬀpeRs to be taken in that Line or Circle, 
at the uſual diſtance of 60, go, or 120 degrees, which makes 
the Alpes. And between theſe two Opinions there is a great 
deal of difference, «ſpecially ig the ſupputation of the Aſpe&s. 
The Opinion of Regiomontanes is partly true z for the Rays are 
indeed extended in their Orb, but not before nor after, or 
any other Place than where they paſs, or'in the ways of thoſe 
Stars that receive their Rays in the Circles where they are 
moved. Blanchinxs's Opinion of the Quantity and Diſtance 
of Rays in Longitude from the Star beholding, partly agrees 
with Regiomontanxs z but for the fictitious Circle that he hath 
imagined, in which he ſays the Rays are contained, and out of 
which their Rays have no Power nor Virtue, is wholly Falſe 
and Erroneous ; for the Rays are extenſive, and every Star 
meets the Rays of the other Stars in its own way whete it is 
moved; as you may {ce by the former Diagram' of the Moon's 
way in the prickt Circle. 

I do.not deny the InterſeQion of the Ecliptick and Orbit 
of a Star, but I deny the Conſequence they draw from it, 
That the Square of that Star muſt of neceſſity fall on the 
Point where the two Circles paſs, which in the Diagram pre- 
ceding is in the point B for the ». Hence it is plain, they do 
Fpetathe Fae always to be in the Extremity-of his Lati- 
tude, or go degrees from his Nodes, for otherwiſe the Poſition * 
they lay dowa is falſe: As for example, Let Mars have 2 de- 
grees of North Latitude, as in Jarzary 16g; his North Node 
is, then in Tawsr 3 if (o, then how comes ic. to paſs that his 
Square (aepaing ts their falſe Rule) falls in the Ecliptick, 
.or in the Point of InterſeQion, for one of his Squares falls in 
Piſces, and the other in Virgo: And beſides,"if the Star hath La- 
titude, I know no Reaſon but all his AſpeRs ought to have it 
likewiſe, and that move ring ang quartering it, as they 
do by this new Proje. . At ime beforementioned: Mars 
is in r5 degrees of Gemini, and his North Node is in 19 de- 
grees of Tawras 3 now by their Rule, how is it poſſible _ 
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his Square can fall in the Ecliptick? for his Square falls in 15 
degrees of Virgo on the one fide, and in 15 degrees of Piſces 
* On the other, and his Soath Nodeis in 19 degrees of Scorpio; 
ſo that both Nodes are far diſtant from both his Squares, and 
the Interſe&ion muſt be in his Nodes,or neax them. 

But then let us conftrue it moſt favourably on their fide, and 
ſuppoſe it to be as they ſay in every particular, as to the Line 
being drawn through the Body of the Star, and that it inter- 
ſes the Ecliptick at 90 degrees from that Star, and that the 
Sextiles and Trines have half Latitude to the Body, as they 
fay they have. Why, here their Cavſe will appear more vain 
than before; for in the other acceptation there are two Circles 
allowed, that's, the Ecliptick and Orbit; but here their Lines 
are wholly imaginary, without any Ground in Nature, they 
ſuppoſing that which is not z for though I allow the Star to 
move always in his Orb, yet I deny that to be ſuch a Line as 
they imagine z and that it doth not cat the Ecliptick at 90 de- 
grees from the Star's Body, or very feldom; nor have the Stars 
the ſame Laticude in the fame Signs. at one Time, that they 
have at another; for it depends as well on their diſtance from: 
the Sun as from their Nodes, as to its Quantity. 

As to this Circle, drawn from the Body of the Star to the 
Diatneter, and cutting the Ecliptick, according to their Fancy, 
it is wholly hRitious, vain and imaginary, and without any 
Ground in Nature; as Did. Pritt. well obſerves, when he 
ſays, The quadrate Rays, according to Regiomentanes, takes 
no notice of the Ecliptick, becauſe the great Circles do always 
cut one another-equally, according to the Obliquity they are- - 
in one to another: And this will appear-plain and eafie to be un- 
derfiood, by ſuppoſing three or four Planets in the ſame degree. 
of any Sign, having divers Latitudes z here their Squares will 
all fall in one Sign and Degree likewiſe; But you may becer- 
tain the Orbits of all. theſe Stars do not cut the Ecliptick in 
the ſame Point. Which Argument of it ſelf overthrows the 
Aﬀertion they lay down, unleſs they mean fome other Line 
and Circle paſhng — the Body of the Star, beſides the. 
Orbit 3 Gwhich if they. do- allow another, 1 do intreat them, 
that pretend to teach that Method, to explain and demon- 
ſixate the thing to the World), Nor can I apprehend any m_ 
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ſon why the Squares or Quadrats of the Planets ſhould not 
be deſcribed and extended as well out of the Ecliptick as in 
it. . But beſides, this is no real Circle, nor is it deſcribed from 
the Motion or the Light of the Stars : If they. ſay this Circle 
is deſcribed from the Points of the ©xadrat and Oppoſite Rays, 
that will confound the thing ; becauſe they have ſaid already, 
The Squares are deſcribed trom the Circle, therefore they can- 
not be the Cauſe of this Circle, becauſe then they would*be 
both Cauſe and Effet; On the other Hand, the Circle would 
be both Cauſe and, EffeQ,if that ſhould be deſcribed from theſe 
Points, and the Points ſhould be deſcribed from the Circle 
which is a little ablurd, for nothing can be both Cauſe and. 
Effe@ in the fame thing , and at. the ſame time;- whence 
 Blanchinus's new-invented Circle is falſe, and Argol mightily 
- pverſcen tv teach it to his Followers. $: 

But beſides, it is a vain idle thing, if conſidered in its Uſe 
they put it to, and the Power they give it; for firſt, they con- 
tine the Power and Influx of the AiſpeRts to this Line only,and 
that out of that Line to have no Force to a& or affet any Body 
or Star: By which means they overthrow the rational Ground 
of the Effects of Dire&ions 3; for, by this Rule of-cheirs, the 
Power of the Aſpeds being confined to this Line, many Di- 
reQions will be by that Method -of no effe&t. I'llgive an 
eg na in one, by which you may gucls : the reſt: In 
_ the former, Diagram, page 57. let us ſuppole Venzs to be 
in the very. beginning of Aries, with, 8 degrees North Lati- 
tude, then her Sextile in the beginning of Tawr«s muſt have, 
by that Rule, 4 degrees North Latitude z and I would dire& 
the Moon to the Sextile of Venxs in Zodiaco : Now obſerve, 
when, the Moon comes to the beginning of Tawrzr, ſhe is 
5 degrees Southward from the Ecliptick, and the Sextile of 
-Varus , with half Latitude, is 4 degrees North from the 
Ecliptickz ſo that, by their own Rule, this Dire&ion can 
have lictle or no effeft, becauſe the Moon is at ſuch a great di- 
Kance from their imaginary Line, and alſo the Body of the 
Moon and Sextile of Venus.are 9 degrees apart when the Di- 
reion is finiſhed. Hence it may appear, That the Uſe they 
.pat it to is not according to the Motion appointed by Nature 
nor-is there any ſuch Power to be attributed to any Line (the 
Ecli- 


Pd 
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Ecliptick cxcepted ) that they give to this: For, by ther 
Rule, all the Prorogators that move out of that Line will 
never touch any of that Star's Rays and Aſpects that move 
in that Line, cithcr by DireQtion or any other Motion. 

But ſuppoſe it were true, That there were ſuch a Line as 
they imagine there is, and that it doth cut the Ecliptick at 
90 degrees diſtant from the Starz yet this makes nothing act all 
for their Conceit in DireQions with half Latitude, becauſe 
every Prorogator meets the Rays and Aipetts of the Planets 
in his own Way and Circle in which he moves: Thus the Sun 
meets all Rays in the Zodiack, becauſe he moves always 
therein : The Mvon meets all Rays in her Circle of Latitude, 
in which ſhe conſtantly moves, and is always out of the Ecli- 
ptick, except when ſhe is with either of her Nodesz and 
therefore to talk of direQing either of theſe two to the Rays 
of the Planets, with half Latitude, is neither agreeable to 
Motion, or reducible to Reaſon: And when they come to tell 
us of directing the Part of Fortune in this nature to the half 
Latitude, it is ſuch a piece of Vanity and folly that is not to 
be matched ; for the Part of Fortane is by them called the 
Lunar Horoſcope, and indeed is fo in ſome Meaſure and Pro» 
portion, and that it is found by the Moon principally, as Car- 
dan obſerves; but the Part of Fortune is ſometimes far more 
remote from the Ecliptick than the Moon can be, and by no 
means to be directed, as they imagine and think. But when 
they come to tell us of direQting the Angles to the half Lati- 
tude of Sextiles and Trines, - that is indeed no more nor no 
leſs than downright Nonſenſe, and that for the Reaſons above 


ſpecitied. 
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CHAP. V. 
. Of the Antiſcions. of the Planets. 


Here hath been much Noiſe and Talk about theAntiſcions, 
ſome allowing and others condemning the Uſe of them:. 
Argol makes them do every thing, and diredts all the five Pro- 
rogators to them 5 allowing them to give Preferment, Mar- 
riage, Death, &c. But ſome of our Engl/ſþ Writers do make 
little account of them, and ſay, They are of little Force and 
Virtue either in their Poſitions or Dire&ions ; and yet in the 
Concluſion, neither one ſort nor the other underſtand them, 
either what they are,or how to take themzand therefore to one 
ſort of People they ſerve, when perhaps nothing elſe can be 
. found ; and the other ſort, on a more ſiric Enquiry, finding. 
little effeR in their DireQions, have wholly and totally rejeR- 
ed-them. 

As to the Common and Uſual Way, taught by all Au- 
thors, how to find and take them, it is really falſe, and there. 
is no ſuch thing in Nature as they talk. of, unleſs in the Smn 
and Planets not having Latitude ; for in taking their Parallels. 
orAntiſcions, the common way holds good and trucy But when 
the Planets have Latitude, the true Antiſcion ſhall differ from. ' 
that commonly taken 6, 8, 10, 15, and ſometimes, 3o de- 
grees, eſpecially. if near the Tropicks : By which you may 
eaſily judge, it is no Wonder if thoſe commonly taken have no- 
effe& when. the Prorogators meet them by DireQion ; and. 
therefore it will be convenient to tell you what they are, and. 
what- Ground and Reaſon there is for their Uſe, cither in Po- 
| fitions and Figures in general, or in Direions in. Nativities. 
in. particular. 

The Ground therefore of Antiſcions is laid down by Ptolo- 
my, in a very few. Words, in the Thirteenth Chapter of the. 
Firlt 
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Firſt Book of his £xadripartitez where he tells us, That 
theſe Antiſcions are nothing elſe but the Signs, and Degrees of 
the Signs, equally dittant from either of the Tropicks or the 
Equator ; and that when the Sun comes to thoſe Points, on 
either fide the Equator, he riſcth and ſets in the ſame Points 
of Eaſt and Weſt, and makes the Days of equal Length, as 
well as the Nights. For example, Let the Sun be in the 
1ſt degree of Virgo, then his Antiſcion falls in 2g degrees of 
Aries, (o that each of theſe Points are equally diſtant from the 
Northern Tropick ; the Days and Nights are of the fame 
Length when the Sn is in the one Sign, as in the other ; and 
the ut degree of Virgo riſeth and ſets in the ſame Point of the 
Horizon exactly where the 29th degree of Aries doth: And 
the ſame Accidents and Circumſtances do alſo exactly concur 
with the 11 degree of Piſces, and the 29th degree of Libra, 
they being both cqually diſtant from the Southern Tropick, as 
the former from the Northern, and all theſe four Points 
have =_ very {ame Declination, without which it could 
not DE, 

Objedion. But perhaps ſome may ſay, This is no/more than 
what we have learned already ; for the very ſame Degrees 
and Signs are alſo our Antiſcionsz we thank you for nothing, 
for this is to no purpoſe. 

Anſwer. Not fo haſty, my good Friend, I have ſomething 


elſe to ſay to you, if you will have a little Patience : Let us * 


now ſuppoſe a Star to bein 20 degrees of Taurus, with 5 de- 
grees North Latitude, I know you will ſay his Antiſcion falls 


in 10 degrees of Leo, and his Contrantiſcion in 10 degrees of 


Aquary, &c. but in this you are extreamly. out of the way, 
and in a groſs Error ; for one falls in 144 degrees 26 minutes 
of Gemini and Sagitary, and the other in 15 degrees 34 minutes 
of Cancer and Capricorn : And do you think this would not 
make a vaſt difference in a Dire@tion, when one man directs 
the Sn or Moon to the Antiſcion of a Planet in 15 degrees of 
Gancer, and another directs them to the 1oth degree of Leo z 
which is but 25 Yegrees diſtant one from another, and im- 
poſſible to be both crue? Again, Let us ſuppoſe a Star in 20 deg, 
of Taurus, with 5 degrees South Latitudez and then one 
Antifcion falls in 4 degrees = 12 minutes of Tewrus and 

2 $Scor- 
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Seorpio, and the other falls in 25 degrees 48: minutes of* Leo * 
and Aquary, Here you tind 16 degrees of -diſtance hetween 
that w/o the common way, and the true one, and is ſuffi 
cient to confound any young Erquirer into thoſe things, 
From this, and ſuch Reaſons as this is, you have ſometimes 
Accidents and no Dirccions to tignihe the thing ; and ſome- 
times Direions and no Accidents co-attend them according to 
the Rules laid down in ſuch Caſes. And to fatisfy you that I 
am no Innovator in this Point, pray have Recourſe to your 
great Author and Oracle, Morinus, page 368. where he teach- 
e&th this way only, and alſo tclls you, that the Antiſcions are 
to be tak:n no other way but by the Tables. of Declina- 
tion; : and, to ſay the Truth, that is the only valuable and 
remarkable Truth in that. great. Volume : 1 do not ſay there 
is no more. | 

| make (you ſee) no mention of Contrantiſcions z for 1 
call them all either Antiſcions or Zodiacal Parallels, which 
comes firſt to Mind ; for they are nothing clſe but parallel 
Diſtances from the Tropicks and Equator ; and as they are 
all of a Denomination, ſo they are all of an equal. Force and 
Power in Directions, and from one Planet all of a nature too z 
though our common Authors.tell us the Antiſcions are good 
and benefick, but the Contrantiſcions-are bad, malefick, and 
of the nature of Squares and-Oppoſitions :- But that is like 
the relt of their DoQtrine, for the moſt part falſe and grounds 
leſs. 

Itold you, in the end of the Third Chapter, That I would 
ſay ſomething about direQing the Sun and Moon to the Anti- 
ſcions of the Planets; for the Midheaven and Aſcendent are 
wholly impcfible to be direted to them with any Succeſs, as 
you have heard before. The Rule is general; for as the Anti- 
ſcions are taken with Latitude, fo they muſi be directed with. 
Latitude to the Morn, and without to the Swn ; and therefore - 
when the S«n or Moen comes by their Regular Motion to have 
the ſame Declination that -ycur Planet hath, then is your Di- 
xeQion compleat]y finiſhed, and no ctherways. And the Rea- 
ſon is plain, becauſe the Moon keeps the ſame way in her Di- 
zeQions to Promittors, that ſhe always compleats her Monthly. 
Revolutions in: And. therefore your awn Reaſon will tell 
you, 
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you, . That the Mvon muſt be always directed to Antifcions | 
with Latitude, becauſe Antiſcions are only Diſtances from the 
Equator and Tropicks 3 and when the Moon or Sxn comes to 
have the ſame Dittance by DireQion from thoſe Points, it is 
no matter what degree of the Sign they are in, ſo they have 
the ſame Declination, and then be ſare they have the ſame Di- 
ſtance from thoſe Points; and you know the Moon hath gene- 
rally Latitude, and that alters her Declination every degree 
ſhe moves, as you may ce more fully, though on another Sub- 
jet, in my Opus Reformatum, page 32. And, to tell you 
the Truth, this Direction .of the Aoor to the Antiſcions of 
the Planets, is one of the moſt troubleſome to work .of any 
in the whole Are ; and the difhculty lieth in' the true Motion 
and the Latitude conhidered exaQtly ; for by them is the true 
Declination found, and without that, this DireGion can be 
no ways wrought and [ think it is here laid down fo plain, 
_ there is no need to trouble you with an Example to teach 
the way, —- 
| remember, I have formerly asked ſome Pretenders to 
Aſtrology, What theſe Antiſcions were in Nature ; and how 
I might come to underſtand them? They told me, It was a 
myſtical Ray of the Planet. But then, ſaid I, What is the 
Contrantiſcion? Can a Ray give a Ray, and that of a dif- 
ferent Nature from it felt coo? If fo (id 1) it is a very 
myſtical Ray indeed 3 that the Star ſhould give a Ray of his 
own Nature, and that Ray give.another Ray quite different 
in Quality from the firſt, and the Star too, who is Parent to 
both : For they tell us, that the Antiſcion is good and benehick, 
but the Contrantiſcion is very ill and milehnck; juſt as they 
have made the Head and Tait of the Dragon, one to give all 
that is good, and the other to give nothing but Miſchef, and 
yet no probable Reaſon for either Head or Tail to have any 
effe&, Others allo 1 have enquired of about theſ: Antiſcions, 
and I found every Man gave'me a very different, as well as a 
very lame account of the matter, and that they had nothing 
more but a Traditional Knowledge of the thing, and fo they 
do generally remain ill this time, a very few excepted: Nor 
do find they are willing either to ſeek the Truth, or accept 


it when. offered to them. You have already heard what a vaſt 
cnce 
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difference there is between the true way, and the common way 
now uſed in Antiſcions and their Dire&ions z by which you 
may guels, it is no Wonder they found fo little effe& in them, 
according to the Opinion of the Ancients, as to conclude they 
were uſeleſs and vain. But I dare afſure any man, if he goes 
to work the right way, he ſhall hind them almoſt as power- 
ful as the Star whoſe nature they are of, and that they are not 
different in Nature and Quality, but Antiſcion and Contranti- 
ſcion are the ſame, and either both good, or both bad z and ac- 
cording to their Natures, that in the Northern Semicircle is 
the moſt powerful, of which Prolomy ſpeaks in his Firlt Book, 
and Twelfth Chapter of his 2uadripartite : In which place 
he alſo tells you, They are Parallels, and that to the Equator 
and Tropicks, 


CHAP. VL. 
Of the Part of Fortmne. 


T Need not mention the common way of taking the Part of 

Fortune, becauſe it is one of the moſt principal things 
every one learns when he is taught how to fer a Figure, and 
is therefore well known, as well as univerſally uſed among 
all Profeſſors: But my Deſign and Bulineſs is to ſhew, That 
it is (according as they underſiand it) an irregular uſcleſs 
thing, not agreeable to the Rules laid down for its Motion, 
nor yet to the Order and Motion of Nature, as you will 
quickly fee, and, I ſuppoſe, readily grant. 

The Part of Fortune, as it is uſually taken by the common 
Profeſſors, doth dance backward and forward from one Houſe 
to another, and keeps no Regularity in its periodical Motion, 
nor in its DizeQions: Nor can any Artiſt make it appear to 
me, How the Part of Fortune paſſeth by the Pole of any Sig- 
nificator in the Zodiack z or how any Promittor paſſeth by 
in4t 
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that under any particular Pole that may or can be a{ſigned to 
it. Nor can they prove to me, That the Part of Fortune is 
carried about by the rapt Motion in Mundo: And if fo, I am 
ſure they cannot prove it can be dirced to any Signiticator, 
whether Sun, Moon or any of the Angles, which_they com- 
monly do in all Nativities. Nor can they prove by Reaſon,De- 
monſtration, nor Experience, that one Dire&ion in Ten to 
the Part of Fortune hath any effe&; and the Reaſon is, be- 
cauſe it depends on the Moow for Declination, upon her Mo- 
tion for Right Aſcention, Diſtance, &#c. and hath its Diurnal 
and NoQturnal Arks increaſed or decreaſed, according as the 
Moon rifeth and fets; and therefore I ſhall here deſcend to Par- 
ticulars, to ſhew you how: able | am to make good what I 
have ſaid, 


Firft, It doth not keep Rule : This you may ſee, if you 
erect a,Figure for December 19. 169 1. at 9 in the Morning, at 
which Time if you erc&a Figure ſub Lat. Lond. you wlll 
find 22 degrees of Capricorn Aſcending, and 26 degrees of 
Taurus on the Fourth Houſe, and the Part of Fortune in 9 de- 
grees of Taurus, wanting 17 degrees of the Cuſp, which. 
ſhould have been 20 degrees beyond it, becauſe the Avon is 
almoſt 20 degrees paſt the Square of the Sun, and the Part of 
Fortune not yet got to the Fourth Houſe; contrary to the 
Rule of being on the Cuſp of the Fourth, at the firlk 
Square. 

Secondly, It danceth from one Houſe to another, as you 
may ſee by ſetting a Figure for the 25th day of Sepremaber 
168g. at 2 Hours after Noon; at which time 8 degrees of 
Capricorn Aſcends, and the Part of Fortune is within g degrees 
of the Cuſp of the Ninth Houſz, being 39 degrees diſtant 
from the Midheaven, 14 degrees of Scorpio then culminat- 
ing. Then if you ſet another Figure at 6: of the Clock the 
ſame Night, you will hnd at that time 11 degrees of Capricorm 
on the Tenth, and 28 degrees of Arzes on the Aſcendent, 

and the Part of Fortune is- in 27 degrees of Capricorn in the- 
Tenth Houſe, 16 degrees within the Cuſp. Then, if you- 
ſet another Figure at 10 of the Clock that Night, you will 


find 10 degrees of Piſces culminate, and 13 degrees of Cancer 
: Aſcend, 


= 


= 
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Aſcend, and the Part of Fortune in 14 degrees of Aries, upon 
the Cuſp of the Eleventh, diſtant from the Midheaven 34 
degrees. Again, fet a Fourth Figure for the 26th day, at 
2 in the Morning, at which time there is 14 degrees of Taw- 
rus on the Cuſp of the Tenth, and-26 of Leo Aſcending, 
and the Peart of Fortwne in the very end of Gemini, in the Ele- 
venth Houſe, 7 degrees within the Cuſp. Let us ſet another 
Figure for 6 of the Clock in the Morning, and then we ſhall 
have 11 degrees of Cancer on the Tenth, and 8 degrees of 
Libra Aſcending, and the Part of Fertune in 14 degrees of 
Cancer, in the Tenth; being skipt back from 7 degrees within 
the Eleventh, to 4 degrees within the Tenth. | 

Let us take the pains to ſet another Figure for 10 of the 
Clock the ſame 26 Day in the Morning, and then we have 
10 degrees of Virgo on the 10th, and 8 of Libra Aſcending, 
and the Part of Fortune is 28 degrees in Leo in the Ninth 
Houſe, 12 degrees diſtant from the Tenth. .And to make up 
the 24 Hours, let us ſet another Figure for 2 of the Clock 
Afternoon, the 26th day; and then you find 15 degrees of 
Scorpio on the Tenth, and 9 degrees of Capricorn Aſcending, 
and the Part of Fortune in 19 degrees of Libra, diſtant from 
the Cuſp of the Ninth 2 degrees almoſt, and from the Cuſp of 
the Tenth 26. So that you may obſerve, that in the firſt 12 
Hours of this 24, the Part of Fortune runs end ways 83 degrees, 
and in the laſt 12 Hours it danceth back again 7o degrees. 
By which it appears here is a threefold Motion; One its Rro- 
greſs through the Zodiack; by which Motion it moves 
through the Twelve Signs: The Second is its dire running 
Motion : And the Third is its Retrograde Running Motion : 
And all theſe in 24 Hours ; which was to be proved, and, I 
hope, it is (o, . 

Again, If you look to July 31ft 1694. at 7 of the Clock 
that Morning, when 7 degrecs: of Gemini culminates, the 
Parfvf Fortune is 15 degrees in Taurus, 13 degrees from the 
Cuſp of the Ninth in that Houſe, At 5 of the Clock after 
Noon, when 2 degrees of Capricorz Alcends, the Part of *For- 
rune is 9 degrees in Virgo, in the Eighth Houſe, nearer by 
much to the Cuſp of the Eighth than the Ninthz and yet at 
12 of 'the Clock that: Night, when 24 degrees of Gemini 
| Aſcends, 
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Aſcends, the Part of Fortune is got into the Ninth again : So 
that you ſee it danceth backward and torward from one Houſe 
to another z which mult of Neceſſity render all the Direcions 
to that Point (mdo communi) of no effet, becauſe every de- 
gree in DiceQion, motu rapto, changeth the Face of Heaven, 
which, you ſee, cauſeth this dancing Motion in the Pars «f 
Fortune. And fer that Reaſon the Promittor cannot 6nd 
the Part of Fortune (when Signiticator,) becauſe he plays at 
Bo peep, and endeavours not to be found, [ wou'd not have 
you think that there are no other Times to be found but theſe 
two, in which the Part of Fortune danceth in this manner, be- 
cauſe | have mentioned no more: I have given theſe Two 
Times, that you may rcadily ſee what | am endeavouring to 
ſhew ; and | mention no more, becauſe I will not blot Paper 
to ſolictle purpoſe as 1 ſhould in giving you ſome hundreds of 
theſe Examples, fo ealie to be found by any that are willing 
to take Pains ; howeverl will name one 1 ime more, and that 
is Oftober the 26th, anno 1693. fee what you can make 
of it. 

And as if the Part of Fortune was not loaded with Fooleries 
andAbſurdities enough,Origanus helps forward theWork:When 
(teaching his Pupils to take the Parr of Fortune in a Revolu- 
tional Figare) he direds them to take the Diſtance of the Sun 
and Moon in the Radix, to which they mult add the Degree 
and Minute of the Revolutional Aſcendent, and the Sum ſhews 
the Part of Fortune in that Scheme, 12 Signs being cafi away, 
if need be; And for this you may read his own Words, if 
you pleaſe, page 779. de Effedi : Where you may tind an Ex- 
ample performed with a great deal of Pains,and toa very little 
Purpoſe z bur it is by ſuch Methods we have gain'd moſt of 
the choice Notions we now vapour with, The like you may 
read in Argot's Prolomens parvus, in cap. 1. De Revolutionibus, 
page 173, 

What ſhall we ſay now to the whole matter, if the Parr of 
Fortune be thus uncertain ? And what Credit is to be given to 
thoſe DireQions of Argo in his De Diebus Criticis , where he 
makes two Cardinals, one on the Part of Fortune to the Body 
of the Moon, and the other tothe Antiſcion of Fupiter, p. 160. 


pag. 330. But eſpecially in the ow of Montmoranct 3 w_ 
c 
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he makes the Part of Fortzne to the Antiſcion of Mays to kill 
himz and fo doth F.G. in Biſhop Vſher's Nativity, kill him 
with the Part of Fortune to the Oppoſition of Mercary. In 
the firſt of theſe, namely Argol, the Part of Fortzwne was, ac- 
cording to the Docrine of Prolomy, giver of Life, but how 
far the true Pars Fortung was from his, I leave to the ingenu» 
ous Enquirer toexaminez but what f G. talks of the Part of 
Fortune in the Biſhop's Nativity for, I cannot think nor ima- 
gine, for it is not there in an Aphetical Place z- which, if it 
were, it could not be allowed to be Hileg, becauſe the Sur 
and Moon are both above the Earth : But more of this Matter 
when 1 come to examine theſe Authors in particular, and ſo 
I conclude this Chapter with this Axiom, &c. | 

The Part of Fortune is the Lunar Horoſcope, and depends 
on the Sun and Moon for its Motion 3 it moves through the 
Houſes as the Moon doth through the Signs, and no faſter ; it 
is ſc1dom in the Ecliptick, and wholly uncapable of the Rapt 
Motion, and for that Reaſon not to be direed Conversz and 
whoſoever urderſtandsthe Part of Fortune otherways than thus, 
ſuffers himſelf to be put upon, and knows nothing of the 
Matter.

His Alchocoden is nothing clſe but the Diſpoſitor or Loxd 
of that Sign in which the giver of Life is ; and this is 
magniticd as a thing of. great uſe: For when the Number cf 
Years arc expired, that the Alchocoden allows, any DireQi- 
on (almoſt) will kill ; and according to the Strength of the 
Alchocod<n muſt the Number of the Native's Years be: And 
for the more exa& judging after this Mcthod, they do appoint 
each Alchocoden three numbers of Years, his Lealt, his Mean, 
and his Oldcſt, according to his Strength or Debility, In 
which it may be obſerved, That Venzs and Fupiter, who are 
the only two Balſamick Stars, give the lealt Yearsz the one 
is allowed but $, and the other 12, for their Leaſt Number 
of Years z when the Moon, who is Inferior to Venus," gives 
25z and Mars, who is Inferior to Jupiter, gives 15 : But thele. 
things are not to be queſtioned, and therctore I ſhall proceed 
to examine how they keep to their Rule ; and whether every 
one lives a Greater or Leſſer Number of Years, according to 
the Strength or Weaknels of the Alchocoden. 

In the Figure of 7. G.'s Birth he hath the Aſcendent Hileg, 
and Mars Lord of the Alchccoden; in Taurxs his Detriment, 
and among the Plciades, which tho* in Trine to the Sun, can. 
give but his Mean Years, which are 40; but he hath already 
lived to the Age of 69, which are 29 more than the Alcho- 
coden allows z and yet he had very bad Directions at 62 Years 
old and a little after. 

In the Princels Royal, Colefi Genitur. pag. 20. the Moon is 
Lady of the Alchocoden, in her own Houlc, in Trine to the 
Sn and Saturn, and no ways afflicted ; which may be allow- 
ed to give hex Mean Years, 66. and yet this illuſtrious Lady, 
at a little more than 29 Years of Age, changed this Life for 
one 
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one immortal; ſo that you ſee ſhe wanted 37 Years to com- 
pleat the Number of Years allowed her by her Alchocoden, 
ſhe having not lived to halt the Number. 

In the Nativity of Lewis X1V. King of France, the Swn is 
Hileg, and Mercury Lord of the Alchocoden under the Sun 
Beams, and in Square to Mars z which can allow but his 
mean Years, which are 48, and yet you fee he hah outſtript 
that almoſt 11 Years alrcadyz and how many more he may, 
I leave to time to ſhew, | 

In the Nativity of Ben. Gadbury (CColef. Genit. p27. 193.) 
The Swn is Hileg in Genniz and Mercury, by this Rule, is 
Giver of Years, in 7 degrees of Taurus, in Trine to the Moon, 
and in lIrine to Saturs ; which will allow him at Icaſfi 
48, his Mean Years: But this Child did not live two 
Years, 

In: the Nativity of Sir Robert Holburn , Collefi, Genit. pag. 
124, the Moon was giver of Life in Scorpio, and Mzrs then 
mult be giver of Years; who we tind in Sagitary, with the 
Scorpion's Heart, and Combult in' the Eighth Houſe, which 
can be allowed but his Leait Years, which are 15 3 and yet 
he lived to almoſt 5c Years of Age: 

In the Nativity of Mary Sawyer, Colle&, Genit. pag. 193+ 
. the Moon is. giver of Lite, in Conjundtion with Zapicer in 
Aquary ; and Saturn Lord of the Alchocoden in Leo, Angu- 
lar, in Trine to Mars in the Tenth Houſe, and in Square to 
the Sun; hence we may, without doubt, allow him his Leaft 
Years, whichare 30 ; if not his Middle, which are 43 : Yet 
this Child lived but 6 Years, to the Scandal of her Alchoco- 
den, that let her dye fo foon. 

In the Nativity of Doctor Laford, Colle. Genitzrr. page 

33+. the Sun is Hileg in Taurws, in Conjundion with: 
Mars, and Venus giver of Years, in Conjundion with Sa- 
try and the Dragon's Tail in the Twelfth Houſez hence 
he can be allowed but her Leaft Years, which are $ z or her. 
Mean Years at moſt, which are 45 : But he lived to above 
Sixty. 

In the Nativity of Henry Duke of Glocefter, Colle. Genituy, 
page 17. the Mon is both giver of Life, and giver of Years, 
in Conjuaction with Venus and the Sxn in the Seventh , 

Angus 
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Angular, and no otherways afffi&edz therefore he may very 
well be allowed to give her Mean Years, which are 66. But 
this Prince died at the Age of 20 Years, leaving the other 
46 in Poſſeſſion of his Alchocoden, to be diſpoſed of to whom 
ſhe chought tit. I could have given you, inſtead of theſe 
Eight, an Hundred of the like nature, but he that will not 
be brought to confider with this Number, let him hug his own 
Opinion, and go on till he tinds a more juſt occafion to alter 
his Mind. R 
By this it appears, That the Length and Shortneſs of Life 
doth not depend on the Strength or Weakneſs of an Alchocos- ' 
den, but on ſome other Cauſe, from which the Period of 
Life doth take its Length and Datez and that is, in'my Opi- 
nion the DireQional Motion: For, in any Nativity, let the 
Hileg be direQed to Two, three, or more (for it is very rare 
that any full-grown Body dyes on one fingle DireQion) Stars 
or Rays of a Malcfick Naturez and I dare afſure him, It 
will be very hard, and next to, if not impoſſible, to keep 
Death out of Doors, let the Alchocoden be never ſo firong, 
and 40 Years of its number to come, On the contrary, let 
the giver of Years be never ſo weak, and a continued Series 
-of good DircQions to the Hileg ſucceed one another for 
ſome Years, and no Doubt but that Native ſhall live, though 
the Alchocoden hath been expired Twenty Years. And yet, 
after all, I know there are ſome Nativities that are naturally 
ſtronger, and more vital than others z but it is from another 
Cauſe and Principle than this fooliſh and imaginary 
Whim: And yet I do not doubt but in ſome Nativities it 
may nearly comply with what they pretend to, but 
where it doth once, it fails ten times; and then where is 
your Rule? 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. VIE 
Of the Almuten, &c. 


uUR Authors have made a-great Buſtle about this that- 

' they call A/muten; it is an old Arabian Word, and fig- 
nities as much as we@G in the Greek, that is, Lord ! And in- 
deed the Word in it (elf is well enough, ſo long as it is uſed 
for the Lord of a Houſe, the Lord of a Sign, &c. But when: 
they come to talk of the Lord or Almuten of a Nativity, and 
that he ſhall ſignifie every thing, as Stature, Temperature, 
Riches, Preferment (as you may fee, Dothr. Nativ. pag. 92: 
where you are taught how to take it) there I mult leave 
them, 

Now this Almnten is that Planet who is ſtrongeſt, both in 
Eſſential and Accidental Dignities, as they ſay 3 and according 
to their Method laid down, both to examine and judge of its- 
Fortitude, And when they-have done all, 1 count no Planets. 
ſirong but. thoſe that are Angular cither in the Signs or in the 
Houſes, or both 3 and they indeed- are the true Lords of the 
Nativity, and by whoſe Nature and Quality the Native ſhall 
be (way'd in his Inclinations and Paffions, &c. And in this: 
way of Judgment the Houſes next in Power to the Angles, 
are the Fifth and Ninth Houſes. The reaſon of that in Nature 
ſhall be taught another time, and- in another Treatiſe more 
proper than here. - 

But if you conſider Naibod in Aleabitium, he gives order to 
find this Almwten quite contrary to theſe already mentioned z 
for, he ſays, it is that Planet that hath moſt Dignities in the. 
Places of the Sun, Moon, - Aſcendent, Part of Fortune and the 
Preventional, New or Fall Moon: Which Dodtrine is indeed 
laid down by. Alcabitiss himſelf, however they came to per- 
vert the Arabian Text, for it came originally from that Au- 
thor z who doth indeed go further. than allthis with it ; 
For. 
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For he makes it a great Significator of Life, in which he 
makes it a Partner with the Hileg and Alchocodenz his Words 
ate theſe, Aimuten eft qui preeſt Nativitati, ab eo ſignificatur 
eſſe nati poſt Hilech & Alchocoden. | 

Now aftcr all, 1 can ſee no ground for its Power, Uſe, 


or EleQion, and that it is no more but an Arabian Whim of 


the ſame Stamp with the Alchocodenz and ſerves rather to 
puzzle the Cauſe, than to inform the Underſtanding of any 
man for it is indeed the only Miſchief that attends the young 
(and perhaps ſome of the old too) Students in this Art, That 
they have fuch a cluſter of Cauſes, and ſuch a Cloud of Cir- 
cumltances to confider in every Caſe, that it confounds them 
in conſidering, and betrays their Judgment into Error ; when 
it their Cauſes were fewer, and their Rules in Judgment 
more conciſe, they would ſooner arrive toa degree of Perfe- 
Gion, and the Arti from being a good Gueſſer (as Mr. Muta- 
ble has it) would be thought half a Prophet, or at leaſt» 
ways one of the Prophetical Tribe. In a Word, ſeeing 
there is no Authority for it but Tradirion, nor no uſe for 
it but to create Labour, I do not think it worth while 
to infift longer on a Subje& void of all Advantage,

| ® cps it may be ſaid, That ſeeing theſe are not Printed 
by our Engliſh Authors, T have no need to mention them 
in this Treatiſe. To which I anſwer, I am led dire&ly to what 1 
intend; becauſe a certain Innovator(ram Fide quamArte Yamong, 
as, did in an Almanack, Anno 1693. tell theWorld, © That ſome 
* died on Trayſits,lome on Eelipſes, ſome onRewvolxtions,others on 
Profedtions,and ſome on evil Alfrydaries,ſome on the Combuſti- 
© on of the Aſcendent or his Lord; with ſundry other Canſes.By this 
Word Cauſer,you may obſerve,he allows any one of theſe to be a 
Cauſe ſufficient for Death. I commend him,he will have Strings 
enough to his Bow, and the Devil is in't if- fome one of them 
will not doz but 1 dare him to prove what he hath ſo'confi- 
dently aſſerted ; and to take a Nativity of one that is living, 
and tell us which of all theſe, his Cauſes, that Native ſhall 
expire by, and when he hath done ſettle it for a Standing 
Rule. But, to my Work in hand. ; 

The Lords of the Alfrydaries, are imaginary Lords, and Di- 
ſpoſitors of a number of Years appointed to every Planet; fo 
that the Seven Planets, with'the Head and Tail of the Dra- 
gon, taking this Government ſucceſſively one after another, 
the whole number of Years will amount to 75: And in a 
Diurn:} Geniture they begin with the Sun, in a NoQurnal with 
the Mogy. Their Years are as followeth.

They have brought this DcErine of the Alfrydaries into 
ſuch a'ſort of Method/as Prolomy deſcribes in his laſt Chapter 
of his Fourth Book, called, De Tempor. Diwviſione. But they 
diffes from him both. in the Number of Years they attribute 


to every Planet, and. in the Uſe of them, as to Judgment in 


and on Nativities: For, in my Opinion, it will make Aftro- 
logy and its Rules very doubtful in the' Ule of "theſe Afryda- 
ries, unleſs they canfix a killing Power on ſome one or two 
of the Planets; , which they have not done yet: Only, as 
they have all, in general Terms, condemncd Saturn and Mars 
for Murderersz which if, by that Authority, we allow them 
the ſame Power here, - no man can liye tq,,55 Years of Age, 
becauſe he mult paſs their Alfrydaries before that Time. 

Now, how this can be a Cauſe of Death, 1 can by no 
means apprehend; nor can it fink into my Head that any 
man of Reaſon cangbclieve. it, much leſs recommend jt to the 
World, as-a thing neceſſary to be obſerved in PraQtice. 1I'* 
would willingly intreat that Gentleman to. furniſh us with a 
few Examples, where this of it ſelf hath kill'd without any 
thing elſ&; and alſo under what Alfrydary Popery kick'd up 
its Heels in England. { an 


; The Chropocrator is a kind of a Septenary Decennium, or a 
paradoxical Complication of Numbers, hard to be underſtood, 
either in its Mechanical Compoſition, or its Philoſophick 
Ground in Nature, but eſpecially the latter : However, 1 will 
make you underſtand, it as well as 1 can, in this lictle Room I 
have toinſift upon it. na Diarnal Geniture, the Sn is Lord 
of the Chronocrator z; but-in a NoQurnal; the Moon is Lady _ 
of it, and cither of them is allowed for his or her Govern=”

And the Uſe of them is thus: Let us ſuppoſe the Nativity 
of one born by Day, and the Swn in Taurw, then is he Lord 
of the Chronocrators, and rules the Native 10 Years and 9 
Months ; but by his own Power (ingly he rules but 19 
Months, as you may fee above. Gemini being the next ſuc- 
ceſſive Sign after Taurus, and Mercury Lord of it, ſhews you, 
That he takes up the Government next after the Sn, and 
rules 20: Months: Then the Moon takes it, and ſhe rules 25 
Months : Then Yenus next, and (he rules $ Months : Then 
comes Mars, and rules 15 Months; Then comes Fupiter , 
and he rules 12 Months: Then comes Saturn, and he governs 
30, Now, if you caſt up all theſe Numbers, it makes out 
the Sun's Government 10 Years and 9 Months; and then Mer- 
cury begins, and he goes on as before in every thing. But 
obſerve, fo long as the Sznor other Planet governs, after His 
own Time is expired, he is joyned to another ; as in our 
Example, Firſt the Sun, then the Szn and Mercury, then the 
Sun and Moon, then the Sun and Venus, &c. 

And now, pray let me ask any thinking man his Opinion 
about this matter z and whether it'is rational to depend on 
this and ſuch like Stuff as this is,in his Judgment, on Nativi- 
ties? And what EffeQs can be expeRed.from this old Ara- 
bian Myſtery ? But I will leave it to your Judgments (and Uſe 
too if you pleaſe) being unwilling to ſpend more Time about 
it. Batif you would read it more at large, you may have re- 
courſe to Firmicus, Jundinns in his Spec.

difcovered it but to men of great Merit: But I believe when 
you know what it” is, you will not ſo much admire it, nor 
think the Myſtery worth concealing. It is therefore in ſhort 
thus; See who is Lord of the Hour at the Time of Birth, 
and give that to the Aſcendent, and the firſt Year; from 
whoſe Strength at Birth they judge of the Health or Sickneſs 
of the Native in the firft Year Then (ee who is Lord of the 
Second Hour, and give that Star to the ſecond Houſe, and the” 
ſecond Year, and according to his Strength and Poſition with 
the Lord of the Second, they judge of the Riches and Eſtate of 
the ſecond Year ; fo the Lord of the third Hour to the Lord 
of the Third Houſe, to Govern the third Year, in reference to 
Journeys,and Brethren,e&c. So the Lord of the fourth Hour to 
the Fouth Houſe for the Fourth Year,to judg, of his Father,&c. 
And ſo. you go round the Twelve Houſes with the Lords of 
the twelve Hours; and then begin with the Firſt Houſe, and 
the Lord of the thirteenth Hour, and fo round again. And 
this Lord of the Hour is called Lord of the Cirele, or Lord of 
the Orb. And do you not think this is a great and mighty 
Myſtery, and a moſi excellent method to judge of the Futu- 
rity of a man's Life ? And that it is full as groundleſs in nature 
as either of thole already mentioned ? 


The Diwvifion and Diviſor, called by the Arabians Algebug- 
thar, and by the Perſians Zamocthar, is nothing elſe but a ſort 
of DireQion of the Aſcendent, or any other Part of Heaven, 
under its proper Pole, , tothe Terms of the Planets, that being 
called the Diviſion, and the Lord of the Term the Diwiſor. 
For example, Suppoſe a Native born ſx#b Polo 51, and 10 de- 
grees of Leo Aſcending, z. which is the Terms of Venus, whoſe 
Oblique Aſcention is 109 degres and 7 minutes; and the 
Ferms of Venus reach but to 1 1 degrees of that Sign, whoſe 
Oolique Aſcention is x10 degrees 32 minutes, and the diffc- 
.xence of them. is 1 degree 25 minutes : To every Degree you 
mult give a Year, and to every 5 Minutes a Month z which 
is here 1. Year and 5 Months; and folong is the Native under 
the Government of Venus. The Lord of the next Term is 
Saturn, and his Terms reach to, 18 degrees of Leo z therefore 
1 take the preceding 11 adegress 32 minutes from the Oblique 

2 Aſcention 
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Aſcention of 19 degr. of Lev. 120 degr, 27 minutes, and the 
difference is 9 degrees 55 minutes ;3 which gives by this Rule 
9 Years and 11 Months ; and fo long. will the Native be un- 
der the Government of Saturn; and according to the Nature of 
the Diviſor and the Planets beholding him with good or bad 
Aſpes, fo will the Native be fick or healthy, 1ich or poor, 
happy or unhappy : And after this manner they go through 
the whole Courſe of the Native's Lite ; judging of lis Pre- 
ferment, Loſſes, Marciage, &c. 


Then there is the Lord of the Decanate, called by the Arabi- 
ens Adorogen ; and the Operation-is thus: Divide the Afcen- 
dent into three parts, and let every part conliſt of 10 degrees, 
then give the firli part to the Lord of the Aſcendent, and the 
ſecond part -to the Lord of the fifth Sign from itz and the 
third pazt to the Lurd of the ninth Sign, and the Reaſon is, 
becauſe thoſe Signs are all of a Triplicity. Example, from 
the beginning of Aries to the 10th degree, is the Dorogon or 
Decanat of Mars; but from the xoth to the 2oth is the De- 
canate of the Sun, from the 20th to the End is the Decanate 


of Fupiter. 


They have alfo their Du2 Denarys, cr JvrSuugrruert, which 
is the Diſtance of the Sun or any other Star from a certain 
Part of Heaven, of which I can (ce no great matter of uſe. 


Then they have their Nowenaries, {+called by the Arabians 
Ananubarach; and it is thus: They divide a Sign into g parcs, 
each part conſiiing of 3 degrees 20 minutes; then obſerve 
in which Novenary of the Sign or Houle the degree of the 
Planet is in, and the firſt Novenary is governed by the Lord 
of the moveable Sign in that Triplicity, and the ſecond No- 
venary is given to the Lord of the nextSign to it ; and (o for- 
ward, throughout the nine Parts. Exainple, Let us ſuppoſe 
a Sigg of the Fiery Triplicity, in which Aries is the moveable, 
.and Mars Lord of it; fo that Adars governs the firit part op 
Novenary, Venus the ſecond, Mercury the third, the Moon the 
fourth, the Sun the FiftK, and fo on till you come to the: 
degree you ſeek z by which means [you tind. out the oe 
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the Novenary, where the degree of the Sign or Houſe is that 
you ſeek after. And when you haye done all this, what uſe 
it ſerves for | cannot tell z it ſeems to me to be a great deal.of 
Pains to little or no purpoſe; and indeed. ſo is the whole Chap- 
ter in' my Judgment, and ſo Leave it to your Opinion in ge- 
neral, 

] have been the larger in this Chapter, becauſe of F. G.'s af- 
ſerting People to die on the Evil Alfrydaties 3 and I ſuppole, 
he. will allow the Chronoerators alſo: For which Reaſon 1 
have been very plain, as well as brief. And indeed he and 
ſome others, being ignorant of the true motion, are forced to 
fly to ſuch filly Shifts and Shams as theſe are for a Refuge, 
when nothing elfe will do. I therefore delire him, or any of 
his Partakers, That they would ſhew us how, and in what 
Nativities theſe and ſuch like Shams and Fooleries have been 
the Cauſe of Death? And if they do not, I mult take it for 
granted, That they only make uſe of the thing for a Sham, 
and know nothing of the Matter: And if they produce 
any Nativities for Examples, 1 do intreat them to give us the 
true-cltimate T ime thereof, h 


CHAP. £4 


Of Tranſits and, Exlipſes , in reference to Life 
| and Death, 


| | Know by my Converſation among intelligent men in this 
Learning, That Tranfits are,and have been eſteemed dan- 
gerous, and endued with a Power to Kill; and that many 

men will rely on the Power of an ill Tranſit or two, to judge 

this or that man did expire by, and that there were no other 

Cauſes for Death but only that Tranſit that they ſhall alledge 
and think tit. But I confeſs they {eldom make uſe of this 
thing but in Nativities, where the Betfbns are dead; and they 
can find no DireRion fit 0 be aſſigned far it, and — bs 

| uc 
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fach Caſes they have Recourſe to Tranſits; nor did'T ever 
know any of that Opinion durſt venture to predict a man's 
Death by a Tranſit; nay; though there were half a dozen 
bad Tranhits together, they do not dare rely on them, and (ay, 
They will kill ; but that they have killed, that I have often 
heard them ſay, when the Work was over, and Death had ta- 
ken Poflethon, Now, if this ſhould be true, it is very ſtrange 
that ſome ingenious man or other had not in all this Time 
licked this DoGtrine into Shape and Form, ſufficient to have 
aſſiſted the Artift in his Judgment on Death; fort is certain, 
it. they do ever kill, it is poſſible to foreſee when they will, 
and when they will not, by a continual Obſervation thereof, 
and one or two Experiments of this kind would mightily clear 
the Doubt, and convince its Adverfarics, and prove the Point 
in Diſpute agatoſt all Arguments whatſoever ; but to this 
Time all Volumes are filent in the Matter, and their Authors, 
and the Artilts themſelves are mute and deſtitute of Experi- 
ments of that kind, 4. e. of Death fairly predicted before- hand 
by a Trantit or Tranfits, and nothing elſe. 

The Truth is, if we will but give our ſelves leave to con- 
fider, How many violent and dangerous Traniits a man paſ5- 
eth in Forty or fifty Years, and not kill him, it would be 
ſathcient of it felt to confront this Doftrine, and convince its- 
Favourites, that there is nothing of Truth in the thing, and 
wholly take off their Opinion of its Power, And to this 
End and Purpole, I will mention Lwo, or three Examples 3 
and the firlt is of Charles 1], who, ſome of them fay, dyed 
by the Force of two or three Trantits, and nothing clſc, 2 e. 
the Sx1 in Quartlic to the Radical Places of AMars and the 
Myon : Mars in Square to his own, and to the Moon's Radical 
Place for his Death, | 

If this ſhould b- true, why did he not dye in September, 
1656. when the Sun, Saturn and Mars were all in Conjune 
Qion upon his Horoſcope, and in Square to the Mon, and to 
the Szn's Radical Place ? Or in December 1660. when Saturn 
was. in Oppoſition to the Moon's Radical Place, the Sun and 
Mars in Sagitary, in Oppoſition to the S's Radical Place, and 
both in Square to the Aſcendent. Or in November 1672. 
when all the Hilegical Points were atflited at once, Satxrn 


and. 
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and Mars in Piſces, in Square to the Midheaven and the Smus's 
Radical Place; and in Oppoſition to the Aſcendent, and the 
Sn in Oppoſition to the Moon's Radical Place, and in Square 
to the Part of Fortune ; and yet for all this he did not dye, 
and-I think he was not fick neither at that time, as ever I 
heard. Theſe and twenty more ſuch times he paſſed that 
were worle Tranſits than thoſe they ſay he-dyed upon; But 
fo put all out of doubt, I can aſſure them, That he had ſe- 
ven DireQions, and from them ſeven his Death was predic- 
ed ſome Years before he: dyed. The ſecond Example is his 
Brother, who, 1 have heard them ſay, had the Misfortune to 
loſe three Kingdoms by an Eclipſe of the Sz, on the Sun's 
radical Place, and nothing el{: to zffitt it, Now, if you will 
but look back to the 14th of Offober 1650. he had an Eclipſe 


- of the Sun exadlyiin almoſt 2 degrees of Scorpio on his Radi- 


cal Place, and yet no Miſchief to him then, as I remember, 
but what his Brothers and Siſters were all liable to. In the 
Year 1660. April the 15th, there. was a great Eclipſe of the 
Moon on his Radical Sun's place, within 4 degrees, and yet 
no Hurt to him, notwithſtanding Saturn was there alſo, But 
abdve all, that of Ofober 14th 1669. the Sun then was eclipſed 
on his Radical Place, and that upon the very Node too 
which ſhews it muſt be a great and Central Eclipſe, and yet no 
Injury to him at that Time neither, though Saturn was then 
in Oppoſition tothis Aſcendent. 

By this you may ſee that Tranfits and Eclipſes do little or 
nothing in order to Death, or any great mutation in a man's 
Life, without ſome very conſiderable DireQionsz and then 
too they do only aſſiſt by their Motion to give, or rather 
ſhew, the Time when a DireQion begins to operate, But 
this 1 lay down as a poſitive Rule, That they never kill per fe. 

Under this Rule I might alſo bring Great Conjunttions, . Re- 
wolutions, Profettions, Climatierical Tears, 8c. all which are 
made uſe of -ro the ſame End and Purpoſe as the former are, 
when there are no DireQions to be aſligned for Death z and of 
each of theſe a Word or two. 


Great Conjuntions falling on the Angles, or on the Sun and 
Moen in Nativities, may give great Troubles and Loſſes, but 
by 
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by no means Death, Nay, Directions that fall near thoſe P!a- 

ces of the ConjunRions, or oppolite.to them, &c. (hall give more 

. cruel Effe&ts than they do at other times, bur not Mortal, un- 
leſs they would have been fo without the ConjunRion had in- 
fluenced them: And in moſt Nativitics, where - the Con- 
junction is on the Places of the Luminaries, or in Square 
or Oppoſition to them or the Angles, thole People, of what 
Quality ſoever , ' are generally ſufferers in and through that 
2 © years. 

Revolutions are alſo vainly thought to have the Power of 
Death, and many men contend carncſtly for the Truth thereof. 
Schoner's Imitator tells us, in his Dodrme of Nativities, page 228, 
That the Oppolition of 'the Sun and Saturn from the Second and 
Eighth, in a Revolution, givcs Death z and. proved true in the 
Deaih of Sir Fobha Reynolds. And yet in his C:lec. Genit. page 
164. he ſays, He dyed on the Aſcenient to the Body of the 
Moon, and Square of the Sun z and (o ſets the Stars together by 
the Ears, who (hall have the Honour to kill him. 1 know a 
man, who had lately his Moon, in a Revolution, in Conjunci- 
on with Mars, Lord of the Eighth, in Oppolition to Saturn, 
and all theſe in Square to his Aſcendent Hileg. and the Swn in 
Square to Fapiter, Lord of the Fourth: And yet this man did 
notdye in that year, nor indeed was he Sick. Ay, Eut this was 
not from the Second and Eighth Houſes, Say you ſo? That may 
be ſomething indeed. That is a ſpecial Reaſon, Ex Gram» 
lo Montem facis. In a Word, There is nothing in Revolu- 
tions,” in order to Death, but as they Quadrare with Dire- 
Gions. Notwithſtanding Morinus doth fo tirenuvuſly contend 
for their Power and Force in his Aſtrol. Gall lib. 23. where he 
tells us about the Death uf Richelieu, that to ſeveral of his Friznds 
he predicted his Death from that very Revolution of his, in 
1642, And io ſeveral other Places of that Book, he lays migh- 
ty Weight upon them, as the Cauſes of many and various Acci- 
dents. And Argot, in his Ptolomews parvar, labours as much as 
the former to afſert that DoQtrine ; and, in his De Diebus Critics, 
he hath in many Nacivities rendred very inconlideravle Reaſons 
for Death, belides what he lodg«d in the Power ot Revolutions, 
Nor doth the Authority of Campanella any way ſway me to be- 
lieve what he afſ:rts and concludes ought to be done in the Judg- 
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ment of Revolutions: For though I have an honourable Eſteem 
for Authors, and the Truth they hand down to us; yet I am 
not bound to believe all they write, becauſe it comes from men 
of Learning and Credit: Nay! you will do a ſubſtantial Au- 
thor both Honour and Service, in examining his Works, before 
you ſet your Hand to the Truth of them, _ _. 

Profeftions, as they are now ſiated and underſiood, are no- 
thing elſe but a confuſed Motion, neither agreeable to Reaſon 
nor Nature, and no ways probable to have any Power to kill. 
But of this matter ſee more in my Opus Reformatum, page 

» 95» 
 elimatterica Years, not only among Aſtrologers, but among all 
other Learned Men beſides, have for many Ages had a known 
Reputation for Danger to Lite, but eſpecially that of .63 (But 
Origanus tells us of another dangercus one, which he calls Cli- 
wattericus Heroic, and that is the 56th Year; and this for no 
other Reaſon, but becauſe the Aſcendent at Birth comes then to 
the Eighth Houſe : But how, 1 cannot tell, unleſs he means by 
allowing 7 Years to every Houle; and fo if you multiply 7 by. 
$ it gives '$6s*: Which hath no (way at all on my Belicf.) So 
that row it is grown fo commonly known among the Vulgar, 
that there is not a Plowman but can tell you, That every ſeventh 
Year carries a Face of Danger in it, and threatens a Change and 
Alteration to every one, either in Life or Fortune: But before 
we take it for granted, let me premiſe a Word or two, and en- 

ire into the Ground and Nature of the thing. Whatever the 
Opinion of Pythagoras was concerning the Myſtery of Numbers, 
it doth no ways prevail with me to believe, That the Number 57: 
hath more Power than the Number 6, in order to the Mutations 
of Human. Life, and eſpecially Death. Nor doth the doubtful 
urging of this DoQrine by Marſilins Ficinus, lib. 2. cap 20. De 
Vita longa, make it any more plain, true, or probable than it was 
before. Nor do any that have wrote of it give it any other 
Authority. than Probability : And when they are put tothe Proof 
of that, they run back to their old Authors, from whom both 
they and we derive thoſe known and common Errors, with 
which all Sciences are at preſent clogged and loaded. But if any 
ene-is willing to read of it at large, the Learned Dr. Brown will 
furniſhthery with.an account from Authors of all Kinds and Na- 
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tions z by which it will appear it is founded only on Precarious 
Principles, and no Authority in Nature, but groundleſs Suppoſiti- 
on, bearded Antiquity, and an zpft dicwntz and yet it is afligned 
by F. G. in his Almanack for 1693. That this likewiſe of it (elf 
doth ſometimes kill ; , which I utterly deny to be true. By this, 
and what we can elſe derive from all Authors, the whole mat- 
ter depends and proceeds from a ſuperſtitious Opinion they have 
had of the Myſicry of Numbers; and there have always been 
ſome to promote itz and becaule it comes by Accident ſomething 
near to T ruth, it hath obtained a Place in the Opinion of divers 
Credulous men ; which if they would but examine and conſi- 
der, would neither ſupport nor believe it, cicher in general, as 
it is commonly underſtood, or in particular to this of Death, 
which I am now about to djfſculs. And, to ſay the Truth, the 
Myſtery of Numbers is (in this Sence) nothing elſe but Pytha- 
gorean Whims, or Roſicrucian Maggots and Delulions, ſet on foot 
to undermine Truth, and turn thoſe out of the Way that are in 
Purſuit after it; and though I do allow a Harmony in Numbers, 
equal to diverſe other things in Nature 3 yet I can by no means 
be brought to conſent and believe, that the Iſſue of Life and 
Death is lodged there, without ſome better Proof than | have 
yet met with, to convince me 5 and to ſay the Truth, the com- 
mon Aſtrologers have foitted in ſo many idle Fooleries, that they 
are never to ſeek for a Cauſe, let the Caſe be what ic will, but 
eſpecially in Death ; concerning which, the only thing that re- 
mains yet undetermined, is to know beforchand which of all the 
Lethiferos Cauſes ſhall give Death z Whether Revolutions, Tran- 
ſits, Eclipſes, Alfrydaries, Profeftions, Climatterical Years, or any 
of the other Chimera's that they ſo often talk of 3 but not a Man 
of them will venture to predi& Death on any one of theſe Cau- 
ſes, no nor on half a dozen of them, they believe them fo well. 
And now give me Leave not to part with you in the Dark, about 
this matter, but ſhew you how I underſtand ClimaCterical Years, 
and from what Cauſe they derive their Power,and by what mea- 
ſure of Years they are to be underſtood, 

Climadters are not from a Myſtery in Numbers, as ſome vainly 
think, but from the Motion of the Moon ; and therefore fome- 
times it is the Sixth, and ſometimes the Seventh Year, according 
as the Moon is (wift or flow 3 - that Critical Days in —_— 
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' . and ClimaQterical Years, have both the ſame Foundation, only 


oneis a Meaſure in Days, ard the other in Years. . Thus, ſuppoſe 
one born tlie 12th of March, at Noon, 1654. the Mvon then is 
in oo degrees in Cancer; when ſhe comes into oo degrecs in 


Libra, by telling the Days (and the parrs of a Day, if you will 


| beſoexaR) it ſhews you when the hrft ClimaRter is, which will 


be at the Age of 7 Years, and almoſt 5 Months. The (econd 
will be at almoſt 14 Years of Age; the third at a little above 
203 the fourth begins at 27 and 3 Ponths, &c. So that the 
Age of 42 is not a Climacter, but 41 3 nor 63, but 62, is the 
dangerous time, as ſuppoſed. And yet for all this, it fignities 
nothing at laſt, unleſs the Hileg at the ſame time is dircted to 
the Rays of a Violent Starz which if fo, it addeth to the Dan- 
ger of 'Deathz and when the Cauſes or Arguments on both 
{ides ſcem to be equal, in guiding your Judgment, you may con- 
fider this as one z and that is all the Uſe I ever make of it. And 
I believe when you have taken as much Pains on the matter as 
I have done, - you will not be far different from me in the 
Concluſtion. 

When, in a Nativity, the Hileg ſhall be dirced to the [11 
Rays of a Malcetick Star, and that this DireCtion begins to work 
in a ClimaGterical Year, it hath the ſame Eftc& and Power on 
the Life of a Man in Health and Vigour, in order to a Change 
for the worſe, as the Mvon hath on a Sick Man, when ſhe paſſeth 
by the ill Rays of the Szn, Saturn, Mars, on a Critical Day. 
And to fay all ina Word, ClimaGterical Years are the ſame in 
Nativities that Critical Days are in Decumbitures z and as I have 
already told you, they are both from the ſame Cauſe, the Myon 
and her Motion: And if any one elfe will be pleaſed to let us 
underſtand them in any other way that is intelligible, 1 am not 
too old to learn, and (hall be ready to withdraw this my Judg- 
ment, when my Reaſon ſhall be better Informed. 

But, methinks I hear ſome pert Copricio obje&t and fay, What! 
do you allow the Crilis and the Climacter to be both from the 
ſame Cauſe, and yet allow the one to kill, and the other not? Yes, 
that is my Aſſertionz and yet if you will have but Patience to 


hear, I will make that clear alſo, for that is my next thing to 
whit on.. 
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. Critical Days, in acute Diſeaſes, are only Time of Judging 
the good or ill State of the Patient, becauſe then both the Dit- 
caſe and Nature exert their Vower to the utmolt, and the Supe- 
rior carries the Point for the maſt part 3. eſpecially if the ſame 
carries It in two fucccthve Cryles, if the Patient lives ſo long 3 
but if the Dcecumbiture he violeiit, and the firſt Crifts (0 like- 
wile, they generally dye about, or near the firlt Critis; and yet 
this is not cauſed by the Crifis, but by the Fury of the DireQi- 
on or Dirccions tht give the Diſeaſe: For if the DireRion is 
not morta), a bad Critis, tho' never (o ill, thall not kill, So like- 
wiſe in ClimaGeerical Years, though it be that of 63. the molt 
celebrated of all, yet if no bad Direction concur, the Native 
(hall not chen dye: For if it did, or doth certainly kill, no man 
would live beyond that Year 4 which we ſce daily contradicted. 
Thercfore when it doth kill, it mult be trom fome other ſape- 
rior Cauſe affilting it,or rather giving it Power,as it doth that of 
Critical Days. 1 could ſay much more on this ſfubje&, were it 
proper here z and becauſe I think I have ſufhciently ſpoke to 
what 1 promiſed, I ſhall conclude: only adviſe thoſe that would 
read more on both theſe SubjeQs,to have recourſe to Origanus,pag. 
770, de Effedibus ; Franciſcus de Bonattis, 1:b. '. cap. 14. & 16.0 
his Aftroſophiaz Didae, Prit. in his Caleftis Philoſophia, lib. 1. 
cap. 19+ Where you may ſee, that he calls them by no other Name 
than Anni Critics, Or Critical Tears, 


CHA'P XL 
Of Fleliocentrick Aſpefts and Direftions, &c. 


Meng all the Fooleries that have been ſet on foot, to puzzle 

the Cauſez and make people ſtare, this. is not one of the 

leaſt, though it be one of the laſt and molt groundleſs of all ; 
and carries no Reaſon in it ſelf to make any man that hath the 
Uſe of his Senles believe, that it any ways concerns us Geocen- 
tricks any more than thoſe Aſpeds, &c. made or beheld at the 
Body of Saturn or the Moon : And it the Intereſt of thoſe that 
promote the Whim have Power to delude Mankind into the _ 
IT: 
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lief of it, we may ſhortly expe to hear ſome mighty Charrpi- 
on aſſerting the Truth of. the Chronocentricks, Zeuocentricks, 
Areocentricks, and Sclenocentricks, and 2!] of them maintained 
and juſtified with Reaſon and Truth equal io the Heliccentricks, 
and indeed full as uſcftul, to help out at a dead lift, when no- 
thing elſe will doz as we have ſeen already in a Nativity, where 
we are told, That the Earth was directed to the Heliocentrick 
Plac: of Mars. He might as well have told us, That he ſaw a 
man with a Pot-Gun kill an invilible Ox; and I ſhould have 
been as ready to believe the one as the other. For if we thould 
allow the Earth to be dire&ed (which is real Nonſenſe), will 
they dire it to a Point or Body not viſible from the Earth? For 
we ſee Mars in 25 degrees of Libra, and at the ſame time they 
ſay his Heliocentrick place is, where they dire&t him (in 
that example) in 17 degrees of Libra ; yet no Soul upon th 
Earth could ſee him in that degree at that time, but he was 
to be ſeen plainly in 25 degrces of that Sign : But more of this 
anon. 

The Ground of theſe. AſpeAs is imagined from ixhe Swn 
being ſuppoſed to be the Center of the viſible WorlSF,,and 
that thoſe People who inhabit that Body, do (ce the Planets in 
thoſe Signs and Degrees, which are called their Heliocentrick Pla- 
es, from *HarO, Sol, and xiyreyy, the Center z that is to ſay, 
The $#n is the Place they are beheld from, and the real center 
both of thoſe Bodies and Aſpects, that they attribute ſuch 
mighty Power to, in their various Operations on Geocen- 
trick Bodies and Things ; and I do not remember they were ever 
thought to have any Influence worth taking notice of, till that 
excellent Mathematician Mr. Th. Street did imagine it 3 and true- 
ly, to do the man right, hedid but gueſs that they had ſome In- 
fluence on the Weather : But now, ſome People do affirm, they 
do every thing. Nay! dire& to them too in caſes of Life aud 
Death : Ipnorantia deteſtanda.! I do indeed now ſee, there is no- 
thing ſo abſurd but it will find ſome Favourites and Admirers, 
It is a thing ſo idle, and totally unknown to the Ancients, that 
there is no Author hath chought it worth his while ſo much as 
to mention it in Print; judging (as | ſuppoſe) that no man would 
be bora fo ignorant as to believe it if he did write thereon z 
therefore what Authors Ibring,are to prove the contrary, though 
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I think there is no great occaſion for any of them, becauſe two 
or three rational Arguments, ad rem, will confound the whole 
Project yz but however, to ſhew I have ſome Authority for what 
I do, 1 will give you a few Quotations, 

It hath been generally judged and agreed to by all Aſtrologi- 
cal and Aſtronomical Profeſſors, That the diſtance in the Zodi- 
ack, &e. which is called. an Aſpe&, and (tirs up, agitates and 
conveys all ſublunary Influence diffuſively through the whole 
Globe, is only efficacious and powerful, becauſ2 of its Angle it 
makes at the Earth z which is the whole Myltery of the Cauſe, 
as well as the Effects in Directions, Mutations of the Air, &e. 
and I will begin with Kepler, in his Epir, where he ſays, Aſpedus 
eft Angulus 4 Radiis Luminofis binorum Planetarum, apud Terram 
formats, Efficax ad fiimulanaum Naturam Subiunarem. By which 
you ſee, Kepler allows no other Alpes in Nature to (timulate and 
agitate the ſeveral Members of the Microcoſm , but ſuch Aﬀpects 
as make their Angles at the Earth, or, to ſpeak more lntelli- 
gibly, whoſe Places are to be ſeen from ſome part of this ter, 
rene Globe; and therefore, in my Opinion, this Text of Kep- 
ler alone doth cut down and deſtroy all Heliocentrick Pretentions 
of that nature z as you may ſce by that Expreſſion of Apud Ter- 
ram formatus, which | take to be poſitive in oppoſition to the 
Heliocentrick, and others of that kind. 

Likewiſe Sir Chriſt. Heydon tells us (ſpeaking of Rays and 
AſpeRs) © This ſavoureth nothing of Matter, but hath only con- 
* ſideration of Form, not ſo much reſpecting the firait Beams 
© of Light, which flow from every Star, as valuing and eftcem- 


* ing how their Beams meet at the Earth. Not at the Sun, |. 


pray obſerve thatz forit is the Geocentrick, and not the Helio- 
centrick Angle that makes the AſpeQs remarkable and effe- 
Qual, and hath been hitherto allowed by all, the Innovators 
excepted, ©" 

Lucixs Bellantics ſees full and poſitive in the Point, when he 
ſays, Aſpetins Stellarum non conſiderantur qui fiunt reſpeu partium 
Cali, reſpeium non babentes ad Terram. That all Aſpe&s made 
from parts of Heaven, not having reſpe& to the Earth, are vain 
and uſeleſs, pag. $6. and as if he had intended it againſt Helio- 
centrick Aſpe&s in particular, he doth: enforce it with this Ar- 


gumentz for, ſays he, by the ſame Rule the Sixth and Second 
| | Hauſe 
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| Houſe may be ſaid-to be the Midheaven, for it is only in reſpe& 
by to the Earth that theſe and many other Divitions of the Hcavens 
are 'made. For in reſpc&t to the divers parts of Heaven, the 


Stars are perpetually in Aſpe& one to another, and thoſe AſpeRs 


too of different Dcnominations, though from the ſame Bo- 
- dies. © For example, the Sxn and Mon are conttantly in Con- 


zjun&ion, Sextile, Square, Trine and Oppolition, according tro 
the Heliocentrick Rule; for when, in reſpect to the Earth, it is 
a Conjun&ion, in reſpet to a Point in the Orb ot Mercury it 
is an Oppoſition : And when we Geocentricks (ce it is an Op- 


v polition, from a Point in the Orb of Saturn, it is a Conjunttion, 
' and fo of all the reſt of the Orbs and Bodics. And for my 


part, I cannot quote any thing fuller than this is, norcan Words 
be ſpoke more dircaly to the matter in debate, than this of the * 
Learned Bellantis, And pray, give me leave to ask one Queltt- 
on, ſccing | tin& our Author, jult mentioned, hath given a ſhort 
touch at the thing : How will the Circle be divided into Houles, 
and by what Motion or Circle mult it be divided ? and where 
the Horoſcope will fall ? I doubt we ſhall have al! Horoſcope, or 
all Midheaven; for | am ſure there will be no Subterranean Arks, 
no Crepwſculine Circler, nor no ſuch thing as Directions to thole 
that inhabit the Globe of the S#n, to which Point all Heljocen- 
erick AſpeF#s arc to be referred and conſidered. 

Morinus , in the 16th Book of his Aftrologia Galica, hath 
ſpoke ſufficiently ci Alpes in general 3 and in all thit Diſcourſe 
he takes no nctice of any Aſpects but thoſe that make their Angle 
at the Center of the Earth, as you may ſee in the firſt Seaton of 
the tirit Chapter; Where he ſays, © An AſpeR doth confiſt of the 
* Rays of two Stars, beholding one the other, or rather they unite. 
* theirRays in a Line drawn reciproc-lly from oneStar to another, 
* as if the Stars did look towards one another z and alſo as they 
* conſtitute an Angle at the Center of the Earth or World. To 
the fame purpoſe he ſpeaks alſo in the third Chapter, Pro concurſz 
duarum Linearum ad Terram: And a little after he ſays, Ideogue 
Aſpens Concipiendi ſunt Terre r:ſpeau. Hence we (ee, that he, as 
well as the reft of the Learned, do conclude, that an Aſpect 
ought to conlift of a certain Diltarice in the Zodiac, and that 
the Power of that Aſpe& on Geocentrick Bodics doth confiſt in 


its Angle made at the Center of the Earth ; Becauſe from thence, 
and 
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and thence only, that Aſpe& is to be meaſured in the Ecliptick; 
for if at the ſame time it is beheld from any other Body or Orb 
than the Earth, it isinot that Aſpe&, nor that Diſtance, that ic 
* is ſeen from+the Earth to be, as you fee Lxcins Bellantins hath 
before obſerved. Therefore if this Doctrine be alluwed, where 


ſhall we find a good Philoſophical Bafis to build this Notion on» 


about Heliocentrick Aſpeds, &c? for it is molt certain we ought 
to have a rational Notion, as well as a practical Uſe of a thing, 


which here is wanting, Bat to the Text again. 
In his 5th Chapt:r he difcourſeth wholly about the places of 


the Planets, and whether we ought to conſider the Planet in a- 


right Line from the Centre of the Earth to the Planet and Pri- 
mum mobile ;, or by a right Line drawn from the Eye on the Su- 
perticies of the: Earth through the Body of the Planct to the 
Primum mobile ; but never diſputeth one word. of beholding it 
from the Centre or Superhicies of the Swnz which, if it were 
worthy to be taken notice of, *tis ſtrange Morinus ſhould over- 
look and negleR it. I might quote you many more places in 
this Author, in order to my defign 3 but I ſhall content my 
ſelf with theſe, and ſam up all in that Aphoriſm of his in the 
third Chapter , Goncurſus duorum Radiorum Caleftium ad Ter- 
ram , five Centrum Mundi : qui in primi mobilis Zodiaco Terminati 
arcum abſcindunt , qui Cireuli maximi in duodecim equales partes 
diviſi-partem, aut partes Continet, ſimilemque angulum ad Terram ſub- 
fendit, 

Laſtly, Didacus Prittus tells us, page 63. Radii ſunt proportio- 
nales partes alicxjus Circuli ſecuadum Communem ſententiom , Cujus 
Centrum fit in Centro Terre, And though he differs from the 
Common Opinion , That the Myſtery of the Ray doth not con- 
fiſt in the Angle at the Earth, yet he allows every Aſpe& to 
make an Angle at the Earthz and according as they think too, 
ſome more acute, and ſome more obtuſe. Now,, to tell you 
my Opinion of his Text 3 though he doth deny the Angle to 
give the Aﬀpe& its force and myſtick Power, yet he allows the 
Earth to be the Point from whence this Aſpect is to be feen in 
its Form and Meaſure, which being obſerved from any place but 
the Earth, is of no force nor validity at all to produce any Effet 
either in the Microcoſm or Macrocoſm 5becaulc it is not ſuch an Af- 


pe as it is reported to begthe Star or Stars being not to be ſeen in 
O thoſe 
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thoſe Points and Parts of Heaven, if obſerved from the Sn, or 
any other Body in Nature. 

By what'hath been ſaid, it appears, That all the Authors 
that have written of this SubjeQ,' do allow no other Point but - 
the Earth to ſee theſe AſpeRts from, that are believed to have 
any effe& or power on Sublunary things; and that all other 
Rays from other points obſerved , want not only a name, but a 
power alſo to be known by z nor did any man ever appear till 
here of late, to perſwade Mankind that ſuch things were poſli- 
ble to be believed. And now to ſum up theſe Learned Authors, 
| will add one more of greater Antiquity than any of them, to 
prove what I endeavour, and that is the Great Prolomey, in the 
20th Chapter of his firſt Book of his Quedripertite z but I know 
my Adverſary will not believe him, by the Scurrilous Names he 


* calls him. 


Having thus far diſcourſed the matter, I am led by their 
Do@rine and Notions to conſider it in Dire&ions alſo , which is 
praiſed and aſſerted for truth in an Almanack for 1692. In 
that Nativity we find Mers from the Earth, in 25 degrees of 
Libra, but from the Swn in 17 degrees: Now, if neither of theſe 
will hit my Accident by DircQion, I will fiep to Satzra or Fupi- 
ter, and perhaps | may ſee him there in 13 or 14 degreesz fo 
that ſome of theſe Points ſo diffgrently beheld, muſt undoubted- 
ly hit the mark; *tis no matter whether it be agreeable or not 
with the Accident, if there is but a Nominal DircQion to be 
hit in our teeth when we ask the Cauſe of ſuch or ſuch an Ac- 
cident. To dire& the Earth to the Body of Mars, is fuch a 


- paradox, that will puzzle all the Heliocentrick-men in this Na- 


tion to demonſtrate it to any man of Reaſon; and to inform 
their IntelleQs how , or by what means theſe two Bodies muſt 
meet, or where we muſt ſtand to behold it z for when the Swn and 
Moon are direted to the Body of Mars , or when the Midhea- 
ven or Aſcendent are direQed to the Body of Mars, we can ſtand 
at our own Doors and ſce them meet and paſs by one ano+ 
ther z bue where we muſt go to obſerve this nncouth Phenomena, 
I want a Chronoeentrick, Topograpber to give me fume Heliocentrick 
Direions how to find my way z and when that is done, I muſt 
wait for a Heljocentrick Poſs, and a Poſt-Boy , before | can pro- 
ceed on my Journey z fox 1 gueſs ] muſt traycl into the San, the 

only 
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only fit place for a Heliocentrick, Philoſopher to dwell in; but when 
we come thither, all the plague will be, we ſhall be fru- 
fixated of the things we expect; for there is no ſuch thing as 
Diurnal nor NoGurnal Arks, and by that Conſequence no 
Dirc&ionsz there is no Horoſcope, nor no Midheaven, and by 
that means no Eighth Houſe , which will be a plaguy diſap- 
pointment to our Altrologers,for the People there muſt either live 
for ever, or elſe dye by ſomething that our Aſtrologers will be at 
a plunge to find out, and bring into uſe infiead of the Eighth 


Houſe. 
But to the point againz Before any thing elſc be done by theſe 


Innovators, let them tell us, What the Heliocentrick NoQturna | 


Ark of the Earth is in all, or any parts of the Zodiack ; becauſe 
the Diurnal and NoQturnal Arks arc the ground of all Dire&ions, 
both Dire& 'and Converſe. If they fay there is no ſuch thing, 
why, | agree with them , and tell them chere is no Dire&ion 
there by that rule z nor can the Earth be directed to any thing, 
becauſe that is the Baſis we ftand upon to behold the Starry 
Motions ; and to receive their Influence ; and you may as well 
make any one manat the ſame time Patient and Agent, Plantiff and 
Defendent, as to dire& the Earth to the Body or Beams of any 
Star; for the Earth cannot be ſaid to have either Diurnal or No- 
Qurnal Arks. And 1 lay this down as an Aphoriſm, That al 
Bodies not-capable of thoſe Arky , are not quallified with any Motion 
ſerviceable in Direfions. And here, perhaps, I have opencd a 
Window to my Adverſary's Underſtanding, by which he was 
never enlightned before. / 

By this means of turning the Tables, and changing the Earth 
for the Syn, 1 judge they apprehend all other things fall in na- 
turally and caſy ; If ſo, pray let them tell us how to ſet a Helio- 


centrick Figure of Heaven, and how we ſhall find out the Hee 


liocentrick Midheaven and Afcendentz for if we muſt have 


Heliocentrick DizxeQions, theſe ought to be principally confider- 


ed, or elſe we ſhall be loſers by the bargain: For to take in the 
Earth (to help out at a dead lift) and loſe the two ſerviceable 
Angles, will half undo the Aſtrologers: _ For I will maintain, 
That the Aſcendent to ill Rays kills more than all the ret of 


the Hylegiack Points in the common way. And I think it is 


but reaſonable, fince they will thus put it upon ys, to direRt the 
O 2 Earth 
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Earth. to the Body of Mars in 17 degrees of Libra, a Point that 
no Soul in the World could at that time fee him in ; that they 


' ſhould alſo appoint us an inviſible Midheaven and Aſcendent, and 


then we ſhall be always plentifully furniſhed with DireQions on 
all occaſions whatſoever. 

But beſides, ſhould we allow thefe DireQions to the Helio- 
centrick Places of the Planets, as in the Nativity before-men- 
tioned to the Earth, as he ſays; Shall we dire& the Midheaven 
and the Swn alſo to the oppoſite Point of Mars in 17 degrees of 


Aries ? Certainly no Man will venture to perſuade me or any 


body elſe, that the Midheaven comes to the Oppoſition of Mars 
in 17 degrees of Arie: , when his oppoſite place is 8 degrees 
diſtant from itz nor do the Inventors of theſe Myſteries tell us 
which we muſt depend on, or which is moſt dangerous in that 
Nativity, the S#n to the Heliocentrick, or Geocentrick Oppoſi- 
tion of Mars. And after all, pray tell me, is not the Sun to the 
oppoſite Point of Mars; his Heliocentrick Place, as dangerous a 
Dirc&ion as the Earth to the Point it ſelf; if fo, then what 
need was there to croud in the Earth; as if a Man would fiudy 
for a way to expoſe himſelf and his Reputation by unintelligi- 
ble Myſteries that deſerve another Name? And to dire& the 
Earth to the Heliocentrick Place of Mars, is as poſſible, as to 
dire& the Atlas in Africa to Mount Taurus in Afia, or in a word, 
London to York, I have, as I promifed , in my Almanack for 
1693. ſaid ſomething to the matter in hand, and I think enough 
to any confidering Student that will imploy his Reaſon in the 
Controverly z and for thoſe that reſolve they will believe without 
reaſon, I' take my leave of them, and wiſh them good ſucceſs; 
but pray remember, that what I have ſaid here, is in order to 
Nativities, and their management, in Anſwer to the Innova- 
tor's DoQtrine and Foolery. 

+ As to the Helieocentrick AſpeQs in general, I do not con- 
demn the uſe of them in any thing where Reaſon and Expe- 
rience can teſtify their Power z and therefore in the Weather , 
perhaps there may be ſomething to be ſaid for them, and yet 
I do not think half ſo much as is pretended ; for among all the 
endeavours that I have ſeen, I do not find any thing mightily 
rem#rkable out of the Geocentrick way ; but becauſe this of 


the Weather is not my Province, fo much as that I did before 
T inaft 
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inſiſt on, I will leave that to thoſe that believe they un- 
derſtand it better, and are able to prove by Obſervations, that 
there is undoubted Effefts attends thoſe Motions. But that 
they have any thing to do either in Queſtions or Natlvities, 
I wholly deny, and I think they that believe it, do it without 
reaſon, 

That there are ſuch Aſpects ; is moſt certain, and that they 
make their Angle at the Swn, is likewiſe withoue queſtion ; 
hence it is not improbable to apprehend the Great' and Capacious 
Orb to be divided into ſuch parts as we call Afpe&s, made by 
the common motion, being beheld from every one of the Se- 
ven Planets; and if fo, why ſhould we not believe-upon as good 
grounds, that the Aſpects form'd at the Bodies of Saturn, Fupi- 
ter, but eſpecially Mars, have an equal ſhare in the Wea- 
ther, and alterations of the Air with the reſt ? This I will 
leave to be conſidered by thoſe more curious on that Sub- 


jeR. 


CHAP. AIL 


Of the Errors in Nativities handed down to us by 
our Authors, 


N my Opus Reformatum | have mentioned ſomething of this 
I matter, and alſo promiſed to be larger here on that Subje, 
becauſe it is one of the principal Cauſes of Scandal to the Art and 
Error in the Profeſſors: For by the handing down falſe Nativities 
( perhaps only miſtaken without any deſign) for true ones, they 
oftentimes make groundleſs CorreQions, and Impertinent Apho- 
riſms, too many of which we are abuſed with at this day. Thus 
for want of trae Information, and being too apt to take things 
vpon truſt, our Authors have abuſed us with falſe Nativitiesz and 
what the Conſequence of that is, and hath been, you may eafily 
gueſs ;,:And ſo I come to ſhew you, how, and by whom theſe 
have been done; and what Credit is to be given to our Authors 


in general, in ſuch Nativities that are of Ancient date, and ſome 
| alſo 
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alſo of the laſt Age 3 a ſhort view of which I will here give, and 
could many more, if 1 would take the pains to examine them, 
as | have done theſe. . | 

Argol gives us the Nativity of Alexander th: Great, and tells us, 
he was born Azguſt 12. hor. 16, min. 46. P. M. 355 years be- 
fore our Saviour, under the Pole 41. and makes him 20 degrees 
of Leo Aſcending. But Lindbowr ſays he wes born the it of July, 
hor. 9, min. 26, P. M. 357 years before our Saviour, and makes 
him to have Aquary Aſcending, and under the Pole 42. And 1 
have one by me, given as a great rarity, which is ſet to Auguſt the 
Sixth, at 3 hours 45. min. mare, 356 years before Chriſt , and 
gives him Cancer in the Aſcendent. Here you ſee three ſeveral 
Years, and all ſeveral days of the Month, and times of the day, 
and yet brought by Argol and Lindhout as Examples to prove 
Afrology by 3 nay, and by my old Friend f. G. in his Collc- 
Qions too. In a word ; I believe they are all equally true ; and 
there is room enough left for any Nativity-maker to give him a 
new one when he pleaſeth, if he doubts the truth of theſe three, 
which he may take his choice of at his pleaſure, 

Lindbout, and others, tell us M. T. Cicero was born Awpuſft the 
5th, 105 years before Chriſt ; ſo ſays Garcezs and Cardan likewilc z 
and according to that Account they conclude he was born Anno 
Mendi 3843. as by the Colleftion of Genitzres, pag. 119. -But if 
our Saviour was born in the Year of the World 3947. as Alftedizs 
proves he was in his Theſawrxs, pag. 19, & 20. why then it al- 
ters the caſe very much, and he muſt be born in the Year of the 
World 3842. differing one whole Year from the former : So that 
till the Chronologers can agree on the Year of Chriſt's Birth, we 
muſt be uncertain of the Year of Cicero's Birth. Can any man 
imagine what they bring theſc uncertain Nativitics for, or to 
what end they fill up their Books with them ; when all men know 
there is no uſe to be made of a Nativity that is not allowed to be 
trac within Twelve moriths. And though I believe they arc not 
fo uncertain in the Nativity of Chrift, as to differ a Year from 
Trath, yet I am fatisfied that the Figure given by Cardan and 
Morinus is doubtful ; for though Mr. B. in his Treatiſe of that 
matter did agree with thoſc two Authors, yet he hath told me 
fince, that Chrift had not Libra, but Segitary aſcending at his 
Birth ; and if ſo, we may rank this alſo among the'uncertain and 
gueſſed Nativitles. | 


Some 
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Some years fince, I had a Nativity given me for Mehomer the 
Impoftor , April the 5th at Noon, Anno Chriſti 569. the Planecs 
places to that time are as followcth ; 
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If any man thinks he can make any thing of it, or look on it 
as a Curiofity, let him try his Skill : for my part, it cannot fink 
into my head , that it is poſſible to be true, or that he himſelf 
knew when he was born,his Parents being obſcure People, and he 
ſent abroad young, as we may judge by the Craft he had learned : 
However, this is certa?o, that he was but an obſcure fellow before 
he fell upon this Crafty Defign of Religion-making ; and though 
the proof of its falſity is not plain, yet you may enter this alſo in- 
to the Catalogue of doubtful Nativities, which is all one. 

Gorge Trapezontius is ſaid by Garcexs and Origanzs to be born 
April the 4th, 1396. but by Gadbury, April the 24th; and by 
Gaxricur, April the 4th, 1395. fo that here is a whole Year's dif- 
ference and diſpute in the matter z and this from two great Men, 
Gamricus and Origanus 3 how they came by this Nativity, I know 
not z but I do obſerve that Fantline agrees with Origanus and 
== frer him, 7. Gadbury, tells us, that R 

Origanzs, and after him, 7.G , tells us, that Regiomon« 
tanur was born Fune the 6th, hos. 4. min. 40. P. M. 1536, Bur 
Gaſſendus in his Life, Junfine, Gawricus, Garcexs and Cardan, all 
fay he was born in 1436. in June, as aforeſaid. You fee the dit- 
ference is no great matter, but a hundred years I am afraid my 
old Friend }. G, and Origanus are both out of the way, and 
ought to be corrected, and not the others; becauſe I find in Al- 
fledins's Theſ. Chro. pag. 484, that Regiomontanus was famous about 
the Year 1470. and, as I remember, he lived but forty odd years. 
Rantzovins ſays he died when he was almoſt 42 years of Age, 
as quoted by 7. G. Gamricus ſays he died when he was 51 years, 
5 months, and about 12 days old, of a Peliilential Fever, in the 

Hyſpitsl of the Holy Ghoſt at Rome. And yet Helviews in his Chro- 
nology tells us he died, Anno 1483. which, if his Nativity is trace, 


makes him 47 at his death, being 5 years more than m4 
n4- 
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Rantzovius allows, and four leſs than Gawricus afhrms he was. 
Thys you ſee how they differ about this Great Man's Death, as 
well as his Birth, and indeed you may gueſs at one by the other 
= . and though you call him Regiomontranzs, that was not his true 
| name, but from the Country where he was born, which was 
Franconia, a little Eaſtward from the Rhine, and Northward from 
Conſtance, a Hilly Mountainous Country, ſometimes called Mons Re- 
gins 3 from thence Fohannes de Monte Regio, or de Regio- Monte, 
which you will z 'and his true Name, ſays Goſſendzs in his Life, 
was Johannes Mullerns. 
 Gamriens tells us Martin Luther was born Anno 1484. the 22d 
of Offober, at 1 ho. 10 min. P, M. but Cardan fays it was the 
{ame day at 10 ho. P. 24. and after all this, Garcexs ſays he was 
born Novemb. 10. at Eleven of the Clock «.t Night, 1483. fo we 
3 have our Choice which Year, and which time of the Day or 
Night we think moſt probable : And yet every one that hath 
printed this Great Man's Nativity, have believed themſelves in 
the right, and could without doubt have proved each of them 
true by the concurrence of Accidents and DireQions, But bet 
how it will, we may juſtly rank this among the reſt of the very 
doubtful Nativities. One makes him born by Day, and gives 
him Capricorn aſcending, as Gawriczs z another by Night, as Car- 
dan, and gives Leo aſcending. 

Gardan, Gauricus, Garcens and Origanus , all of them tell us, 
that Eraſmus Roterdamus was born the 28th of QZober, Anno 1467. 
with Libra aſcending. But if you look into his Life printed be- 
fore his Collognies, the Author of that tells you he was born the 
5th of the Calends of November, which is the 28th of Oftober, 
Anno 1465, differing two years in his Birth from Cardan, Gauri- 
exs, &c. but if you look into his Life printed at the end of his - 
Colloguiesr, Anno 1643. he tells us, de anno quo Natus eft, apud 
Batavor, non Conflat. Thus the four Authors are politive to-1 467. 
The ſecond Account is, that he was born two years ſooner and 
the third ſays, that the Duzchmen themſclves do not know the year 
when he was born ; and therefore may well paſs for a doubtful 
Nativity. And as they differ in his Birth, ſo they differ in his 
Death alfo :| Gewricxs ſays he lived 63 years and 11 months want- 
ing 6 days. Cardan ſays he lived to 70 years of Age; and the 
Author of his Life ſays, he lived 70 years, 8 months and 15 days, 


and 
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and died the fifth of the Ides of Fwuly 1536. which if true, then 

he muſt be born in 1475. and the four firſt Authors mentioned, 

are all in the wrong, and his Nativity unknown to this day. 

They are alſo divided in their Opinions about the Birth of Pope * 

Leo the Tenth z though they all agree in this, That he ought to 
have a Nativity, and they agree to make him one, but they cannot 
agree upon the day : For Garcens, Gamricur, and Fundine, make. 
him to be born at Sun-1iling on the 11th of December, 1475. but 
Cardan fays he was born December the 9th af Sun-rifting, which 
will cauſe great alteration in the Moon's place, and ſomething in 
all the Planets befides, and therefore uncertain. 

They are as much in confuſion about the Birth and Nativity of 
Nicholas Copernicus , as any of the reſt; for Jundine ſays he was 
born. January 19. hor. 4. min 48. P.M. 1472. But Meſtlines 
( as quoted by Gaſſendus) ſays he was born Febrxary 19. hor. 4. 
min. 45. P. M. 1473. and after all, Garcews tclls you he was 
born on the 10th of February 1473. ſuch is the variation and un- 
certainty of Nativities brought to prove the truth of the Art, and 
its Rules, | 

It will not be improper in my Opinion to give you a fhort Ac- 

count, how they have managed Picus Mirandula's Nativity 
among the reſt. Jundine tells us he was born Febr, 24. 1463. 
at 2 h. 42 min. P. M. and fo ſays Cardan : Garceus and Lindboxt 
ſay he was born 2 h. 42 min. ante occaſiem ſoliss My Friend 
F. Gad. fays it was 2 h. 42 min. poſt occaſwm ſolis 3 and indeed in 
this I believe he is true: But he is horribly out in the Year; for 
he ſays he was born in 1464. which is falſe 3 for Murs was the 
24th of February that Year in 17 degrees of Aries z but in the Year 
before on that day he was, as they print him, in about 13 degrees 
of Scorpio, Had it been proper in this place, I would have (hewed 
you the Reitfication of this Nativity, and the Reaſons for his 
Death 3 ( for all People that have the Aſcendent to the body of 
Mars, do not dye) but God willing, I will do it in another 
place, before I end this Treatiſe. ; 

Pope Falins the Second ( diftns Savonenſis ) is ſaid by Cardanto 
be born May 22. 1445, but Jundinus, Gaxricus, and Gareens, lay 
he was born the 22 day of Fune the ſame Year 3 Cardan makes 
him Scorpio, the others Libra aſcending. 


P : | Johannes 
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Fobannes Frederick, the Third, Duke of Saxony, was born, fays- 
Fanttinus , the 16th day of January 1538. but Garcens tells us, 
he was born the 15th day in the ſame Year ; ſo uncertain and uſe- 
leſs are theſe Nativitics. 

Cardan and Gawricxs fay, that Henry the Second, King of France, 
was born the laſt day of March, at 5 in the Morning, 1519. and 
give him Aries aſcending, Garcens makes him to be born at 
7 that” Morning, and gives him Gemini aſcending. And to pin 
the Basket, and make it more dobbtful, Fxndine tells us that he 
was born juſt a year before, in 1518. What uſe can there be of 
ſuch Nativities, where they are not ſure of them to the Year ? 

Morinus, in his Aftrologia Gallics, pag. 612. hath given us the 
Nativity of Cardinal Richliew, 2nd tells us he was born September | 
the 9th, S. N. at 34 min. paſt 9. in the Morning, in the Year 
1585. he makes the Sn 16 degrees in Virgo, and the laſt degree 
of Libra aſcending. My Friend F. Gad. he comes and ſhews his 
Parts in printing of it again 3 and he tells us he was born Septemb, 
the gth, at 26 min. after 31 before Noon, and. makes the Sun 
26 degrees in Virgo, and 27 degrees of Scerpio aſcending ; ſo that 
here are 10 days motion difference between Morinz;'s Sun, and 
Gadbury's Sun; and fo in the Moon likewiſe. A man would think 
his pious Soul ſhould have been better acquainted at that time 

4 with the New. Stile, and the Roman Kalender , than to make this 
horrid blunder. Thus you-may ſee how theſe Errors are obtruded 
upon us, and how. eaſily we ſwallow a Lye, when it comes from. . 
one that can give it a Reputation. What Morinus wrought of this 
Nativity, I believe may be true ; but that of my Friend Jobn, is 
a Nativity. cut out at a venture; and how many have been cheat- 
ed with it (by bclieving they had that Cardinal's Nativity true- 
from Gadbwry_) we ſhall never know. 

Likewiſe the preſent French King's was printed. by Morines, in a 
which he made 15: degrees of Scorpio to aſcend. Gadbwry after 
him prints it, and makes 22.of Scorpio aſcending : Another after 
him, relying upon his Authority, printed it again, and revived 
Gadbury's Exror, about 20 years afterward z and fo they err one 
after another. Nay, fince this, Adriano, the Mathematician at 
Paris, ſays he was. born about 8 hours before the time Morinxs 
gives : The one ſays at Four in the Morning, and the other at 
Eleven and a quarter near Noon, But for this ſee my Opus Refor- 


mater, pags 122. Henry 
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Henry the Sixth, King of England, ſays Gadbury, was born on 
the 6th of December , half an hour paſt one after Noon ; but at * 
four of the Clock after Noon, ſays Stow in his Annals. 

We are told by Cardan, that Henry the Eighth , King of Eng- 
land, was born June the 28th, at 10 hor. 40 min. mane, 1491. 
and from him or Junfine, Gadbury and Hemings have taken that 
they have printed, which are all the fame. But if you have re- 
courſe to Stow , he tells us that he was born on the 22d day of 
Pune, eodem Annoy and yet after all, Gawricus fays he was born 
on the 29th, at 9 mane, and makes him Leo aſcending, all the 
reſt Virgo. Now pray conlider how we (hall reconcile all theſe 
different Accounts; it ſeems to me a little hard to be done, and 
alſo ridiculous, to bring theſe doubtful Nativitics to prove Aftro- 
logy z which Gad. hath done for, and Heminga again it. 

Nor are we in leſs confuſion about the Nativity of Queen 
Mary, than we were in her Father's, before-going. Mr. Lily in 
his Prophetical Merlin | from whom Gadbury took+his in his Col- 
-Je&ion } tells us ſhe was born the 18th day of February, Anno 
1516. at almoſt Six of the Clock in the Morning. But Stow ſays 
ſhe was born on the Eleventh day of that Month 3 and Iſazckron 
ſays the Year before, Anno 1515. And Heminga, who brings 
this Nativity to refute Aſtrology, ſays ſhe was born on the 8th of 
September, in the Year 1515. Now ſuppoſe ſome Foreigner ſhould 
meet with all theſe various Accounts of this Queen's Birth, Can 
you imagine which he would pitch upon ? or do you think he 
would beftow a minute of labour upon any of them? | cannot tell 
what ſuch a man might do, but | am ſure I will never take a mi> 
nutes labour, cither to reQity it, or endeavour ſo to do. 

As to the-Birth of Queen Eliza4bth, Mr. Lilly had no better 
Authority for it, than what he confcfſeth he had from the Floren- 
tine Author Jundinus 3 and though they do not differ {o much in 
this of her, as they do in that of her Father and S:{ter, yet their 
difference in the time is ſuch, that it cannot be allowed to be an 
Exact Scheme, and fit to be depended on within a quarter of an 
hour. My Friend Fobn ſays (he was born September the 7th, ho. 2. 
min. 26. P. M. 1533. FJunfine, and from him Mr. Lily, fays 
ſhe was born that Day at ho. 3. min. 39. P. M. But Hemings 
ſays ſhe was born that Day at 36 minutes palt four in the After- 


noon z one makes her Sag#ary —_— the other Capricorn, and 
2 the 
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the third Aquary, and yet all three bring it to prove ſome things 


that they aim at, and perhaps all falſe. Gadbury he proves her 
Impriſonment, Coronation and Death as plain as the Sun on the Meri- 
dian, of which more anon. Mr. Lily brings it to prove its 
agrement with the ConjunQions,and that the Figure was agreea- 
ble to her Aﬀairs : but Heminga (2s indeed Malice will catch at 


- any thing) brings a falſe Nativity made by himſelf, or ſomebody 


for him, to prove Aſtrology uſeleſs and vain: And do you not 
think that this man was wilely employ'd in the meary time ? and 


. after theſe various Opinions, Stow differs from them all, and ſays 


fhe was born half an hour paſt three, which comes pretty near 


- that of Mr. Lily's. 


It is generally allowed by all that I have converſed with, that 
Charles the Firſt, King of England, was born on the 19th day of 
November 1600. $.V. -And yet Andrew Argol ( however he 
came by it) hath printed it in his de Diebus Criticis , pag. 182, 
and tells us he was born on the. 10th of November, New Stile, 
differing from the true time 20 days, as appears alſo by the Swr's 
place; for in Argo!'s Scheme the Sun is in 18 degrees of: Scorpio 3 
and the day he was born, the Sn was in 8 degrees of Sagitary3 
ſo that it cannot be a miſtake of the Printer, but a notorious Er- 
ror in the Author, or a grand Abuſe in him that gave it him for 
a true one. But befides, If this were notſufficient, here are more 
Miſtakes : We in England ſay he: was born at 9 or 10 at Night; 
Argol at 4 or 5 in the Morning z we-ſay he was born at Dwumfer- 
ling in Scotland, whoſe Pole is 56. he faith he was born under 
the Pole 52. which looks a little odd, how a man of his publick 


Correſpondence abroad ſhould be thus abuſed in his Intelligence 5 


and that one of his Learning and Repute ſhould be guilty of ſuch 
Errors, ſome of which L am {ure are his own. Now let us turn the 
Tables, and ſuppoſe we lived in Italy, and- thoſe remote Parts, do 
you think we ſhould not rely on Argol's Authority (as undoubt- 
edly many do there to this day) being a Man of Learning, a Knight 
of St. Mark, and Profeſſor of the Mathematicks in the Univerſity 


. of Padaa, and certainly conclude this to be a truc Nativity beyond 


all queſtion, becauſe it came from him that Mankind reveres for his 
Learning, and fo have handed it from one to another at its firſt be- 
ing publick, as a Curiofity and Rarity ; and-without doubt among 
a} Foreigners that miect with his Book, it is fill lookt on as a 

frue. 
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true Nativity without contradiQtion ? Again, Have not'we juſt 
reaſon to ſuſpe& many Nativities that we have From abroad, to 
be falſe by the fame Rule ? For it a Prince's Nativity, ſo pablickly 
known at that Time in England, (ſhould be thus miſtaken ; why 
may not many of the Popes and other great men, born of ob» 
ſcure Parents, and raiſed by their own Merit, have their Births 
as falſly tranſmitted to us as this of Charles I. was to them? for 
we may ſuppoſe the time of their Births was not enquired after 
till they grew eminent, and made ſome Figure in the World, 
Nay ! . perhaps till they were dead z and therefore how is it 
poflible that we or any elſe can depend on many of theſe Nati- 
vities to be true? I mean thoſe given by our Authors 3; many 
of which are ſo doubtful, that they differ ſometimes a Day, in 
others a Month, and in many of them a whole Year and more; 
as you have already largely heard. 

I will trouble you but with one Obſervation more of this 
kind 3 and that is in theBivth of Charles Il. who, as long as he 
lived, was believed to be born, as- the Biſhop's Diary informed 
us, at half an Hour paſt 12 of the Clock, May 2gth 1630, 
But ſince he is dead, they are confounded, becauſe they can give 
no Aſtrological Account of his Death , _ that is rational and 
likely to be believed by their own Party : Some indeed 
will tell you, He dyed on the Afcendent to the Body of $2- 
turn z butmoſt of them are aſhamed to mention it now, be- 
cauſe they had for ſeveral Years together told the World, That 
the Heroſeo ad Conjunfionem Saturni gave him that Bloody Flux 
and Surfeit, by cating of Peaches, in Auguſt 1676, The truth 
is, He was born after 12 of the Clock about 25 minutes 3 and 
by a Figure (et to that Time, a Friend of mine did predi& his 
Death two or three Years before he dyed 3 and of this 1 am cer- 
tain, And yet in the Year 1687. an Ingenious and Learned 
Italian , by Name Antonius Franciſcus de Bonattis, at-Padua, print- 
ed this Prince's Nativity again, and that moſt notoriouſly talſe.; 
for after all his Labour and Pains, he corrects it, as he-ſays, to 
Fine 9th. S.N. 35; minutes paſt 10.in the Morning, as you may 
ſee in his Vniverſa Aſtroſopbia Natzralis, pag. 116, And to ſhew 
you,, that this is not done by Accident, he hath made the Sun 
and Moon one Days Motion more than we doz and thercfoxe 


intended it for the 30th of Zday, O.S. and yct he was born the 
Day >, 
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Day before, on the 29th : So that this Man muſt be falſe beyond 
all Contradiction. And yet to add to the Error, he hath made 
it two Hours falſe in Time of the Day 3 for he.makes him to be 
born an Hour and ar? Half before Noon, when indeed he was 
born half an Hour after 'it. - And this Nativity, thus falſly 
printed, he brings to prove his Rules of Aſtrology True, that 
were New and Different from all others, except his Maſter Con- 
falonerius, who, 1 judge was the Inventor of that Method by 
them two uſed. And do you think he did not take a hopeful 
Courſe to bring a falſe Nativity to contend with the Adverfſaries 
about the Truth of a Science in queſtion ? I confeſs F. Gadbury, 
in the Year 1659. printed this King's Nativity, and made it after 
Ten Mane, 'as this Man doth z but then he did not err in the 
Day, as our Author beforementioned hath donez and yet no 
more ſerviceable than that done by the Jralian, which ſerves on- 
ly to miſguide the Students in each Country, and of no uſe at 
all in any thing relating to that Prince Aftrologically z but as for 
* that Printed by my Friend 7obn, he, I am (ure, will difown it, 
and tell you (if asked) it is two Hours falſe z and that he was a 
very Novice in Aſtrology when he did it. And yet, when we 
+ conſider things nearer home, it may ſeem leſs wonderful how or 
why theſe Foreigners ſhould be thus abuſed with falſe Informa- 
«tions from England; when our own Authors abuſc us too, eyen 
about things of Hiſtory, For Example, in the Birth of the late 
*'K. 7. Baker's Chronicle, Wbitlock's Memoirs, and England's Re- 
membrancer, all tell us, he was born the 13th of Ofober, which 
is moſt notoriouſly falſe ; for he was born Oftober 14th of a 
Monday 1633. and yet I have ſeen one or two Medals made at 
his Birth, that ſaid, He was born the 15th of Oftober. 

Thus the [alians and other remote Countries are abuſed with 
falſe Nativities from England; and I ſuppoſe you will not 
doubt, but that all the Students in Aſtrology in Padza and the 
Countries thereabouts, will contend warmly for the Truth of 
'this Nativity of Charles II. relying on this Authority of their 
Countryman' and Author, and depending allo on his Skill and 
Intelligence, as ſometimes we do here in England about the 
Truth of Falſe Nativities from beyond Sea. For Example, 
Charles Guftavus King of Sweden, Mr. F. Gad's old Lowlſy Her- 
mit Gregory Lopez, Michael Noftradamus, with many others $ 
an 
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and. ſometimes about our own Countrymen's, promoted by the 
Ignorant, and believed by the Unskilful : Among that number 
reckon Sir Frech, Holles, Sir Matthew Hales, Wiliam Laud, with 
many more, too tedious to name, Hence I do conclude, That 
all Nativitles left to Poſterity, and brought to prove the Art true, 
ought to be nearly exaCt. 

And fo I come to examine thoſe Three Principal Authors I 
mentioned and promiſed in my Opus Reformatum, pag. 1403 and 
1 will begin firft with Morinus, and thoſe Nativities Printed in 
his Aftrologia Gallic, and brought to prove the Truth of Aftro- 
logy, and his Method (I cannot call them Principles) that he . 
had learned and cſ{pouled, 8

The Nativities and Practice of Morinus, 
in his Aftrologia Gallica. 


Aving Read and Conſidered thoſe Nativities Printed 
by Morinus in his Aſtrologia Gallics , 1 began to ob- 
ſerve his Reaſons for Death and other Accidents, in 
ſeveral of thoſe Genitures, and compare them one 

with another z which I found not to be agreeable to Reaſon nor 
Truth z no, nor to the old Rules laid down by Ptolomy, which 
have been owned by all the great men that ever yet lived, well- 
wilhers or Profeſſors of this Art ; and having ſatisfied my ſelf 
that they are not true in themſelves, nor do they agree one with 
another, I think it my Duty to give the World my Opinion in 
the matter, and leave itto the Judgment of thoſe that are berter 
Read, and Maſters of more Experience than my ſelf in things of 
this naturez aſſuring my ſelf, there will be a time when this 
Do&trine I lay down will be embraced and believed z which at 
preſent I do deſpair of, becauſe thoſe that have for a long time 
gone on-in an Erroneous PraQtice , think themſelves now too 
old to learn any thing that thwarts their PraQtice, and alſo too 
_ Proud co be taught ; However, 1 humbly ſubmit my Opinion 

and 
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and Judgment to the Learned, and ſhall take it as a Kindneſs tobe 
inſtructed by any one that will make his Dotrine Univerſal, and 
His Principles agree. 

I did not fall upon this Subject in general, and more particu. 
larly on this of Mrinus, out of any DitreſpeR to him ; or that I 
think my ſelf a competent Judge of the ſubjeR-matter of. his 
Book in general : But this part of Aſtrology having been my 
Study for many Years, I did think it might be no Injury done 
to that Learned Anthor, nor Offence to the preſent Reader, 'to 
give my Opinion on the Operations and Judgments on thoſe 
Nativities be hath Printed 3 and the rather, becauſe I intend it 
with all Tenderneſs and Reſpe& to the one, and Submiſſion to 
the other. 

| do acknowledge Morinur to have been an admirable 
Grammarian, a molt excellent Philoſopher and Phyſician , a 
good Math watician, beſides a ſufficient Judge of all Uni- 
wverſal- Learning ; whole Parts and Proficiency therein I dare 
not pretend toz and the more | read him, the more I ſee 
my own Deficiency in Point of Comparifon with him : And 
yet for all this, Bernardus non vidit omniz; the little Hare, 
you ſee, hath a particular Faculty in Hearing and Running, 
which the mighty Elephant cannot pretend to 5 and yet 
the Faculties of the Elephant no ways impaired by that. 
By the ſame Rule I may be allowed to have Skill in ſome-

This Prince, ſays Morinzs, was driven out of his Country by 
his Uncle, travelled through many Countrics,: and ſyffered un- 
der divers Misfortunes, and at+laft arrived in France, and was 
there acquainted with the whole Court. At laſt (be ſays) he 
fcll hoes Were and Poyerty, and being overpreſt with Diſcontent 
and Grief, he dyed at Ruellus the 21f of April 1638. N.B. 
Poor Zaga, a Baniſhed Prince, flaFfed in France! It ſeems the 
French were not arrived then to that PerfeRtion, to relieve and 
ſupport every Baniſhed Prince z there is a great deal of difference 


between Zage and fames 3 and I ſuppoſe you judge the Reaſon 
of it. ** |

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What the eſtimate Time was, he hath not told us; nor what 
Ground he had to Corred it by, I know not : But am partly ſure 
the Time given was not to Ten minutes. But I ſuppoſe, he 
Corrected it by the Accident of Death, and the DircQion he ſays 
he dyed on; and that is the Aſcendent to the Square of the 
Moon. But what time he left his own Country, or what Direc- 
ion gave that Accident, he hath not told us; but I do ſuppoſe 


it was upon the Sun to-the Square of Mars, at abour Nineteen 


Y.cars of Age, or perhaps T wenty : But what other Accidents 
he had, we hayeno account of them; and (o I come to the mat- 
ter in hand, and what I have to obſerve on this Prince's Na» 
tivity. 

The Dire&ion that Morine allows for his Death, you have 
heard, was the Aſccndent to the Square of the Moo, and this 
only a fingle Dire&ion, and the Moon no ways Malefick, unleſs 
you allow the Trine of Satzrx to affli her , together with the 
Sextile of Mercury z which , if I ſhould grant, yet there is but 
one fingle DireQion to give that fatal effe&t, which iv my Pra- 
Rice I cannot allow: And though Saturn may be judged to 
affli& the Aſcendent, yet both Fxpiter and Venus do behold the 
Aſcendent likewile z and therefore cannot be ſuppoſed to be 
ſo weak a Nativity as to yield to that one Direction in point 
of Death. 

And therefore let us compare this ; Firſt with Cardan's Na- 
tivity, printed by this Author, pag. 396. In that Scheme we 
find the Moon in Piſces, in exa&t Square to Mars, on the Cuſp 
of the Second ; and yet when the Aſcendent came to the 
Square of the Moon and Body of Mars, they both together did 
not kill that Excellent Phyfician and Philoſopher, notwithſtanding 
the Horoſcope was alſo Giver of Life, as it is in this of Zaga's. 
Though it did give him a long and terrible Diſeaſe, as Aorinus 
alſo obſervesz but more of this Nativity, when | come to conh- 

er it. | 

Secondly, In his own Nativity, page 397. Altr. Gall. where 
the Aſcendent is alſo Giver of Life; there the Aſcendeat to the 
Square of the Moondid not kill neither, although ſhe was in Con- 
junRion with Saturn in the Twelfth Houſe, Nay! I do not 
find among all the DireRions, and the Accidents correſponding 

Q 2 thercto, 
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thereto, given by himſelf, pag. 648, and 649. Ejuſdim Libri, 
that he hath ſo much as taken notice of that Direction of the 
Aſcendent to the Square of the Moon, or allowed any Accident 
for it; which very DireRion, he here tells the World, killed . 
poor Zaga, Now, doyou think, T hat the Moon in Zoga's Na- 
tivity is more Malignant, and by that means hath more Power 
to kill, by being in Trine with Satwrn, than ſhe hath in Morine's 
Nativity, by being in ConjunQion with him, and this in the 
Twelfth Houfe too? Truly thoſe Aftrologers that will believe 


this Do&rine, muſt be very good-natur'd men z not to ſay worſe- 


of them , left it might prejudice their Reputation. It is a 
ſtrange Dodtrine to mie, That the Aſcendent to the Square of the- 
Moon ſhould kill in one, and not have Power to: do ſomething 
tike it in the other: And what is more, I take Zaga's Nativity 
to be as firong and vital as Morine's is. 

Thirdly, Let us compare it with the Nativity of Mary Queen 
of Poland, pag. 554. where the Aſcendent is Hileg, and the 
Moon in Trine with Mars, exactly from the Fourth and Twelfth 
Houſes 3 and yet ſhe had: the- good Fortune to eſcape with her 
Life on the Aſcendent to the Square of the Moon. If this be true, 
there muſt be ſome ſtrange partial Power lodged in the Stars 
that I do not underſtand, that one (hall fall, and yet half a 
ſcore eſcape on the ſame Diretion. Though I have a very great 
Honour for Morinzs, yet I cannot get over this Point z nor can l[ 
imagine what anſwer hg would make me. If he lays the Streſs on 
the Houſes, and ſays the Moon was Lady of the Fourth in Zaga's 3 
Why then, fay I, the Moon is in the Fourth (in this Queen's 
Caſe} in Aſpe&t with the Lord of the Eighth z which in that 
Language I rake to be equally the ſame, or worle, 

Fourthly, Let us compare it with the Nativity of the Duke of 


 Montmorency: Though I confeſs there is ſome difference in the 


Caſe, but not in the Conſequence z for fince he allows the 
Aſcendent to the Square of the Moon, in Zage's, to kill; 'and 
that he allows the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn, in the 
Duke's; to kill z then why ſhould not the Midheaven to' the 
Square of the Moon have done it by the ſame Rule? For the 
Aon is there abfolutely Malefick, as being within 6 degrees of 
the Oppoſition of Satzrn by her Latitude, and within 4-degrees.

man, than the imaginary Quartile of Satzrn? Nay ! and to 
ſpeak in Morine's way too, the S#n was Lord of the Eighth, a: 
thing he lays great weight on in other the like Cafes. 

By thefe Examples, thwarting one the other, it appears, that: 
Morine's Aſtrology is not all of a piece; for in each of theſe Ca-- 
ſes the Moon hath as good a Title to kill as in that of Zaga-Chrifti: 
And therefore, without Rules of -Exception ,, it ought to be al- 
lowed in all. Therefore I cannot admit this to be the Direion 

'that killed hims and by conſequence that this is not the true 
Time of Birth. And that which confirms me in my Opinion, 
That this is not the eftimate time, but one Corrected Sententia 
Morini, becauſe of the odd x0 minutes in time, which-l dare be 
certain were not given, but imagined to be the true Time z ſce- 


ing he could make no other Direction hit but the Square of the - 


Moon; which did require that Alteration. Iri a Word; 1 am po-

it poſſible that this of yours can be true ? for Morinus tells us, 
He fell into Sadneſs and Grief (he uſeth the Word meſtitia) and 
how can a DireQion of Mars give ſuch EffeRts as theſe, they be- 
ing more proper to Saturn? My Anſwer to ſuch ObjeQors ag 
theſe will be very ſhort : I have already told them, That it is 
ſeldom that one Planet gives the Time and Diſeaſe ; as you may 
ſee Oprs Reform. pag. 67. and as ſeldom that a man or woman 
dyes on a lingle DireQion: And for ſolution in the matter, I re- 
fer them to the Place quoted, to learn the Poiothanatoe.

The Second Nativity, mentioned by Morine, is that of Car- 
dan, pag. 396. and that he brings to prove the Vanity and Folly 
of the Dividing the Heavens modo equali: But he hath ſaid no- 
thing to the Figure in general, or to its Correction in parycu- 

lar z; why he did not, he knew beft. pe 
But fince it is fallen in my way, I cannot omit to take ſome 
notice of thoſe Paſſages that Carden hath given us in relation to 

the Correction mentioned among his Twelve Genituresz and 
ar of other Paſſages alſo in his Life, that may be helpful, perhaps 
. to a further and more Corre Scheme of-this Great man's Nati- 
vityz; who dyed at Rome in the Year 1576. being almoſt 75 
| Years of Age 3 and the DireQions that they ſay killed him, arc 
the Aſcendent to the Square of Venws and Mercury, they being in 
ConjunRion in Librs, in the Radix. As to theſe DireRions, F 
in my Method, and by the Doctrine of Prolomy, it is impoſſible 
they ſhould kill.z' and it is very improbable that there ſhould be 
any one found to believe itz nor do I think Cordan himſelf did 
believe 
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believe it when he was alive, notwithſtanding his facile oceidit in 
etate deerepita; Nay ! though we ſhould allow what Thuanies 
faith of him, That 'be baſtened his own Death by Abſtinence, &c. 
Yet I cannot think that theſe DireRions could any ways cauſe or 
further his Death : But on the contrary fortifie his Life, if Pto- 
lomy is to be believed z and therefore there muſt be ſome other 
Cauſe found than the Quartile of Venus and Mercury, by Dixe- 
Qion to the Aſcendent tor his Death. Pray obſerve, he tells us 
himſelf, That at 29 Years RC with.a Cough, and 
violent for 7 Months z during which time he ſpit up much fa- 
nious purulent Matter, and was near Death: And he adds, That 
he-was cured of it the Year following, when the Aon came to 
the Oppoſition of Venu: and Mercwry ;, at 30 Years of Age Venus 
and Mercury ſaved him to a Miracle, and at 75 Years old they 
killed him to a Miracle, A very pretty kind of Afirology, if you 
can but believe it ! ; 

I donot find that Cardan afligns any Accident for the 44th 
or 45th Year of his Age, when the Su came to the Oppoſition 
of Mars, and Quartile of the X4von: Nor for 53, when the 


Szn came to the Oppoſition of Satzry. Nor at 39 and 40, when 


the Sun was directed to the Zodiacal Parallel of Mars; all which 
arc violent DireQions, and do ſeldom paſs over without ſome- 
thing worthy the Native's Memory z and eſpecially in a Nativity 
attended with the Violence that thys is. 

I darenot venture on the CorreRion of this Nativity (though 
I am ſure it is not exaRt) for Two Reaſons. The firſt.is, Be- 
cauſe he hath not given us the eftimate Time. And the ſecond 
is, He is too great a man to be queſtioned by me. Nor would E 
have any think that I do in this,to Eclipſe or Deface the Fame and 
Learning of this moſt excellent Man, who hath deſerved fo well 
of allz but what I aim at is nothing more than to juſtifie the 
Science from the Abuſes and Incoherences that its Adverſaries 
catch at, and are ſo often objeRed ro us by thoſe that know little

Aged 33, in Apri 1616, he was ſeized with a dangerous 
-malignant Diſeaſe; the Aſcendent to the Quartile of Saturn, 
-with Latitude. 

Aged 38, in Ofober 1621. Phyſician in Ordinary to the

Aged 46, in Auguſt 1629. Profeſſor Regius in the Mathema- 
ticks ; he had then the Midheaven to the Body of Mercury. 

Aged 51, March 3oth 1634. he publickly demonſtrated the 
Longitude found ; by which he had great Fame throughout all 
Ezrope, Midheaven then to the Body of the Sn. 

Aged 59, November 2d 1642, he was ſeized by a long lingring 
Fever, with ſirange Evacuations of Choler 3 he had then the 
Aſcendent directed to the Body of Mar-.

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Aged 61, 1644. he follicited for the Royal Allowance, for 
the Longitude found : He quarrelled with Balialdus and Tome 
others: He had now the Midheaven directed to the Body of 
Saturn, Mars to the Oppolition of the Sun, and Saturn to the 
Quartile of the Moon. | 

Aged 62, 1645. April Sth, he had an ample Penſion, and a 
noble Reward out of the Treaſury z Mars then was directed to 
the Oppolition of the Sun, and Fupiter and the Part of Fortune 
to the Trine of the Moon, without Latitude. 

Aged 73 and 8 Months, on November 6th 1656. he dyed of a 
Fever; and no Cauſe appears for it in his Nativity, as | can 
hnd. He gives us more Accidents, which, becauſe I think they 
are not to the purpoſe, are omitted. | 

OF all the Arguments and DircRions brought to veritie any 
Scheme, and Accidents that I have ſcen, theſe are indeed the 
weakeſt and moit improbable z eſpecially coming from fo great 
a Man as Mirinxs was both for Labour and Learning ; and there- 
fore F will modeſily give you my Thoughts on each of them, 
aud leave you to your Opinion and Choice when I have done. 
There are, as you (ce, Thirteen of them, of which 1 allow but 
Two; and that is, the S#nto the Body of Saturn for his Quar- 
tan Ague for one, 

As to the Second, 1 ſuppoſe a few Words will ſerve, becauſe 
there arc very few will belieye a man ſhould be wounded very 
dangerouſly on the Aſcendent to the Quartile of Venzr, as- he 
| Cays he was: And yet nothing on the Atcendent to the Square 
of Mercvryz and after that to the Square of the Szn, If hc had 
faid, He had been given co Drinking, Whoring and Lewdneſs, 1 
might have believed it.

this danzerous Ditezfe As to the ficlt, it is impolſi vie it ſhould 
© give a Diſeaſe before it was in being it (elf; for you cannot be- 
lieve the Body was brought into a difcaly Habit in an Hours 
time, as you mult if you think that the Cauſe And for the 
Second, there is no ſuch thing as direing thuſe Two Stars to 


the Aſcendent; Nor is there any ” thing in directional Mo» 
tion 
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ticn to bring the Aſcendert up to Fatiter and the Mion: I know 
what you have to ſay for your 1clves in this Caſe z which is, 
That the degree of the Aſcendent comes up to them. Why yes, 
that 1 will allow : But that is not the Aſcendent ; for when that 
degree is pt that Point, it hath no more Power than the Firſt, 


" Second or Third that follow ir: Hence, it the Aſcendent gives 


Power, to the degrees that paſs it, this Gentleman had che Moon 
and Jupiter dirg&ted to the Aſcendent every Year afterward, as 
long as he lived, by the fameRule And you may as well ſay, 
a Gown is a man, becauſe it covers him, as ſay the degree is 
the /\ſcendent. Ecfides, by this Rule, we havetwo Afcendents ; 
for if this degree is ore, you know we have another leff, that 
we'dire& to, when that is gone up to the Cuſp of the Twelſth 
Houfe. But cnough of this Whim , fit rather to be laughed 
than argued out of PraQice. 

The Fourth will require but little to be ſaid to it ; for he makes 
the Midheaven to the Semiſextile of Sarzrn give his NcQoral Dig- 
nity, with Saturn ad Partem Fortune. As to the Semilcxtile of 
Saturn, 1 think all men of Art will count it next to nothing; and 
for Saturn to the Part of Fortune, it it ſhould be allowed, I do 
not ſee any Reaſon it ſhould give him Advantage, but rather the 
contrary, Inaword, theſe two are of no Force nor Power, 

The Fifth hath little or nothing in it: He fays, He was re- 
ceived Phyſician in Ordinary to the Biſhop of Bulloigne; who 
compelled him, againſt his Will, to the Study of Aftrology: He 
had now (as he ſays) the Sun to the Aſcendent. This is an- 
ſwered as the Third z for it is no Dirction, nor is there any 
fuch Motion in Nature, as you heard above. But ſuppoſe we 
ſhould allow it, it is the Promittor that gives the Advantage ; If 
ſo, what Reaſon is there for the Alcendent to give Preferment 
(for ſo it was at that time'to- him) -and alſo of >tudy with the 
a{fitance of (© great a man as that Biſhop ? 

The Sixth-ſcems to have ſome probability in it at a diſtance 
but upcn a nearer approach, you will find that empty, like che 


-pcit; For there is no (ſuch Dirc&ion in Nature as the Alcendent 


to the Square of a Planzt in the Zodiack. For at the time, he 
fays, that Dire&ion is compleat, Sa2twrrnis but 63 degrees diliant 
from the Aſcendent, and he ought to be 90; to that he wants 
27 degrces of a complcat Square: So that you have here a

a word, it was not the Aſcendent to the Square, but by true 
Motion to the Sextile of Satzrn 3 at that time Ark 33 de-

The Seventh is of the ſame piece with the laſtz for now, he 
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ſays; he had a violent and malignant Diſeaſe on the Aſcendent to - 


the Quartile of Sarzrn with Latitude, This overthrows their 
old Do@trine of the Quartile always falling in the Ecliptick ; 
and therefore no Latitude: And what himfelt takes |notice of 
likewiſe in his ProjeQtion of the Rays, that the Quartile always 
falls thexe. And, to be brief, the Aſcendent it ſelt is never di- 
reed to ary Ray with Latitude in that Point, but the Body 
and Oppolition of any Star. The other Rays are made to the 
Afcendent from other parts of Heaven always with Latitude, 
if the Star hath any. . Thus much for the Latitude; as to'the 
Aſpect, I ſpoke-to it before, to which I refer you, 


The Eighth may be admitted well enough, becauſe the Smr 


is direQed to the Sextile of Mars, as he ſays, and ſuch a Dire- 
ton may give ſuth a Promotion too, 

The Ninth ſeems likely to be true; for the Midheaven to the 
Body of Mercury may give him ſuch a Preferment as he 
then had, which was Regius Profcſfor of the Mathematicks. 
But it is'firange that Merczry (hould give fuch a thing as this, 
and yet the Midheaven to the Body of Vinus, who is.in 
the beginhing of Piſces, and in Trine of Mars, ſhould give 
nothing ; for he takes no notice of any effe of itz which] am 
ſure he would have done, it any thing had ſuited to it on this 
Corre&ion, and I am ſure it is more likely to advance him than 
the Body of Mercary by far. 

The Tenth is the only DireRion (I am certain) that he de- 
pends on for the Corre&ion of his Nativity z and that is, The 
Midbeaven to the Body of the Sun; for at that time, he ſays, He 
had an Univerſal Fame, almoſt throughout Ewrope : And it is 
from that very Dire&imn that, I am certain, his Nativity is falſe; 
for had this been the true time of his Birth, he had, without all 
doubt, dyed under the Influence of that Dire&ion. For in this 
Figure of- his, the Aſcendent is certginly giver of Life, and at 
that very time carte to the Square of the Sun, Quartile of the 
Moon, Quartile of Jupiter, Quartile of Satarn , and Body of

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- Mars, and no Relief from any Rays to preſerve Life: And this 


Dodtrine is built upon a Principle that ſeldom or never fails, if 
the Rule is but obſerved carefully, .Now I am certain that Mp.

Imy, who he doth endeavour and pretend fo often to correet in 
divers Places of his Afrologia Gall:ca: | am alfo certain that he 
had no fixt Principle to guide him, or build upon; only an 
Univerſal conceited Knowledge of it, adapted to his own 
Fancy. - 

The Eleventh is to be allowed in his DoGrine and Corre- 
"ion, to be a rational Direion : But I amcertain, by the ſame 
Rule, the Aſccndent to the Square- of the S*n did not kill, 
That this is alſo falſe; and if that Scheme had been true which 
he gives, this Dirc&ion had never perfealy come up, only fo 
near as to ſpeciticate the Diſeaſe he ſhould dye by, 

The Twelfth is certainly the moſt irrational thing that evgr 
was aſſerted by an Artiſt, where the Aſcendent was Giver of . 
Life: To tell us, That he ſued for the Royal Reward, for his 
finding the Longitude : That he quarrelled with Bwllialdur ; and 
with a poor man, a Neighbour of his : And for this, he tells us, 
he had the Midheaven to the Body of Saturn. Can any man of 
Reaſon believe it? Ask my old Friend what he had on his Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Satwn in a Figure that the Afcen- 
dent is Hileg, and he will tell you, a Jail with a Gallows at the 
end of it, Ina Word, this is no ways to be allowed, it -is too 
groſs to be digeſied by any man of Skill or Reaſon.

The next Nativity I ſind publiſhed by Morine is that of Guſta- 
ws Adolphus, King, of Swedeland, page 400. who was lain in 
the Battle of Latzen, Nowember 6th 1632, fighting againſt 
Walftein the Imperial General, And this, he ſays, was cauſed by 
the Midheaven direted to the Quartile of Saturs in the Zo- 
diack; and Body of Mars. Yet in the Figure he gives us, 
the Sun is in the 'Aſcendent, and molt certainly Hileg 5 but 
by a Figure of my Diviſion of the Heavens, the Szn is 18 Ecli- 
ptical degrees above the Cuſp of the Second Houſe, aud very 
near in the middle of the Aſcendent, and admits of no diſpute, 
The Figure follows, ct to his time, but to my Divition of the 
Heavens. The Planets Places are Calculated by the Rudolphine 
Tables, as Morinus (ays. 
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The only thing I contend with him here for, is, Why he 
ſhould believe any man would credit his Aſertion in this, when 
in his own he lets the Midheaven paſs the Body of Satwrnand the 
Moon, and gives him nothing, but a Quarre): And in Francis de 
Bon, he lets him paſs the Midheaven to the Oppoſition of Satzrn 
without any Injury to his Life, and live ſcvcral years after it ; 
and yet this brave fighting Prince mult fall by it: Nay! and 
what's worſe, againſt all Rule too, for neither Midheaven- nor 
Aſcendent had any thing to do with Direions of Death, be- 
cauſe the Swn is ſolely Giver of Lite, and claims the other as his 
own Propriety. Nor did the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn 
kill his Friend D. Ladovi. Fronſon, pag. 6314. S1 ſfirange it ſeems 
to me, That this Learned man fhould overlook Truth, and not 
allow his DireRions,a Parity in their Eftets and Operations-in 
oneas-well as the other, without Rules of Exception 5; which

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in all ſuch general Caſes ought to be given, if any be, I won- 
der they did not depend on the Midheaven to the Body of 
Mars for Death z bccaule that is a DircQtion not to be oppoſed 
in point 'of Motion, there being indeed ſuch a Direction ; But 
to tell us of the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn, when in 
truth there is no ſuch Dire&tion in Motion nor N-ture at that 
time (for the Midhcaven co the Square of Saturn did not come 
up till after 60 Years of Age) is ſuch an Impolition on our Un- 
ſtanding, that all intelligible men will hils-at it. And how 
this great man ſhould ſuffer hi; Reafon to be catcht by Opinjon 
and Credulity, | do indeed wonder 3 eſpecially in a thing fo 
plain as this is, contrary to his Darling the Mathematicks 3, for 
by Mathematical meaſure it is not a Square or Quadrate 5 con- 
trary to Rule and the beſt Authori:y. And to be plain the Sn is 
Hileg, and none elſe can be directed for Death z nor can there 
be any more than one Hileg in any one Nativity , contrary to 
Experience: Nay! in a Word, it is contrary to all but fond 
Opinion. And now, pray give m2 leave to make this bold of- 
fer in general; 1 do Challenge any man to [hew me where the 
Aſcendent or Midheaven by DireQRion has becn the Cauſe of 
Death, when either Sum or M:on were givers of Life: And [ 
am ſure no man will undertake that. Work but he that hath no 


Principles to build on in his Study of this *cience; and ſuch a * 


one was this Learned Author, whoſe Labours are now the Sub- 
je& of this preſent Diſcourſe ; and 1 am certain, as long as I 
contend with ſuch Antagoniſts, I am fate enough. 

But methinks, I ſee ſome, and hear others diffatished with 
what [| have already (:id on this Nativity, and think it is no- 
thing elſe but Talk and Flouriſh, and that I am not able to make 
good what | have ſaid by plain proof, Thit he dyed by the 
Force and Power of other DircRions to the Giver of Life, as [ 
have before intimated. Pray have but a little patience, and you 
ſhall be entcrtained with that too. 

What the cſtimate-time of this Prince's Birth was, I know not

ought to rely on their Skill in Correcting, .and for that Reaſon 
give no eſtimate time ) but believe it to be ſomething nearer 
San-riſe than the Time AMorinus takes for truth ; however, be- 
cauſe I will puil no Controverties about my cars, | will work all

Here you (ce, I bring Four DireQions for his Death 3 the Pa» 
rallel of Satwrn, that toucheth firit z the Oppoſition of Saturn, 
S. L. the Square of Mars in the Zodiack, and the Oppoſition 
of Saturn C.L. Obje#. But this is falſe that you endeavour to 
prove truez for your DireQion that you call the Parallel of $2- 
txro, and Tomes up firſt, gives 38 Years and 5 Months, which is 
6 Months after he dyed 3 for he was killed when he was 37 
Years 10 Months and 19 Days old; and I hope you will not make 
your Stars kill him after he is dead, as we do.. Anſwer. No, 
no, ſoft and fair, my Friend, I will clear this Doubt to you 
preſently, I told you before, That the Scheme is not the eſti- 
mate Time, but of Morinzs's Corrc@ion 3 and I am certain it is 
falſe, and that it was altered to make the Square of Satzrn kill 
him, and the Time was undoubtedly a little later. I likewiſe 
told you, That all theſe DireQions, that | have wrought, are 
by the Oblique Afcentions, under the Pole of the Sun in this Fi- 
gure of his. Now, if you will permit me to alter the Pole of 
the Szn but one degree, or not fo much, which will not alter 
the Aſcendent 2 degrees, and inttcad of 6 make 8 of Sagitarius, 
there, and all will agree very well, and the Ark of the Szn to 
the Parallel of Saturn will be about 41 degrees and 12 minutes, 
which gives in time 37 Years and 10 Months, Anno 1632 


And by altering that Pole, all the reft of the Direions will pro- 


portionally vary as much as this doth. This is my ]J1dgment of 


the Cauſe of Death, and I am ſure a great deal more rational to 


give it and its Violence, than 2 alledged. But if any 
| of 
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of you think they are not, pragproduce me better Authority 
than I have for it in Quadripart. lib. 4. caf,, 10. where he begins 
that Paragraph thus, Ermnt autem Mortes Violente, & Inſgznes, &c, 
Perhaps I may mcet with a ſecond Q»jetion; and that is, 
Why the Sun to the Zudiacal Parallel of Mars did not kill, as 
well as that of Saturn? In anſwer to this I ſhall refer you- to 
my Opus Reformat. pag. 161, and 163. and the better to flif 
you in your Search, I have wrought that Direction, and thoſe 
that attend it, that aze of concernment in the thing you pro- 


pound. 


The next Nativity I find brought by bim, as an Example, is 
that of the Duke of Aontmorancy z and that is brought to prove 
the ſame Foolery that this laſt was. #5. e. That the Midheaven 
to the Square of Satzrn took off his Head, Ofober the 3oth 1632, 
he being then 37. Years and 6. Menths old, He lets him paſs the 
Mid heaven to the Oppoſition of the S#, and Square of the Moon, 
Lady of the Eighth, and kills him on the lingle Square of Saturn, 
which is indeed no Squarez and for the better deciding this 
Point, I wiſh he had given us the eſtimate time of his Birth. The 
Figure follows z the Flanets Places from the Redolpbine Tables. . 
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H-re you (ce, the Birth is NoQurnal, and all the Planets un- 
der the Earth, except Satzrn in the Eighth Houſe 3 fo that the 
Aſcendent or Part of Fortune muſt be Hileg. If the Aſcendent 
be Giver of Life, there can be no Pretence to any DireQion 
to that Point, nor is it vitiated by any Malignant Beams at that 
Time, as | can diſcover ; nordoth he take any notice of the Part 
of Fortune. Argol, I confeſs (in de Diebus Criti. pa. 239.) tells 
us, the Part of Fortune is Apheta, and that it was dirced to 
the Antiſcion of Mars for his Death z but withal, he brings in 
likewiſe the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn. I muſt needs 
fay, Morinus is the fairer man of the two, for he depends (olely on 
the Midheaven to kill ; but Argot hath two Strings to his Bow, 
the Part of Fortune and Midheaven both : And yet, when all is 
done, Ido not believe that he ever underſtood how-to direct the 
Part of Fortune to the Antiſcion of Mars z nor could it be done 
in that Nativity that he hath given us, 

2 I ſhall 
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I ſhall have little or no occafion to ſay any thing in particular 
to the Dire&ion it ſelf, that he ſays killed, or to the Improbabi- 
lity of it as to the Rule, I having done thatlargely in the laſt Ex- 
amplez which is a parallel Caſe to this: And both indeed built 
upon one bottom; and by him both imbelliſh'd with the ſame 
Arguments to cteate a Belief in the Reader that they are true. 
And therefore I will proceed to give you my Opinion concerning 
this Nativity, and its Corrccion, according to thoſe Principles 
of Aſtrology that I am Maſter of; for as to the Scheme he hath 
given us, I am ſure it is falſe, becauſe there is no ground nor - 
xeaſon for it in Nature 5 nor willit hold in other Nativities, no 
not one in twenty z nor is there any Rule in ſubſtantial Authors 
to juſtific it. 

I have already told you, That either the Afcendent or the 
Part of Fortune muſt be giver of Life 3 and to make his Death 
correſpond with. Rational Rules, we mult alter Morinys his Fi- 
gure. If the Aſcendent is admitted, then it mult be directed to 
the Square of the Szn, or to the Body of the Moon, and Oppo- 
ſition of Satwra. If to the firſt, it muſt be about 38 minutes 
ſooner than the time that he prints; if the latter is allowed; 
then it muſt be altered to an Hour and three Quarters later; but 1 
ſhall reje& both, becauſe I will keep to the Rule, lib. 3. cap. 13, 
Dradripart. For by that Rule the Port of Fortune is to be allow- 
ed Hileg, without diſputez and in a Figure of my ſetting it is. 
on the Cuſp of the Eleventh z but in their Scheme it is in the 
Ninth Houſe. They direct the Part of Fortune in Zodiaco, I di- 
re& it in Mundo only; and in this Caſe the Part of Fortune 
comes to the Square of Saturn; the Ark 37 degrees 30 minutes, 
Or near it 3 and this followed by the Square of Mars, within 10 
degrees, and no Relicf from the Benehicks : And this I do from 
a Figurc of 3 degrees of Sogitary aſcending, and near 26 de- 
grees of Virgo on the Midheaven z and the Part of Fortzne will 
be within half a degree of the Eleventh Houſe, toward the 
Tenth. And this I take to be the moſt rational of the two 
CorreQions 1 mentioned; and I am fuxe more likely to be true 
than Morinus's is. 


The next we meet with is the Nativity of Albert Duke of Frid- 
lnd Walftein, the Emperor's General, that fought againſt Gufts- 
V3 


DefeFio Genitnrarum: 


vs Adolphur when he was ſlain. This man was murdered by 
the Command of his Maſter Ferdinand the Second, Emperor 
( Frſſne Imperatoris trucidates, fays Morine) on the 25th of Febru- 
ary 1634. being then Fifty Years and Five Months old ; and for 
this, Morinzs ſays, he had the Midheayen dire&ed to the Square 
of Mars Peregrine, and in his Detriment in the Eighth Houſe 
and yet both the Sun and Mn in Aphetical Places, the one in 

the Seventh, and the other on the Cuſp of the Eleventh. From 

whence you may obſerve, That Mytinzs takes no notice of the 

Hil:g, but makes his Rule poſitive above all; as appears by theſe 

Fhre: Examples : .That the Midheaven to'the Square of either 

of the-Infortunes, in the Eighth, certainly kills either a King or 

a General, that happens to have ſuch a Poſition. The Figure 
follows, ſet to his Time, but my Diviſion of the Heavens, and 

the Planets Places from the Rudolphine, as Morine ſays. 
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Whatever Morinus may think of the matter, I do poſitively 
affirm, That the Sz in this Figure is certainly, and without all 
doubt Giver of Life z and theretore the Cauſe of Death muſt be 
ſought from his direional Motion , and not from the Tenth 
Howſe, the Moon, the Aſcendent, nor the Part of Fortune. And 
to make his Reader the more a Convert to his Rule and Method, 
and to confirm the Truth of his Scheme, he tells us, This Na- 
tive was ele&ed ſupreme General, or Generaliflimo, of the Em- 
peror's Army in the Year 1631. And for this Preferment, he 
ſays, the Sun was at that time directed to the Midheavenz a 
thing rather fit to be laughed at than believed : Becauſe there is 
no ſuch Dire&ion; and whoſoever doth imagine that the Sn 
or Myon can be directed to the Cuſps of the Houſes (otherwiſe 
than Convers) I am certain he doth not underſtand the nature 
of Dirc&ional motion. 

Now to ſhew you, how luckily a falſe Rule happened to ſuit 
to Morinus's invention, in a Figure that ſeems very probable to 
be true, and fo confirmed him and his Proſelites in their miſ- 
guided Opinions concerning the Anareta, being wholly ignorant 
not only of the true Method in Direcion, but alio of thoſe un- 
deniable Rules laid down for our Direction ardGuide in that part 
of this Sciencez | will make it appear that he did dye by Dire- 
Qions to the Giver of Life, and this by his own Figure, altering 
it but one minute in Time; that is, 15 minutes in the O. 4. 
of the Aſcendent, and not only prove his Death, but alfo give 
you Dire&ions for his being choſen General, far more likely than 
that of Morinzsz and the Oblique Aſcention of the Aſcendent, 
that I work by, is 344 degrees 7 minutes, and the Pole of the 
Sun about 4.5 ; the diflance of the Swn from the Seventh Houſe 
is 16 degrees 12 minutes; the diſtance of Mars from the Se- 
venth Houſe is 28 degrees 16 minutes. Hence you have the Szn 
to the Mundane Parallel of Mars D.D. Ark 46 degr. 55 min. 
which gives in Time 50 Years and 5 Months ; and followed by 
the Sun to the Square of Saturn in the Zodiack, thus,

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Now what nced we fly to impra&icable Shams, when Truth 
is ſo near at hand ? And what need is there to imagine a ſingle 
DireCtion, - that is both Improbable and impotlible to give whac 
he pretends, when we have no lefs than three that are beyond 
all doubt, agreeing with his Death , its time, and Prolomy's 
Rule, which is this, Er cam Jubiter aſpicit Mzr.m affilum, 
erwnt neces inſigniores ex judiciss, aut ira Ducum aut Fegum ; Gua- 
dri Lib. 4. Cap. 10 I know the next Quettion you ask me is, 
How Jupiter beholds Mars afflicted, to make this Rule good ? 
Why, truly, you mult take Pains, and fearch it cu: by Labour, 
for it is plain enough. And beiides, I am now dzreRting of Er- 
rors, not writinga Theory z but you may depend on it, the Rule 
really takes place in this Nativity, as to his Death, which was 
Murder. 

And give me Jeave to add one word, to exculc the Emperor 
about his Murder, which perhaps may ſtick with Come Readers, 
This Native, after he had beat the Swedes, and kill'd their King, 
grew ſo horridly infolent, he- was above all Law and Govern» 
ment, neither the Emperor nor the Princes of the Empire knew 
how to deal with him: They tell us, He would ſend for any Man, 
who he deſired, or take them by Violence in the Streets, and 
bring them to his Houſe, and command his Servants to hang 
them immediately in his Orchard. And when he had ſerved 
many fo, he gloried in it fo much, that he askt his Friends that 
came to ſee him, To go into his Garden, and fee what Fruit his 
Trees bore. And for this, and ſuch like Crimes, he being too 
big for the Law, the Emperor commanded him to be kill'd ; 
which was in his Chamber the day before mentioned. And 
though 1 have ſhewed you how theſe DireCtions better agree than 
that of Morine's, yet I do not warrant it to be his true Nativiey, 


but do ſay it ſeems very probable. 


The next is the Nativity of Francis de Bonne, Duke and Mir- 
ſhal of France z who lived to 83 Years of Age, and dyed Sep:emb. 
28, 1626,. on the DireQionof .the Moon to hex own Square in the 
Ecliptick.. The Figure followeth.. - This -

This Learned Gentleman certainly never gave himſelf time 
to conſider, or elſe he never read Ptolomy with any Care or Cre- 
dit; for this is one of the idleft Reaſons that ever was given. 
Firſt he tells us, That which is not true, i.e. that the Moon is 
Apbetaz which by his good fayour ſhe is not, for all her be- 
ing in the Tenth. And Secondly, he tells us a thirg not a gree- 
able to Rulez for he ſays, He dyed on the Mon to her own 
Square : Which cannot poſſibly be, becauſe Jupiter beholds the 
Place of Direion with his Trinc ; and to affert this is directly 
againſt Prolomy's Rule, and my own Experience z and befides, if 
the Moon were Hileg, and direed to her own Square, as in this 
Example, it could not kill, But to be plain with you, I doubt 
the Truth of the Figure, as to time, and my reaſon is this 
Let which of the two Luminaries you pleaſe be A4phera, I ſeeno 
reaſon why he ſhould not dye onthe DireGions of cither to the 
Body of Mars, and Oppoſition of Saturn, and this in a violent 
part 
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part of Heavenz but it is next to impoſſible he ſhould eſcape 
thoſe DireQions if the Moon were Hileg, becauſe they came up 
late, even at 60, and this with the Capue Meduſe, a violent Star. 
Ard therefore I will not ſo much as imagine a Figure that may 
hit the Time of his Death, becauſe 1 believe he was abuſed by 
having a falſe, Time given him ; and why may not he as well be 
deccived by a falſe time given him, as to print a falſe time for 
his own Birth, which I am ſure that is ; and therefore if I were 
to projet a Figure for this Great man's Birth, it muſt be one 
where neither the Sz#n nor Moos is Hileg, 


The next we meet with is that of MART Queen of 
POLAND; (he was a French woman, and was married to 
Uladiſlans King of Poland, the 5th of November 1645. and - 
he dying ſoon after, his Brother Caſimire was choſen King, 
and afterward married his Widow, May the Thirticth 1649, 
So that ſhe was twice martied, and this to Two Kings , 
in the ſpace of Four Years. And the Nativity he gives us 
for this Queen's true one, is as followeth, ſet to his Time, 
but by my Table of Houſes , _ and the Planets places from- 
the Rudolpbine Tables, as he ſays. Eſtimate Time 3 minutes paſt 
8 mane. 
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© | have printed this Scheme, becauſe it is a remarkable Nati- 
vity, and he hath given the eſtimate time of it alſo, and will 
really admit of a Trial of Skillz in the management of which 
I will be very juſt and fair, and do both the Art and this 
Learned Author Right: And the Accidents he gives are theſe 
following, 

Aged 15 years and 2 months, Odob. 12th 1626, ſhe fell into 
a ho Diſeaſe, and was near Death z the Aſcendent then to 


the Square of the Moon with Latitude. 

Aged 18 years, Anno 1629, ſhe was courted by the Duke of 
Orleans; but the Marriage was prevented by Cardinal Kicheliew, 
and the Queen Mother, Mary de Medicis z Aſcendent then to che 
Sextile of Jupiter. 

. Aged 34 years and 2 months,fhe married Vladiſians the Fourth. 
King of Poland, the Midhcayen then to the Body of Venus. 


Aged 
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Aged 37 years and 9 months, May 3oth, 1649. ſhe was then 
married to Caſimir, the next King of Poland: She had then 
Mercury and Jupiter in ConjunGtion, direGed to the Body of 
Mars, Lord of the Seventh, as he fays. And theſe Four Acci- 
dents are my further Bulineſs to examine. 

Morinus h#h taken the Square of the Moon in Libra, with 
4 Degrees of North Latitude, and for what reaſon I cannot tell 
for the Moon hath not full out 2 Degrees South , where ſhe 
is in Capricorn z but let his Reaſon be what it will for ſo doing, 
he pertealy overthrows their old imaginary Rule, that the 
Square always falls in the Zodiack, by this Example-of his. It 
is plain_ that every Aſpet oweth its being to the Body -it pro- 
ceeds from z and therefore if you will allow the Aſpe& Lati- 
tude, you can allow it no more than the Body hath it is produ- 
ced by : If you do allow it more or leſs than that Body hath, 
you make the Aſpe&t Challenge a Latitude proper to it (elf, 
which to this day was totally unknown to all Pretenders. But 
perhaps youu will fay, The thing ſeems very rational., becauſe 

he allows the' Square what Latitude -the Moox hath in that 
- place, when ſhe comes thither, where it falleth in the Eclip- 
tick. It is true, he doth ſo ; but what is that to the true Mo- 
tion? And how will he demonſtrate that the Aon is in exat 
Square to the Aſccndent, more by taking of 4 Degrees, than if 
he had talken but 2 Degrees, or none at all in that Dire&ion z 
for the meaning of the DireGtion is, That the Moon is in 
exact Square to that Angle, when that DireQion is finiſhed, 
"which he nor no man can prove by that method of dircRing 3 
for the Aſcendent comes to the Square of the Moon , when the 
Fourth Houſe comes to her Body 4 and I know no other Square, 
nor he neither, but what is Imaginary : And if fo, Pray what 
do the 4 Degrees of Latitude in Libra fignity ? Bur why Four 
Degrees to be taken, contrary tothe Rule of the Square falling 
in the Ecliptick, and exceedmg; the Mons Latitude where ſhe 
is. two Degrees ? Why truly for no other reaſon , but to help 
out at a dead lift z for he could by no means make the Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Venus for her Marriage, and the Aſcendent 
to the Square of the Moon, for her Sickneſs, agree ; for the 
Aſcendent to the Square of the Moon in the Ecliptick , would 


have had 17 Degrees, 49 Minutes Ark, ;and that would not do, 
| S 2 for 
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for his Ark was to be but 14 Degrees 56 Minutes z and by ta- 
king the Square of the Moon with 4 Degrees of Latitude, hit 
the thing to a hair: And that is the truth of the whole mat- 
ter 3 and by this Caſe of Neceflity came this curious Noticn in- 
to practice; and, to ſ.y the truth, I tind it no where uſed 
throughout his whole T reatife, but in this particular Caſe: And 
when it is fully examined, , I think really no body can be- 
lieve it, 

As to the Second Accident, which he attributes to the Aſcen- 
dent to the Sextile of Fupiterz if | ſhould allow him that, 1 do 
not think it will do him any Service at all; for the Sextile of 
Fupiter cannot give ſuch a Courtſhip, and ſuch great Enemies to 
prevent its Efic& at the ſametimez there muſt be ſome mali- 
cious Beams to raiſe thoſe Adverlaries, as you may ce hereafter : 
Buty in ſhort, that Dir-Gion came up at Six or Seven years 
of Ape. 

The Third Accident and Dire&ion no man can deny, could 
he make the Square of the Moon to the Afcendent fairly agree 
with it, to give her Sickneſs at 15 years of Age; which, you 
ſee, he could not do, but was confirained to make a Rule on 
purpoſe, contrary to true Motion, and his own PraQiice before ; 
And for that Reaſon I have juſily made theſe Objections to his 
Operations in this Nativity, which, he ſays, is moſt exactly 
reQified, = 

The Fourth Accident, which was her Second Marriage, at 
the Age of 37 years and 9 months, he ſays, was cauſed by the 
Dirc&ion ot Fupiter and Mercury, in ConjunGion to the Body 
of Mars ; which certainly can never be aHowed nor believed by 
any man but him that can believe any thing. And the better to 
entorce and foititic his Dodrine, he tells us, That Jupiter, Lord 
of the Seventh, with fercury Lord of the Afcendent, are di- 
reed to Mars, Lord of the Seventh ; ſo that he hath two Lords 
of the Seventh to effect the buſineſs : And had the Direction becn 
in. the Seventh, by this Rule and Opinion of his it would cer- 
tainly have been more forcible. But ſuppoſe this were all true, 
Why ſhould 7apiter, &c. being direQed to Mars, be more likely 
w-give Marriage at 38 than the Szx to the Body of Mays at about 
22 years of Age, even inthe Heat and Fury of Youth , at which 
Age Women are generally more bent to Marriage than at 38 
and 
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an] yet at both Ages, under proper DireQions, we find ſuch 
Examples frequent enough ? Nay! hetells us, That his Friend 
Monſieur Gowlas, from this only Direction, predicted this Queer 
a Second Marriage, while her Firſt Husband was living. If he 
did, it was a bold Venture, attended with a good Fate more 
than the Direion he gives; nor indeed is there any thing in 
it worthy of our imitation or credit, though it did his bufineG 
as well as if it had been true, for it got him the Queen's good 
Opinion and Favour. .But it would have been no ſmall Service 
to us, had either of them told us by what Rule the Firſt Huſ- 
band ſhould dye fo ſfoonz which would be of more uſe than this 
new Projet; For Fupiter, Lord of the Seventh, is firong, 
and fo is Mars, and both Lords of the Seventh, as he ſays. And 
ſo I come tocorre@ the Figure, and giye my Reaſons and Dire- 
Gions for theſe Four Accidents. J

If Iunderſiand the buſinels, theſe DireQions are far more agree- 
able, and more natural too, than thole given by Morinus 3 and be- 
fides, 1 am nearer tothe eſtimate time than he is, which ſecms to 
be given very exact, even to 3 minutes z as you may lee, 
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The Aſcendent to the Square of the Moon, for her Sickneſs, 
is no ways ſtrained,but a true and a fair DireQion z and yet A- 
rimes himſelf never knew what made it fo violent, as to be like to 
kill her; for in his own Nativity it gave nothing at all; nor 
doth he take notice of it; Nor did he ever know what ſaved her 
Life under thoſe two Dire&ions of the Moon and Satwern ; for in 
that of Zaga-Chriſti he makes the fingle Square of the Moon kill 
him, and yet here it gave a diſeaſe, and did not kill: And in 
my opinion it wculd have beerr worth your knowing, had he 
been fo free as to have told us the reaſon of theſe things z for 
every Afirologer, that is Maſter of his Profefſion, doth or ought 
to know this Myſtery: 

The Sun ad paral. Mars in Zodiaco, and at the heels of icy the 
Moon to the Oppoſition of Venws looks like a Courtſhip, but to 
her injury and diſcontent, as we may (uppoſez becaule two ſuch 
great People as the Qa*en-Mother and the Cardinal, undertook 
to break the bufineſs, and prevent the Marriage. Pray confider 
whether theſe are not much more likely than the Aſcendent to the 
Sextile of Jupiter. | 

The Moon to the Parallels of Jupiter and Mercury, and the Sun 
to the Body of Venus, motu converſ. are DireRions probable to 
give Marriage, as well as that DireQion of the Body of Venus to 
the Midheaven ; and though that doth not touch in this of mine, 
yet it is juſt at the- door, and doth certainly influence the 
matter. | 

But the Cauſe of her Second Marriage is the great and only 
thing in diſpute, as you have heard z for which, I ſay, ſhe had 
the Myon to the Zodiacal Parallel of Yenxs, and at the ſame time 
under the Influence of the Midheaven to the Body of Ven, 
that began its effects in 1647. But perhaps you will fay, That 
the Dire&ion of the Moox to the Parallel of Venzs, in the Zo- 
diack,-cotnes op at 38S years -and 4 months, and ſhe was married 
at 37 years and 9 months z and therefore this is not to the pur- 
poſe. To this I anſwer, I have followed Ornganss for the Lati- 
tude of the Moon, as having no other for that year; and, you 
know, he is none of the exaReſt in thoſe Calculations. There- 


; fore if the Moon's Latitude be allowed to be 12 minutes too much, 


(and 1 am certain its greater thars it oaght to be) che DireQion 
will couch exactly at the time ſhe Married z and the former of 
the 
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the Body of Venus gave the beginning of that Second Courtſhip, 
But beſides, thoſe Zodiacal Parallels are generally in Operation 
before they perfectly touch, and the nearer the Tropicks, the lon- 
ger : So that it is poſſible one of theſe DireQions falling near the 
Tropicks may be in operation 10 years z nay, I may fay 20; 
tho? there are many,l know,that will think it is very improbable, 
and fo let them and welcome, Thus I have endeavoured to ſhew 
you, That this Nativity was to be proved by the ſame Accidents, 
and yet by other DireQions than thoſe given by this Learned Au- 
thor, and this by keeping cloſer to the eſtimate time than he did. 

But perhaps you may ſay, You do not underſtand ſome of theſe 

DirceQions, and therefore you have nothing but my word for it. 

Why, really, I chink, you. may as well take my word for theſe, 

as take Morine's word for his; for I am certain, there is not a 

Reader in the world can imagine why the Square of the Moon 

ſhould be taken with 4 degrees of Latitude in the Aſcendent, 
when her Body hath not two, as you have already heard, 


The next Nativity we meet with is that of Lewis XIV. King 
of France, whom, he ſays, was born September the 5th, at 15 
minutes paſt 11 before noon S. I. 1638. in the Latitude of 49 3 
but he correQs it to 4 minutes ſooner, which we ſhall immedi- 
ately conſider, with the reaſons of it. _ 

Morinus ſays, he had a Fever, with an Eryſipelas in his Face at 
5 years and 7 months old ; and the Small Pox at g years and 2: 
months old, with danger to his Life z and all this from the Square 
of the Moon, well managed. 'N 

The tirſt of theſe Diſorders, he ſays, was cauſed by the Dire- 
Rion of Fapiter to the Square of the Mon without Latitade ; 
which by his Pole of Poſition gives an Ark of 4.degrees 55 mi- 
nutesz and, by Naibod's meaſure, is too fhort *"by 35 minutes z 
but-that I will paſs by and excuſe ; -But if you direct Jupiter un- 
der the true Pole of Poſition, the Ark will not be full 4 degrees 
which I cannot allow, by my meaſure and method in DireRion, 
to hit the time of that Diſgaſe. But why muſt Jupiter be a fig- 
nibcator in this Caſe? He, is Lord of the Fourth and Second, 
and, -in my opinion, that gives. him.no Power. Mars is indeed 
Lord of the Aſcendent, and had be dire&ed him, there might 
have been ſome Pretence for it 3 but Z»piter hath none, for he 
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makes but 10 degrees of Sagitary on the Second Houſe,- and 5 of 
them 10 mult be allowed to the Second ; fo that he can have but 
5. in the Aſcendentz and how thoſe 5 can entitle him to be 
Lord of the Aſcendent, I cannot imaginez and it is that I ſup- 
poſe he builds upon: He might as well have directed Saturn to 
the Oppofition-of the Xoon, and with the ſame Authority, 

The Second Diſeaſe, which was the Small Pox, he ſays, was 
from Fupiter.. dircQted to-the Square of the Moon, with Lati- 
tude, and the Aicendent coryers to the Square of the Moon, with 
Latitude likewiſe. Theſe are choice Notions, if we can but un- 
derſtand and believe them. Firſt, you muſt know, though the 
Moon hath but 2 degrees 36 minutes South at Birth, he makes 
her Square to have 4 degrees 17 minutes South, orelſe the Trick 
will not do neither to Jupiter nor the Alcendent; no, nor with 
it neither, without the belp of his new Table, pag. 550. The 
main Queſtion is (as 1 have obſerved before in the Queen of 
Poland's Caſe) Why the Moon's Square muſt have 4 degrees 17 
minutes, and her Body but 2 degrees 36 minutes at Birth: Per- 
haps you will ſay, She hath ſuch Latitude when ſhe comes to 6 
degrees of Scorpio, and therefore it ought to be allowed here. 
That I utterly deny, and this, Firſt by their own Principles; 
for they have all taught ic for DoQrine hitherto, That the Square 
always falls in the Ecliptick; as ſuppoſing the Interſections of 
the Ecliptick and Orbit to be 180 degrees diſtant, and cach of 
them go degrees diſtant from the Planet : And they were forced 
into the Belief of this, becauſe the Latitude at the Oppoſition is 
always of a different Denomination from that of the Body, and 


* therefore by that Rule this Square of the Moon could have no La» 


titude, as it is ſaid to have by this Learned Author, 

Secbndly, By Morine's own Principles, who hath blamed Blan- 
chinus and Regiomontanus for their hiitious and imaginary Cir 
cles, and ſet up one of his own more confuſed, as you may ſee, 
pag. 353, 359. and fo on, if you pleaſe; where you may read 
the Baſis and whole Proje&t of this Bufine(s, as he hath there 
ſtated it, with a Diagram annexed. And the ground of all is 
placed in the apparent Inclinations and Orbits of the Planets ; 
ſo that though the Planet hath no Latitude in the place it is in, 
yet the Sextile or Square of that Planet ſhall have x, 2,3, 4,o0r5 
degrees of Latitude, according to the utmoſt Inclination of that 
Planet's 
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Planet's Orbit at that time z and this Inclination makes way for 


the Uſe of his Table to corrc the Aﬀpedts ; And after he hath 
learnedly diſcourſed De M»t#. reali Planetarum, and anſwered ſe- 


veral O»5jctions, he leaves us: julit as he found us, and full as: 


ignorant of_ true Directional Motion as we were before ; for 
though | allow, and all men will grant, he talks fearnedly of 
the matter he handlcs ; yet what is that to directional Motion ? 
that is performed per M:1um in Orbitis ſuis; this per Motur Rape 
tnx : And | am ot opinion that this is the reaſon that fo few. 
Mathematical heads underſtand Aſtrology , becauſe they have 
conceived x motion of the Heavens in their way, which puts 
them out of this: Nay ! I had rather teach a-Plowman Aſtrology, 
that is wholly ignorant of it, than any one that hath been edu- 
cated -and taught by the belt Pretenders in the Town ; and 1am 
ſure I (hall do it with leſs trouble, But to the point again 3 


Morinus tells us, That the Planet's vilible Latitude is the way 


of che Planet;-and the Circle that the Aſpects are made ins 1 
will allow it. But then 1 ask him, What that is. to any other 
Planet in DireFion ? Why truly nothing at all ; for every Pla- 
n:t moves in his own Orbit, and therefore is direGed in his own 
way. and meets all Rays there, and no where elſe; but it is the 
Zodiack thar 1s tlie Standardrof the meaſure of theſe Rays, whe- 
ther the Inclination be. North or South; and for all DireQions 
that have large Latitude, they are indeed molt properly meaſured 
by the Mundane Circle, which is really more exa& than dire- 
ing by the Poles of Poſition in that caſe. Bclides, he is forced 
to make uſe of the ſame Diagram they da, to' demonſtrate his Pro- 
je& ;z only he turns the Whim another way, and, I think, really 
further trom Truth than they arc, with- much more jtrouble*tn 
the Operation by his way: than theirs in dividing the Laticude 
into Halves and: Quarters. And, to omit more Words and Ar- 
guments, I will give you this one, That he doth not purſue this 
Rule he hath laid down in the managing of any Naitivities, but 
where Neceſſity obligeth him z take an Example or two. In 
the Nativiry of Franciſcs de Bonne, he tells us, That he dyed on 
the .M»on-to her own Square z which if .ſo, then he breaks his 
ewn Rule 3) for the Moon to her own Square with Laticude, is 
undoubtedly ;moxe forcible than without.! And he lets him out- 
live the: Mwe to hex own Square _ Lat. and kill'd him above a 
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year and a half after, on; the Moon to her own Sqpare, fine 
Les. which is much the weaker Ray. So that you ſee cither he 
doth not believe his own Rule, or elſe he darcs not truſt it. Be- 
fdes, this DireRtion of the Moan to her own Square ought to be 
with Latitude, and no otherwiſe, becauſe ſhe is Significator ; it 
is to her own Rays, and falls in her own way, and {hecan meet 
that no othewiſe but with Laticude, which you (ce he here cvades. 
But for Fupiter to meet her Square with Latitude South, when 
þis own was North, is ſuch a DoQtrine as no man of Reaſon can 
belicve, 

A Second Example is in his own Nativity ; where, though 
there are no leſs than Five Planets in the Twelfth Houſe, and 
Three of them Violent ories, yet he takes no notice. of any 
Convers DircRion that ever hurt him; and yet the Aſcendent 
was giver of Life there, which_it was not in that of Lewy ; 
which is an odd kind of Do&trine, as if- a Convers DireQion had 
not as much Power to hit a Phyſician, as a Monarch, Hence 
cannot believe theſe DireRions, and by conſequence his Corfe- 
Rion of the Figure, though I confeſs it is moſt ingeniouſlydone, 
and et off with a fine flouriſh, after the Freneb mode, but ſhould 
rather flick to the eſtimate time, 

I know you will be in expc&ation what I ſhall appoint in the 
room of his Dire&ions, to give theſe Diſeaſes that he mentions 
and corrects by, And in that Cafe 1 wilt be very ſhort, and 
chuſe whether you will believe them or not. For the Firt Ido 
allow the Moon Convers to the Oppolition of Saturn, which 
touch juſt before Five Years of Age: And in the Revolatioo, 
then at hand, you have Mars in Virgo, in exact Square to his 
own Place, and the Moon in 19 degrees of Gemize, 1n Square to 
them both, and in Oppolition to Mars's Radical place z which 
T think may pals for a violent Revolution, had.there been no Di- 
reQion. | E 
. + For the Second Sickneſs, at 9 years of Age, I ſay, the Sun 

Hileg was directed to the Lions Tail, and the Zodiacal paralie] of 
Merewry ; and in that Revolution the Moon.was in Saogitary, in 
Square to the Sun, ard in Oppotition to Saturn, who was ftati- 
onary in 2 degrees odd minutes of Gemini, in Square to-the Swe 
jufi before ; and this alſo may paſs, in my Judguent, for a vio- 
kent R:volution. Ldo confcis the Swn had becn under that Di- 
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retion nbove Six months, and the Parallel of Mercury did not 
yet touch z yet when this violent Revolution began, it ſet them 
both to work. Objetion. But your Directions, by your own 
Conf:ffion, the one is paſt, and the other not come up, and is 
not this like to make tipe work ? Anſwer. Why truly, they are 
nearer than his, if you pleaſe to lay by the Sham ot 4 degrees 
in the Moon's Square, and then you will have nothing at all for 
the Small Pox, neither to Jupiter nor the Alcendent;; tor that of 
Jupiter comes up at 5, and the Aſcendent at 13 yeprs of Age. 
And for you that do contend for his DoQtine, you multi allow 
me this, for he himſelf tells you, page 596. in the Caſe of He- 


minga, That the EffeQs of the DircQion that gave him his Sick- _ 


neſs in 1566. was retarded a whole Year, for want of a ſuitable 
Revolution to influence its violence. But 1 do not ſtand in need 
of this Sham to-jultitie me. Again, I believe there are but few 
of you know when DireQions touch, without the Athſtance of 
Revolutions and Tranſitsz if you do, I do not ; and for the Zo- 
diacal Parallels, they are not like other Directions, but depend 
on the true declination, and may give an Influence before they 
touch, and in this cafe the rather, becauſe it is to the Swn, and 
all Zodiacal DireQions to the Swn are for the moſt part allowed 
by all skilful men to touch ſooner by 30 minutes than any other 
whatſoever : And whatever you think of theſe 1 have given for 
the Cauſes of thoſe Diſeaſes, 1 am certain that thoſe aſſerted by 
him have nothing of Weight nor Truth in them, | 


I cannot paſs by Hemmings's Nativity without ſome notice and 
obſervations thereon, to ſhew you our French Author's Skill, 
though I ſhall not trouble you with a Figure, but leave that to 
your lefting. Hemmings ſays himſclif, That he was born February 
the 7th, at almoſi a quarter paſt x in'the Morning, Azzo 1533.

Nativities, :and ſee: how theſe Rays of Jupiter are made uſe of 
there; for like Cauſes always ought co hive like Effects, or elſe 
'Rules laid down, to know when they ſhall, and wh.n they ſhall 
not produce ſuch things. In the Natiyity of Charles Condren, the 
Aicchident to the Square'of Fupiter is not obſerved to have done 
*any- thing of -Iojury to his Health z--and yet he is, . by ried 
| ule, 


, 
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Rule, Lord of the Eighth, as being exalted there: Nay ! his 
Square fell near the Body of the Sun, Lord of the Eighth, and 
yet we (ce he out-liv'd them both. 

In Motfieur Tronſon's Nativity, Fupiter is in ConjunQion with 
Venus, Lady of the Eighth Houſe, in the End of Leo; and yet 
the Aſcendent to both their <quares could not kill him z and yet 
they fell in Scorpio, a violent Sign, and they with a violent Star in 
Leo, that is, the Lyons Heart; - and befides, the Direction fell at 
5o years of Ape. : 

In the Nativity of Monfieur de Bonne, Jupiter is in Oppoſition 
to the Sun, and to Venus Lady of the Twelfth; and yet the 
Aſcendent to all their Squares could not, or elſe they would not 
kill him, Nay! after all this, the Afeendent to the Square of 
Satzrn and Mars could not kill him, notwithftanding Satzrn was 
Lord of the Eighth, and Mars exalted there z which by Morine's 
Rule are both Lords of the Eighth Houſe. What think you of 
this man ? Was he not fit to be a Marſhal of France, that could 
bid defiance to all theſe murdering Stars? And yet that peeviſh 
Churchman, Cardinal Richeliex, Ineakt away upon the Aſcendent 
to a tingle Oppoſition of Fupiter. But no matter, Morinus doth 
this man's bulineſs afterward, with the Moon to her own Square, 
notwithſtinding it is a Diurnal Nativity, and the Szx giver of 
Life: Can you forbear laughing ? Well, but perhaps you will 
ſay, In all theſe, ry is neither Lord of the Eighth, nor in it, 
and therefore doth not come up to the Point. To that | anſwer, 
| You may imagine what you pleaſe of the matter, but I do af- 
fure you, Jupiter is the ſame when he is out of the Eighth, as 
when he is init. And he is no more violent when he is Lord 
of the Eighth, than when he is Lord of the Tenth, But be- 
cauſe 1 will pleaſe you, I will come to the Point in your own 
WAay. 

| In. Morinus his own Nativity, Jupiter is wholly Lord of the 
Eighth Houſe, and in Conjun&ion with the Szn in the Twelfth, 
and yet you do not tind that Myrinzs tells us of any Sickneſs or 
other Injury he had on the Afcendent to the Squares of them 
both z which plainly ſhews that he doth not allow the ſame Di- 
xeRions the ſame or Adequate Effets , but rambles from one 
thing to another, according as it {crves his turn. | 


In Philippes Bandeyra's Nativity, wand (modo Moyini) is _ 
0 
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of the Eighth, and Diſpoſitor of Satzrn and Mars, and yet he: 
paſſed the Aſcendent to the Square of Jupiter, without dying ; 
and after that the Squares of Saturn and Mars too, for ought we 
know; I am ſure by the truc Rule he ought todo it. 

Thus you ſee, by comparing one with the other, he doth nct 
uſe a regular Method, nordoth he build his DoQtrine on any fixt 
Principle: For which reaſon we cannot rely on: this Say ſo 
of his, That the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Jzpiter killed 
this Cardinal, And now, to ſum up all in a word or two ; Ido 
tell-you, I am cerfain the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Jupi- 
ter did not kili him 3 and my Reaſon is, Becauſe the Swn is giver 
of Lite in that Figure he gives for his Nativity. But perhaps 
this Nativity may fall into hands more capable than my ſelf to 
CorreR and Regulate itz and therefore I will give them the time, 
and Planets places I find in Morinzs. Cardinal Richeliew was 
born at Paris on the 9th of September, $, N. at 34 minutes paſt g 
mane, 1585. and the Planets Places from the Rmxdolphine Tables, 
R. M. A. C. 230. 58.

Laſily, if you will have my Opinion in the matter, as to the 
time of this man's Birth, I really think he was born above an 
hour before this time, and then he might dye cn the Afcen- 
dent tothe Squares of the S#n and Moon: Or clfe an hour later, 
and then the Sn to the mundane Parallel of the Moon, and rapt 
Parallel of Satxrn might do it, But I dare not venture on a Cor- 
xe&ion my ſelf, unleſs he had given us the ctimate time ; which 
þ belieye was at ſome diſtance from this, 


The next Nativity Lmeet with, is Monſieur Lewis Tronſon,a Pri- 
vy Councellor to the French King, who was born (as ſays Mo- 
rinus) September the 1ft, bor. 9. min. 19-mane, 1576, at Parir> And 
that this is the true Nativity of this man, he endeavours to 
prove by theſe four Accidents and DireRions following. 

Anno 1617: aged 40 and a few months, he had two great 
Places given him at Court, that made him Prime Miniſter of

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' States for this he had the Midheaven directed to the Body of 
the Sx», and by this, I ſuppoſe the Figure was correRed. 

Anno 1618. February the 19th, he was married ; he had the 
Sun then to the Sextile of the Moon by DircRion, 

Anno 1626. Augu't the 2d; he was degraded, and turn'd ue 
of all his Places at Court, and was not any more reftored ; he 
had then the Sun to the Square of Mars by Dircion, 

. Anno 1642, December the Sth, this great man dycd of a Quar- 
tan Ague and Fever. Morinus ſays, It began the year before, 
and was then a Double Tertian, which degenerated afterward 
into a Quartan. The Figure followeth from whence theſe Dire- 
Gions are wrought, ſet to my Diviſion of the Heavens.

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As to that DireQion for his Preferment, no man can deny it, 
had he made all things elſe agree with that Correction z but to 
ſay, the Midheaven to the Body of the Swg gave his Pre-

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ferment, and the Aſcendent to.the Square of the Sn kill'd him, 
is ſuch a rugged fort of a Dudtrine, not like the Polite AMorinus 
in his other Learning, and therefore ] cannot allow the former 
to be the cauſe of his Grandeur, becauſe the latter I am (ure is 
falſe z and by my CorreGion, he was preferred on the Moon to 
the Tecine of Mars in Z»diaco.. 

His Marriage need make no Controverſy; for it was about.a 
year after his Preferment , and therefore the ſame DircRions 
may ſerve. But if you will have a DireQion for it, take the 
Midheaven to the Body of the Swn. 

Morinus and 1 do both agree on the cauſe of his being turn'd 
out of his Places, and the Court favour, for it was molt cer- 
tainly on the Sun to the Square of Mary in Zodiaco. 

But that about his death in 1642. December the Sth, I can 
by no means comply with, when he ſays the Aſcendent to the 
Square of the Swn kill'd him. Firſt, it is not poſlible to do it z 
for when both the Luminartes are above the Earth in _ 
places, the Aſcendent cannot kill, though it were directed to 20 
Malefick DireRions at once: And furthermore, the Aſcendent to 
the true Square of the Sun, came up at about 42 Years of Age. 
Secondly, It is not like an Artiſt to fay fo, but like a Mounte- 
bank in Aſtrology ; and whenſoever I hear any man render ſuch 
a reaſon as this is for death, let him be never ſo famous an 
Artiſt, I am ſure he knows but little of the thing he pretends 
to, and I can mumble him at my pleaſure : Nay, | will go fur- 
ther with you, There is not a man in England that follows Mo- 
rine's Method, that dares venture his Name in Publick to a Pre- 
diction of this kind ; aud I dare venture a Wager Morinus was 
not poſitive that this DireQion kill'd him, or would do it, till 
he was in his Grave: I fay, it is not like an Artift, for every 
man that underſtands his Profeſſion, will build his skill on ſuch 
Principles that are agreeable one to another, and will ſeldom fail 
if but carefully obſerved and managed. In this Nativity, both 
the Laminaries are in Aphztical places z, but the Swn claims the 
power of Hileg as his due, and yet this Learned man tells us 
he died on the Aſcendent to the Square of the Sun, which notion. 
tells us that he did-not build upon a fixt Principle : For in Hem- 
menga's; Franciſcus de Bonne's, and his own Nativity, that DireQion 
did not kill, : Y doth he.take any notice of it to do any harms 
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then, pray, What muſt the conſiderate Reader think of it in this 
Caſe? Why truly he mutt think it is a point ſirain'd, not to ſay 
any worſe of ic. Now to ſum up all, Ido ſay hedied on the 
Sun to the Mundane parallel of the Aon , and lhe radically im- 
buted by the Rays of Mars, by being in a Mndaze parallel 
with him , the Moon to the Square of Saturn in Mxndo, the Moon 
to the Square of Mars in Zodiaco, and the Sun to the Square. of. 
M3rs in Mndo 3 and then the Calculation ſtands thus :

Ard the Moon at the ſame time directed to her own Square, and 
this followcd immediately by a Mundane - quare of Satwrn, as- 
you may fee by the Table. And theſe Directions I take to be ye- 
ry rational Cauſes for ſuch an EffeR as followed ; aod (ach 
Cauſes that I or any man elſe may venture his reputation upon, 
and come off with Credit z and all this is done by a Figure: 
that Coth not diifer from Arizws , any more than one de- - 
gree and a few minutes in the Aſcendent, and a little more than 
two in-the \idheaven.

Anſwer. Morinzs tells you , That his Diſeaſe began the Year 
before,. and was a double Tertian , which afterward did change 
to a Dwartan, which is naturally ſeen in that Direion of the 
Moon to Saturn : A Quartan you know is a Chronick Diſeaſe, 
and fo his was, for it held him a year almoſt 3 and beſides, if 
you underſtand the DireQions, they kill certain, but not quick, 
as Satzrn doth naturally ſhew in all caſes where he is concerned ; 
and after all this is ſaid, the time is fo near the truth, that if 
.you will but allow an alteration of almoſt one minute ſooner, it 
will hit the time exatly. And for all thoſe that are captiouſly 
concerned in this.point, and have an ill Opinion of it, I defire 
them to oblige the World with ſomething of their own , bet- 
ter done than this is, and the main thing I deſire is to (ce 
it, | 

I am now come to the laſt of his Nativities, and that is the 
Figure and Birth of Charles Condren, whom Morine calls his Pater 
Beatus, He was a Feſwit, and General of that Order in France : 
'He was born the 16 of December, at 29 minutes paſt '6 of the 
Clock in the morning 1588. Latitude of 49. the Planets from 
-the Redolph Tables, the Figure followeth : 
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Anno 1698, he xeſolved to lead a Religious Life, at which - 


time Jupiter Lord of the Aſcendent was directed to the Body of 
Mars ;z at another time he would have ſaid that ſhould give im- 
priſonment, becauſe Mars is Lord of the T welfth, and the Mid- 
heaven to the Sextile ofgghe San. As to this laſt Direction, 
it did not come up till almoſt 40. and for the firlt it was more 
likely to give Debauchery than Piety. But the true Direction 
I. do believe was the proſped be had of ſome fat Church Prefer- 


ment, 

Anno 1612. he entered into Holy Orders (as they call it); and 
this Devotion, ſaith Morine , was raiſed by the Swn, direQed to 
the Trine of Fapiter 4 but yet he adds, obſit wt a Deo ſupernaturalens- 
motionem denegemus. 

Anno 1614. he was made a Prieſt ; beſides the continuation 
of the other DireQion, he ſays Mercary was direQ&ed to the An- 


tiſcion of the part of Fortune. Pray hee -(080'0p 0 pros

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pale? On that DireRion he might as well have ſet up a Fudling- 
'Schoolp as the Trade he did. / | 

Anno 1616, he turned Feſwit 3 he had now Mars direQed to 
Venur"Lady of the Tenthi Do. you think this is not a hopefu! 
Dire&ion to be offered on ſuch an occaſion ? 

Anno 1629. he was choſen General of the Order in France 3 
he had then the Midheaven directed to the Sextile of Fwpiter, 
and the Aſcendent to the Body of Mercxry. As to the hit, '1 look 
on that as no Dizetion in the Zodiack 3, and for the laſt I cannor 
ſee why he ſhould lay fo much ttre(s upon it. You ſee he doth 
not take one word of notice of the Midheaven to the Body of 
Venus, nor the cff:& of itz I am of opinion, he hath made a 
miſtake in his CorreQion , and taken one thing inſtead of anv- 
ther z for the Midheaven- to the Body of Yenxs , in Sextile to 
Mercury and FJubiter , is a moſt glorious DixeRtion, and mult give 
Eminent Prefermenrt to a man of his Trade. But perhaps this 
'Error will more aptly appear in the following Paragraph. 

Anno 1641. January 6. Aged 52 Years and. a Month , he 
died of a Feaver., which took him the 3o of Dec-mber before 3 
for this Morinus fays, -he had the Sza Lord of the Eighth in the 
Aſcendent ideog; Aphete fimnlq; Anerete, to the Square of the 
Moon, Lady of the Eighth ; and he ſays he predicted the day 
of his death. Firſt, you may obſerve he lays a ſircſs on the Swn 
Hileg in the Aſcendent ; and becauſe there are (ome degrees of 
Leo in the Eighth, he calls him Apbeta and Anarets, by which 
he confounds the name of the one by the power of the other 

and 't6 be fare of a killing-cauſe}, he appoints both Swn and 
Moon Governors of the Eighth, og-which Houſe he mightily 
depends in all Caſes and Directions of death. Bur the moſt 
principal thing to be obſerved here, is, that he lets him outlive 
the Sxn to: the Square of 'Satwuyn, and kills him with the Square 
of the Moon; as it Satzrn had not power ſufficient to do hls bu- 
fineſs }, or elſe out of Complaiſance he would not , which I. do 
not often find him guilly of. If Minus lodgeth this Myſtery of 
killing in the Moor, becauſe ſhe is Lady of the Eighth, he takes 
away all the Philoſophick Principles at once, and makes the 
Art wholly Cabaliſticat , and cacitly :tells his Pupils they. muſt 
in the firſt plice believe the power of the Houles,. without ask- 
ing why or wherefore'; which-no ingenious Man can allow, 
For 
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For the Planets do not kill becauſe they are Lords of the Fourth, 
Sixth, or Eighth Houſes, as he would here infinuate ; but by 
the Intemperance of their Natures $z and you ſee that Mankind 
generally dye by the Exceſs either of Heat or Cold, and this 
can by no means proceed from the Houſes, which are but imagi- 
nary ſpaces ( except the four Angles ), but from Bodies ; and. 
ſuch Bodies too that conſiſt of that Temperature and Quality 
that they hurt by, as all men will own, that have either had or 


'oblerved the Sun, or Alcendent to the Bodies of Saturn and- 


Mars ; the one certainly by his own. Nature gives hot, and the 
other cold Diſeaſes, | 

But if all that Morinzs pretends to, were allowed; yet that 
doth not take away Saturn's power to kill; and (if this is Con- 
dren's true Nativity ) I can by no means ſee any reaſon why he 
ſhould think the Square of Saturn was not as likely to kill, as 


that of the Moon, and allo as likely to be bclieved ; and if you 


do but obſerve Saturn, you'll find he is as wicked as poſlibly he 
can be: For he is in the Sixth, Cadent, out of all Dignitics but 
a Term, Retrograde, among the Pleiades, and in oppoſition to 
the Moon in Scorpio z and if all theſe added to his own ill Nature 
' will not make him able to kill this 'High-Prieſt , if the S#n is 
Hileg, then I have no more to ſay to him. But I am certain 
the Sxn is not Hileg, and by Conſequence the Figure not true 
that he hath printed, and my reaſon for it is-this : About 
40, or a little before, the Sx paſſed 4 ſuch DireQions, that'no- 
thing but a miracle could fave him, and they were the Zodiacal 
paxallels of the. Moon and Satwrn, and the Mxndane Squares of the 
Moon and Saturn ; and therefore | reſt ſatished that this Nativity 
is falſe , and leave it to others to belicve as they pleaſe , and [ 

think convenient. FR 
Perhaps it may be expe#ed by ſome, that I ſhould give a 
Correct Scheme according to my Opinion z but that I ſhall de- 
cline for Two Reaſons. Firſt, he hath not given the Eſtimate 
time, And Secondly, I ſhall make ſuch a great alceration in 
the time from his Figure by doing of it , that it will be of no 
ſervice when done ; becauſe it will be (at beſt) but dubious, 
and no man can rely on it either for Example or Judgment : 
And therefore | will leave it as it is z perhaps it may tall into the 
hands of ſome that are more able to Corred it than 1 am, which

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I heartily wiſh. | But one:thing 1 do obſerve on this Nativity, 
&c. That Morinus hath given us this Nativity in his Book of Re- 
volutions ; and it is not ſo much to ſhew the Proof, Coherence, 
and Truth of the Nativity ir ſ{clf;z as the admirable agreement 
' between the Revolutions and the Accidents of this Native in thoſe 
Years they are ſet for, of which he hath taken notice of half 
a dozen ; and (o I have done with his Nativities, and their 
ExamnaRtion, : 


Some Obſervations on the Theory and Praftice of. 
Morinus iz Aſtrology. 


"T is both plain and'certain, that Aorinzs had been at his xe 

- plas whra, in- point of Direions,. to ſuit to the time and 
accidents in Nativities, and that put him upon fhnding out (ome 
way that might help him out in. thoſe difficult Caſes ; and to this 
purpoſe we tind his great Proje& laid down and demonſtrated 
in his Sixtcenth Book, and that is, To dirc& to the Alpes of 
the Planets with Latitude; where-he hath wittily taken a great 
deal of pains, and very ingeniouſly both difcourſed and proved 
what he there aims at; and that is, that the Aſpects of the Pla- 
nets fall in their Circle of Latitude , which cannot be denied 
becauſe it is a vifible truth , proved by the Diurnal Motion : 
And yet when all-that is done, according as he hath managed 
the matter in praQice, it is nct worth a farthing ; tor though 
the thing he contends for is truc.in it (elf, yet he makes a 
wrong uſe of it z and the way he uleth it, is no more to the 
purpoſe than the former which he Condemns , and full as wide 
from truth as that is 4 the reaſon of this will appear, if you 
will confider carefully, and examine the thing. 

That though the Aſpects are made in that Circle they move 
in, yet that doth concern the other Planers, being directed no- 
thing at all ; for every Star that is direted to a Promittor, 
whether Body or Aipet , mects them in his or her own way 
fo the Sun mects all Bodies and AſpeQts in the Zodiackzand if any 
of thoſe Bodies cr Aipects bave Latitude from the Ecliptick, he 

| FH cannot 
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cannot be dire&ed to them in the Zodiack , but in Afunds, to 
ſpeak like an Artiſt , becauſe he always moves in that Circle, 
and never out of it z and therefore when Morinus talks of di- 
recting Jupiter to the Square of the Moon ( as in the French King's 


Geniture) he there imagines a motion that is not in Nature, but - 


only in Conceit ; for he makes the Square of the Moon to have four 
Degrees and a half South, almoſt 3 and Jupiter he hath one Degree 
North, and muſt meet that Square in his own way that he 
moves in, not with four Soxtb, but one North ; but if there is any 
ſuch Dire&ion in Nature, as that with 4 Degrees of Latitude, 
it is not to be wrought in the Zodiack, but ia Mundo, and in- 
deed no other way will do it. 

But when he talks of direQting the Aſcendent to the Aſpects 
with Latitude, he quite forgot himſelfy as in the Queen of Po- 
land's Caſe, where he directs the Aſcendent to the Square of 
the Mvon, with 4 Degrees odd Minutes of North Latitude, when 
the Angles (to ſay truth ) meets no Rays with Latitude, buc 
Bodies and Oppoſitions , all the reſt of their Beams are meaſured 
by the diſtance of that Body from the Angles, and not in the 
Zodiack , as ſome fondly conceit , and therefore this is not to 
be relied on in point of Truth ; bat all that I-ſhall fay of that, 
| is, it was a Neat ProjeRt and Conception, and well managed, 
but no ſervice to the Student. And upon this Proje& is thac 
of Correcting the AlſpeRs formed, page 550. which I (hall paſs 
by as a thing of little or no uſe, except to increale toil and trou- 
ble to the Young Beginners. 

But to ſay the truth of Mvrinzs, he hath in this Sixteenth 
Book outdone all that went before in Antiſcions z for he hath 
there taught the true way of taking them, which is with Lati- 
fade, becauſe they are nothing elſe but parallel diſtances from 
the Tropicks arid the Equator z and whoever takes them that 
way , and knows how to uſe them when he hath gotren them, 
will not loſe his labour : And though they have been of late 
Condemned as uſelefs by thoſe that did not underſtand them z 
yet I can aſſure you they will gratify your pains in your enquiry 
- after truth, 

In the Seventeenth Book he hath diſcourſed largely and well 
concerning the Houſes : Nay, he hath talked himlelt into a be- 


lief of their power, which overthrows and deſtroys all his Phi- 
| Y 2 lolophick 
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loſophick Dofrines beſides z for whatſoever he hath floridly 
talkt in his Cabala concerning the Houſes , is no demonitrative 
proof; that they have. power and virtue to over- balance the 
Stars in their operations. For Example, Jupiter is the great 
Balſamick Star, and the only Ruborative among them all ; tis 
he that cures the Wounded, diſſolves the Chains and Charms 
of Chronick Diſcaſcs, deſtroys the Febrile Ferments, and brings 
back poor Mortals oftentimes from the jaws of Death, Nay ! 
- it is not in his nature to hurt, no otherwiſe than Wine and 
Pleaſures. do by Exceſs 4 and yet for all this, if Morine's Do- - 
Qrine hold good, when Fupiter happens to be in the Eighth, or 
Lord of it, he is to kill, cut, murder, and deſtroy all he can 
meet with z but as ſoon as ever he is out of that.plaguy Houſe, 
' or his Houſes gone from it, why then Fupiter is a very Civil 
Gentleman and your-Humble Servant again. By the power of 
this Houſe Fwpiter kill'd Richeliew : By the Magick and Myſtery 
of this Houſe Mars and Satwrn kill'd the King of Sweden , Count 
Walſtein and the Duke of * Montmorancy, if you will believe this 
Learned Author. By the power of this Houſe, the Moon kill'd 
Charles Condren z, and yet by the power of this Houſe , Jupiter, 
though Lord of it, could not kill Morinns himſelf, By the power 
of the Seventh Houſe, Mercury and Jupiter, being directed to 
Mars Lord of it, gave the Queen of Poland a ſecond Mar- 
riage: By the power of the Ninth, wpiter being in it, and di- 
reed to the Body of . Mars , gave Charles Condren a reſolution 
to lead a Religious Life. By the power of the firſt Houſe ( in 
de Bonne's Nativity ) the Moon in the Tenth being Lady of the 
firſt, was prime Apbeta,when the Sun was juſt within the Eleventh, 
and without queſtion Hileg. Thus he endeavours to make the 
Houſes give the Circumſtances and Qualifications to all Dire&ie 
ons, which 1 can by no means comply with, nor believe. For I 
dothink that all DireQions work according to their Radical Con- 
tigurations, conſidered with the Birth, , Education and Circum- 
fiances of the Native at that time, when they work and ſhew 
their EffeQs: Arid the Diviſion of the Heavens he makes uſe of, - 
is that which is called the Rational , and ſet on foot by Regie» 
_ mantanus,” Concerning which I have diſcourſed at large in the 
Firli part, and therefore ſhall ſay no more of that hcre. 


This 
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This Learned Author hath brought in two AſpeRts, which I 

cannot call new, becauſe they. have been obſerved before in the © 
Writings of other men ; but one of them is new as to its name, 
and that is the Dodedile; which is in plain Engliſh a Semilgxtile, 
conſiſting of 3o degrees; itis a Ray that I have never uſed, 
and therefore can ſay nothing in its Commendation, but leave it 
to thoſe that love Novelties more than Truth. The other is the 
Srincunx, which he ſays is Five Twelfths of the Circle, and 
then it muſt conſiſt of 150 degrees z but for theſe Aſpects I ne- 
ver did work any of them in the Zodiack, and therefore I can 
ſay little either in their praiſe or diſpraiſe. This Quincurx is the ſame 
thing in mcaſure almoſt with that ſome call a Biqzinrzle, and they 
may be wrought either in Afundo. or Zodiaco, if you will take 
the pains. This Learned Author hath alſo given us Tables to 
ZEquate the Latitude of all the AſpeRs in DircQion, as if we 
had hot ProjeRs enough already to tire our pains and patience 
without any profit or advantage-to the work. Juliſfo I have 
ſeen the Cuſps of the Houſes wrought to Minutes and Seconds z 
and after all this pains they have erred 6 or 7 degrees in the 
Cuſp it ſelf, Yet 1 do not: deny but the thing admits of ſuch a 
regulation in nature, that Morinus mentions z but I (ay it is wholly, - 
uſeleſs in Dircions, and that he is miſtaken in the motion ; for 
the true motion. admits of. no ſuch thing. And betides, we 
ſtumble at a Straw, and leap over a*'Molehill : 1 wiſh I could find 
the man that could follow Nature's ftcps without that Regulating 
Equation, and I will paſs my word for it, his work will be ex- 
at. And now, after all, when he hath. talked over the matter / 
in a handſom witty Style, and faid all that his curiofity and in- 
genuity could think of; in relation to Aſpe&s and their Circum- 
exmſtances in all cafesz. he has forgot the main point*that would 
recommend him and his Labours to ſome great and mighty Ar- 
tiſts (if you will believe their own words) in this age z and that 
is the H-liocemrick, Aſpefis; and if he had done that, it might 
have ſaved him the trouble of his new-fangl'd Tables of Latitude. 
to multiply DireQions ; that is, jump out of one world into an- 
other to ſolve the Phayomena. 

Concerning Directions, he ſays very well and truly, Mate- 
riam aggredimur totius' Aſtrologie precipuam, ſed mebercle difficilimam,, 
Caligine ob4niiam & ſpinis borridam, &c, But when he ſays —_ 

y: 
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lomy did content himſelf with the explaining two ways of Di- 
ities only, Secundurm & contra ſucceſſionem ſignorum;, as if 
there were more ways requlfite in this Science "nay, as if 
there was a poſſibility of more, which indeed there is not, nor 
. can bezfor Nature it ſelf hath provided but two Motions, Orbieulay 
and R2pt, and all the reſt that they talk of are nothing elſe but 
witty inventions to puzzle the Cauſe. When” Prolomy did lay 
down and propound theſe two ways of DireQion, he well knew 
there could beno more z but how they would bring the Promittor 
to pals by the Sigoiticator,he left in part to every man's ingenuity, 
ſuppoſing they would endeavour to follow Nature cxaQlly in the 
thing, ” 

% the Seventeenth Book, ſed. 1. cap. 3. he tells us, There are 
"Twenty Significators, #. e. the Culps of the Twelve Houles, the 
' Seven Planets, and Part of Fortune; healfo there determines the 
Cuſps of the Twelve Houſes to be direQed for the Advantage or 
Injury of tfoſe things or perſons ſignified by that Houſe or Houſes 
he alſo allows the Seven Planets to be direRed ; Firſt, For things 
 fignitied by themſelves ; Secondly, For things and perſons fig- 
' nified by them, as Lords of the Houſes: Thirdly, For things 
and perſons fignitied by them, being in the Houſes where they 
-are found. So that you need not be at a loſs for a DireCtion to 

jump in with every accident, it you take this way. As to theſe 
various ways and intentions of dire&ing the Seven Planets, I 
*will leave it to be cenfured by better authority than my own z 
but I do think that there may be ſomething ſaid for direRing the 
"Lords of the Firſt and Tenth ; yet I malt fay, 1 look on them 
to be but weak Direftions, the Sun and Moon excepted : So like- 
wiſe for dire&ing Planets found in thoſe Houſes, which I eſteem 
weaker Direfions than the former, © & Y excepted, as before, 
'For my part , I make but little uſe of them; but thele ways 
and methods were the Pillars on which this Learned Gentleman 
' built the greateſt and moſt curious part of his Dodtrine z I will 
leave them'as I found them,and let every man work as he pleaſcth. 

In the following Chapter he diſcourleth of the Promittors z 
and tells us they are iv-number 9 2, that is; 77 Aſpes, 14 An« 
tiſgions, and the part of Fortune, To make it clear to you, it is 
thus ; Firlt, he concludes every Planet always makes Eleven 
Aſpects , Five Dexttr, Five Sinifter, and the Oppotition , 

which 
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which with © makes up 92. but I find he throws away the 
' terms as uſeleſs, and indeed there is no great matter in them by 
Dirc&ion, as I could ever find z but I think he is our of the way 
when he ſays, Cardan, Fundine, and others after Ptolomy, would 
predi&a violent death on the Aſcendent to the Terms of Saturn 
or Mars: For Ptolomy doth not advile any ſuch thing ; all he fays 
on that matter,is in the 14th Chapter of the Third Book ; where 
hedire&s us to conſider at the time of a dangerous Dire&ion to 
the Apeta, whether the Hileg is in the Terms of a Benetick or 
a Malctick, and ſo judge as we ſhall find occalion ; and if he 
ſays any thing elſe of that matter, I have not ſcen it, to the bett 
of my Memory. 

He gives a mighty Commendation to that way of Pralomy's, 
in directing per Tempors Hyraris ; but withal complains that it 
. was never perfealy underſtood by any that came after him ; 
which I do not believe. He commends Natbod's Method of 
DireRion laid down by him in his Comment on Prolomy : A Book 
not yet prinred , but handed from one to another in Manulcript 
only z and whether he had (cen it or not, he doth not tell us, 
but ſeems to relate it from JAdaginns, in his Book, De Legitim? 
Aſtrologie in Medicina Uſw, in which he -hath Tranſcribed divers 
Chapters out of that Comment, But Morinus doth in his pra- 
Rice only make. uſe of the Method laid dawn and taught by 
Regiomantanus , as you may oblerve in all his Operations of that 
nature throughout his whole BooKk'; only in ſome Caſes he hath 
endeavoured to mend it, as particularly in his dirc&ing 
with Latitude, which is really his own, aud he oweth it to no 

.man. 

But when he comes to talk of Converſe DireQions, in the 
Seventh Chapter of the 224. Book, page 540, he gives us ſuch 
a confuſed notion of it, that is not intelligible in it (elf, nor hath 
it any ground in nature; for he ſays, Diredtiones contra fignorum 
ſuceeſſimem pro Planetis retrogradis © ® mtuntur, Now it you will 
conlider the Caſe truly, a Retrograde Planet labours under no 
difficulty that can poſlibly alter the Circumſtance of its Dire- 
Rion, or the Method of it ; and this will be plain, if you do but 
conſider the 'Motion by which DircQion is made, which is not 
the Diurnal Motion in the Zodiack, as ſome fondly conceit,burt the 
Rapt Motion z and that the point any Signiticator is directed to, 
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is gone from that place 70 degrees in Six hours, and ſometimes 
lels.z and therefore it is the Stamp or Virtus prorogatoria & promiſſo- 
ria , that remains both in Z'diaco and Mxndo ; and how he will 
form an intelligible Notion to be believed, that this prorogatory 
virtue or power can be liable'or ſubje& to any Retrogradation, 
or any other motion whatſoever like it, that can alter the pro- 
grcflive motion in Direion, 1 cannot think ; for a Retrograde 
Planet muſt be direRed the very ſame way that a direct one is z 
and the reaſon is the ſame for the one 2s for the other ; for it is 
the very point the'Star is in at the time of Birth, which we are 
to reſpet z and therefore if he or you will conceit a neceſſity 
for a different motion in direction, becauſe the Star is Retrograde, 
I have by the fame Rule and Arguments juſt cauſe to alledge a 
neceſſity for a different way in Dire&ion , becauſe the Planet is 
dire& in motion ; for if the Retrograde Planet falls back , the 
Dire& Planet goes forward fromſthe point at birth z and what 
have | to do with cicher of them, ſeeing it is that very*-point 
they were in at birth, that 1 aim at and direc to z and I believe 
there is no man that underſtands Dire&ional motion that will 
pretend to Controvert this point, unleſs it is to ſhew the Excel- 
' lence of his parts in Cavilling at a poſitive truth. But when he 
talks of the @ to be directed Converſe, I am aſham'd of it, to 
find fo great'a Philoſopher inſiſt on fo ridiculous a Solceciſm, 
nay, a perfe& impoſſibility ; for among all the Authors that ever 
] have read, there are none that will pretend to this foolery, but 
thoſe who know nothing of the matter: And I am certain any 
man will be my Convert that will but conſider the Thing and 

it's Motion. But I confeſs I do not wonder at this Do&rine in 
Morinus, who doth alſo dire& the Angles Converſe, and this by 
the ſame Rule with the former, and upon the ſame ground, but 
both falſe. But to the point ; nothing can be dire&ted Converſe, 
but what is capable of the rapt motion, which the Part of For- 
tyne is na; for the Part of Fortune paſſeth through all the 
Signs in thi Zodiack in 24 Hours by the rapt Motion, which it 
could not dd if it were poſſible to be directed Converſe. For 
Example ;z Let us ſuppoſe the Part of Fortune to be in the 
Tenth, in ConjunQtion with the Sn, Moon, Venus, and Mercary, 
all which four are capable of the Rapt Motion, and are to be 
directed Converſe by the ſame Rule, for they are carried away 
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to the'Culp of the ſeyenth , and fo to the Fourth and Afcendent, 
e&c. But the Part of Fortune doth not go with them, but fiays 
in the Tenth, or thereabouts, till the next day about Noon, and 
then it is in Conjun&ion with them again ; but meets them 
ſooner than it did the day before , being got nearer to the Af 
c:ndent by one day's motion of the Moon, than,it was. Now you 
may for all this , dire& it Converſe if you pleaſe, and aflign ſome 
effect to it too 3 but it will look fo like no Direction at all, and 
your pains fo ill rewarded with empty expeRation, that per- 
haps you will fave that labour the next time, I think this is 
ſufficient tov convince any one in this matter , that is not too 
proud to be inform'd : And. for thoſe that are too ſtately: to be 
tavght , and bid adicu to Truth, if there were teri times-ſo 
much more (aid, it would be in vain. 

The next Heterodox point he falls upon, is dircting the How- 
ſes one to another, and what is the Conſequence of, it, the Angles 
Converſe ; for by the ſame Rule you can do the one, | muſt allow the 
other, But co be plain with you, 1 deny both, and do-fay they 
are only imaginary and groundleſs, and there is nothing to be 
ſaid for them, but opinion : And to ſhew you the true way of 
doing it, you muſt have recourſe to the Nativities of Walſtein 
and Lewis the 14th, in the firſt of which he direts the Sun in the 
Seventh to the Midheaven, which is in plain terms nothing elſe 
but the Midheaven Converſe to the body of the Sun, In the Se- 
cond he dire&s the Aſcendent Converſe to the Square of the 
Moon, both which, I ſay, are no Dire&ions, nor have they any 
effet. Bur becaule I have ſpoke of theſe things largely before, 
I ſhall omit to ſay more of them in this place. 

In the 22d Book there are many things more that relate to 
DireQions, that I might have recited in their order z which be- 
cauſe I do not intend a Comment, nor a particular Tranſcripti- 
on of all, I have omitted. But there is one thing more that 1 
think ſeems a little ixange to be laid down with fo much Au- 
thority as he ſeems to do it with 53 and that is ( in page 587 ) 
to extract the Nativities of the Parents, Brethren, Wife, Children, 
Servawts, Friends and Enemies, from that of the Native's, becauſe 
they ſtand related to-him by the denomination of ſeveral Houſes 
in the Figure , in which matter I confeſs he ta'ks well and learn- 
edly ; But for the uſe and truth of; thoſe Nativitics when gotten, 
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L jadge no may will venture his Reputation and Credit. I know 
what Ptolomy (ays of the matter in his 3d Book and 4th Chap- 
rer, and what Cardan and others ſay from him about it. But.of 
all that have-written, I think Morimes is the largeſt, and I doubt 
a little too large-roo, At laſt he farts a pretty fort of a Quelti- 
on, and alſo Anſwers it hirnſelf: And it is, Whether by the death 
of any Native, the Celeſtial Influence ceaſeth from that Figure, tothe 
Parents, Brethren, Wife,Children.and all others ſo related?Bat as 1 think 
there is little in the thing it (cf , and lefs uſe to be made of it, 
I ſhall paſs'it by with as little notice, and refer thoſe that would 
ſee more of it to Merine's own words, page 558. 

In his 23d Book he diſcourſeth of Revolutions, and how 
to take them: In which he hath taken a great deal of pains 
( and in my opinion ) to a very little purpofe ; for he makes the 
fame thing the balis of his work, that they all do,which is 5 hours 
49 minutes, aud the operation is almoſt as tedious as that of the 
Nativity, to giin the Revolution: And when that is done, how 
much are we the ExaRter, than what Argo/ did by a Table before 
him ? and what did Argo! do more than Leovitizes had done a hun- 
dred years before him? For ſo long fince he made the difference to 
be 5 hours 49 minutes between each Revolution : And it is the 
ſame ill, as appears by them all one after another ;z and to ſay 
the truth, I fee nothing of Excellence dore of late, but what 
rends to puzzle the Cauſc;and increaſe labour and toi} ; and when 
all this is attain'd and done,they only load che Art with abundance 
of ſooleries of no uſe, of which this of Revolutions is'one : 1 do 
not ſay the obſervirg the Revoluticns every year is a foolery ; 
but I ſay the way of managing and handling them as now uſed 
and taught, is a meer toy, and good for nothing but trouble 
And that there is nothing in the Revolution but Tranfits and 
Returns, that are remarkable and-worth obſerving. Vs, 

The firſt that Ltind did improve Revolutions after the man- 
ner now uſed, was Schoner : And lince him they are grown ſo 
artificial, that they m-ke the Revolution a ſecond Nativity z 
with DireQions and Meaſare of time , and other little- tricks 
which they have thought convenient; and. for the improvement 
of theſe ridiculous fooleries, ſome of our Engliſh Artiſts (as 
they call them ) are behind- hand with none of them ; but of al} 
the Modern Writers , 1 know r.one that go beyond Morinus in 

EIT depending, 
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depending on the Figure of a Revolution ſo taken, as before 
mentioned z as you may fee from page 598. to 67 1. In which 
Book, if the Do&trine' is true, there is enough to make any man 
Matter of the whole Method and Matter : Nay, he hath been-(o 
nice (not to fay any worſe of it }) page 644- to queltion whe- 
ther we ought not to divide the Revolution of a Nativity into 
4 Quarters, as we do that of thE Year for Mundane Aﬀairs : 
And becauſe he would be ex:&, he alſo confiders the Revolutis 
ons of the Mon, gives Rules for judging, and tells you what 
ſignihcant Effects they had in his own Nativity. A man would 
have thought one of his Learning and Parts might have been 
better employ'd, than to write (o largely of ſuch uſeleſs things, 
or if you pleaſe of things of ſuch little uſe as what you have 
heard. 

The greateſt and the belt Authority we have, doth only adviſe 
us to conlider Revolutions, to fee what Tranlits and longrefſes 
there are z and how the Radical Prorogators arc affected by th 
good , or afflicd by the bad Stars, as in thele words, Aflidtzs 
enim Locis , & in Annorum exit Stellis Inficientibus precipus loca, 
mortem certam. Perhaps there may be many read theſe words, that 
may not underſtand them, though good Proficients in Grammar, 
and the Latin Tongue z but that is not my fault. It hath been 
the Knavesy or Fodlery,of Profeſſors in all Sciences to Toad each 
art with abundance of uſeleſs things, to make themſelves ſeem 
the -more learned in their Profeſſion. Thus you may obſerve, 
that Crollivg tells us, there were originally but four Diſeaſes z and 
yet a Phytician, a few years fince, told us.in print, that there were 
600 Ditcaſes belonging to the Eyes: So extravagantly numerous 
they have multiplied our Miſchiefs. 

What reaſon have we to bclieve, that the Degree Aſcending 
( and by Conſequence all the other Houſes) have any virtue or 
force in them to inflaence that years Aﬀairs the Revolution is ſet 
for 2 And what is more abſurd and foolith? Why ſhould we cheat 
our ſelves to think that the DireQions-to the Midheaven, Aſcendent, 
Sun and M'on in a Revolution, have any more force and power 
in them, than if you ſet a tigure at Random every qu2rter of 
that year ? 

Let two men but” manage a Nativity, and-the one take the

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parts of the year they will differ 5 minutes in motion, which 
is no leſs than two hours in timez and when theſe two men 
come to (et the Revolutional Figures, what a fine confuſion ſhall 
we have! no lefs than two hours in timez and, do you think 
that will not give a great altcrajgion in the Aſcendent and Mid- 
heaven ? Then how do you think the DircQiongs of the Five Hi- 
legiack Points will agree in thele two men's operations.and what 
A Fargon here will be ? He that would be Maſter of this nonſenſical 
fluff, let him read Coley's Key filed bigger 3 and there he may ſee 
theſe Fooleries in their excellence, eſpecially page 710, 713, 
714. things | am ſure he knows nothing of ; only he imagined 
there might be ſome eaſy people would {wallow the Gudgeon, 
and believe his moſt ingenious Invention, of no uſe but to ſpepd 
time, and create trouble z but I ſhall talk with him another tine, , 
this is only by the way. | 
What Reaſon have we to believe, That the Sun's Return gives 
us atitle to any Aſcendent or Midheaven but that of the Radix ? 
Perhaps you, will ſay, Tix bawe found by- Experience a great deal 
of truth in. them, by correſponding to the Fate and Fortune of the 
Tear. Why, yes, that may be; and yet when that is allowed, 
there is nothing in it: AndI am certain, you will find as much 
toſay to a Figure ſet to this inltant, for the Fate of the preſent 
Year, as to'the moſt exa&t Revolutional Figure you ever ſet in 
your days, Tranfits and Ingrefles excepted : And any man may 
ſee this is true by the great noiſe Marinus makes with his Lunar 
Revolutions, There is no Figure you can (ct at any time, but 
you may fancy it to be a Revolutional, and its/DireQions and 
Poſitions ſhall do full as wc<ll as your exa& Revolution ſhall, 
thoſe things beforementioned excepted ; for among all thoſe Di- 
reQions, you pretend to in a Revolution, there is not one of 
them hath any effe&, but as a good or bad Tranſit or Return 
happens at the ſame time you ſay your Direion commenceth.z 
and it is that gives the Effect, and rot the DixeQtion you imagine : 
But it you do but conceit it gives what you ſay it doth, it is full 
as well as if ic did do it really. Nay! ſome are grown (o ripe 
this practice, that they arc able to predi&t Death from a ſingle 
Revolution (zt pf dicwnt) as I can prove from their own words: 
But becauſe Moranus is my ſubjeR, therefore I muſt keep to my 
Text; and. pray hear what he ſays, Predixi (fays he) pluribus 
| Amicis 
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Amicis' ex hac Revolutione Mortem, pag, 614. ſpeaking concerning 
Cardinal Richeliew. . If Morinus knew there was a Killing Dire- 
Qion, he might be bold in the Point ; if ſo, why doth he fay 
the Revolution kill'd him? For let the Revolution be good or 
bad, if it is a mortal Direcion, he certainly dies ; but if there is 
no Dirccion, I am fure and certain a Revolution, how bad foc- 
ver, cannot kill, But you hear what he fays, though I muſt 
.confefs I think it no more but a French flouriſh. As to both the 
Nativities of Richelzzze and Tronſon, the DireQions brought to 
prove their Deaths are fo idle and frivolous, that I can by no 
means allow them, and therefore they muſt dye on the Influx of 
the Revolutions ; which you may believe it you pleaſe, for I do 
not. He tells us, pag. 628. That by the preſence of three Pla- 
nets in the Third Houſe of a Revolution (which Houſe, he ſays, 
hath fignification of Religion) they gave Charles Condren @ 
reſolution to lead a Religionr life 3 and yet pag. 650, he ſays, It was 
fromthe M.C. to the # ©, and Jupiter dirced to the Body of 
Mars, that gave him that Reſolution. I cannot underfiand this 
man's method and doctrine ; I would fain have him tell me, in 
plain words, Whether he lays the ſtreſs of the buſineſs on the 
Revolution,or on the Dire&ion,and which he makes ſubordinate; 
for there can be but one principal cauſe in this and mot other caſes, 
If you pleaſe to lgok into page632. you will ſee what he ſays 
on the Revolution of this man's Deathz and when you have 
read them over, I really think you -cannot chuſe. but {mile at 
them, to ſce what a crowd of Stuff he doth enumerate, as cauſes 
of his Death, but it was when he was in his Gravez and you 
may be certain-he paſſed many ſuch Revolutions, and perhaps 
worſe too, in his Life-time, that did not kill : But I will leave it 
to the Judgment of others, and fatisfie my (elf with theſe Re- 
marks on his Dodtrine and Principles, and ſum up this Paragraph, 
and this Second part alſo, with my Opinion of Revolutions, and 
what ought to bc done therein. . 
Revolutions ax; the times when the Sun comes to the ſame 
degree and minute he was in at Birth 3. in which caſe you need 
not be fo very exat; if you mils a few minates, it is no matter z 
and at this time you are to conlider principally,, and indeed only, 
the Tranſits and Ingreſſes of the Seven Planets, and how they be- 
hold and affe the places of DircQion at that preſcnt in Opera- 
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gion : And when they. have made all the Noiſe they can, this is 
the roturn of a Revolution;z and all they ſay befides, is nothing 
elſe but Trick, and purely imaginary, Nor need you put your 
ſelf to the trouble to ſet a new Figure for this Work, for that 
of the Radix is the only tit one for it; and therefore take the ſame 
Signs and Degrees on the Cuſps of all the Houſes that vou tind in 
the Radix, and place the Planets in it as you. 6nd them at the 
Sun's Return z and you necd take them only to degrees, for the 
minutes and ſeconds in this and the Cuſps of the Houles, is to 
puzzle the young Fellows, and make the thing look great, with- 
-out any uſe init at all,

- NDREW ARGOLL was a man of that Learn- 
ing, Parts, and Reputation for both, that it-ought ra- 
ther to command my Silence and Submithon to his - 
Do@trine and Principles, than diſpute either of them, 
I-nced not tell the Learned part of Mankind of the Learning and 
Merit of this Great Man, fo famous throughout all Europe, be- 
cauſe his Learned and Laborious Volumes do it better, and ſpeak 
it louder than my Pen is able to do: Nay, that uſeful and moſt 
excellent Book, called, The Primum Mobile, will appear in his 
defence againſt all che Detractors in the world, and will (peak his 
Abilities, as well as his Merit, when either of them are queſtioned 
by thoſe that ſpeak well of no body, nor att well themfclves. 
And whoever he is that endeavours to-rob him of his Honour, = 
LaXs : 
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take away from his memory that which was his right and duc 
when living , ought to be branded with an eternal infamy, and 
while living to be denied the Benchit of Converſation, and aftet 
his Death to have his name razed out of the memory of man, 
This Learned mairwas (as to his Quality )a Knight of the Or- 
der cf St. Mark, in the Repwblick of Venice, which, as Heylin lays, is 
beſtowed generally on- thoſe. of Noble Blood, but at the leaſt on. + 
' Gentlemen, and ſuch too as are menof merit ; which this great 
man Was Without queſtion. For befides. this Honour, he was 
Mathematical Profiſſor in the Univerſity of Padua, which; be- 
fides his Skill in Numbers, beſpeaks him a man qualiticd with 
Univerſal Learning ; and indeed he hath given us ground encugh 
to believe it, by what he hath printed, and to guels at it further 
by thoſe things he hath written and not printed: As his Come, 
ment on the DLuadripartite of Prolomy z his Problems of Euclid, 
divers ways demontltrated ; with divers other yet remaining in 
Manuſcript only. And to ſum up all , he was a man that ſpent 
his time in thoſe Studies that were likely to oblige mankind in 
the future Ages of the world, and verified that Saying of Pla- 
#0, Non nobis nati ſumnus ſolzm, He was a man that may julily be 
reckoned among the Philoſophers of the laft age, and one whoſe 
Acquirements 1 dare not pretend to reach to: Nay !. the more 
2p Argoll, the more |1 tind the want of Learning-in my 
elf. | 
Theſe things being premiſcd and conſidered, perhaps ſome 
may deem ita picce of preſumption in me, that confeſs my ſelf 
ſo far ſhort of his Abilities, to examin' or queſtion the Truth of 
-what he hath writ on-any Subje&t. The Anſwer is ready to ſuch 
an Objecorz And therefore though do allow him to be a great 
Philoſopher and Mathematician, yet it doth not follow that all he 
wrote is without Faults, or that he is got to a degree of Perfe- 
Qion, which is a thing | think not to. be arrived at in this Life z 
every man is Maſter of ſomething that his fancy leads him to in 
particular, and perhaps'in that one thing he may be excellent ; 
chough perhaps he may underſtand divers things and Faculties be- 
ſide, yet in all of them he may not arrive to an equal protigiency 
and Skill, So in this of Aſtrology, 'I ſuppoſe Argoll did not 
make that his buſineſs, as he did ſome other Studies ; and there- 
fore it is probable he might not be ſo great an Artiſt in that, as he 
: Was 
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was in ſome other parts of Learning, And perhaps I my ſelf 


that have made this ( by my natural inclination ) my conftante 
Study, may be arrived to ſome Abilitizs and Rules by a con- 
tinued and long. experience, that this Great Man, among his 
greater Qualihcations, might not be maſter of. 

My Requeſt therefore to all Readers of this Treatiſe is, That 
they would make a good conſtruftion of my Endeavours, and 
believe that 1 have not undertaken this work out of any peeviſh 
defign, or capricious humor, againſt the man, but todo ſomething 
for the future age; and diſcovery of Truth. And I do affure you, 
I will carry on the work with as much tendernefs to his name 
and memory as poſſible the occalion and matter will bear, And 
I am ſorry there is an occalion for my uling Argol's name after 
this manner and way but it can be no affront to his memory, if 
I make it appear that he was in the wrong, and that the next 
age, as well as Truth, may receive advantage by ſo doing. And 
to do Argoll all the juſtice I can, I will print his Animadverſion in 
his De Diebus Criticis, pag. 143+ to ſhew you that he did noterr 
for want of Reading, as ſome, and indeed too many of our Pre- 
tenders do now-a-days 3 but you will ſee he was well acquaint- 
ed with all the ways and methods that have been, and are 
uſed, and-at laſt (poor man) pitched vpon the worſt and moſt 
groundleſs of all.

The 
Aphetas or Signihcators of Life 
are Five: And thole are the Szn, 
the Moon, the Aſcendent, Part of 
Fortune, and that Planet who 
hath moſt dignities in the place 
of the Sun, Moon, Aſcendent and 
Part of Fortune in the Ccleftial 
Figure, and in the place of the 
Conjun&ion or Oppoſition of 
the Luminaries preceding the 


- Nativity, in which this Order 


is to be obſerved. 

Ina Diurnal Geniture ſee if 
the Sznis in an Aphetical place, 
and fit to give and determine 
Life 3 which places arc the Mid- 
heaven, the Eleventh Houſe , 
the Firſt , the Ninth and Se- 
venth; any Houſe above the 
Earth, except the Eighth and 
Twelfth, for then he is allow'd 
to be giver of Life ; but if he 
ſhould be in the Eighth or 
Twelfth, fee if th: Moon be in 
an Aphetical place; if fo, the 
Moon is to be accepted. But if 
neither of the Luminaries 
ſhould be ſo qualified, then 
take that Planet who hath 
moſt Dignities in the before- 
mentioned places, and in an 
Aphetical place ao; but if 
there is none ſuch, then you 
muſt take the Aſcendent for 
Giver of Life.

But if ſhe 
ſhould be in the Eighth or 
Twelfth, or under the Earth, 
and the S»n ſhould be in thoſe 
Five and twenty degrees next 
ſucceeding the Aicendent, and 
in the Matutine Crepnſculum, he 
ſhall be giver of Lite. But if 
the Szn ſhould not be fo qua» 
lifted, then fee what Planet is, 
and hath moſt Dignities in the 
beforementioned places, and in 
an Aphetical place ailoz but if 
none are to be found, then take 
the Part of Fortune, if in an 
Aphetical place; but if they all 
happen to be unqualified, then 
take the Horoſcope for the giv- 
er of Life. 

But you are to obſerve, That 
if (as it often happens) there 
ſhould be Twoor Three in A- 
phetical places,as the Szn, Moon, 
and Lords of thoſe Places, then 
you are to take that Star who is 
moſt powerful as well in Ef- 
ſential Dignities as Poſition 3 
bit of the Sun and Moon chuſe 
that which is firongeſt ; (for 
example) let the Moon be in 
her own Dignities in the Mid- 
heaven, and the San peregrine 
in the Seventh or Ninth ; al- 
though the Nativity be Diurnal 
the Moon is to be preferred ; 
But the Lords of thoſe Places

pinion of Ptolemy to be pre- 
ferred before the Luminaries, 
eſpecially when they (hall be 
better placed, and in thcir own 
Dignities. 

The Anaretas, Abſciſſors, 
and Deſtroyers of Life are, ac- 
cording to Prolermy's Opinion, 
the Body, Squaics and Oppo- 
tions of Satrrny and Mars , 
The Antiſcions Imperans and 
Obcdiens, their Sextile Rays 
in Signs of Long, and Trines 
in Signs of ſhort Aſcention , 
both which have the Strength 
of a Square 3 when the Moors 
is giver of Life, and dire&ed 
to the Sun kills, and there are 
ſome that contend for the ſame 
power in the Squares and Op- 
politions too. The Square or 
Quadrate Ray of the Apheta 
likewife ; that is, when the A- 
pheta comes to his own Square, 
which is 75 degrees ac leaſt, 
it kills, The Apheta being 
placed between the Midheaven 
and Seventh Houſe, there js on- 
ly one Anareta, and that is the 
Culſp of the Seventh ; and the 
Bodies and Rays of the Male. 
ticks, falling between the A- 
pheta and the degree of the Se- 
venth, do not kll; but the Rays 
of the Beneficks and Malcticks 
being adJulied, they either take 
from, or add to thenumber of 
years before demonſtrated by

There is another Se or Q- 
pinion agrees with Ptolemy in 
many things, but differs from 
him in ſome, and yet ſay they 
keep cloſe to Obſervations and 
Rules, As to Life, they ap- 
point the ſame with Prolemy , 
except the Lords of thoſe Pla- 
ces, but they chiefly allow the 
Aſcendent, The Luminaries, 
whereſoever placed, as well 
under the Earth as above it, 
when they meet the Malefick 
Rays, may give Sickneſs or 
Death, according to their Go« 
vernment and Power over the 
vital and natural Faculties, of 
which Life conſiſteth. 

They appoint the Anareta's 
the ſame with Ptolemy, as the 
Bodies, Malefick Rays and An- 
tiſcions of Saturn and Aars : 
With them the Body of the 
Moon, her Quadrate and Op- 
polite Rays, and this more ec» 
ſpecially when the Aſcendent is 
Hileg, The Moon giver of 
Life, and dircRed to the Body 
or Maletick Rays of the Sur, 
gives Death, and not only 
when the Aon is Apheta, but 
any other pgint likewiſe, cfpe- 
Bg-

Fixed Stars, the Lord of the 


Eighth, the Terms of the Ma- 
leficks, alſo Eclipſes and Co- 
mets being in the place of the 
Apheta. 

They teach alſo, that the A- 
pheta to his own Square cer- 
tainly kills, and that this is the 
utmoſt term of humane Life, 
which Nicepſus and Pithoſyrs 
haveconfuſedly taught, afhrm- 
ing, That no man can live be- 
yond a Trimorion, that is three 
Signs, a Tetragonick Ray; 
which thould exceed 75 de- 
grees, for otherwiſe it is but a 
Sextile. Hence in the Domi- 
nions of Italy, it is poſſible for 
a Native to live 120 years, the 
giver of Life being in the be- 
ginning of Leo in the Aſcen- 
dent z; there being ſo many de- 
grees in diſtance to the begin- 
ning of Scorpio, But in Ger-

Thas you ſee that Argol was Maſter of all, or at leaſtwiſe moſt 
of the ways then and before his time uſed and praQiſed z and 
indeed he hath been very particular in his delivery of. Prolemy's 
Dodtrine about the Hileg: Yet I think he hath crowded in 
ſomething that ought not to have been there 3 which you will 
ſoon ſee when you come to read Ptolemy's Doctrine in Prolemy's 
words z but whether he did do this through Inadvertency, or by 
Delign, I dare not ſay. I am very apt to believe it was not done 
out of Dcſign, becauſe it doth not ſeem to me to do him any 
Service one way or other. I would adviſe every Reader, chat 
intends to be a proficient in earneſt, to ſtudy this that he calls, 
The Opinion of Ptolemy abont the Hileg, and I am certain whoſo- 
ever doth ſo, will not loſe his labour, Let no man mind the 
barking of thoſe little, ignorant, malicious Fools, who exclaim 
againſt this Author, and call him hard Names, and that in a 
ſcurrilous manner too 3 but-paſs thoſe people by, and look on 
that as their Ignorance and ill Breeding z for the three greateſt 
men in this Art that ever lived fince his time, Garden, Naibod,. 
and Maginus, admired him, and thought it worth their while to 
learn to underſtand him $ but this by the way. 


I now- 
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I now come to the matter in hand ; and the firſi Nativity that 
Argol preſents us with, is that of Pope Gregory XII. and indeed 
ic looks ſomething like him and his Actions. He tells us, This 
High-Prieſt was born Fanwary the 7th, bor. 6. min. 38. P. M. 
in the year 2502. under the Pole 44. and Five of the Planets 1 
have calculatcd from the Caroline, and they are thus, 
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This Author tells us, He-was made Auditor of the Apoſtolick 
Chamber, in Civil Cauſes, 2549. 


That he was by his Prince commanded to go to the Council of 
F Trent, inthe year 1562, 


That 
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Taat he was made Cardinal May the 12. 1565. on the Mid- 
heaven to the Sextile of ),— ey 

That at the death of Pixs the V* he was made Pope , and 
got the infallible Chair May the 13- 1572. and this on the Di- 
reQion of the Midheaven ad 4 $ in her Exaltation, 

That he dyed April the Tenth 1585. being firſt taken on the 
7th. After he had ſaid Maſr, and retired to his Chamber , he 
was taken with a Deliquizm, that is, a ſwooning Fit, which af- 
terward often return'd, and being at laſt joined with a ſmall 
Fever, kill'd him 3 and this. he ſays was from the Aſcendent 
Hileg to the Trine of Saturn. 

As to the firſt DireQion he mentions of the Midheaven to the 
* 2% for his being made a Cardinal, I cannot difown it, if all 
the reſt will 'agree and correſpond with it. 

Nor can I deny the Midheaven to the Trine of Venxr to be a Di- 
rection proper enough to be choſen Pope upon z nay, Iay it was 
as natural a Direction as could be. 

But when he tells us of the Aſcendent to the Trine of Saturn 
for his death, that I can by no means allow ; for they cannot 
(1 think) pretend to make a Square of it, becaule it is in Signs 
of long Aſcenſion 3 and though it is in ſuch Signs, ſure they cannoc 
pretend it is an Oppoſition to make it malignant 3 but why a 
Trine ſhould kill, was never alledged before, as I ever heard, cipe- 
cially he not being Lord of the Eighth, which is the Aſtrological 
Slaughter-Houſe : And befides , I do not Took on Satzrn to be 
likely to give ſuch a Diſeaſe, which is moſi common to the 
Moon or Mercury ſingle, or afliſting others z but here the 4 of h 
alone is ſaid to kill him with that Diſcaſe. 

[ believe this Nagivity may be near truth , becauſe I find 
all things agree ſo naturally to every accident, as you will fee 
immediately, I ſhall alter it but about 8 minutes in time, 
which will be about two Degrees in the Midheaven, and not 
ſo much in the Aſcendent : And then I allow him to be made a 
Cardinal on the Moon direQed to the Sextile of Jupiter. He 
-was made Pope on the Moon to the Body of 2 C, L. and he 
dyed on the Aſcendent to the O ), Seſquiquadrat G, & 2 h, as 
you may ſee by what followeth :

There are other DireCtions that I haye not wrought,as the Moon 
to the Zodiacal parallel of Venzs, and 2 iv the Midheaven to the 
Mmuudane 4 $ which came up late alſo. But the thing I intend 
to ſhew is, That to the ſame time that he gives his birth within 
$ minutes, the Aſcendent, who is without diſpute Hileg, came 
tothe Q. » at the time of death exaQly 3 and that followed by 
two others that gave their afliſtance, as you ſee. And that which 
is more to be obſerved likewiſe in the Figure is this, That at 
the time he had his Mom and Midheaven directed to thoſe great 
and glorious beams of Yenws and Fwpiter, he undertook that great 
Work to reform the Calendar z which took its Commence- 
ment in the Year 1582 , or-as ſome ſay in 1583. This was in- 
deed a great work, and will perpetuate his name for many Ages 
to come. I believe he intended it better than it hath proved ; 
for ſome ſay it is as Erroneous as the Jalian, and will fo appear 
before it hath ſtood half ſo long as that hathz for which you 
may read Michael Meſtlin his Examen Novi Pontificialis Gregoriani 
Kalendarij. 

The next. Nativity he gives us, is- that of Pope -.Sixtas 

ntus , Which I had paſſed by without any further notice 
but that I find another hath ſwallowed the Error, and told us in 
his words, That this Prelate dyed on the Aſcendent to the 
Square of Mars, and the Swn at the ſame time in the Aſcendent, 
and that is F. G. in his Collection, page 78. which Doctrine I do 
politively deny and difown; for if the Sn be in the Aſcendent, 
I am certain the Aſcendent by Dire&ion cannot kill, be the Di- 
xecion never (o violent; for in_ that caſe I] muſt keep to my 
Giver of Life, and ſo muſt you, if you cyer intend to do any thing

fo the purpoſe 3 for though you can ſham it off with any thing 
when a man is in his Gravez yet when you come to predic, 
you will tind the Tables turn'd, and inſtead of Reputation you 
will mcet the contrary. 

And here I ſhall preach a new DoQtrine in the Opinion of the 

modern Pretenders, which 1 am ſure will hardly be believed by 
any, or at leatt ways but by few. In this man's Nativity I do 
allow the Sun to the Square of Mars to point out the time of his 
death ( and not the Aſcendent to his Square ) whole Ark of 
Dire&ion is 71 Degrees 10 Minutes, which turn'd into time, gives 
69 years almoſt, which agrees with the time of his death, which 
was Auguſt the 29th, 1590. being 69 years old within 3 months 
and a few days. But the new Do@trine is this ; as for the © to the 
QO & though 1 allow it to give the time of his death, yet had not 
the © $ come jult in the tail of it, the other could not have 
kill'd him ; For Mrs is there under the S#n Beams, and cannor 
kill ; but Mercury is not, and therefore it was Mercury kill'd 
him, and not Mars; and this is politively laid down by the Great 
Prolemy in the End of the 14th Chapter of the 3d Book. But 
I do not expe that either Ptolemy or my (elf are like to be belie- 
ved while 1 live ; but befides theſe Directions, the Sun at the 
ſame time was juſt coming up to the Afrendane Squares of Mars 
and Merexry, which made the other much more certain in their 
effe&s. Now what need we be at the charge to purchaſe Er- 
ror ſo dear in the expence of time, when Truth is ſo near and 
ealy to come at ? And you may be certain, if the Sn would have 
jumpt -cafily into their operation without trouble or difficulty, 
then you ſhould have had the Hileg cry'd up, and that it was the 
Giver of Life direfted to the © & that kill'd him 3 but now it 
is the Horoſcope did the work, and the Apheta is ſet at a di- 
fiance, as if it was not concerned, and fo you may believe if you 
pleaſe. 

For the uſe of thoſe that are willing to take any pains in the 
work, either for private ſatisfaQion or publick uſe, the time of 
his Birth given by Argol, is December 13. hor. 7. min, 49 mane 
I521. Lati. 43, and four degrees of VS Aſcending 3; whoſe ob- 
lique Aſcention is 298 degrees 14 minutes , and the Planets I 
did Calculate from the Caroline Tables were theſe : 
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Fe Argol gives us the Nativity of Pope Urban the Seventh , who 


was made Captain General of Chriff's Church ( Pope I mean ) 
the 15th of September 1550, and dycd within twelveMays after- 
ward, Hc was born the 4th of Awguſt, at 22 minutes paſt 7 of 
the Clock in the Morning 1521. Lat. 42, and GS ©8 & þ 


| are Calculated by the Carolme Tables as you ſee. 
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'The right Aſcention of the Midheaven is 72 57, and they tell 
you that the Midheaven to the Trine of Jupiter gave him his 
Preferment z and the Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn gave 
his Neath. But how they will manage the Stars to make it out, 
remains a myſtery to me : For he was choſen Pope the 15th of 
September, ſickned the 17th, and dyed the 28 of the ſame Month 
1590. being then 69 Years of Age and. almoſt two Months. 
Now conſider, the Midheaven to the Trine of Fapiter in Zodiaco 
is by DircRion Ark 63 8, and the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Saturn is Ark 69 53. the vw er: ts almoſt - degrees z then how 
could theſe two'come together ? and you ſee the preferment and 
death fell out both in a Month ; and therefore there muſt be 
ſome other cauſe for both theſe Accidents, than what is here 
aſſerted in their own way z and to be further plain and open 
with you in the point, the Afcendent to the Square of Satzrn 
true, came up 6 or 7 years before his death, and the Midheaven 
od Trine Jupiter, along time after it. 

Now upon the reſult of all, lam of the opinion, that the Midhea- 
ven to the Body of Venzs gave him his Preterment, and the Aſcen- 
dent to the Square of the Sun, and ſemiquadrate of Mary, gave his 

death, 
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F © death, which came all up at a time 3 and *tis poſlible there might 


be a little poiſon in the way, as he ſays there was a ſuſpicion of z 
for Venus, who is concern'd in.his Death , as well as in his Pre- 
ferment, is indeed imbuted with the Rays of Saturn, and may 
be juſtly ſuſpeRted. Burt if this is allowed, we muſt make an 
alteration in the Figure of about 15 Minutes in time , which 
is no great matter in the thing, according to their Rules and 
Practice. 

Obje. But perhaps ſome may fay, Why did not the Rays of 
Venus (ave, ſeeing you tell us they do, even by their Squares 
and Oppoſitions ? 

Anſw. *Tis true , I do affert it, and fay the Rule will 
hold z but in this caſe ſhe is excepted by the Rule, becauſe ſhe 
is under the Sun-beams, and therefore cannot. 

The next I have pitched upon is-the Nativity he gives us 
for Aſcanins Cardinalis Colymna's time of Birth, and it is a pretty 
Remarkable one both for Arguments of Greatneſs, and Dire- 
» Rions for Death z as you may ſee by the Rigure that followeth, 
ſet to his time, but my Diviſion of the Heavens, 
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This is indeed a very good Poſition for Preferment ; for here 
we find Fupiter on the Aſcendent , the Sun in it , in his Exalta- 
tion, the Moon ſtrong in Trine to the Aſcendent. Mars who hath 
dignitics in the Tenth, is in Sextile to the Moon, and in Trine 
to the Midheaven : Venus is in her Exaltation, and in a Zodia- 
cal parallel with _ Sure this man could not want friends 
in his time, nor indeed did he ; for you ſee he was made a2 Car- 
dinal early , and this by the Iaterceſhen of the King of Spain z 
and had Nature been fo kind to have prolong'd his days, he 
had certainly obtained the Infallible Chair, and been called his 
Holineſs ; but we have but two Accidents to corre& by, and 
they are theſe following. 

Aged 26 years and almoſt 10 months , he was made Cardi- 
-nal , and as Argo ſays on the Midhcaven to the Square of the 
S*n, and the Part of Fortune to the Body of the Mvon. 

Aged 48 years, one month, and 14 days, Anno 1608, May 17, 
he dycd of a Fever and a Cholerick Diſeaſe ; he had then, ſays 
Argol, the Aſcendent to the Bull's Eye.

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As to the Firſt of theſe DireQions, it ſeems ſo improbable 
to ſuit to the Accident of Preferment, that no body, I think, 
can in reaſon allow it. For if he had been under two or 
three good Diredions at that time, the Midheaven to the Square 
of the Sun would have knockt it all dead, and have made it in- 
effeual z for the Midheaven to the” Square of the Sun, creates 
Foes not Friends ; and therefore I am of opinion ſome other 
reaſon muſt be given for that Preferment, than thoſe laid down 
by our Author, 

As to his death, and the reaſon given for it, I cannot ima- 
gine Argol himſelf thought it would be believed 3 and I dare 
lay my Reader will be of my opinion , when he hears what I 
have to ſay in the caſe. The Horoſcope. meets the Bull's Eye 
in the 14th degree of Gemini with Latitude ( and I hope he doth 
not intend it without ; if he doth, the Error is the greater; for 
there is no ſuch DireQion ) fo that he lets the Aſcendent paſs 
by the body of Mars, Lord of the Eighth, near the Pleiades ; 
After that, the body of Satzrn in a violent part of Heaven : And 


a little after that, to the Square of Venxs out of the Twelfth ;_. 


and after theſe three DireQions , he kills him with this filly 
fooliſh thing not to be imagined by any Artiti that hath had ei- 
ther Reading or Experience 3 To paſs the bodies of both the 
Maleficks nearly in Conjun&ion, and let him dye on the Dire- 
Rion to a fixed Star that hath at leaſt 5 degrees of Latitude. 
Can you imagine, Reader, that Mars or Saturn, or both toge- 
ther had not as much power to kill as the Bull's Eye ? Or can you 
give me any reaſon why Saturn or Mars ſhould not kill ? If you 
can, I am ſure you know much more of Aftrology than I am 
Maſier of , provided the reaſon you give will hold in any other 
Nativity where the fame DireQions, or either of them happen. 
But that which makes the thing more improbable is, That the 
Sun is in the Aſcendent and Giver of Life. And though I know 
that the Aſcendent to the bodies of Mars and Saturn could not 
kill ; yet the ſtreſs of my Argument lieth in this, That if it 
was poſſible or probable for the Bu/Ps Eye to kill, Why ſhould 
not the bodies of Satarn and Mars do it more cffeQually be- 
nt 

Theſe things conlidered, are ſufficient to convince any doubt- 
ing Reader that this is not a truc Nativity 3 nor can I jacge 
WAAC 
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what Scheme may be, becauſe it is not the faculty of theſe kind 
of Aſtrologers to give us the Eſtimate time, with the CorreR, 
as they call it z but if the time ſhould be near this, 1 think it is 
reaſonable to conclude, That the Sun to the Mundane parallel 
of Mars , followed by the Mundane parallel of Satrrn, is 
a very fuitable DircQion to give ſuch an cffet as is re- 
ported by our Author: For as I have before given it in po- 
fitive texms, That the Aſcendent directed cannot kill; fo I 
am as poſitive on the other hand, that in this Nativity the Sun 
muſt be directed for death, its time and quality. 

But, perhaps, fince | have asked why the Aſcendent to the 
bodies of Satwrn and Mars did not kill z I may allo be asked, 
why the Swn to the bodies of Saturn and Mars did not kill, 
ſeeing he paſſed them both z I confeſs it js a fair Queſtion, and 
ought both to be asked and anſwered. Firli, The Nativity 
is vital, and thoſe DireRions came up young ; and when the 
Sun came to the body of Mars, he came allo to the Sex. 
tile of the ' Moon followed with the Mxndane Sextile of 
Venus, and when the body of Saturn came up, that could by 
no means kill, becauſe it was ſucceeded by the Sextile of Jupiter, 
and Square of Venus, according to the DoGtrine of Ptolemy. 

Argol tells as, Lewis XIII. King of France was born the 27th, 
of September, at half an hour paſt 10 at Night, 1601. under 
the Pole 48. and he makes g of Cancer Aſcend ; it is the ſame 
Figure that is printed in the Colle&. Genitur by 7. G. 

He ſays, That by Satwrn's being in the Fifth Houſe he was 
kept without Ifſue for 20 years z but upon the Midheaven being 
dire&ed to the Trine of Venus, in 1637. the Prolifick Faculty 
was reltored, and in 1638. he had a Son, or at leaſtwiſe his Wife 
had one. Now who would not believe Aſtrology, that ſees it ſo 
fairly and fo fully verified , That after 20 years being fine Poten- 
tia Generandi , the Midheaven to the Trine of Venzs ſhould ſet 
him in order, and ſtir up that Faculty, which was cither defici- 
ent from his Birth,or long debilitated by ſome accident. T his is a 
myſtery that ought to be recorded in the memory of every Artiſt , 
if it be true: Indeed had there been no other man within Five 
hundred miles of her, I might have been wrought upon : But 
we, at this day, are better informed than to believe as Argol 
did : And bclides, if this ſhould be true, it would make every 
Woman

Woman that hath a barren Husband, wiſh to have this happy 
Trine of Venzs come up often; nay, twice a year if poſſible, 
The truth is, the Queen had Two Sons, but that the King or 
the Trine of Venxs did get them, I do not belicye one word 
of it. 

He tells us alſo, That in 1639, and-1640. he had his Aſcen- 
dent direRed to the Square of Saturn, which cauſed a Defluxion 
of Humors, and a Debility and Decay of the natural Heat; and 
in the year 1643. upon the Aſcendent directed to the Antiſcion of 
Mars he dyed. Pray conſider the whole matter together 3 Mars 
is in 5 degrees of Leo, and Satxrn in almoſt 9 of Scorpio: So that 
the Aſcendent mult come to the Body of Mars before the Square 
of Saturn, and yet neither of theſe Two had power to kill him, 
though Saturn was Lord of the Eighth Houſe. But when theſe 
Two were over, the Aſcendent to the Antiſcion of Mars killed 
him; which is indeed no Direction, for it is not poſſible to di- 
ret the Anylcs to the Antiſcions of any Planets with ſucceſs, 
notwithſtanding the cultom of doing it often. But if we ſhould 
allow that Direcion for his Death, as he gives, will any man 
believe that the Body of Mars had not as good an Authority to 
kill as his Antiſcion had that came after it? I know what Anſwer 
they will make me in that caſe z and that is, That the Body of 
Mars and Square ot Saturn gave him that Jingring diſorder, of 
which he dyed afterward. If ſo, Why do they bring in a third 
fo do it, if the two did it before? and in that of the Square of 
Saturn, by their own Rules, as Lord of the Eighth, he ought to 
do it himſelf without a partner. Compare this with the Nati- 
vity of Sebaſtian King of Portugal, where only a fingle Square 
did the work, and yet not Lord of the Eighth neither, and yet 
the Mon giver of Life. In the Nativity of Cardinal Pixs, Aſcend. 
ad QO H killed with the help of the Terms of &. In the Na- 
tivity of Feltrius Duke of Urbine, the Aſcendent to the Trine of 
Saturn killed z and in Cardinal Ladovifins the Aſcendent to the 
Body of Satzrn did it, with divers more I could give you out 
of this Author 3 and yet in this of Lews, Mars and Saturn to- 
gether could not doit z and now I leave it to you to judge of 


this kind of Dotine, 
Cc Panciſcus 
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Franciſens Maria Cardinalis Farn:fins was born (ſays Argot ) 
Auguſt 14th, boy. 15. min. 7. P. M. 1619; Pole 44. and Cancer 
28 Aſcending. | 

This man was made Cardinal December 4th 1645. on the Mid- 
heaven to the Antiſcion of the Sx. 

And he dyed Fulythe 12th 1647. on the Aﬀcendent directed 
to the Sextile of Satyrn in Signs of long Aſcention, having for 6 
months laboured under a Diſorder of the Bowels, and a conſtant 
excretion of Cholerick Humors. 

Can any man believe theſe two Reaſons given for his Prefer- 
ment and Death? two fo improbable, if cantdered in them- 
ſelves, though he brings,in the Sun-to help for his Death z and 
it is reaſonable to believe ſomething of that ; but for the Anti> 
ſcion of the Sun for his Preferment, it is very vainand idle. The 
truth of all is, if he was born near this time, he was made Car- 
dinal on the Midheaven to the Sextile of Venws z and he dyed on 
the Aſcendent Hileg to the Square of Mars and Body of the Sunz 
but the diſorder of his Bowcls was cauſed by the Mem direacd 
to the Square of the Sun cum Lat. and that was the Ground 
and Cauſe of the Morbifick Matter that gave thoſe conſtant 
Excretions. 


Ann Queen of Poland, Daughter to the Archduke of Auſtria, 
was. born (fays Argo!) the 16th of Awgnt, at 44 minutes paſt 
5. Afternoon, 1573, - 

This Queen being great with Child, and troubled with a Ca- 
tarrh,” wason the laſt day of Famrary, inthe Evening, anno 1 599. 
taken with a great Pain about her Heart, and ſuddenly aftcr a 
violent Palpitation, attended with a flight Fever, of which ſhe 
dycd the next day: And after he was dead, the Child was ta- 
ken. out of her Body, and Baptized, and dyed alſo within an 
Hour. For this Accident of her Sickncfs and Death, he gives 
the. Aſcendent to the Oppotition of Mercury Lord of the 

. Fifth: (becauſe ſhe was with Child) and to the Frine of Satwrn, 
who hath Diggitics in the Eighth'z: and yet the Sur in the Se- 
venth;, giver of Life. Ob this wonderful Aſcendent !

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You have heard her Diſeaſe and Death, and the reaſons aftign- 
ed for both, which I cannot by any means allow, or be induc'd 
to believe ; for if the Aſcendent by Direction could kill her then, 
why did.not the Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn and Oppotſi- 
tion of the Sun kill her long before? Nay , by the Rule that 
Argol manageth his PraQice , Saturn ought to have killed her, 
becauſe he is Lord of the Eighth (as he (tiles him) and in Scorpio, 
a violent Sign, and the Sun's Oppoſition comes within 6 degrees 
after his Square, which would certainly have proved mortal if 
the Directions to the Aſcendent could have kill'd her. And be- 
fides, Mars in dire& Oppoſition to the Aſcendent would have 
ended the diſpute of Life in the firſt Year of her Age, or elſe 
have put it in very great danger.

So in Gonzague Duke of 
Mantua, the Aſcendent to the Body of the Sun killed him as dead 
as a Herring, The like you may (ce in many -more, as Cardinal 
Placentins, Cardi Vidonizs, &c. and do you think that the Swn hath 
not as much Power to kill here, as in thoſe Caſes? for which rca- 
ſon I doubt the Truth of this Nativity, and muſt be better ſatif- 
fied in the point before I believe it, do you as you plealc. 

When you come to conhider the thing fairly, and to compare 
the Dirc@ions in one Nativity with thoſe in another, you will

| confels it is a hard matter to determine whether this N3ti- 
vity is near truth or not, becauſe the eſtimate time is not given to 
us: But I am ſure this of Argol's is not true, and that for the pre- 
ceding Reaſons.

48. lo degrees of Aquary alcending 3 and he tells us, He dyed 
on the Aſcendent to the Body of the Sun : Which perhaps ſome 
people may believe and depend on, Bur if you look into other 
Nativities that he hath given us, you will find he doth not keep 
to his own Rule; as for example, In that of Aſcaniur Columns, 
where the ſame DireQion did not prove mortal, and for ought 
we know, gave nothing at all, for he takes no notice of it, or 
of its eff: ts on his Health, and he lived many years beyond it. 
Nor in Frnefius Duke of Parma's Caſe; nor in Cardinal Farneſius 3 
nor in Cardinal Bentivoglio's; nor in the Nativity of E4ward 
Duke of Parmz 3 nor iri Cardinal Lenins Romanus, with divers 
others, ,and yet he kills Cardinal Zacchia Fanwen on the Aſcen- 
dent to the Square of the Swn; a very likely thing, when the 
Body wou'd not do in all theſe ! Therefore pray tell me, Is not 
this a confuſed DoArine ? how ſhall a man know by their Rules 
when it will, and when it will not do it, that we may know 
how and when to rely on it ? Now, if I were to manage this 
Prince's Nativity, 1 mult zely on the DireRtions to the Mon far 
his Death, becauſe the Mon is in the Aſcendent, and (olely giver 
of Life, and without any (training of the Dire&ions, comes to 
her own Square in Zodiaco at the ſame time, and by altering the 
time he gives, a little later, ſhe comes up to the Mundane Parallel 
of the Sn at the ſame time alſo, which will undoubtedly kill,

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Why did not the Moon: to the Square of Satwrn kill him? To 
that 1 anſwer," do not believe he was ſo much as ſick upon that 
Dire&ion, but I am ſure he could not be in danger of his Life, 
becauſe at the ſame time the Moon was directed to the Zodiacal 
Parallel 'of Fupiter, and the Mundane Scxtile of Venus, which 
certainly ſaves againſt any ſingle bad Direction, be it never fo 
maletick. Secondly, Why the Moon to the Body of the Sun did 
not kill? This, I confels is a very bad one, "Or muſt put his 
Life in Danger, but I ſhould hardly have judged it mortal for 
Three Reaſons : 1.

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He tells us, That Edward Duke of Parma was born the 28th 
of April, at 17 minutes paſt 3 mane 1612. ſub Polo 48. This 
Prince dyed September the 11th anno 1646. being very fat and 


” corpulent. And it was his Misfortune to dye on the Aſcendent 


dire&cd to the Pleiades, notwithſtanding the Mvon is Hileg. 
Here you may ſee he hath broken his own Rule, for he kills the 
Duke of Mavtza, juſt now mentioned, with the Aſcendent to 
the Body of the Sun, and yet here you fee it hath not Power to 
kill the Duke of Parma. Do you think this is not very fine 
Afﬀtrology, and fit to be believed? Yes certainly by thoſe that 
have forfeited their Reaſon, and by no body elſe.

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Thus you ſee the wonderful Aſcendent doth every thing, and 
ſo it will do till ſome witty Heliocentrick man can contrive a Scheme 
of Heaven without a. Horoſcope, and then they will be all at a 
loſs, if not undone. I really think among all the Nativities this- 
Author hath given us, which are 117, he makes at leaſt three 
fourths of them dye on DireQions to the Aſcendert, Why 
ſhould we not as well believe the Sy to the Square of Mars, 
Lord of the Eighth, in Conjun&tion with Saturn, was as likely 
to kill him as the Aſcendent to the Pleiades? I mult needs fay, 
it ſeems to me one of the molt improbable Directions to give 
Death that ever Fheard affigned by ſo learned a man as our Au- 
thor was,to let him outlive the Sxn to the Square of Mary and $Sa- 
twrn, and the Aſcendent to the Body of Mercury and the Swn, 
and every one of them Lords of obſcure Houſes, and at lat kill 
him with a little paltry Star of the Third Magnitude z methinks- 
it is below-a Philoſopher to give fuch a Reaſon, and too con- 


temptible a thing for a.Prince to fall by. 
Agains, 
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Again, car any man believe this to be his true Nativity , 
when he tells us of his Corpulency and Fatneſs, and yet placeth 
Mars and Saturn on the Aſcendent ? It is not likely they ſhould 
make a man corpulent, they commonly make peeviſh, morole, 
uneaſy people z and I believe you will conclude with me, That 
they are ſeldom fat, and, I think, I may ſay, never to excels. 
Upon the whole matter, I am certain, this Scheme is not true z 
nor am [ able to ſay what Figure is true 5 but-with a little alte- 
ration, | think, the Moon (being Hileg) comes to the mundane 
Parallel of the Sun, and might kill, being ſucceeded by the 
Squares of, Saturn and Mars in the Zodiack z but it the Aſcen- 
dent by Dire&ion could have kill:d at any time, he had never 
outliv'd the Body of the S#n. 


Argoll ſays, Bernardus Duke of Veimar was born Axguſt the 


16th, 8 min. paſt 10 of the Clock before Noon, 1604. ſub Polo 
51. as you may ſee by the Scheme it ſelf, 
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"This Prince going from Baſi/ to a Fortreſs not far diſtant, on 
the 15th day of July, 163g. perccived himſelf to be ill, and 
therefore halined to Nawumburg, where he dicd on the 18th of 
the fame month; and being opened, the Phyſicians found his 
Liver aftd Spleen hard, and his Lungs corrupted z which they 
attributed tochis conſtant Labour of Body, and Anxiety of Mind. 
For his Death, Argol ſays, he had the Aſcendent directed to the 
 Bodyof Mars, and yet both Sun and Men in Aphetical places. 
Thus you fee, according to Cuſtom , he was fent out of the 
world by the power of the Aſcendent, which had no power at 
all to kill, if you will know the truth of it. You may be cer- 
tain the Time was not given to 8 minutes, but either at 10, or half 
an hour after itz and that he did alter the time to make the 
Aſcendent come to the Body of Mars for his Death. And you 
may be ſure that this was done after he was in his Grave; for if 
the Predicion for his Death had been made » hile he was living, 
they would have been in a fad confuſion what to have judged 
able and willing to kill him; for there are divers Candidates and 
fair for the Election, according to their Rules, as you may ſee by 
examining, the Scheme. Why {hould not the Sx to the Square 
of Saturn and Jupiter, or the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of the 
Moon, or the Moon to the Square of the Sun in the Eighth Houſe, 
or to the Oppoſition of Satwrn there alſo? 1 ſay, Why ſhould not 
ſome of theſe have been as likely co kill, as the Aſcendent to the 
Body of Mars. Nay ! I can affure you, if the Aſcendent to that Di- 
reQion had power to take away Life, he had never lived fo long, 
for the Oppolition of the Moon had done the buſineſs 7 years be- 
fore, ln the next place, conlider how many he lets out-live the 
Aſcendent to the Body of Satwrn and Mars and not kill; this 
you may ſec in the Nativities of Sixtws Quintus, Urban VII. 
Urban VII. Clement VIN. all Popesz but in the laſt of” them it 
was the Oppoſition of Mars, which 1 do eſteem equally violent 
with the Body. Nay! in that of Cardinal Colmmns he had the 
Afcendent to the Bodies of Saturn and Mars together almolt, and 
yet both their Force had not power to kill him. What do you 
think of theſe things? Was not this Duke's a very hard Caſe, to 
be ſent out of the world by that which would kill no body elſe? 
Let not this be told to the Unbelievers, leſt they laugh you to 
(corn, and ſet your Stars in derifion. 
Dd But 
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But- perhaps you will now ask me, What I think killed him, 
ſince I refuſe to believe what he ſays did it? And | care not 
much if I'comply with your expecations, though I dare not 
be poſitive, becauſe I know not the eſtimate time, but believe it 
to be later than this printed 3* and the Right Aſcention of the 
Midheaven in my CorreQionis 121 degrees 41 minutes, and the 
Sun beyond all doubt giver of Life, and ſo he would be if che 
Time were an hour ſooner, or 3 hoars later; and therefore I will 
endeavour to corre according to my Sentiments and Opinion, 
and leave other men to the Enjoyment of their own, deſiring 
them to make me happy in the fight of a better Correction than 
I give them. Ki 

The DireRions that I conclude killd him, were the Smn di- 
reed to the Mundane Parallel of Mercxry, Dire& and Convers, 
and this followed by the Mundane Squaxe of Satwrn; and } 
really think that theſe DireQions are both ſuitable and probable 
to produce ſuch Diſtempers, whereof this Duke dyed z 1 am ſure 
more likely than the Body of Mars by far z and the Operations 
for them are thus: The diſtance of Mercury from the Tenth 
Houle is 6 degrees 22 minutes3 the diſtance of the Sun 24 de- 
grees 5 minutes 3 the proportional diſtance to be added to Mey- 
exry's diſtance is 25 degrees 28 minutes z which gives the Ark of 
Dire&ion of the Szn to the Parallel of Mercury d. d. 3 1 degrees 
50 minutes 3 which turned into time, gives almoſt 35 years, and 
ſo long this Native did live. And after this, came up the Mun- 
dane Square of Saturn to the Sun thus: The diſtance of the Szn 
from the Cuſp of the Tenth is 24 degrees 5 minutes 3 the di- 
fiance of Saturn from the Cuſp of the Aſcendent is 62 degrees 
27 minutes z now, by the Rule of Proportion, I fay, if 17 de- 
grees' 58 minutes gives 24 degrees. 5 minutes, what ſhall 19 
degrees 29 minutes-give? 26 degrees 7 minutes z which is the 
part proportional to be ſubſiraced from 62 degrees 27 minutes, 
Saturn's primary diſtance from the Aſcendent, - and it leaves the 
Ark of DireQion 36 degrees 20 minutes.

Argoll. 
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Argoll tells us, Leonora Dutcheſs of Sfortia was born the 12th 
of March, at 7 of the Clock at Night, 1570. ſub Polo 43 R. A. 
of the Midheaven 107 degrees 19 minutes; and that ſhe dyed 
on the Aſcendent to th: Oppolition of the Mown, eAHars to the 
Trine of Venus, and the Sun to the Square of Venus. That ſhe 
was taken the lat day of November at Night with great Pain in 
the Reins and Ureters, and Suppreſſion of Urin:, attended with 
a ſlight Fever; and on the 17th of December (he dyed, being aged 
64 years and 9 months, 1634. 

Among his 117 Nativities, he kills two on the 4ſcendent to 
the Oppoſition of the Mo, and they are this Lady for one, and 
Cardinal Burgheſius for the other, In the tirſt the Moon is Hileg, 
but in the laſt ſhe is not, ſo that the Myſtery is not lodged in 
that point. And he lets (ix paſs the ſame DireQion without dy- 
ing, or ſo much as telling us a reaſon tor it : And they are Gaſ- 
par Cardinal Matteus, who had his Moon in the Eighth ; Duke 
Bernard Veimarins, whoſe Nativity ſee before ; Pope Gregory XV. 
Domina Felix Gloveria, where the Moon was Lady of the Eighth 
Cardinal Cobellutizs , who had the Moon in the Eighthz and 
Cardinal YViriliz, who had the Moon there alſo : Thele all eſca- 
ped on that Direction. And for the other Dire&ion of the Sus 
to the Square of Venxs, it looks fo notoriouſly like a Sham, 
that I am loth to obſerve it, there being ſo many among his 
Geniture that have paſſed that DireQion untoucht either with 
Sickneſs or Death. And among thoſe 1 will name only Four of 
them ; Pope Sixtus V. Pope Gregory XV. Cardinal Richeliex 3 
Feltrizs Dake of Urbin z with a great many more, too great a 
number to name. He alſo makes uſe of another DireQion, and 
that is the Moon to the Oppolition of Jupiter, Lord of the Sixth 
Houſe; but this, as well as the Square of Venus, are {o far from 
killing, that they would have ſaved, had either the Sun or Moon 
been Hileg. Thus by comparing one with another you'ſee what 
Credit is to be given to thoſe Direions that our Author ſays 
kill'd herz which you find he will not allow to hold in 
other Nativities, and therefore ſuſpicious here, Nor doth he 
tell us whether he lays the ſtreſs on the Aſcendent to the Oppo- 
fition of the Moon, or the Moon to the Seventh Houſe; but in his 


way, if the Aſcendent to'the Oppoſition of the Moon could kill 
Dd 2 now, 
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now, why did not the Body of Saturn do it when ſhe was young ?. 
Sometimes the Sextile and Trine of Saturn will kill, and ſome- 
times the Body and Oppolition will not z and is not this a ſorry 
ſort of Aſtrology ? | 

But to what purpoſe do they talk of a Hileg, and never uſe it? 
All Authors write of it, all Practitioners can ſpeak the word, 
but to this day I could never find any of them keep to it, except 
the Learned Placidus, who follows Ptolemy {trictly. In this La-: 
dy's Nativity, the Moon is moſt certainly Hileg z and becauſe 
it.is a curious caſe, and comes under that Rule of Ptolemy concern- 
ing Addition and SubſiraQion, in his 14th Chapter of the Third 
Book, .I will take the pains to correct the Figure, and ſhew you 
how naturally it doth anſwer to the Rule in that Caſe, and the 
time of her Death. The corre& Scheme is this that follows, and 
differs but 6 minutes from his, mine being 6 hours 54 minutes, 
and his 7 hours P. M.; his 13 degrees of Libra, and mine 12 de- 
grees aſcending.

ſhe is here; and {ceing we have no other accident but Death, 
we mult endeavour to prove her Death by rational Cauſes, and 
find ſuch DireQions as are ſuitable to give thoſe Diſorders that 
ſhe complain'd of before her Death, which were Pains, with a 
Suppreſſion of Urine; and for theſe, I ſay, the had the Szn to the 
Mundane Squire of Mars, that gave the beginning of her Diſeaſe ; 
but the mortal DireQions were the Moon :o the Culp of the Se- 

uh and to the Mundane Parallel of Satzrn,which | thus work; 

The Oblique Aſcention of the Myon under the Pole of Birth, 
is 263 degrees 17 minutes ; her diſtance from the Cuſp of the 
Seventh Houſe, is 68 degrees 13 minutes; which Ark 1 thus 
adjuſt according to the Dodrine of Ptolemy, in the place before 
quoted , by Addition and Subſtraction. Thus, 1 firlt obſerve 
how many Rays of the Benetick Stars fa}l between the Cuſp of the 
Seventh, and the Body of the Moon; theſe increaſe the Native's 
years, and muſt be added to the Ark of DireQion. Then 1 ob- 
ſerve what Rays of the Maleticks are likewiſe projced in that

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I' now come to the Nativity of that moſt Excellent man Do- 
minicus Molinus, Senator of Venice, who had Travelled through 
all Exrope , England , France , Germany , Denmark , Greece, Italy 
and Poland; who was born ( 2s ſays Argol ) on the 20th day of 
November 1572. at 2 minutes paſt 10 in the morning, ſub polo 
45- R. 4.of M C.217:; 15. and here he tells us, that the Swn 
is Apheta, and ſeems to lay a great fireſs upon it : 'Tis true the 
Sun is Hileg and mu{ be ſo owned by every one that under- 
ſtands the true Principics. He tells us likewile, that he dyed on 
the 16th of November, in the year 1635. being within 4 days 
of 63 years of Age z and that hedyed of a kind of Fever and 
Ague, on the Dirc&ion of the Sxn to the Antiſcions of Mercury 
and Saturn. It is true, 1 do allow that he did dye on the Sn 
to the Antiſcion of Mercary 3 but he takes his Antiſcion in g de- 
grees and 10 minutes of Aqzary, and I take mine in 15 degrees 
and 13 minutes of that >ign. The Pole of the Swn is 24, 
and his oblique Aſcentioh under that is 256 44. and the Ark of 
Dire&ion is 68 degrees 27 minutes z which turned into time, 
gives exactly 63 years; and this immediately followed by the 
Antiſcion or Zodiacal parallel of Saturn. And'with this he had 
alſo the Sun to the Mandane parallel of the Moon, whoſe Ark of 
DireRion is 68 32, and juſt after it the Trine of the Moor alſo. 
Perhaps I may be asked, why the S#n tothe body of Mars did not 
kill, and the Zodiacal parallel of Mars did not do it 10 years 
before. To that I Anſwer ; The parallel could not kill, becauſe 
it was a fingle DireQionz and the Square of Fwpiter came up 
within Eight or Nine degrees after it, and before the Body : The 
Body of Mars could not kill, becauſe the Square of Fzpiter came 
up jult before it, and the Square of. Venus with it 3 nor could 
this give him any danger at all. But the former I judge gave 
him a ſickneſs, and ſome danger ; and for the fatisfaRion of 
thoſe that would ſet the Figure, I will here give them the 
Planets places, with their Latitudes.

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Argol gives us the Nativity of Veroſpins Romanus, a Cardinal, 
born March the 6th. hor. 13. min. 22. P. M. 1572. under the 
Pole-42. the Latitude of Rome. But I do ſuppoſe there is a 
miſtake in the Printer, becauſe the Scheme is {ct to 6 minutes 
after 12. and the right Afcenlion of the Midheaven that he 

uſeth, doth alſo agree.to that time, as you may ſee by his Di- 
. rection wrought : And very near to that time , I ſhall endea- 
vour to give the reaſons for his death and preferment, different 
to whatiArgol allows, and yet they (hall be ſuch reaſons as will 
hold in other Caſes, and not ſerve here only, and no where elſe, 

This Native after he had been employ'd in much Publick 
bulineſs, was at laſt made a Cardinal by Pope Urban, on the 
zoth of Anguſt 1627. he then being 55 years and fix months 
old almoſt, and this on the Midheaven to the Trine of the Swr. 

And he dyed the 27 of Jannary Anno 1639. as Argol faith, 
on the Aſcendent to the Trine of Mars, having juſt paſſed the 
Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn , which he ſays conſumed his 
natural heat, and gave him an ill habit of body, ſubje& to 
the Dropſy. I confeſs it was a Dog-trick of Mars to (end this 
old Gentleman out of the World, when Saturn had Three 
quarters kill'd him before, and this done with a Trine, an Aſpet 
of friendſhip and kindneſs. Nay, It was a jilting trick of Ve- 
nus likewiſe to confederate with Mars in the murder ; for ſhe 
fiood by with her Sextile at the ſame time, and would not fo 
much as ſtep in, and uſe her endeavour to fave the old Prieſt. 
Thus you may ſee there is tricking above, as well as below ; 
and pray obſerve what a plaguy thing it is, when the Stars 
and the Aftrologers agree to knock an old Fellow down. 
But 
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But pray let me ask Argo! a queſtion or two, or at leaſt- ways 
his Pupils for him. Firſt, How often he hath known the Dire- 
Qions to the Aſcendent kill, when the Szn or Moon are in the 
Horoſcope, and Givers of Life ? Secondly, What is the reaſon 
the Aſcendent to the Trine of Mars ſhould kill, when to the 
Square it did not ? For when the Aſcendent came to the Square 
of Mars, it then came alſo to the Sextile of Saturn ; and in the 
Nativity of Cardinal Farnefius before going, the Sextile of Saturn 
alone did the butineſs. Thirdly-, Why did not the Aſcendent 
to the Antiſcion of the Mon, Lady of the Eighth, kill here, as 
well as the Aſcendent to the Antiſcion of Saturn in Cardinal 
Farneſins*s Cale z or to the Antiſcion of Mars , as in Cardinal 
Salviatus, Federicus Feltrius, Prince of Urbine ; Vitellius Archbiſhop 
of Urbine z Cardinal Creſcentins, Laurentins Mancinus, with others? 
Or to the Antiſcion of the Sun, as in Cardinal Sabellus, with di- 
vers others too tedious to name ; For in my opinion if the An- 
tiſcions can do in one , they ſhould by the ſame Rule have che 
like effe& in another , which you ſee he doth not let them have z * 
and ſo I preſent you with the Scheme of his Birth.

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[ donot!deny but that the Direion mentioned by Argo! for his 
being made Cardina),is proper enough,if it were true for no man 
can deny the Midheaven to the Trine of the S#n to be a Direction 
likely to give a man Preferment, even to the higheſt degree. 
But inſtead of this he had at that time the Midheaven to the Trine 
of Mercxry, who was in the Radix in a Zodiacal parallel wich 
Fupiter 3 and this DireQion came up exaRtly at the ſame time, * 
as any one may try if they pleaſe, whoſe Ark is 51 degrees 
36 minutes, which tarn'd into time gives 55 years and almoſt 
fix months. 

As to his death, it was not the Aſcendent to the Trine of 
Mars , but the Mon Hileg to the parallel of Saturn, Motu Rapto, 
to the parallel. of Satzrn in Zodiaco, and to the body of Mars , 
Motu Converſo 3 and this 1 do perform by his own Figure, alter- 
ing only ſome few minutes in the right Aſcenſion of the Mid- 
heaven ; but I differ with him 43 minutes in the Moon's place, 
becauſe I find her ſo by the Caroline Tables ; and with theſe al- 
terations 1 do perform the operations for theſe Directions with a 
great deal of caſe, thus, The R. A. of the Midheaven is 179 
54+. the R. 4. of the Moon is 259. 51. which gives the diſtance 
of the Moon from the Midheaven 79. 57. The part proportional 
to be ſubfirafted from the Avon's primary diſtance is 17.

Cardinal! Gypſins ( ſays Argol ) was born the 14th of Oflober, 
at 50 minutes paſt two Afternoon, 1564. ſub Lat. 44. and he 
makes him 28 degrees of Aquary Aſcending, with 14 degrees of 
Sagitary on the Midheaven. This man had paſſed through all de- 
grees of Preferment of the Church trom the loweli to the higheſt 
except Pope, and was at laſt made Cardinal the 19th of Janzary 
1626, -0n the Midheaven ad Trine of Venus. But at laſt he dyed 
on the 6th of April, on the Aſcendent direed to the Dragon's 
tail, having been about twenty days fick of a Diarrhea, which 
Argol (ays is naturally preſaged by the Cauda, with other effets 
cauſed by the Terms and Trine of Mars following it. 

This is a bold daring Touch you fee ; for all thoſe improbable 
Dire&ions that Argol hath ventured at before,are nothing to this ; 
and I am ſure that whoſoever can believe this Dire&ion hath 
power to kill, can believe any thing, nor will there be any im- 
poſſibility that his Faith cannot ſwallow. 

[t is ſtrange, and ſeems ſornething improbable to me, that the 
Dragon's tail, which is but an imaginary point, ſhould afford ſuch 
ſixange effeQs as they father upon it. For if you conſider , ic 
is a moveable point, and hath no Light nor Beams , and for that 
reaſon how it ſhould have ſuch influence as this, I cannot appre- 
hend z but when you have conſidered the Nativity that follow- 
eth this , you will ceaſe to wonder here, and remove your ad- 
miration thither, becauſe he kills him with the Dragon's head. 
Juſt ſuch a DireRion as this doth H:mminga make a noiſe with 
in page 90 of his Treatiſe againſt Aſtrology , and that is the 
Aſcendent to its own ſquare: And verhaps it may ſerve well enough 
too with ſuch Aftrologers as E. 25, who like ſome others, un- 
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dertook to write againſt the Art, and yet knew very little more 
than the name of it only. But to be ſhort with you, theſe and 
ſuch kind of DireRions as theſe are, ſerve only for Loop-boles and 
Back:doors to creep out at, when they are conſirain'd to affign 
ſome reaſon or other to the Reader or Antagoniſt for ſuch or ſuch 
an accident. 

But ſappoſe I ſhould allow this DireQion to be good ( which 
I do not )) pray why did not the Aſcendent to the Oppolition of 
Venus kill, becauſe ſhe is Lady of the Eighth ? But I am ſure they 
can have no excuſe in the caſe, why the Aſcendent to the Square 
of Saturn and the Moon ſhould not kill z and this the rather, 
becauſe Saturn hath Dignities in the Eighth Houſe, which makes 
the caſe more certainly mortal. Nay , the Horoſcope alſo paſſed 
the oppolitions of Mars, the Sun, and Mereury , and yet none 
of theſe could kill him till the Dragon's tail came ;, and after all 
the hard Ulfage by theſe rugged Stars to no purpoſe, it was very 
unkind of the Dragon's tail to come behind him, and like a Foot» 
pad knock him down cowardly z and yet when this is done, 
had the Cauda known? he had been a Clergyman, he had cer- 
tainly had better quarter for Japiter's ſake, 

It js plain to me, that this Native could not dye on the Aſ- 
cendent to the Dragon's tail ; and therefore we mult endeavour 
to find out ſomething more rational and agreeable to Rule, and 
alſo more probable to be believed by men of Senſe and Skill : 
And though I do not know the Efiimate time, yet I will yen- 
ture to make an alteration of above Halt an hour ſooner , ard 

then the Moon will be Gives cf Lite, as you may ec in- the 
Figure following : 
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In this Scheme we ſhall have for the time of his death the 
Moon Apheta,direQed to the Mundane Square of Satzrn, and to her 
own Mundane Square : That of Satzrn came up when he was 73 
and 6 Months old, and it was that gave him thoſe diſorders of 
Body, and lingring diſtempers , which afterward ended in a 
Flux of the Bowels, with death, when the X4pon came to her 
own Square in Mwndo. And this I have known the Moon do oft- 
en when ſhe is a Promittor , #. e. gives Fluxes of the Bowels 
and lingring Diſeaſes ; and the DireQion is thus : The Moon 
by her.

but peradventure, and perhaps it may z | cannot be poſitive it is: 
(0, but 1 am ſure far more likely than the Dragon's 29. we

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The time of Cardinal Mantica's Birth ( as delivered to us by 
Avgol ) is the 21ft of March 1534. at 52 minutes palt 7 of the 
Clock in the morning, ſub polo 45. He was bred a Civilian, and 
was very <kilful in his Profeſſion, and was for that made Car- 
dinal in Fune 1596. on the Midheaven to the body of the Sun, 
as my Autaor ſays. 

He tells us likewiſe, that by reaſon of many bad Dirccions 
to the Luminaries and Aſcendent, he underwent many grievous 
and torimenting diſtempers of body z yet by the help and afſitt- 
ance of happy Ingreſſes, he recovered. But at laſt Anno 
1615. on the firſt day of February he dyed on the Alcendent 
being dirced to the Dragon's head ; nor doth he uſe any 
other DireQion to aſlift it, but makes this lingle one do the 
work it (elf ; and this a man would think were a little (trange, if 
well conlidered and examined. 

You tind he makes almoſt one degree of Gemini Aſcending in 
the Ealt. The Moon is within' two degrees of the”Cuſp of the 
Second ;z the S#n on the Cuſp of the Twelfth Houſe, and a New 
Moon preceded the Birth, and therefore the Afſcendent muſt be 
certainly. Giver of Life ; which he allows pafled the body of 
Mars, Square of the Sun, body of Saturn, and that murdering 
point th: Cuſp of the Fourth, and at laſt turns up his heels 
with the Dragon's head. The tail you know of divers Crea- 
tures is belicved to have a ſting in it, and particularly the Dra- 
gon's tail ; but why the Head ſhould knock a man down, is very 
tirange, 

I know they will tell us, That a man of Eighty years old is 
eaſily kill'd with any DizeQtion , becavie his ftrength is decayed, 
and the internal Powers are not able to defend themſelves, It is 
rrue, that a man of Eighty is ſooner kilPd by a Diſeaſe than one 
of Thirty 3 and 4 bad Direction in one of Eighty ſhall ſooner kill 
than in one of Thirty or Forty, But then it muſt be a proper 
DireQion, and be according to Rule too, or elſe where is 
your Ait, and the Power of the Stars? but this of the Dragon's 
Head is by no means a proper Direction. Nay , it is indeed no 
DireQion at all to the Angles, becaule it is no Body,nor no Ray ; 
it is nothing elſe but the interſeRion of the Ecliptick and Orbit 
of the Mooz, and the Sun and Moon may be directed to it 3 but 
with 
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with what effe&t,you mult learn by your Experience ; tho'l except 
againſt the Angles being directed to the Nodes, by the ſame 
Rule that [ diſallow the Antifcions to the Angles. In a word, 
Argol is the tirſt man that I ever did read that allowed the Dra- 
gon's head the power to kill; nor can | think he himſelf did ima- 
ginz when he wrote it, that it would be believed and embraced 
for a truth by any but thoſe who will believe any thing ; and I am 
certain if there was nothing elſe to kill him but this of the Dra- 
gon's head, he might have lived till this time for ought I know 3 
for among all the 117 Nativities he hath printed in that Book, 
he doth not let any one dye on this Direction, but this man 
alone. A very hard fate! 

As for his Direction of the Midheaven to the body of the Sun 
for his being made Cardinal, it is, I confeſs, a DircRion pro- 
per. enough for Preferment. But then how doth that for his 
death agree with your underſtinding ? and if you allow one, 
you are in this caſe confined to the other, which no man of Skill 
or Reaſon can believe : And it is plain, that he could give no 
other. Direction for his Preferment but that mentioned $ and be- 
cauſe rhe Aſcendent tv the D-270n's bead ( by that Correction ), 
came? up at thetime of death, therefore it muſt be that which kild 
bim, notwithſtanding the Mon-in his- Figure is Giver of. Lite : 
A thing he takes no notice of. 

Now if I were to corred& this Figure, I ſhould alter it but 
one degree and a half in the Aſcendent, and inſtead of o de- 
grees 43 minutes of Gemini Aſcending 3 I will make 28 degrees 
30 minutes of Tawrws, whoſe oblique Aſcention is 35 degrees 10. 
minutes, under the Pole 45. and then the Aſcendent will be Hi- 
leg, and at the time of death dircted to the ſemiquadrate of the 
M'on, who is in the Radix in Square to Merewry, and in a Zodia- 
cal parallel with Satwrn. The Ark 74 degrees 55 minutes, 
which gives in time about 8o years and two months, and be- 
fore he was $1 he dyed. And for his Preferment I allow him 
to have the Swn in his Exaltation dire&ted to the body of the 
Moon, who was Radically in an exa&t Mwndane Trine with 7u+ 
piter, on the Cuſp of the Tenth, and both theſe ſeem probable 
to give what he ſays were the effects at thoſe two times : And 
yet for all this | dare not aſſert this to be his true Nativity, 


for the reaſons I have often given before, Lafily, For the fatis- 
; faction . 
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faQion of thoſe that are minded to ſet the Figure, I will give 
you the places of the Planets, with their Latitudes , printed 
by Argol, and take my Leave of Franciſcus Cardinalis Mantics

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Philippus Cardinalis Spinellus was born Favuary 4th, hor. 10. 
min. 2. P.M. 1564. ſub. Lat. 41. and is a Nativity worth ob- 
ſerving: For he tells us, That in 1605. in March, he was ex- 
treamly ſubje& to Sickneſs and Danger, and this upon the Aſcen- 
dent to the Square of Saturn, and Terms of Mars, but the Square 
of Jupiter following he recover'd his Health. 

Anno 1616. On the 26th of May, he dyed on the Aſcendent 
to the Oppoſition of Mars, the violent Star in the South Balance, 
and Square of Mercury Occidental and Malehick. 

And I ſhould have told you, That in the years 1603, and 
1604. he received great Obligations -of Favour and Dignity, 
and was at laft made a Cardinal, on the Midheaven to the Body 
of Jupiter, 

In the Scheme he ſets, we find almoſt 28 degrees of Virgo 
Aſcending, and the Moon in the Aſcendent, in 4 degrees 37 mi- 
nutes of Libra; (he Light of the Time, and certainly giver of Life, 
and muſt be directed for Death, and not the Afcendent. Can 
any man imagine that the Moon, direted to the Oppoſition of 
Mars and Square of Mercxry, 6c. was not as likely to kill, as the 
Aſcendent to thoſe-Beams of Mars and Mercury ? Bclides, if you 
pleaſe to look into other Nativities, that paſſed through his 
hands, you will find he lets the Aſcendent paſs more deſtructive 

Rays, and never kill, For example, in Cardinal Sabellus his 
Nativity , he lets him paſs the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of 
"Mars, Square of Satwxrn, and Body of the Moen, and live Twenty 
years 
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years after it 3 and all theſe three Directions came up at the ſame 
time, and were three as violent ones as could bez and to make 
them the more dangerous, Mars was Lordof the Eighth Houle, 
and in it, and Saturn Lord of the Fourth 7 Which are mighty 
Arguments of Death and Danger, according to his Hypothetis 
and way of practice. In the Nativity of Cardinal Cefarinus, he 
lets him pals the Aſcendent to the Square of the Sun, Square 
of Mercury, and Square of Saturn, and live twenty years after 
them. Likewiſe in Cardinal Lenizs, he lets him paſs the Aſcen- 
dent to the Bodies of both Sun and Moon, and Oppolition of . 
Saturn, and no Injury to his Litc. The like in Paulus Burgbeſires 
(Paul the V's Nephew) and abundance more, if you will take 
the trouble to examine them. By which it appears, he hath no 
tixt Rule to walk by in the caſe of De:th, but rambles from one 
thing to another, according as it fuits his Judgment , when 
the man is in his Grave, 

Nor is it reaſonable to believe that the Aſcendent to. the Square 
of Saturn (as they call it) hould give ſuch dangerous Diſcates as 
he ſays it did, and the Mon to the Oppoſition of Mars give no- 
thing 3 for he takes no notice of any cffe&t it had among thoſe 
Accidents and DireQions he mentions, And yet in the Nativi- 
ty of Didacus Herraers , the Moon to the Square of Mars he 
ſays is mortal, with a little help of the S#n to the Aſcendent, 
And in the Nativity of Cardinal Simoncellu;, the Mon to the 
Antiſcion of Saturn is made uſe of to kill, and yet under the 
Earch in the Third Houſe: Any Tooth good Barber. 

Now 1 will give you my Opinion in the Correction of this 
Nativity, and keep ſtrictly to my Rule of giver of Life, and the 
meaſute of Time too; nor will 1 differ much from Argoll's Fi- 
gure, only 4 degrees in the Alcendent and Midheaven, and 22 
minutes in time 3 and then he dyed on the Moon directed to the 
Zodiacal Parallel of Saturn, the Mundane Parallel of Mars, and 
theſe followed by the Zodiacal Parallel of the Szn, which the 
Myon meets in the 19th degree of Scorpio. The Zodiacal Paral- 
lel of Saturn is thus; the Pole of the Mn is 39 degrees, her 
Oblique Aſcention under that Pole is 187 degrees 33 minutes 
ſhe meets Saturn's Parallel in 15 degrees 43 minutes of Scorpio, 
with almoſt 4 degrees of South Latitude, whoſe Oblique Aicen- 


tion is 239 degrcs 35 minutes z from whence ſubliractiing the 
Ff Moon's 
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Moon's Oblique Aſcention, leaves the Ark of DireQion 52 de- 
grees 2 minutes: This turned into Time gives 52 Years and 
2 Months. 

The Moon to the Mundane Parallel of Mars is thus ; Oblique 
Aſcention of the Aſcendent is 182 degrees 2 minutes ; the Ob.. 
lique Aſcention of the Aon is 187 degrees 52 minutes ; her di- 
ſtance 5 degrees 50 minutes 3 the diftance of Mars his Oppoi- 
tion 4.7 —_ 33 minutes; to which adding the part propor- 
tional, 4 degrees 41 minutes, gives the Ark of Direction of 
the Moon to the Mundane Parallel of Afars, Direfione Direta, 
52 degrees 14. minutes, which turned into Time gives 52 Years 
and 4 Months. ; 

As to his Sickneſs in 1605, on the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Saturn, it is wholly falſe, for that came up at 28 years of age, 
and could indeed give little or nothing. But the true cauſe of 
that was, the von to the Oppoſition of Afars, cum Lat. whoſe 
Ark of Dire&ion is 41 degrees 3 minutes, which gives in time 
' 41 years almoſt, and with it the Square of Mercxry. 

As to his Preferment, I cannot deny the Midheaven to the Bo- 
dy of Jupiter to be a likely Dire&tion to give Preferment ; but 
yet I do not think it was that did immediately precede his being 
made Cardinal; nor do l think it did him any ſervice at all con- 
fiderable, becauſe the Body of Saturn went before it, and the 
Oppoſition of Agerexry followed it: But the Direion that [ 
think gave it, was the Suu to the Sextile of Mercury in the Zo- 
diack, and Venus Lady of the Aſcendent to the Sextile of Mars ;. 
but that which I judge was moſt powerful, were two good Re- 
volutions 1603, and 1604. and excellent ſecondary DireRions. 
to aſſiſt them. Thoſe that will ſet the Figure, I will here give 
them the Planets Places as followeth. | ; 
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Michael Cardinalis Mazarinus was born (ſays Argol) the 28th 
day of Auguſt, at 56 minutes paſt 7 of the Clock at Night, 1605. 
Latitude of 42, 

That he was made a Cardinal by Pope Urban. VIII. on the 
7:h of Offober, 1647. on the Part of Fortune to the Antiſcion of 
Fupiter, Lord of the Ninth, and the Trine of Mars, Lord of the 
Medium Cali in the Terms of Venus. 

That hedyed Arguft the 31ſt, in 1648. on the Aſcendent di- 
rected to the Sextile of Mars and the Bulls Eye. The Occaſion 
of it was thus z As he was walking, on Auguſt the 17th, a Nail 
happened to ran into his Foot, which in the Night following 
pur him into a Fever, of which he dyed 16 days after. 

How many Nativities ſhall we find in Argol's de Diebus Criticis 
that have paſſed the Aſcendent to the Ball's Eye, nay, to the 
Square and Oppolition of Mars too, and never dyed ? and yet 
here the Sextile of Mars does the buſineſs, with the help of the 
Aldebaran. A man would have thought that the Aſcendent to 
the Square of Mars, Lord of the Eighth, or to the Square of 
the Sun and Mercxry, had been more like to have done the Old 
man's work than the Sextile of Mars ; but he outlived all them, 
and fell by a filly ſort of a Direcion at laſt. They may talk 
what they pleaſe of the Aſcendent to the Sextile of Mars, but 1 
do aſſure them, it did not come up till 2g years after this man 
was in his Grave z and you ſee when they cannot find Squares 
and Oppolitions ſufficient to kill, then they make ſhift with Sex- 
tiles; 

Bat that which ſeems more ſirange than that of Mary, is the 
Moon to the Antiſcion of Fwupiter, when indeed there was no ſuch 
Dire&ion in nature at that time, nor never could be in this Na- 
tivity, becauſe the Moon haſtens to her Sowth Nodez and when 
ſhe hath paſſed that, both their Latitudes are of the ſame De- 
nomination z and for that reaſon ſhe could never reach the Pa- 
rallel of Fupiter in the Zodiack in this Figure. And in theſe 
words I have given you light enough, if you are willing to un- 
derſtand it z and foI come to ſhew you the Figure and my Cor- 
reQion. 
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Argoll hath 5 degrees of Capricorn in the Midheaver, whoſe * 
Right Aſcention is 275 degrees 34 minutes, and the difference 
between us you ſec is but 3 degrees in motion, and 12 minutes in 
time z and my DireRions I prove it by, are as followeth. 

For his being made Cardinal,he had the. Aſoon directed to the 
Zodiacal Parallel of the Sun, who, you ſee, is both in a Zodia- 
cal and Mundane Trine to Jupiter in the Tenth Houſe ; and this 
Parallel the Moon meets in 29 degrees 12 minutes of Aries, with 
: degree 30 minutes South Latitude; the Pole of the Moon is 36 
degrees, and her Oblique Afcention 372 degrees 25 minutes z and 
the Oblique Aſcention of the Occurrent Place is (with the Circle) 

380 degrees 12 minutes; the Ark of DireQion, hence emerging, 
is 37 degrees 37 minutes ;z and this turned into Time gives very 
near 42 yearsz and this is no ſtrained DireQion, but ariſcth na- 
turally from the true Motion, and is very likely to give the Pres 
ferment he then had, | A 
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As for his Death, the Aſcendent had nothing to do in it, nor 
any DireQion to that Point z for it is moſt certain that the Pare 
of Fortune, or Jupiter, is Hileg, according to the Dodtrine of Pro- 
lemy. The Part of Fortune hath a right to it by Pofition, and a 
full 44-on preceding, and thenthe CorreQion is as I have ſhewed 
you in the Figure, and the Directions that ſuits the Time of Death 
is the Part of Fortzene to the Square of Mars, and Body of Saturn 
following it, And the Operation of it is thus z the Part of For- 
tzene is diſtant from the Seventh Houſe 3 degrees 57 minutes; 
the diſtance of Mars from the Fourth Houſe is 42 degrees 15 
minutes z from thence taking the part proportional 3 degrees 25 
minutes, leaves the Ark of Dire&ion 38 degrees 50 minutes: 
Which turned into time gives 42 Years and 11 Months/almott 
and he dyed when he was 43 Years and 3 days old.-'" 

Jupiter hath the right of being Apheta by dominion, as di{- 
poling of the Mon, and the preceding Oppolition, and be- 
holding the Moon and the Part of Fortune z and then it is but ma- 
king Argol!'s time about 20 minutes later, and then Jpite? meets 
the Mundane\ Parallel of Mary at the time-of Death, and this 
followed by the Oppoſition ﬆ the Sxn, which would alſo cer- 
tainly kill if Fwpiter were Hileg, 

Now after all, I do not tell you my CorreRion is true, nor 
am I certain there was-fuch a man'born at the time he gives, 
and yet the caſe is the fame asif it were true; for a man may 
ſhew his Skill upon a falſe Nativity as well as a true one: For 
he that miſapplics'a true Rule, or makes uſe of a falſe one, in a 
Falſe Nativity, will do the ſame in'a True One, and thererefore l - 
can as well judge of a man's ability by his handling of the one 
as the other, And fo I leave this Nativity to your Judgment 
and Conhideration. 


Cardinal Urfinus was born December the 2oth day, at 28 
minutes after 11 of the Clock before Noon, 1592. Latitude 
of Romez and he dyed the 22d of Angſt, in 1626. being 33 
5 Years and 8 Months old: And this on the Afcendent to the 
Oppoſition of Mars, as Argoll fays, and yet the Sun Giver of 
Life in the Midheaven. 


Now 
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Now to ſhew you, That: Argoil doth not keep to his Rule, 
pray obſerve the Nativity of Cardinal Gypſizs ( mentioned be- 
fore) where the Aſcendent is Hileg, and there you will find he 
lets him outlive the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Mars in the 
Eighth Houſe, and the S»n in Conjunttion with Aars befides, 
and yet both theſe could not kill him. | 

Likewiſe in Cardinal Blanchettys, who had Mars in the Eighth 
Houſe alſo 3 and yet he paſſed the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition, 
and lived many years beyond it. 

The ſame you may alſo ſee in Cardinal Barghefius, who out- 


lived his Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Mars, and many years 


beyond it, 
You may likewiſe obſerve the ſame in Cardinal Sabellus, 


in Pope Clement VIII. and divers others that I could ſhew you, 


were it not for preſſing on your Patience. 

When you have conſidered theſe, pray think with your (elf, 
what reaſon we have to believe it killed this man, and yet fo 
many eſcaped it with thelr Lives; nay, it hath as little or leſs 
reaſon to do it here than in any of them, becauſe the Sun is 
moſ certainly giver of Life in this Nativity, and in ConjunRion 
with Jupiter too in the Tenth ; as you may ſce by the Figure ſet 
to my CorreQion and divifion of the Heavens : Which Corre- 
Gion doth not differ much from Argo/Fs Time that, he ſays, is 
the true one: He makes the Right Aſcention of the Midheaven 
261 degrees 35 minutes, and mine is 264 degrees 20 minutes : 
He makes 22 degrees of Sogitary culminating, and I make 25 
as followcth. - 
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This man you have heard dyed Awgwft 22d 1626. being; juſt 
33 years and 8 months old, and not upon the Aſcendent to the 
Oppoſition of Mars, as he ſays ; but on the Sun Giver of Life to 
the Mundane parallel of Satxrn DireQ-and Converſe, and to the 
Oppoſition of the Moon ſoon after. The Operations are after 
this manner ;. The diſtance of the Sn from the Tenth is five 
; degrees 34 minutes, diſtance of Satzrn from the 4th Houle is 32 
degrees 51 minutes : The ſemidiurnal Ark of the Sun is 66 de» 
grees 54 minutes, ſeminoGurnal Ark of Satzrn is 70 degrees 36 
minutes. Theſe give the Sun's Secondary diſtance in the Con- 
verſe DireQion 31 degrees 3 minutes 3 which added to the pri- 
mary, gives the true Ark-of the S»1 to the Mundane parallel of- 
Saturn Converle, 36 degrees 42 minutes 3 this turn'd into time 
gives 33 years and 8 months. In. the dire@ DircQion thoſe 
motions above give the Secondary diſtance of Satzrn, 5 degrees 
52 minutes , which added to the primary, gives the truc Ark = 
a8. 
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the Sun to the Mxndane parallel of Saturn 38 degrees 43 minutes g 
and the Swn to the oppolition of the Moow comes up between 
them both, Ark 38 degrees 25 minutesz as you may ſee if you 
pleaſe to try them your ſelf. The Moon you fee is in Square to 
Mars, and in this caſe ſpecificates the Diſeate, which he ſays 
was. a Cholerick diſorder, and conſidered together, are much 
more likely to give death then the Aſcendent to the oppohtion 
of Mars, which you tind kills but ſeldom, and in this man's caſe 
wholly denied; the DircRions follow.

There is one thing I have to obſerve on this Nativity , and 
the poſition of Mars in the Eighth Houſe. Morinus forms it 
into a Rule, and tells you that whenever Saturn or Mars are 
in the Eighth, on the Midhcaven to their Square in Zodiaco, 
the Native dies by violence, and for the moſi part the Hand of 
Juſtice, And Argel, in the cale of Montmorancy the French 
man, follows that Rule, and tells you he dyed (that is, was be- 
headed) on the Midheaven to the Square of Saturn. Indeed he 
joins another DireQ&ion with it, which is the Part of Fortune 
to the Antiſcion of Mars ; but for that he knew nothing of it, 
for the other DircGion bears the burthen. Now pray compare 
this of the Dake of Montmorancy , with Marſilims Landrianws, 
who had-both Saturn and Mars in the Eighth, and yet did 
paſs both their Squares by 36 years of Ape, and I believe he 
had no trouble upon cither : But whether he had or not, he li- 
ved 30 years beyond them, Likewiſe Cardinal Gypſins ( be- 
fore mentioned )) hath Mars in the Eighth, and yct was not 
put to death on the Midheaven to the Square of Mars , but 
outlived it at leaſt Thirty years, for he dyed at 55. Allo 
Cardinal Spinelus had Mars there, and outlived that DireQion 
Eleven or Twelve Years, Cardinal Burghefins had Aars there 
alſo, and ſo had Cardinal Sabellus, Pope Clement the 8th, with 
others that did not dye violently , nor yet fell by the Hand of 
Juſtice, Then what ſhall we think of this Rule and their 
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Examples in PraQice, when there is not one in ten of them ſuc- 
ceed according to Expectation, and the Method laid down by our 
Rule-makers. 

Otavianus, Cardinal Vbaldine's Brother, was born on the 17th 
day of September, bor. 12. min. 12. P. M. 1587, Sub. Lat. 42. 

Argol ſays, this man ſuffered extreamly from the DireQ&ions of 
the Moon to the body of Satwrn at 36 years of Age, and to the Op- 
poſition of Mars at 41 years of Age ; but this will by and by 
appear to be a miltaken Doctrine. 

And that he died on the 12th of Auguſt, Anno 1632. being 
almoſt 45 years of Age, and this from the Aſcendent directed 
to the Square of Mars, and this followed by the Lyons heart, a 
fiery Star. He firſt fickned Auguſt the Fifth in the Evening, 
with a ſhivering, which curn'd to a Fyver, and kilPd him in Sec- 
ven days. And this Man's death was predicted ( lays Argot.) 
ſome time before it happened, by the Aſtrologers of France, and 
from the Dirc&ion here aſſerted. 

If the French Aftrologers did predit this man's ſickneſs and 
death from that DireQion of the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Mars , | dare (ſwear tha: they were better Gueſſers than they 
were Aſftrologers ; and that the fate of ſome good DircQion they 
* were under themſclves, gave'fucceſs tothe predition , and that 
more by Chance than Skill. And to fay the truth in ſhort, I cannot 
imagine why they ſhould predi& death more on the Afcendent 
to the Square Mars, than to the Square Saturn, which came up 
ſeven degrees before the other of Mars. Nay, let me tell you, 
according to their own Rule, the Square of Saturn ought 
to have kill'd him , becauſe he is Lord of the Eighth Houſe. 1 
would very fain be ſatisfied by ſome of the moſt kilfel Mfters 
in this Do&rine, what reaſon is to be given in this hgure, or any 
other of the like poſition 3 why the Aſcendent to the Antiſcion 
of Mars, to the Antiſcion of Satwra, and to the Square of Sa- 
trern, did not kill before the Square of Mars came up : For the 
Antiſcion of Mars fell ( according to their opinion ) in 7 de- 
grees z and the Antiſcion of S2tzre in 14 degrees, and the Square 
of Saturn in 16 degrees of Leo. Now is it not a wonder that 
he ſhould paſs the Aſcendent to all theſe Maletick Beams , and 
at laſt dye on this lingle Square of Mars ? Oh ! tbe wonderful (hill 
in the management of the ſerviceable Aſcendent ) But here by the way 
pray take notice, That in the Nativity of Cardinal Juſtiniax, 
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page 304 De Diebns Criticis 3 and Cardinal Creſcentins, pag. 314, 
che Archbiſhop 'of Urbin , with divers others in that Book: of 
Argol's, he renders no other reaſon for their death , but 
the Aſcendent tov the Antiſcion of Mars, withour any thing to 
affit in each of them : If ſo, why ſhould not the Antifcions in 
this caſe kill, as well as in thoſe three before mentioned ? By this 
' way and method of PraQce, no man can be able to ſay any thing 
by way of prediction poſitively z for by theſe Rules you ſhall never 
know what will, and what will not kill. Sometimes they will kick 
2 man out of the World with the Aſcendent to the Sextile of 
Mars, to the Antiſcion of Fupiter, eſpecially it Lord of the Eighth, 
to the Dragon's tail, or ſome ſuch idle Story : When at another 
time three or four ſiout Dire&ions will not ſhake him ; and is not 
this a hopeful kind of Aſtrology, and a tine way to teach Young, 
men to be skilful Artiſts in their Profeſſion ? If the Maſter under- 
ſtands it no better , I doubt the Pupil will be fit to be a Pupil all 
the days of his Life. And ſo I come to correct the Scheme, and 
ſhew what was the true cauſe of his death , and ſhall alſo hold 
good in other Nativities 3 but firſt take the Scheme it ſelf, 
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I ſhall not alter the Figure a minute, but take it as Arpol 
hath printed it, both Midheaven and Aſcendent : And the Pla- 
nets places as they are there. alſo, though 1 believe the Moon is 
ſome few minutes too far in Aries 3 yet that will make little or 
no difference in the matter, notwithitanding the Moos is Hileg, 
and muſt be alone dircded for death. 

The Pole of the Moon is 5 degrees, and her Oblique Aſcenſion 
under that pole is 6 degrees 20 minutes : The Oblique Aſcenfion 
of the Oppoſition of Mars with Latitude is 48 degrees 11 mi- 
nutes, from which taking that of the Moon, leaves the Ark of 
DireQion' of the Moon to the Oppolition of Mars 41 degrees 51 
minutes z which turned into time, will give almoſt 45 years, and 
ſo long he lived; for had he continued a little more than a month 
longer, he had been compleatly 45 years old ; and this Direi- 
on, it you pleaſe to conlider, fell near the Pleiades. 

At the ſame time likewiſe the Moan came jo the Zodiacal pa- 
rallel of Satzrn, which ſhe meets in about 22 degrees and a 
half in Tawrzs, with 3 d:g. 57 min. South Latitude, and after theſe 
in 24 of Taurus, the Trine of the Snn. All which are Arguments of 
death, far more probable than the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Mars. But perhaps fome Sceptick or other may queſtion me fox 
bringing in the Moon to the Trine of the Sun as an Argument of 
death, which they tell you will ſave, becauſe he is fons Lacis, & 
fons Vite: And if you pleaſe you will find him as certainly fons 
mortis too 3 but I have very good Authority, befides Experience, 
to confirm me in this Do&rine, Perhaps. I may be alſo asked, 
why the Moon to the Body of Satzrn, Lord of the Eighth, did not 
kill > That I confeſs is a Queſtion to be asked! and I am ſure 
not one in Forty of the Pretenders to Aſtrology can Anſwer it ; 
And I can give them 20 Examples where the ſame thing hath 
happened in other Nativities, and did not kill likewiſe. Nay, I 
will go further with you, believe it ſcarce gave him any ficknels, 
which perhaps you will fay is mighty ſtrange indeed z but if the 
' Rules 1 praRtice by, are true, it could not give any ficknels re- 
markable, but by no means death, 

Thus you ſee it is not fo eaſy a thing to perform the Dire- 
Qions in a Nativity , as our Common Nativity-makers tell you it is, 
when they ſay (to uſe their own Language) I wil! 71n down 

diredions for you, Alas, there are many motions to be con- 


fidered, and in many caſes a Speculum cannot help you : Ana 
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a Nativity is to be well examined and conſidered before Judg- 
ment.on any Direcions, but eſpecially thoſe of Death z for there 
is not one in 40 dics on a fingle Direction ; and that made the 
Learned Cardan ſay, ſeg. 1, Apho. 33 Manifeſtum eſt igitur, Aſtro. 
logiam Conſtare ex ſcientia motuum exquiſita , & Naturali Philoſophia, 
quorum neutrum cum plerique babeant, utrumque ante hec nemo, nil mi- 
rum eſt, Infamiam. arti predeceſſores noſtros Addidiſſe. Apho 3 4. eſt igi- 
tur Aftrologia, nt pulcherrima, ſic laboriofiſima & difficilima. 


Oftavianus Veſtrins was born the 26 day of Auguſt 21 hours P. M. 
1576 at Rome, as our Author hath given us among the reſt of 
his Nativities. This noble Roman (lays Argol) wes one of the Pope's 
Bed-chamber, and died on the Sun Apheta to the Body of the Moon 
in the terms of Mzrs,and Square of Mercary, May the 1ft, 1626 ; but 
how this can be,is a myſtery to me z for he makes Mercxry to be in 
26 degrees of Leo, in exact Sextile to the Moon ( though Leovitins 
makes him to be.in 1 d. 38.m. of Virgo that day at Noon) and how 
the Sn can.come to the. Square of Mecxry and Body of the Moon 
together, I leave to. you to judge. 

But can any Aſtrologer that hath his ſenſes about him imagine 
that the Sxn could paſs the Square of Mars and Sextile of $4+ 
twrn, and kill him on the body of the Moon, and Sextile of v ? 
For though Saturn's Sextile of jt ſelf hath not power to kill, yet 
it Increaſech the miſchief that May's Square ſtirs up, and this the 
xather, becauſe Radically Satzrn is in Square to the Sun, who 
( as Argol truly ſays) is Giver of Life. Nay, I dare ſwear, if 
his Nativity was kndwn before he dyed, not a man of them I 
am ſure, would then believe that he could outlive the Szn to the 


Square of Mars, and dye. on the body of the Moon. The Scheme 
followeth. 
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In the Figure Argol, prints he makes 118 degrees'zo minutes + 
the R. A. of the Midheaven, and you fee mine is 120 and 43 3 
but a ſmall difference if you well conſider it , not thxee degrees - 
in the Midheaven, To this time he hath the Sun directed to 
the Mundane Parallel of Mars d. d. thus. The diſtance of the 
Sn from the Midheaven is 44 degrees 6 minutes. His ſemidiur- 
nal Ark is 95 42, the primary diſtance of Mars from the fourth - 
is 7 degrees 28 minutes, which ſubſirated from his Secundary 
diſtance 52 degrees 59 minutes, leaves the Ark of DireQion of - 
the Sun to the Mundane Parallel of Mars, Direc, 45 degrees 
31- minutes, which turn'd into time, gives 49 years and 8 months. 
And this is followed by the Sn to the body of the Moon in 
tha, Zodiack within two degrees, and ſhe Radically in Square to 
Mars. The Pole of the Swn is 22, -and his Oblique Aſcention is 
162 15,. The Oblique Aſcenſion of the Moon under the fame 
Pole is 209.57. from which ſubſtraRing that of- the. Szn, _ 

p the -. 
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the Ark of Dire&ion in the Zodiack 47 degrees 42 minutes, 
And the Diſeaſes that he died by , were a Redundance of Hu- 
mours, Pains in his Reins , a Malignant Fever, and an Impott- 
hume in one of his Buttocks. And now I will tell you why the 
Sun to the Square of Mars did not do it before , it was becauſe 
the Rays of Fapiter ſucceeded that DireQtion, and did hinder 
the effeRs of Mars his Square from killing z but yct 1 do believe 
he was always Crazy and more Infhim after that DireQion, than 
he was before, becauſe of the other being ſo near 2t hand, 
Laſtly, If 'ever there was fuch a man as this born at that time, 
theſe DireRions to the Hileg are more likely to kill, than that of 
the Moon alone that he alledgeth. 


Laurentins Mancinus dyed the 14 day of Ofober 1650, being 
firſt taken ill September the Ninth ; bur his Diſeaſe he doth not tell 
- us, yet lets us know that he dyed on the Moon to the Square of 
Mars, and the Aſcendent to the Antiſcion of Mars, with the help 
of a bad Revolution. And for the better Speculation, becauſe 
there is no great matter of labour in the Dire&ions to be wrought, 
and you may by your Eye only ſoon decide the point between this 
.great man's opinion and mine about the death of Mancinus ; 1 
will here give you the Scheme, as followeth, ſet according to 
-my Diviſion of the Heavens, but to his time, 
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When you have conſidered the thing ſeriouſly , ſee if you; 
can make it agree with Reafon , that the Moon ſhould paſs.the 
body of the Sn by DireQion, and not kill z and. that the Square 
of Mars (hould do it afterwards, _ Is it to be imagined that Mars 
can kill more certainly than the Swnz or do you think that be» - 
cauſe the Swnis not Lord of the Eighth, he could not do ic ? "Tis 
erue, Mars is in the Eighth, and perhaps Argo! might depend up- 
on that to kill, it being an approved Doctrine among many 
Profeſſors, to allow nothing to kill but the Lord of the Fourth, 
Sixth, Eighth or Twelfth, but . chiefly-the Lord of the Eighth, 
or a Planet in it, But Ptolomy tells us , Cum Luna eft provogatrix - 
ſolis locus fit Interfeffor. And it is a moſt certain truth, which 
will never fail you, without ſome very confiderable thing hap- 
pens to fave ; which you will find by reading that Author, what, 
and how, to which I refer you , it being pl.in and ecaly to un» 


derſiand 3 when in this caſe nothing could ſave on that A 
ut .- 
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but on the contrary great Aggravations and Arguments of death 
by Ptolemy's Rule z and therefore 1 can by no means allow this 
Native to paſs and outlive the Moon to the body of the Sun, and 
dye fix years after it on the Adoon to the Square of Mars in Zo- 
diaco 5 which Dire&ion I am certain had not power to kill, if 
the S#n could not. 

Now if you pleaſe to take a little pains upon it, you will find 
all things may be compoſed and made agree without any trou- 
ble or difficulty. The Moon by Origanus being reduced to the 
time of the day, and the Meridian ot Rome, is 3 degrees 57 
minutes in Agquary; and by altering the pole of the Myon about 
two degrces, which is nat above 12 or 13 minutes in time, you 
will tind that the Mon came at that time to the body of the Sun 
Sine Lat. The Moon's pole in this Figure is 10 degrees: And 
if you pleaſe to make it 12 degrees and a half, you will find the 
Moon's Oblique Aſcenyon 315 d. and 22 m. the Oblique 
'Aſcention of the Sun 354 17 minutes, which gives the Ark of 
DircRion of the Mon to the body of the Sun, S.L. 38 degaees 
55 minutes, and this turn'd-into time gives 42 years and fix 
«months ; and this ſhould give him ſome HeQical Habit of bo- 
dy, if not a Conſumption, or elſe a Fever that may leave ſuch 
-a habit behind it. 

Cardinal Matteus was born ( ſays Argol ) January the 13th min. 
hor. 19+ 17 P. M. 1591. under the Latitude of 42, 

That he was made Cardinal by Pope Urban the Eighth, Faly 
13th 1643. on the DireCion of the Sun to the Antiſcion of the 
' Moon, having before paſſed the Square of Mercury and Venxs, who 
is Lady of the Ninth Houſe, in which was the Virgin's Spike. 

That Saturn in the Sixth gives defluxion and pains of the 
Gout, with Running pains throughout the whole body from 
Cold humours z that from theſe Complicated Diſeaſes, . and the 
Alcendent to the Sextile of Saturn, and Square of the Swn 
he dyed on the 19th of April 1550. being then Aged 59 years 
and three months. The Figure followeth, being ſet to his Time, 
-but my Diviſion of the Heavens. 
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As to the Direction urged by Argol for his Preferment, and 
the Arguments uſed to give it Credit, they are fo weak that 
no man will imagine there is any thing in them, when he hath 
well conſidered the caſe. For what fignifies the Moon's Rays to 
his Preferment, (he being by her Latitude near the Square of 
Satrern ; and he in this Scheme not likely to give or contribute 
to the Native's Preferment? Then for the Squares of Venus and 
Mercury, which he ſays the Sun had paſſed before z the thing is 
true, but they were ſo long b<fore, that they could give no afli- 
ſtance at all to chis Dire&ion z for their Antiſcion of the Moon 
falls in 16 degrees of Aries z and thoſe Squares fell in 12 de« 
grees. But ſuppoſe they had fallen nearer, what good could 
they do ? It is the firſt time that 1 ever heard the Squares 
( eſpecially of Mercury ) were brought as an Argument and Cauſe 
to give Church-Preferment. But belides, there is no ſuch thing 


as the Antiſcion of the Mvon in 16 degrees of Aries ; for that 

falls in 20 degrees of. Aries z ſo that his Dircion is no DireQi- 

on,nor his Arguments of any uſe to the end he hath brought them. 

As to his death, he uſes ſuch weak Arguments and impro- 

per DireQions as before for his NI Nay ! —_—_ 
uc 
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ſuch as would make a man both angry and merry to read 
them ; for do you think it is reaſonable to fuppole the Sn could 
paſs his own Square and not kill, and the Aicendent to his $quare 
ſhould do it ? And why ſhould the Afcendent to the Sextile of 
Saturn kill, when it paſſcd the Oppointion of the Moor, and 
Square of Satzrn, and it could not do it ? But befides all this, 
Is it not more (irange, that the Aſcendent ſhould paſs the Square 


. of Mercury, Lord of the Eighth, and the Antiſcion of the Moon 


who is in the Eighth, and do no injury to his Life, and yet dye 
ſo ſoon after on thete two Dircaions by him mcntioned ? If 
the Aſcendent hath power to kill by Direction, as he pretends, 
it is ſixange he (hould eſcape on dangerous DireCtons to it, and 
dye at laſt when there were none at all; for the Squire of the 
Stn, and the Hexagon of Saturn, did nor come up till 12 or 14 
years after he was dead. Thus we are fitted with Rules to make us 
skilful in-our Protefſion. By thele means have the Aſtrologers 
made Enemies to Afirology z and indeed it is a wonder it hath 
any Friends, being dreſſed up fo ſcandalouſly as it is at preſent, 
and hath been for Ages paſt. And the way to make it repu- 
table, is to ſtop the mouths of its ignorant Oppoſers, by miking 
it appear, Firſt, Rational 3 and Secondly, Certain. But the Methods 
and Practices of the Profeſſors of the laſt Age, as well as the pre- 
ſent, I am ſure will never do it ; and fo I come to the Correion. 

I ſhall mike but a ſmall alteration from Argo/'s Figure, but 

* what it is will be ſooner, and that about 12 minutes : At which 
time the Right Aſcenſion of the Midheaven is 221, 4. 30m, the 
obligue Aſcention of the Aſcendent 311 d. 3o m. Hence 
that Dire&ion that gave his Preferment, was the Midheaven 
ro the Sextile of Jupiter. And for his death, the Sun Hileg to 
the parallel of Satwrn, Motu-Rapto , to his own Square, to the 
Mundane Square of Venus, and to the Zodiacal parallel of the 
Moon ; and all theſe in Terminis Martis , which is and ought to 
be coi.fidercd likewiſe in this, and ſuch like caſes. 

The Pole of the Swn is almoſt 41 degrees, and his oblique 
Aſcenſion is 315 degrees 31 minutes : The ſemidinrnal Ark 
of the Swn is 4 deg. 37 min. the ſemdiurnal Ark of Saturn is 4 deg. 
33 min. The Sun's diſtance primary from the 10th, Houſe is 7.4 d. 
4 m. the part proportional 36 d. 31 m. which ſubſtracted 
trem that, leaves the Ark of DireCtion of the Sun to the Rapt pa- 
rallel of Sazzrn 57 degrees 33 .minutes 3 This turn'd into time,

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gives 58 years and 6 months ; and this Dire&ion was the cauſe 
of the humours firſt falling into Rebellion, and gave him the 
firt troke for his death. The next was the Sun to the Mundane 
Square of Venus, Ark 58 degrees 10 minutes; this turn'd into 
time, gives 59 years: Then came the Sun to his own Square in 
Zotiaco,Ark 58 degrees 18 minutes,gives 59 years and two months. 
And laſtly, the Sxz to the Zodiacal parallel of the Moon, Ark 
5$ degrees 43 minutes 3 and this was the fatal Dire&ion that 
cut off his Life z and now fee them in their order as they ftand.

Thus you ſee here are four Dire&ions to the Giver of Life, 
and three of them Malefick and Mortal, and will afford us ſome 
proof of the Truth of Ptolemy's DoCtrine, That the Squares and 
Oppoſitions of Jupiter and Venus do fave 3 for the Sun coming 
to the Mundane Square of Venus, kept off the force of the firit 
Direction for a time z but when the Szx came to his own Square, 
and the parallel of the Avon , Venus then could not fave , but 
helped to ſpeciticate the Diſeaſe, and afliſt the Moon. The Sun 
by the Caroline Tables 23 43 V8 Þ 153129 11 23 V8. 

Cardinal Ceſarinus was born Fanuary the 7th , at 44 minutes 
paſt Nine of the Clock in the Morning 1593, under the Lati- 
tude of 42, the Latitude of Rome. 

He was made Cardinal by Pope Urban the Eighth on the 
thirdaday of Arzuſt in the Year 1627, on the Direction of the 
Midheaven to the body of the Sn. 

And he dyed ſuddenly in the Night following the 15th day 
of Fanuary in the year 1644+ and this on the Aſcendent to the 
Oppoſition of Mars, and Sextile of Saturn; and to make it vio- 
lent many things did concur. Firlt, the DireCtion happened 
among the Pleiades. Secondly', Saturn was partly in the Sixth 
Houſe in Oppoſition to the Swn and Mercury, and in Rays with 
Mars: And to help it on, he had that Year a bad Revolution. 
Thus far in the Words of Argoll on this Nativity. 

Certainly if the Aſcendent were to be taken away, theſe Ho- 
roſcope Aftrologers would be quite undone ; for you plainly fee 


the Aſcendent is their perpetual Slave, their Right-liand 4 it doth 
Hh 2 every 
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every thing for them it gives deaths of all forts 3 nay, a ſud- 
den death toq when nothing elſe can be crowded in. This is 
Ignorance with a witneſs, to ſay the Afcendent to the Oppoſi- 
tion of Mars and Sextile of Saturn killed this man by a ſudden 
Death, and yet the Moon in the Aſcendent giver of Life ; which 
indeed makes the Reaſon they give for his Death the more idle 
and vain. . And here, by the way, ſuppoſe a man (ſhould ask 
them, Why the Aſcendent to the Square of Satzry did not kill, 
for he hath Dignitics in the Eighth Houſe, and by conſequence 
Lord of it? If you compare it with the Caſe of Philip IV. his 
Son, where Tawurxs is on the Eighth, and the Moon is called La- 
dy of the Eighth, becauſe ſhe is exalted there as Satzrn is here 
vide De dieb. Critic. pag. 202. and why did not the Square of Mer- 
exry or the Sun kill, as well as the Oppoſition of Mars? I do 
believe they can give no reaſon for it, and I am ſure the one is as 
likely as the other z -perhaps the Aſcendent was ſurly, and re- 
fuſed to obey the Szn and Saturn, as having no Order for it: 
But when Mars came and (hewed his Commithon, as being 
placed in the Eighth, then there was no diſpute, but down he 
went by the Power of the Eighth Houſe, 

But then obſerve, in the Nativity of Aſcanins Columna, Mars 
was among the Pleiades, and Lord of the Eighth, and yet the 
Aſcendent to his Body could not kill there. And in that of 
Cardinal Sabellus, Mars was in Tawrus in the Eighth, in Op- 
polition-to the Moon, and in Square to Saturn; and yet the 
Aſcendent to the Body of the Adoon, Square of Saturn, and 
Oppoſition of Mars, could not all together kill him.. In the 
Ducheſs of Parma, the Aſcendent to the Square of Mars 
and the Moon in ConjunQion could not kill. Nor in the 
Nativity of Bernardus Dux. Veimarius , the Aſcendent to the 
Oppoſition of the Moon Lady of the Eighth by her Exalta- 
tion , could not kill, though in Oppolition to Mars z with 
Twenty more I could give you out of this Author : And is it 
not very ſtrange” it ſhould do it here without any Scruple 
or Controul? And indeed they are moſt of them, as well 
as Argol, guilty of the ſame thing when they plcaſe to be- 
friend the World with Colledions of Remarkable Nativities ; 
but they always let the People be dead before they pretend 
to be poſitive in the Corrc@ion of thoſe Schemes; For if 
any of them are living at the Publication, be ſure there is 
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to be a new one after they are dead, as we have often 
ſeen. And fo I come to the Correction 3 the .Planets Places 
being calculated de Novo from the Caroline Tabler. The

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Argol (ays, This man was made Cardinal on the Midheaven 
to the Body of the Swn : In which he was nqt much out of the 
way z though I do believe it was the Moon to her own Sextile 
gave it him; but they both came up together, and | do think 
they both had a hand in the preferment 3 for there is but a de- 
gree difference between the Right Aſcention of his Midheaven 
and mine, his being 254 degrees 11 minutes, and mine 253 
degrees 11 minutes, 

But as to his Death, I do totally diſagree with Argo , both 
in the Point dire&ed, and the DireQion it ſelf that is (aid to kill 
him at the age of 51 Years; which was the Oppoſition of Mars 
to the Aſcendent. The Moon is certainly Hileg (notwithſtand- 
log the Sun is Light of the time, and in the Eleventh Houſe) 


and 
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and therefore 1 have nothing to do with the Aſcendent in Dire” 
ions for death, but to the Moon only, as being, piver of Life* 
And: when this man dyed, he had the Moon directed to the Zodi- 
acal Parallel of Mercxry, to the Trine of Mercury to her own 
Square cum & fine Lat. and to the Zodiacal Parallel of Saturn , 
and this by true and real Motion, not an imaginary one, which 
our Maggot Mongers would impoſe upon us. To illuftrate what 
1 have ſaid, I will ſhew you ſomething of their Operations alſo; 
The Pole of the Moon is 39 degrees, and her Oblique Aſcention 
under that Pole is 352 degrees 55 minutes; the declination of 
Mercury is 20 degrees 6 minutes; and the Moon meets that Pa- 
rallel in 3 degrees 50 minutes of Gemini, with 57 minutes of 
South Latitude 3 whoſe Oblique Aſcention is 44 degrees 51 mi- 
nutes 3 the Ark of DireQtion is 51 degrees 56 minutes z which 
turncd into time, gives 51 years within a month. And after 
this manner alſo the Moon to the Zodiacal Parallel of Satwrn is 
wrought, which I ſuppoſe you will readily apprehend by the 

' working of the former. And here, by the way, obſerve, That 
Merexry is wholly malefick, as being in a Zodiacal Parallel both 
with Mars and Satzrn; by which mixture of Rays the Dirc&ion 
became fo fatal, anc **- -fetts ſo ſudden and quick : And fo I 
will give the DircRions, all wrought as followcth,

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Thus, you ſee, here are Five Dire&ions, and they mortal 
foo, and all theſe to the Apheta, according to the Dodtine of 
Ptolemy, by whom'l am guided in my Study of this Scicnce : 
And now, pray conſider, Whether the DireQions of Mercxry, 
the Moon and Satwrn, are not far more proper and probable to 
givea ſudden Death, by diſtempers of rhe Brain, than the Square 
or Oppoſition of Mars. 

nd now perhaps ſome witty fellow or other may perk up, 
and ſuppoſing he hath catch'd me,- ask theſe Queſtions z Why 
the Moon, who is Hileg (that I make ſo much (ſtir about) to the 
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Square of the Sn, did not kill this Native ? Why the Moon to 
the Quadrate of Sarzra did not kill? And likewiſe to the Quar- 
tile of Mars, for he outlived them all ? Why, truly, theſe are 
very fit Queſtions to be asked z and whoſoever asketh me theſe, 
mali ſuppoſe me to have more skill than any of the common 
Altrologers, who, I know, cannot give any reaſons for it, that 
ſhall alſo hold in other caſes belides this 3 and becauſe my evading 
to an{wer, (hall not be a Screne for my Ignorance (nor will 1 
leave you in the dark) I will relolve thele doubts ; but pray do 
not expe it in every Nativity. Fir{t then, the Square of the 
$#n could not kill; becauſe the Myon came tothe Mundane Scxtile 
of Venxs, within halt a degree aft-r it. Secondly, The Square of 
Saturn could not kill, becauſe the Trine of Fupiter falls juti at the 
heels of it ; obſerve, they fall in Signs of ſhort Aſcention, and 
thoſe 11 degrees of diſtance, are but 6 and a few minutes in-di- 
reqtion. Thirdly, the Oppotition of Marg could not kill, be- 
cauſe the Moon was within 3 or 4 degrees of the Zodiacal Pa- 
rallel of Venus by diretionz and theſe, I do ſay, are the true 
Reaſons, and will hold when you have occafion to try them. 
But in our Caſe under conſ1deration, we have a Train of Five Di- 
recions, and nothing to break nor interrupt it, as there were be- 
fore in thoſe other Lire&ions, which would undoubtedly haye 
killed, had there been no Relief nor Support. 


Argol tells us, That Cardinal de Balneo was born Offober the 
4th, at 22 minutes paſt 6 in the Morning, 1578. /ub Lat. 43. 
and that he kept him Company at his Houſe in a- City called 
Alatrum, in the Kingdom of Naples, and by that means got his 
Nativity, which he ſays is moſt exa&; and that he was made 
Cardinal the 3oth of Augaſt, in the year 1627, upon the Dire- 
ion of the Sn to the Body of Venus, he being then almoſt 4.9 
years of age, 

And, he fays, he dyed of a Bloody Flux-on the 24th of Ju- 
ly, in the year 164.1. on the Direction of the Aſcendent to the 
Scorpion's Heart, aad Trine of Mars, and this in his ClimacRe- 
rical year, he being then aged Sixty two years, and about Ten 
Months. 

As to the firſt of theſe, I will allow it, That he was made a 


Cardinal on the Sn to the Body of Venus, though it was ſome 
time

time after z but there was a ſeries of DircQions to Venus at that 
time, as you will ſce by and by, and ſhe very ſtrong, being in 
her Occidental Orientality, &c. 

But when he ſays, the Aſcendent to the Cor Scorpii killed him, 
that | can by no means allow, becauſe the Swn is in the Afcen- 
dent, and there giver of Life. And indeed | cannot much 
blame Argol, for it would have puzled a better Artiſt than he 
to have correced it true, becauſe the DireQions and his mea-*+ 
ſare of time in this Nativity will not quadrare: However, I 
will attempt the doing of it, and leave it to the Cenſure of bet- 
ter Artifis than my ſelf to judge of its truth; and I am the 
more willing to venture on it, becauſe, he ſays, it is very Cx- 
at, Andſol will give you the Scheme it (elf, as delivered by 
Argol, only ſet by my divifion of the Houles. 
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In the Corre&ion of this Figure I ſhall differ no more than 
9 minutes in time from Argol 3 the Oblique Aſcention of his 
Aſcendent is 204 degrees 21 minutes, and that of mine is 202 
degrees 39 minutes z the Swn's Pole is 42, and his diſtance from 
the Aſcendent 3 degrees 41 minutes z his Oblique Aſcention 206 
degrees 1 minute:Hence 1 [hall give the whole proces of the Corre- 
Rion,and the Reaſons for it,according tomy Judgment. Here 
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Here we find the Moon in the beginning of Sagitary , with 
that violent Star called the Scorpion's Heart, out of the Ecliptick, 
and in a Zodiacal Parallel with Saturn, imbuted with the Rays 
of Mars, and every way qualitied to make her malchck ; and 
likewiſe the Anareta, to whom the Sn (being Hileg) wuli Le 
direQed at the time of Death, according to the DoEtrine of the 
great Ptolemy. 

The Directions that kill'd him were the Sun to the Mundane 
Parallel of the Moon, d. d. and to the Zodiacal Parallcl of $:2- 
turn. The difiance of the Moon from the Aſczndent is 61 de- 
grees 58 minutes z3 to which adding the part proportional 2 de- 
grees 21 minutes, gives the Ark of DireCtion of the Szn to the 
Mundane Parallel ot the Mon by dire& DireQion 64 degrees 19 
minutes; Which turned into time givcs 62 years and 9 months 
and the Swn meets the Zodiacal Parallel of Satwra in 12 degrees 
of Sagitaryz and the Ark of 'Direion is 65 degrees 49 mi- 
nutes : And theſe two were the real c-ule Aftrologically that kill'd 
him : And yet there is another at about 6 degrees diftance that 
did help on the Work, and giye him a Lift likewiſe, and that is 
the Sn to the Mundane Square of Marsz And now take all the 
DircQions together,

Thus you ſee here are DireRions to the Hileg ( without 
making uſe of the ſerviceable Aſcendent) to kill him, and ſuch 
as are agreeable to his Diſeaſe z which was a Dyſentery ; for the 
Moon natarally gives Fluxes, and fo doth Saturn, and Mars tor 
the molt part Dyſenteries. 
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But perhaps here may ariſe a queſtion z Why the Swn to the 
Body of the Moon did not kill at the age of 56? The reafon 
was, Becauſe the Sn at the ſame time came to the Zodiacal Pa- 
rallcl of Venws, and broke the Train z but when the Sun came to 
the Mundane Parallel of the Mven, he dyed 3 there being then no 
ſaving DireQions, but beſides that of the Moon, the Scorpion's 
Heart, the Parall:l of Saturn, and the Mundane Square of Mars. 


Our Author tells us, T hat Domina Felix Gloveria, was born the 
5th of December, at 34 minutes paſt 6 in the Morning, 1588, 
ſub Lat. 42. and on the 25 day of Nowember 1633. ſhe having 
been at a VinyardTo recreate her ſelf, being returned to *her 
Houſe in the Evening, fell fick of a Fever z under which Sick- - 
neſs ſhe lingred and languilhe till the 15th day of Fanuary fol- 
lowing , and at 7 of the Clock that Evening dyed. And 
this, Argoll ſays, was from the Moon to the Square of Saturn, 
and the Aſcendent to the. Trine of Satwrn. Are not theſe two 
hopeful Dircions, and like to give a Fever? For he mentiors 
no other cauſe but this: And had it been a Quartan Ague he 
would have given the ſame reaſon for it, no doubt. To this [ 
objec, 

Firſt, The Moon is not giver of Life, and it is that alone muſt 
be directed for Death z but in this Nativity nv DircGtion to the 
Moon can kill, | 

Secondly , If ſhe was Hileg, the Direction he depends on 
could not kill, which is the Square of Saturn, becauſe the Sex- 
tile of Venus falls in the ſame place exaaly. But belides that, 
the Moon to the Square of Saturn, cam Lat. came up about Three 
years before. this without Latitude z ' and I would know why 
that did not kill? 

Thirdly, The Aſcendent hath nothing to do in the caſe, no 
more than the Moon hath z3 firſt, becauſe it is not Apheta ; ſe- 
condly, there was no ſuch Direction at that time to the Aſcen- 
dent, as the Trine of Saturn, for that came up at Two or Three 
and Twenty Years of age: But if it were allowed to be at this 
time, it makes nothing to his purpoſe, nor her death. 

Fourthly, If all theſe things were allowed that he pleads for 
in his Calculation, yet the Ark of DircRion will not do; be- 
caule the Ark that muſt give 45 years (which was her age) is 
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49 degrees 30 minutes, and his Ark is not 45 degrees full out ; 


and for that reaſon, ainong the reſt, all he ſays ſignitics nothing 
tome. But to be ſhort, | am poſitive that the Swn is giver of 
Life in this Nativity, and this 1 am ſure none of them all can de- 
nyz and this being allowcd, I have nothing elſe to do but to 
proceed to my Correction, or at leaſtways to give my Reaſons for 
her death, and I will not repeat things too often, having ſpoke 
fully before in this Treatiſe of the Uſe and Authority of the Giver 
of Lite z and tor the greater SatisfaQtion of the Enquirer, I have 
calculated the Places of the Sun, Mon and Saturn, which you 
will find in the Figure ſet tohis Time exactly, by my Diviſion of 
the Heavens, as followeth. 
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As to Argot's Figure, I will not alter it a minute, but take it 
as he hath delivered it to us, with 14 degrees of Sagitary aſcend- 
eto

ing, and by that Figure prove that ſhe had Directions ſuitabl 
Iiz2 
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the Fate ſhe underwent; and that ſhe had not the Aſcendent to 
the Trine of Sarwrn at that time, but to the Square of him, 
and that was the firſt that cameup; then the Sun to the Mun- 
dane Square of Satwrnz next to the Trine of Mars; and laſtly, 
to the Zodiacal Parallel of the Moon. The diſtance of Saturn 
from the Fourth Houſe is 49 degrees, to which adding the pro- 
portional part 47 minutes, gives the Ark of Direction of the 
Sun to the Square of Saturn in mundo d. d. 49 degrees 47 minutes z 
which turned into time,gives 45 years and elmo(t 4 months; and 
ſo I will give the DireCions all together, that gave her both 
Sickncſs and Death,

Thus, you ſee, without any alteration of his Time and Fi- 
gure, here are no leſs than Four DireQions, and three of them 
to the Hileg, which will kill in any Nativity; but that which began 
the miſchief, was the Aſcendent to the Square of h ; but the rea- 
ſon of the Fever was from the Rays of Mars and the Mon, who 
were both in Square in the Radix, the one in Oppoſition, and 
the other in Square to M:reury. Perhaps ſome men may ſcruple 
and doubt the Dirc&ion of Mars to have any thing to do in 
killing, becauſe it is his Trine, To ſuch Enquirers I ſhall only 
ſay this; the Trines of the Malefticks do not kill {ingly 3 but 
when they club in with other Dirc@ions, they certainly increaſe 
their Malignity, and help on the Work of Death, atleaſt they 
ſpecificate the Diſeaſe z and this I have often found, and alſo 
mentioned before z- and thercfore let this ſufhkce here for that 
mateer. 

And in the next place, I think 1 havea _ or two to ask 
my Adverſary,let him be who he will; and that is todehre him, 
according to his Principles and PraQtice, to tell me, Why the 
Aſcendent and *#n directed to the Body of *Mercury, Square of 
Mars, Lord of the Fourth, and Oppolition of the Moon, Lady 
of the Eighth, did not kill this Lady at 21 years of age, or there- 
aboutsz, I am ſure Argo} and diyers others of thera have killed 
many 
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many a one with half that Power, and would at this day pr-- 
di& Death too upon thoſe Dire&ions, if they were not paſt 3 fo 
horridly ignorant are they in their Profeiſion! And now, leſ 
you ſhould think me as ignorant as they are, I will tell you why 
theſe could not kill, if the Principles I pretend to, are true (for 
the Lady of the Eighth is no more to me than the Lord of the 
Tenth, but to them it is an Idol); the reaſon why thoſe Three 
DireRions could not kill, is, becauſe at the ſame time the Swx 
and Aſcendent came to the Square of Venus and Trine of Fupi- 
ter. And how this is performed and to be underſtood, every one 
that underſtands the 14th Chapter of the Third Book of Ptole- 
my*s Quadripartite, knows very well. 


Argol tells us, That N. Burattus the Bononian, was born the 27th 
of May, at 2 hours P. M. 1553. ſub Lat. 44. and that he dyed 
the 17th of March, in the year 16257, on the Dire&ion of the 
Sun Hileg to the Body of Mars in Virgo 3 the Figure is as follow= 
eth, ſet to his time, and my diviſion of the Heavens. 
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You ſee, now it ſerves a turn, he tells us of the Hiteg being 
direRted to the Body of Mars for his Peath, and this A ſingle 
Dire&ion too, which I can hardly allo Pray do but confider 
with your ſelves, what Reaſon I have to believe this: ſingle 
DireRion killed this man, when you ſee the Sun to the Body of 
Mars in Cardinal Columns did not kill ; nor in Cardinal Richeliey, 
though it fell between 50 and 6o years of age nor in the King 
of Spain his Son; nor in Coſms Il. Duke of Tuſcanyz nor in 
Cardinal Berettus 3 nor the Dutcheſs of Parma z, nor in Cardinal 
Gymmnaſius ; nor in Leſdiguerius, the French General ; nor did 
the ſingle Oppoſition kill in the Nativity of Cardinal Pizsz and 
yet in all theſe the S#n giver of Life, as in this of Burattus : And 
for the Quartiles, I can give you abundance more to the Swn, 
giver of Life, that have alſo not killed ; but I do not think it fic 
to ſpend time and paper with them in this place ; therefore [ 
muſt beg his Pardon, if 1 cannot conſent to this ſingle Reaſon 
for his Death, : 

Now, to be more plain with you in the Caſe, it is impoſſi- 
ble (if Peoleray's Rules are truc) that he could dye on the Swn 
to the Body of Mars, becauſe Jupiter's Zodiacal Parallel fell in 
the ſame Point to a degree, and therefore there mult be ſome 
other Directions to co-operate at the ſame time, or elſe he had 
certainly lived till further Orders. And I am able to ſhew 
divers Examples, where the Sz», giver of Lite, hath paſſed the 
Bodies pf Saturn and Mars, and ſcarce gave any Sickneſs: Nay ! 
I have krown it goover, and hardly diicernible. Atd now what 
other Direion to the giver of Life they can produce at this 
time, to do the work, is to me unknown, and to them too, I 
believe; and yet another muſt be found, for this cannot be al- 
lowed by any man that underſtands the true Rules of the Art, 
and will conſider the Examples I have given before. 

Now there is but two Directions to be pretended toin this 
Caſe, to agree to this time of his Death, and to firengthen the 
former Dire&ion in its power of killing, which it could not do 
it ſelf: And the firti is, To make the time 3o minutes later, 
and then the giver of Life will be dircQed to the Cuſp of 
the Seventh Houle, as Ptolemy hath caught, Lib. 3. Cap. 14. 
And the ſecond is by making the time about 35 minutes ſooner, 
and then the S»n to the mundane Parallel of Saturn will have 
the 
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the ſame powerz and indeed this ſeems likely enough, but the 
firſt the more p:obablez and ſol leave it to be further enquired 
into, it the Reader thinks tit,

This T-arncd Author of ours tells us, That Cardinal BJn- 
chettus was born the 137; 2* September, & 35 minutes paſt 1 af- 
ternoon, Anno 1545. ſub Lat. 44. | 

That he was made a Cardinal in Mzrch, i525. by Pope 
Clement VIII, on the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus. 

And that he dycd on the 13th of March, in the year 1612. 
on the Aſcendent directed to the Oppoſition of the Sun, imbuted 
with a malefick Nature, What he meins by maleſick Nature, I 
know not. 

I confeſs the Midheaven to the Trine of Venus is a proper Di- 
recion to make him a Cardinal, or any other Prieft in his ca- 
pacity, if there were ſuch a Direction at that time z which FT 
deny: For the Midheaven to the Trine of Venxs in his Scheme 
doth not come up till about 63 years of age, and he was made 
Cardinal at 51. 

But to ſay he dyed on the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of the 
Sun, is fo impoſlible, and fo improbable to be allowed, that 
even a Novice in Altrology will hiſs at it when he comes to 
conſider all the Circumſtances together in this Figure. And 
therefore pray pauſe a while, and think your ſclves into a better 
" Judgment : Is not the Sun giver of Lite? which I ſuppoſe none 
can deny ; and if he be, then he alone mutt be conhdered in 
Death: But for the Hileg, I know you ſet a ſmall value on it, 
and I know the reaſon why: But then is not Mars his Oppoli-- 
tion to the Aſcendent as likely to kill, as the Sun's? Mars, you 
ſee, is in the Eighth, in Square to the Myon and Satrrn in the 
Twelfth ; and one woanld think he hath as good a Title by thoſe 
Qualitications to kill a Cardinal as the Sn hath z and I believe 
you can give no reaſon why he (hould not kill him, as well as the 
Sun. If you can, I ſhould be glad to hear it with a great deal 
of fatisfation. - But betides this, the Sn did paſs the Budics 
of Saturn and the Moon, and that too about the fame time that 
the Aſcendent paſſed the Oppoſition of Mars; and yet all 
thcſe together could not do his bulineſ(s till the Oppoſition of 


the Sz#n came, which is mighty range z and it it ſhould happen 
to 
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to be true, it would prove an excellent diſcovery of ſtarry ve- 
rity, eſpecially if it could be brought into a Rule ; but before 
we'go any further, let us ſee what uſe -he makes of theſe Dire- 
Gions in other Genitures. 

In the Nativity of Ann Queen of Poland, the Sun was Hileg 
in the Seventh, and yet the Aſcendent to his Oppolition 41d not 
kill. In the Nativity of Cardinal Ceſarinus, Mars was in the 
Eighth, as in this Figure, and he kills him with the Afcendent 
to the Oppoſition of Mars, without any dithculty. In the Na- 
tivity of Cardinal Spinelzs, Mars was in the Eighth, as here, 
and he kills him on the Aſcendent to his Oppotition, without 
any thing elſe tohelp. In Cardinal Vbaldinus the Sun was in the 
Eighth, and yet thcre the Aſcendent to his Oppoſition wauld not 
kill, notwithſtanding he was in dire& Oppotiton to Mars in 
Aries, Nor in Cardinal Gymnaſins, the Aſcendent to the Oppo- 
ſition of the Sn and Mercury would not kill, and Mercury Lord 
of the Eighth too. In Cardinal Gypſins, the Aſcendent to the 
Oppoſition of the S#n could not kill him, but the Dragon's Tail 
whipt him off afterward. Nor in Cardinal Pancirolas, In Car- 
dinal Urfinus the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Mars kills with- 
out any thing to aſliſt it. And the like in Ranzccive, with others. 

Thus you (ce here are a ſufficient number of Witneſſes under 
his own Hand to prove when the Sn in the like caſe would not 
kill, and where Mars hath done it, contrary to his PraQtice in 
this man's Geniture. And fo I come to give you the Scheme, 
it being ſet to his time exactly, and the Planets places nearly the 
ſame with thoſe I have calculated, only Mercwry is here 10 de- 
grees 37 minutes in Libra, and by Calculation he is in 12 degr. 
$ min, of that Sign. 
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You have heard my ObjeQions againſt the Truth of this 
Scheme, and alſo my Reaſons ſor it, together with theſe ſeves 
ral Examples, to ſhew where he hath allowed the quite contra- 
ry, and that he doth not make a Rule of it: And to me it 
ſeems to be lugg'd in by Head and Shoulders to ſerve a turn, 
without any true method or rule to guide or approve it, either 
in his own practice, or any other man's. Hence I do poſitively 
affirm, for the reaſons abovementioned , T hat this Figure is 
wholly falſe, and thoſe DireRions ſaid to give his Preferment 
and Death, are groundleſs and improper; and whoſoever be- 
lieves this method, and depends on it, will be deceived, and his 
Expe@ation fruſtrated in any other caſe of this nature. 

If there was a man born about that time that Argol gives us, 
1] do believe it was given either at 1 of the Clock, or at 2; if at 
2, then the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of the Sun, or rather 
the Szn to the Seventh Houſe, is a proper DireQion to kill, if 
wrought with Addition and Subſtration, as Ptolemy teacheth, 
Lib. 3. Cap. 14. but if at one 3 Merediem, (which —_ 

ar 
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far more rational and likely to be the time of his Birth, than 
the other or Argol's either) then we have Directions for his 
Prefecrment and Death, all agrecable both to Rule and Time, 
and will cauſe ſuch eflc&s in other Nativities, where the like Di- 
xcicns happen. 

When he was made Cardinal, he had not the Midheaven to the 
Trioe of 7enus, but the Moon to the Trine of the Sun, who was. 
radiciily in a Mundane Trine to Jupiter in the Aſcendent, 

When he dycd he had not the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of 
the Sr; but the Sun Hileg to the Body of Saturn, Body of- 
the Mron, and Square of Mars 3 and I will appeal to any man 
of Skill, Whether theſe are not more proper to kill, than that 
he ſays did. A Figure of my Correction will have 15 degrees 
of Librain the Tenth, and its Right Aſcention 193 44, the Pole 
of the Sun 9, the Pole of the Moon 40, and the Figure will dif- 
fer 35 minutes from that of Argol.

Cardinal UVbaldinus was born (ſays Argo! ) the 21 day of 
September, Anno 1578. at 2 hours 22 minutes P. M. ſub Eat. 42. 
"That he was made a Cardinal by Pope Paul V. December 2d 1615. 
being then 37 years of age and 2 months, Midheaven ad %* 2. 

And that he dyed April 22d 1635. of the Stone in the Blad- 
der; and for this, our Author ſays, he had his Aſcendent di- 
xecd to the Square of Satwrn in the Zodiack, as they always 
do, he being then 56 years old and 6 months. 

Herc it is plain that this Nativity is not true, and that the time 
given is really ſtrained to ſerve a turn; that is, to make the Aſcen= 
dent to the Square of Saturn come to Kill himgand by the ſame po=» 
fition the MC. to the Sextile of Zwpiter give his Preferment, both, 
which Directions are falſe and groundleſs, and not to be relied 
on in any cafe, as heunderſtands and dires them ; and I am ve- 
xy. certain they were not the Altrological Cauſe of his Death or. 

Preferment;, 
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Preferment z for the Midheaven to the Sextile of Jupiter came up 
at about 33 years old, and the Aſcendent to the Square of $4z- 
turn at 66, 

But to omit thoſe things as frivolous in compariſon to that 
which | am now going to mention: In the laſt Nativity menti- 
cned, you (ce he makes the Afcendent to the Oppoſition of the 
Sun kill without any thing to aſfiſi it 3 and yet in this man's caſe 
he will not allow it to kill, notwithſtanding the Body of Mars 
comes up with it at the ſame time. If cheſe DireQions had come 
up when he was young, you might then have ſaid in excuſe, 
That the ſtrength of Nature was deſigned for a longer date,and ſo 
have baffled theſe two fiery Stars z but they came up at 52 years 
of age, when a man's ſtrength decays, and this but 4 years before 
hedyed : Which ſecms firange to me, That the fingle Oppoſi- 
tion of the Sun killed Blanchettres, and yet the Aſcendent tothe 
Body of Mars and Oppoſition of the Szn cannot hew this man 
down. But perhaps you will ſay, That in Blanchet's Nativity, 
the Sun was Lord of the Eighth. That I allow; and is not the 
Sunherein the Eighth? which enabled him to murder to the full 
as well as the other : But befides that, the Sn is here in Oppo- 
ſition to Mars Maleftick. _ 

But perhaps you may ſay, That though they did not kill, yet 
they might give the Diſcaſe of which he lingered, which was 
the Stone in the Bladder. That deny, and 1 will appeal to any of 
you, whether the Oppoſition of the Sn and Body of Mars hath 
not more power to kill, than the Square of Sztzrn, which hath 
the Oppolition of Fupiter to hinder it. But beſides, if I ſhould 
allow that, how will you diſtinguiſh it in your Rule, when you 
will let us know your method for Diſeaſes and Death ? That is, 
how we ſhall know when the Body of Mars and Oppoſition of 
the Sun will kill, when give a Diſcaſe, and when nothing at all : 
and when the Aſcendent to the Square of Satzrn will kili, and 
when not z for in the Nativities of Alexander Vifiricins, Franciſcus 
Vitelus, and Cardinal Creſcentizs, it would not; with abundance 
more I could giveyou. Butthele things I will leave to your con» 
fideration, and come to the Figure it (elf, that you may ſee what 
I ay to be no more nor leſs than Truth, 
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As to the CorreQion of this Figure, I do alter it about 40 
minutes ſooner, the Right Aſcention of the Midheaven to that 
time is 213 degrees 24. minutes, and the O. A. of the Aſcendent 
is 303 degrees and 24 minutes. Now by this poſition, the Mon 
to the Trine of Venus gave him his preferment; the Pole of the 
Moon is 24 degrees, and her Oblique Aſccntion in the oppoſite 
placeis 258 degrees 47 minutes, which ſubſtraQted from 294 de- 
grees 35 minutes, leaves the Ark of Dire&ion of the Moon to 
the Trine of Venus , fine Lat. 35 degrees 48 minutes, which 
turned into time, gives 37 years and almoſt 6 months z and about 
the ſame time alſo, or a little before, came up the Midheaven to 
the Trine of Mars : And thisI take to be a very probable cauſe 
for his Preferment. 

And by this poſition alſo , .he dyed on the Sun Giver of 
Life, to the Mundane Parallel of Saturn; to the Zodiacal Parallil 
of Saturn, and to the Oppoſition of the Moon. The diſtance of 
Saturn from the Midheaven is 75 degrees 58 minutes: The di- 
ſtance of the Swn from the Midheaven 26 degrees 17 minutes ; the 
part proportional is 20 degrees 36 minutes; This ſubtiracted from 
Saturn's 
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Saturn's diſtance, leaves the true Ark of DireQion of the S#n to 
the Mundane Parallel of Saturn 55 degrees 22 minutes; this 
turned into time, gives 56 years and 5 months: And here, by 
.. the way, obſerve, 1 do not fay that this DireQion gave the Dit- 
eaſe of which this man dyed (as Argol ſays) that is indeed to be 
ſought from another Cauſe, and not the mortal DireRion z per- 
haps he had lingred under this Diſtemper more or leſs from 40 
years of: Age, even from the time that the Moon paſſed the Op- 
- poſition of Saturn in Cancer z but the Radical Cauſe was from 
Satrrn's being in the Aice-ndent in Capricorn, and the Sua in Op- 
poſition to Mars 3 vide Opns Reform. pag. 149. to which | reter 
you for that Diſeaſe : And fo 1 will give you the Directions,

Cardinal Paravacinus was born Faly the 1 1th, at 8 of the Clock 
at Night, 1552. Lat. 42. Argol ſays, This Native was a man of 
Quality, and had divers CharaRters of Honour conferred on 
him, and at laſt was made Cardinal by Pope Gregory XIV. in 
the year 1591. March the 6th, on the Direction of the Sun to 
his own Scextile, 

And he dyed on the 4th of February, 1611. by a ſudden De- 
fluxion of Humors that fell on his Neck and Jaws with that Fury 
that it ſuffocated him; and this (ſays my Author) was from rhe 
Aſcendent to the middlemoſt Star of the Pleiades, in 23 degrees 

minutes of Tau'ms, Which Sign governs thoſe Parts; and in 
the Month of D-cember preceding there was an Eclipſe of the 
M»-n in 7 degre-s of Cancer, in Squzre fo her Place in the Na- 
tivity. Now Reader, do but contides what a parcel of Aftrulo- 
gical Reaſons here are, ſuch Reaſons that none but Argo would 
have given, and ſuch as none but very weak men will be- 
lieve 

Argol tells us, This man was a Cardinal, a Clergyman, a 
Noble man.and perhaps more than a manyfor of all the Nativities 
that I have (cen, this is the ſhrewdeft and plagaeſt fellow among 
thera ;

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them : But whether his Power lay in his Coat, or his Cap, his 
Spark of Honour, or his ſtrong Conſtitution, | know not z but this 
is certain, he had more Power, Craft, or good Fortune, than the 
reſt of his Trade had, for he bid defiance to, and baftt'd all 
the Seven Planctsz and had nut the Pleiades ( called the Seven 
Stars) took him to task, for ought I can ſee he might have 
lived cill this time. The Malctick Rays of the Planets could 
not kill him, if you will believe Argo! z for his Aſcendent had 
paſſed the Malefick and Benefick Rays too of all the Seven, and 
they could make no work of it till the Pleiades took up the 
Cudgels. He outliv'd the Oppoſition of Jzpiter , the Body 
of Saturn , the Square of Mars out of the Fourth , the 
Square of Venus Lady of the Eighth, the Square of Mercury 
Lord of the Fourth, and the Square of the Swnout of the Sixth, 
and at laſt a little ſquint-ey'd Star fieps' in, that no body did 
dream of, and gave him his Litas: But then you mult ob. 
ſerve, that was alliſted by an Eclipſe in Cancer, and the Dilcaſe 
was in his Neck, and Throat, the part that Tawrys governs, and 
therefore you muſt conclude theſe all together are weighty things; 
Riſum teneatis. f : 

Now what man of Senſe can believe thele idle extravagant 
Notions? Nay , that can forbear laughing at them, things fo 
ridiculous that I am aſbamed they ſhould appear under Argot's 
Name, or that any man ſhould have occaſion to ſay that theſe 
poor weak inartiticial Reaſons and Operations for Death, came 
from the hand of a great Paduean, But when I conſider it 
again, there are very few of any other Opinion ; for all thoſe 
who have appzared in print on the DoGrinal and Practical part of 
Nativities , follow the ſame Cant that is here laid down, and 
make as miſerable Stuff of it as this man doth, letting people 
dye on the Aſcendent to the Dragon's H:ad or Tail, to the Oppo- 
tion of Jupiter or Venus, eſpecially it they have dominion in the 
Eighth Houſe, to the Pleiades, &c. No matter who is Hileg z 
and what they allow for Doctrine in one Nativity, they diſallow 
it again in twenty afterwards; and at this rate we are taught 
and inftruged, and the Art iVuftrated and beautihed with Falſ- 
hood and Fooleries, And to convince ycu that this is true, 
look into thoſe Nativities printed by this Author, and you will 
find he kills ſome on the Aſcendent to the Body of Saturn, as 
Cardinal Lygoviſims, and Cardinal Matws 3 ſome on the Aſcen- 
dent 
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dent to the Square of Mars, as Pope Sixtus V. and Charles the 
King of Spain's Son ; ſome on the Aſcendent to the Body of the 
Moon, as Cardinal de Comitibus, and Cardinal Plattwr z ſome on 
the Aſcendent to the Square of the S#1, as Cardinal Zzcchia, and 
Cardinal Placentins z others on the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Mercury, as Cardinal Simoncellus z on the Square of Jupiter, as 
« Columns Patriarch of Ferwſalem: And yet here he paſt them 
all, and did nothing to the purpoſe, as in other People ;z and 1 
now will give you the Scheme it ſelf exactly from Arge/*s Copy. 
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In the CorrecQion of this Nativity I ſhall make but a ſmall 
Alteration. in Argol's Figure, no more than. 6 minutes in the 
Right Aſcention, which doth. not amount to r minute in time. 
So that the Right Aſcention of my Midheaven will be 239 de- 
grees and 46 minutes and the Part of Fortune 1 allow (accord- 
ing to Ptolemy, Lib. 3. Cap. 13+) to be giver of Life z and that 
he did not dye on the Aſcendent to the Pleiades, but on the Part

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of Fortune to the Semiquadrate of Satzrn, to the Mundane Pa- 
tallel of thc S#n, and the Oppoſition of the Sun; and this I thus 
prove. The diſtance of Sa:zrz from the Midheaven is 93 de- 
grees 54 minutes z from which taking half his ſemidiurnal Ark, 
there remains 52 degrees 48 minutes 3 tothisI add the part pro» 
portional, 2 degrees 7 minutes, -and that gives the Ark of Dire- 
ion of the Part of Fortune to the Semiquadrate of Saturn 54. 
degrees 55 minutes: This, turned into time, gives 58 years 
and 5 months, And this is followed by the Part of Fortune to the 
Mundane Parallel of the Sun, Arik 59 degrees oo minutes, and 
then to the Oppoſition of the Sun, Ark 62 degrees 26 mi- 
nutes ;z and no DireRion of any of the Feneticks to fave: That 
which is neareſt is the Mundane Parallel of Jupiter ; but that did 
\not come up neither till after theſe Thxce mentioned, and there- 
fore norelief. Thus 4 have endeavoured trom his own Figure 
to prove his Death, by Ptolemy's undeniable Authority. AnJ now 
I come to ſome Obſervations on the Scheme, and Dircions, 

Firſt, Let us obſerve, that this is a kind of a violent Death ; for 
our Author ſays, He was firangled on a {udden with the flux that 
fell on the Veſſels about.the Throat z and it'is probable to be- 
lieve, that if he had been in ſome other Country or Employm«nt, 
that Suffocation might have been of another nature z or if it 
had been a violent N tivity, he' might have been put to death 
by the Sqgtence of a Judge, in (ome fuch way, that Strangling 

ight have been the method to cffc& ; but this we find-is a way 
of Nature's own providing, 

Secondly, The Directions were violent, -and fell in Domo & 
Termini Saturni ; and Ptolemy ſays, When Satzrn rules'in Death, 
he give Catharros & alia mala, qne ex frigidis cauſis ſuperantibus 
oriuntur, But the reaſon that made his Diſeaſe fo ſudden and 
violent, was becauſe the Sun ſuccecded fo near in Dizecion, and 
he in a Mundane Parallel with Saturn; for the Sar is in truth 
"the Potothanatos in this calc, : | 

Thirdly, i obſerve, he was ſtrangled, or rather ſuffocated, and 
that requires a rcaſon too in Aſtrology 3 and truly you need not 
go far for it ; for do but look into Prolemy, in Cap. de Morte, and 
there he ſays, When Saturn bcholds the Sun by Qppolition or 
Square, he gives Dcath per Anginas aut Strangulationem, Here 
the Swn is in a Mundane Parallel, applying, which is equal-to an 
"Oppolition. Eut do not miſtake me, I pray z I'do not _

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That in any Nativity, where there is an Oppoſition of the Smn 
and Satwrn applying, that the Native ſhall dye by Suffocation, &c. 
as here, but-only i#the like caſe, where the San is the Poiothana- 
tos, Orin Aſpect with him who is fo, +- | 
* Fourthly, I obſerve alſo, that there are divers violeat Poſi- 
tions in the Figure, and by.conſequence ought to have a ſhare in 
the violence of his Death. The Poſitions are theſe following ; 
the Sunis in a Mundane Parallel, with Satzrn applying, and 
near the Zodiacal Parallel of Marsz the Hileg is iri an exaR 
Mundane Parallel with Mars, and going to his Oppoſis 
tion, | 

As to his Gout, Gouty Pains and Rheumatiſm that he had lain 
under for ſome time before, I judge them to be from the Aſcen- 
dent to the Body of the Moon, and Square of Mercary, the Moon 
to the Mundane Parallel of Satzrn ta-the Square of Satwrn and 
Body of Mars ; but above all, the Sun to the Oppoſition of the 
Moon, and none of thele giyers of Life. 


Cardinal de Comitibus was born (as Argol tells us) the 28th 
day of Amguſt, at 5 hours 49 minutes P.. M. 1556. and under 
the Latitude of Rowe: But the Figure is ſet to 3 minutes after 
8, P.M. and I am fſurc he intended that 'Figure, becauſe he 
makes uſe of that Oblique Afſcention of the Aſcendent, in di- 
reing it to the Body of the Moon, and that agrees to 29 degrees 
of Aries almoſt as-in the Scheme. | 

That he was made a Cardinal Jzve the gth, - 1604. on the 
Midheaven to the Trine of the Moon. | 

And that he dyed the ſecond of December at Night, by a 
ſudden defluxion of Humors upon his Jaws, Anno 1605. 
and this from the Aſcendent to the Body of the Moon, hav- 
ing a little before paſſed the Antiſcion of the Moons in 
which caſe obſerve, In this Nativity the Pleiades could 
not kill, and in Paravacinses's the Moon could not do it. 

I cannot deny the Midheaven to the Trine of the Moon to be 
a good DircQion, and likely to give Pretermentz but for the 
Alcendent to the Body of the Moon to kill him, I canot agree 
toit: And my reaſon is, Becauſe the Moon is not Maletick, un- 
leſs it is by. being in a Mundane Square to Saturn z 'but my chict- 
eſt reaſon is, becauſe the HO not giver of Life z and =

he will not keep to a Rule, no man can underfiand him, nor is 
his method intelligible. 

This Nativity! might be correed with veſh good: Authority, 
and not alter the Midheaven or Aſcendent any thing confidera- 
blez for in this poſition of his, the Part of Fortune, who is 
Giver -of Life, did paſs the Oppolition of the S#» much about the 
time of his Death. And yet, for all chat,l do not think his Printed 
time true 3 but rather that the eſtimate time given him was 7 
hours 30 minutes P. M. and becauſe-the' Midheaven to the 
Trine of the Avon, and the:Aſcendent to the Body of the Moon 
did ſo well agree to the timcs of his Two Accidents, he made 
the time 29 minutes later,, on purpoſe to bring up thoſe Dire- 
ions to agree with thoſe Two Accidents mentioned z but if 
this time hould be allowed to'be true, 1 believe he would be 
ſhrewdly put to-it to prove: by good Authoziy, That the Aſcen- 
dent to the Body of the Mon hath powerito kill in this caſe 
and alſo to prove, The Aſcendent to the Square of the Sz» had 
not power to do it, for by his Scheme you ſee he outliv'd that 


many years,Nor do I underſtand how any one ſingleDireRion can 


give z ſudden Death as his-was, that generally being the effect 
of a Crowd'of DireQtions of different Natures and Effects, and 
for the moſt part in' more ative parts of Heaven too than Can- 
cer is 3 but without further debate, I will give you the Scheme 
Argol hath printed, and you may ſpend your Opinion on it, as 
you think convenient. p 
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I do alter Arpol's time, and make it ſooner by 29 minutes; 
and the Right Aſcention of the Midheaven to that time is 278 
degrees 10 minutes, agreeing to 8 degrees of Capricorn in the 
Ecliptick, and 15 degrees of Aries Aſcending z, and if you pleaſe 
to ſet the Figure, you will find the whole polition not unlike that 
of Cardinal Parawacinus, who dyed by ſuch a Diſeaſe as this 
man both for Quality and Circumſtance, a ſudden Suffocation. 
He had his Part of Fortune giver of Life in the Tenth 3 fo hath 
this man. He had his Part of Fortwne afflictcd of Mars, here it 
is afflicted by Saturn, He hid the Part of Fortwne in a itnundane 
Parallel with Satzrn in the Afcendent, fo hath this man his #lfo 
with one aggravation more, and that is a Zodiacat Pmrallel with 
Saturn. He dyed on the Part of Fortune direQed to the Semt- 
quadrate of Satwra, ard the Mundane Parallgl of the Szn Male- 
fick followed z this man dyed on the Part of Fortwne to the Square - 
of the Moon, and the Mundane Parallel of A4zrs-followed it. 
In my Opinion here is wg Reaſonable and or 
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but in both of them, by Argo!'s "method and Dofrine wholly 
improbable. 

He was created Cardinal on the Szn in the Crepuſculine Arks 
to the Body of Jupiter. Thus, the Oblique Aſcention of the 
Sun, under the Pole of Birth, is 35 1 degres 32 minutes, of 7u4- 
piter 35 degrees 42 mirutes ; their diſtance is 44 degrees 10 mi- 
nates: From which Ark I ſubtract the ortive difference 43 mi- 
nutes, and there remains 43 degrees 27 minutes, the Ark of 
DircRion of the S#n in the Crepuſculum to the Body of Jupiter : 
and this turned -into-time, gives 47 years and 7 months; and 
when he was 47 years and 10 months, Fane the 9th 1604. he 
was made a Cardinal.

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My Learned Ttalian tells us, That Cardinal Simoncellus was 
born November the 5th, at 49 minutes paſt 7 of the Clock at 
Night, .inthe Year 1536. under the Elevation of 43. And al- 
fo ſays, he was created Cardinal on-the 22d day. of December, 
1553. by Pope Fulius III. and this at the age of 17 years and 
2 months almoſt, on the Midheaven to the Body of Jupiter and 
Trine of: Merexry. This was a very young Cardinal, in my Opi- 
nion, but old enough, Ijudge, to take the profits of his Trade. 

And that he dycd in the month of Febrxary; about the mid- 
dle of it, Anno 1605, by a difficulty in his Urine, at the Age 
of 68. years and 3. months, and this: (fays Sir Andrew). was 
from:

the Sn each of them ; and yet here, where the Square of the 
Sun falls exactiy on the the Body. of the Avon, and both ncar the 
Lyon's Heart, which adds to their Violence extreamly, they will

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Houſe 13 degrees 42 minutes, its Tempora Horaria Diurna 17 de. 
grees 58 minutes ; the diſtance of the Sun from the Culſp of the 
Fourth is 60 degrees 33 minutes ; to this I add the part propor- 
tional 13 degrees 47 minutes, and that_gives the Ark of Dire- 
tion of the Part of Fortune to the Oppoiition of the- Sun 74. 
degrees 25 minutes: This turned into thme gives; 68 years and 
3 months, The Part of Fortune to: the parallel of Szrarn hath 
Ark 76 degrees 5o minutes. And theſe two I do allow for his 
Death, which was a Retemtion of Urine ; but this laſt, which 
is thc Poiothanatos, gives the Diſcaſe and its Quality, and is like- 
ly to produce if, either by a paralitick Accident in the Bladder 
and Nerves adjacent, or by impairing the expuliive Faculty in 

the Reins 3 both which arc the natural cffes of Saturn and his 

Terrene Quality. And | am of Opinion, that he had been 

ſabje& to this Diſeaſe for 5 years before he dyed, being firſt be- 

gan by the Aſcendent to the Body .of Satzrn, which voth for 

the moſt part caule a deficiency in all parts of Natuce, though 

he had not power to kill: See the Direfions. 
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And ſeeing 1 have made uſe of theſe Directions often in this 


Treatiſe, I care notif 1 take a little pains, and demonſtrate the 
thing to the young Student, which I am: ſure is generally un- 
known to the Aſtrologers of our Nation 4 1 mean, to dire& the 
Moon to the Antiſcions of the Planets ; and therefore [ will here 
do it once for all. And to that end take notice, That Antiſci- 
ons are nothing elſe but parallels of Declination, which are to be 
taken with the Planets Latitude, and not otherways ; and thoſe 
that take them without, make haſte co diſcover their Ignorance, 
and ſhew you they grope in the. dark without Reafon or Skill, 


having . 
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having taken up a falſe method delivered to them by they know 
not who, and now they are loth to part with itz and whether [ 
am right or not, ſee Afbrinus in his 4ſtrol, Gall. lib. 16, pag. 368. 
and 1 doubt not but you willl believe him. Alſo ſee Ptolemy, 
hh. 1 cap- 13; and fome others, | 

Now the Reaſon why our modern Profcfſors have decryed 
Antiſcions, and {aid they could find no truth in them is, Becauſe 
they neither know how to take them, "nor dire& them when ta- 
kenz and | will make it appear to any one, That let any of them 
dire& the Sun or Moon to ſuch Antilcions as I ſhall appoint, and 
EF will alfo work the ſame DireQions with them, and when we 
have both done, there thall be 10, 15, or 20 degrees difference 
between my Directions and theirsz and therefore it is no wonder 
they can find no effects in the Antiſcions and their Direions, 
Mine I can demonſtrate, but they work "theirs as a Parrot 
talks, by rotez they have learned a Notion, but it is indeed a 
groundleſs onez nor can they give you any SatisfaRion if you 
defire the reaſon of them. - For Example, Why muſt there be 
Contrantiſcions of a different nature from the Antiſcions ? Or 
what reaſon can they give why the Contrantiſcion ſhould not be 
of the ſame nature with the Antiſcion ? Beſides, there are ſome 
parallels or Antiſcions that cannot be dire&ed to , of which 
ſort they are that be out of the Ecliptick, &c. And fo 1 
come to give you an Example in the thing, to ſhew you, 
that what I have faid is truth, and that they do differ from 
me, as I have told you. bs 

Let the Example be of the Moon and Saturn in this Car- 
- dinal's Nativity, as being moſt apt for the illuſtration of the 
thing I do here inter1: The place of Saturn is 7 degrees 16 
minutes in Virgo, with 30 minutes of North Latitude 3 hence 
you will find his Declination is g degrees 2 1 minutes; anſwer- 
ing to.6 degrees of Virgo and 24 degrees of. Aries in the Ecli- 
ptick, and to 6 degrees of Piſces and 24 degrees of Libr. 
"The Longitude of the e Hoon is 21 degrees 39 minutes in 
.Leo', with North Latitude 4 degrees -33 minutes 3 her De- 
clination-is 18 degrees. 38 minutes, . and her Parallels fall in 
-6 degrees 148 minutes of Leo and Aquary , and in 23 de- 

grecs '12 minutes of Taxrus' and Scorpiorz when at the ſame 
'time=their Parallcls, or Antiſcions, &c. fall in 21 degrees 3g 


minutes 
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minutes of Leo and Taurus, and in 8 degrees 21 minutes 
of Aquary and Scorpio; ſo that you ſee here there is no leſs 
than 15 degrees of difference between them and Truth. 
Now it I ſhould , as they do, dirc& the Avon to 23 de- 
grees of Libra, (he hath there 4 degrees 23 minutes of 
Latitude, and 5 degrees odd minutes of Declination , which 
doth not come near the Declination of Saturn, which is 
9 degrees 21 minutes: . Therefore I obſerve what Latitude 
the Moon hath in 4 degrees of Seorpio; aid I find ſhe hath 
there 3 degrees 47 minutes; in which Point ſhe haih g 
degrees 21 minutes of Declination, and in that Point ſhe 
really mects the true Parallel of Satwrnz and as he is, fo is 
ſhe equally diſtant both from the Tropicks and Equator ; 
and tv this Point , and with that Latitude there, I dire& 
the Afron, whoſe Ark of Dire&ion is 76 degrees 50 gii- 
nutes: Which turned into Time gives 70 years and about 
5 or 6 months. And at that time the Moon and Part of For- 
tmne comes by DireRion to the Parallel of Saturn's Declination, 
and fo of the others in the like caſe, 6 
Thus I have given you One and thirty Nativities out of 
Argol's De Diebus Critics, to prove that there were Rea- 
ſons to be given for their Deaths and Preferments by a re- 
gular method in taking the Hileg,, and uſing of it to the 
end it is choſen, without running from one point to 
another, and at laſt perhaps kill them on ſome Directions 
that were never imagined nor believed to have any ſuch 
mortal power before, And in ſome of theſe Nativites I keep 
clole to Argol's time , without any alteration at all; and in 
others of them, where 1 do differ from him, it is with 
good reaſon to believe that he firain'd' the point to make 
his Direction that he did imagine hit the Accident: And I do 
believe in ſome of them he hath made conliderable altera- 
tion from the eſtimate time. Like C in his Ky filed 
bigger, to (hew himſelf a man of Skill, alters his Eilimate 
Time almoſt Three Hoursz the Conſequence you ſhall hear 
hereafter in this Treatiſe. And yet for thoſe Nativitics that 
I have not altered, as well as thoſe I have, I do not en- 
gage for the Truth of any: of themz nor doth it matter 
| M m any 
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any thing to the intent of this Book , whether they are true 
or not. If they are true, he hath wholly miſtaken the Prin- 
ciples of his Art, and miſguided his Reader and Pwpil in his 
InfiruQions, and juſtly deſerved the modeſt Correction that I 
have made of the whole. If they are not true Nativities, it 
is the ſame thing as if they were, for he would have given 
the ſame Reaſons for true cnes as he doth in theſe; and to be 
plain with you, he gives his Reaſons for them, belicving and 
ſuppoſing them to be true: And fo, ] take them; and the ſame 
Reaſons I give will hold and have adequate effe&s in any true 
Nativities carefully taken. 

In theſe Three Jaſt Nativities here given, I have made choice 
of them on purpoſe, becauſe in each of them the Part of For- 
tune is giver of Life, according to the Do&rine and Principles 
of Ptolemy , and that point I have dirced to their ſeveral 
Anareta's, in each of them to give the. time of Death , which 
perhaps may ſeem to ſome Old Profeſſors a method ſtrange 
to their practice, notwithſianding -they have talked of the 
Part of Fortune being one of the Five Hilegical places often- 
times, but did never aJlow it to be direFed on any occaſion 
of Life and Death, but when nothing elſe would do; never con- 
fiderirg the Rule when it is to be allowed giver of Life, and 
when not z and concerning this, I ſuppoſe there will be divers 
Profeſſors and Pretenders to this Art, that will raiſe ſeveral 
doubts about it, and debate the Point pro' & con, whether it 
ought or ought not to be admitted into practice z and I doubt 
not likewiſe but the Verdi& will go againſt me in the caſe de- 
bated; Therefore , the better to guide theſe Sceptical Ani- 
madveiters Judgments, I will fay ſomething in order to the 
reaſonableneſs of its admiſſion , to the probability of its pow- 
er; and to the Authority 1 have, to plead for both , from our 
Great Patron and Mgſter, Ptolemy. 

Notwithſtanding it is but a Point (and for that Reaſon con- 
trovertd by many) there ſeems as much Reaſon for Its being 
direced (if it is truly taken) as the S#n and Moon ; for the point 
of the Zodiack, that the Sun and Moon are in at the Time 
of Birth, is gone from that part of Heaven, when the point 
dire&cd to, comes up to them, as we fay ; And therefore the 
Promittor never comes to the Body of the Swn or Moon , 


but 
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but to the point in Mundo, where they were at the Birth, and 
for that reaſon I have already (aid , That the Signiticacor js 
moveable'in Zodiaco, immoveable #2 Mxndo ; but the Promittor 
is on the contrary immoveable in Zodiaco, and moveable in Myn- 
do: And therefore ſceing it is the Point where the Signiticator 
was at Birth, that the Promittor comes to by DireRion, I ſee 
no Reaſon to the contrary but that the Part of Fortune is all out 
as capable of meeting Promittors, as any of the other Signiti- 
cators, only with this difterence, that the Sun and Mon are 1i- 
able to be dire&ed convers, but the Part of Fortune not ; and the 
reaſon is, becauſe it is not carried by the Rapt Motion , as 
they are. Now, if the Pare of Fortwune is a point in the 
Heavens colleQed by Rule, as all do agree, and alſo that 
it is one of the Five Hilegiack Points; then, I think, ic 
ought to be admitted Hileg, when it is qualified according 
to the Rule in that caſe provided ; and indeed they will 
be at a mighty non- plus to find out their Five Hilegiack 
Points without it: Then if that be granted, it is all I 
here do plead forz and that is its quiet and peaceable ad- 
mithon. 
Secondly, As to its power of being direCted for Death, this 
I do believe will be ſomething difficult to be granted by 
many, and the reaſon is becauſe they have not been inured to 
it; but the Aſcendent hath been generally the Slave to do 
every thing. I remember but one Example in Argol, where 
he dire&ts the Part of Fortune for Death, and that is in the 
Duke of AMontmorancy, the French-man's Caſe, of which I have 
ſpoke already in the Second Partz and though it is but a 
Point, and no viſible Body, yet that Point being in a fit part 
of Heaven, and no Competitors, is as probable an Aphera as 
the Aſcendent it ſelf; which though it be allowed a conti- 
nual Point, and always in being, yet it is always moving be- 
tween North - Eaſt and South-Eaſt, and alſo not conſtantly 
qualified to be Giver of Lifz, as alſo is the Part of Fortune. 
All the Five Hilegiack Points have their diſtin& and parti- 
cular Rules by which they are elected to that Power, if con- 
fidered by a skilful hand z yet you may talk with Twenty 
of the Common PraQGicers that know nothing of that Rule, 
nor do indced ever take any notice of it; Nay, more than 
Mm 2 that, 
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| that, They hug themſclycs with the Satisfaction of beivg ig- 


norant in the point, and value themſelves upon it, With ſuch 
f expect no good Entertainment, nor indeed dol care whether | 
have or not. I ſay, cach of the Apbetz*s have their particu» 
thr Rules, by: which they are [trily clected to their Power z 
and the Part of Fortune is as regularly electcd as any of them, 
and the Rules to that end as poſitive, and abſolute 3 all which 
being conſidered , the Pars of Fortune, it truly taken. and julily | 
eleted, hath as good a Claim to the Power of Hileg as the 
Sun , Moon or Alcendent: - And therefore it is the-Duty of 
every honeſt Artiſt to make Obſervations in his PraQtice, and 
ſee if he can ſatisfie himſelf in the Deaths of thoſe Perſons, 
that dye upon DireRions to any other Point beſides the Part of 
Fortune, where that is Hileg : And in this caſe I my ſelf have not 
been deficient, nor am I at this time. But before 1 do con- 
clude, pray let me ask any $kilful man of them all, How 
they will make out their Five Hilegiack Points, when they 
have admitted the Part of Fortune for one; for I abſolutely 
deny the Midheaven to be an Aphetical Point that is to be 
directed for Death: For the Midheaven hath no more to do in 
that, than the Cuſps of the Fourth and Seventh havez and 
therefore they ought to know which they are, or elſe they will 
be but weak Pretenders, if deficient in their Principles. It can» 
not be expected from me here, becauſe I am not writing of the 
Rudiments, but the Improvements of this Art : I only mention 
it here, to put the young Students uporr the Enquiry 3. and you 
Pr there is a certain Promiſe annexed to it, That be that 
eeks ſhall 

Lak = my authority to plead for both its. Admiſſion 
and its Power, I need not go far; for if you will not take 
my own Word for it, I have a couple of Gentlemen ready at 
hand that will be my Security, and tell you more of the mat- 


' ter than what I have ſaid, and they are Ptolemy and his Com- 


mentator Cardan : To the firſt of which I- need ſay nothing 
more to the men of Skill in this Science, than to recommend 
them to thole Two Chapters in his Third Book, De Parte 
Fortune , and Quot fint Prorogatores, To the Second 1 will ay 
nothing, becauſe his Skill in Sciences and Univerſal Learning 
is fo wcll known to all Bookiſh. Men., that my Commcnda- 
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tion of him will rather be his Injury than his Advantage 3-- 
and therefore I will only recommend the Reader to his Com- 
ment on thoſe Two Chapters before raentioned, that is Lib. 3, 
Cap, 12, and 13, and I doubt not but any unprejudiced man 
may receive full ſatisfation about the matter now in. debate; 
But if any conceited man ſhall think himſelf wiſer than Ptolemy, 
Cardan, Naibod, Maginus and JTundine, he may reject thelr 
Rules, and ſet up ſome wiſe Notions of his own: Nay, he 
may call them all Impudent Villains too, if he plealcth, as a 
Poor Ignorant Impudent Fellow did Ptolemy this Year 1697. 
in Print. And fo I take my Leave of. Argo, and conclude 


this Third Part with this uſeful Diſcourſe about the Lunar: -

will be totally ſilent in all things th:t concern his Perſon, Morals, 
Religion, and Repmtation, and this not only here, but through- 
out this Fourth Part I will keep the ſame Method, laying atide 
all Expreſſions of Prejudice, and only ftick to the matter. in 
hand , which is to enquire into thoſe Nativities, and to fee 
whether they are managed according to the Old and Primitive 
Dodrine, and alſo whether he doth allow the Yame Effe& in 
one that he doth in another ;z and I hope no man will take it ill 
if there appear a juſt ground for Reprehenfion , and this done 
: in 


|| Shall have no need to ſay any great matter by way of Prce-

in a modeſt Way, and Terms becoming one that expects future 
times may have ſome occafion to do the like by him when time 
ſhall be no more in his account. 

As to the Nativities, 1 will not print them all, but give you 
ſome of the moſt remarkable ones, and make Remarks from 
them on thoſe I (hall mention,to illuſtrate the DoQrine and Me- 
thod that I intend to purſue thereinz and my reaſon for fo do- 
ing is, becauſe the Book it ſelf is not fo ſcarce to be had, but 
I believe in the hands of moſt Profeſſors, or may be had if they 
think it is worth their while and charge to purchaſc it. And fo * 
I come to the matter it ſelf, without detaining you longer in this 
IntroduQion. 

As to the Nativity of the World, I think it is not worth mine 
nor any other man's time to conſider it, and the rather , be- 
cauſe the Learned Sir Thomas Brown doth conclude it was not 
made in any one Quarter of the Year, but in all four, And 
though Firmicxs hath taken notice of this nicety, yet I am no 
more ſatisfied that he knew the Birth of the World, than I am 
of Morinuws's knowing the Birth of our Saviour z and though I 
ſhould allow his Curioſity in knowing ſomething of it, 1 am 
ſare it would puzzle a good Artiſt to correct it , notwithſtand- 
ing the World hath Accidents ſufficient 3 but it this ſhould be 
allowed too, they have no meaſure of time, nor did they ever 
yet agree under what Pole of Poſition the Figure ought to be 
ereced, 

With this we may very reaſonably join the Nartivities of Nero 
and Alexander the Great; the laſt of which we are told, had 
Saturn Lord of his Aſcendent in pitted and azimene Degrees , 
which made him wry-necked ; then by the ſame Rule, the Moon 
Lady of the Aſcendent at the Creation, ought to have had ſome 
ſuch «fect allo of Deformity to beſtow either on the World in 
general, or on its Inhabitants in particular, becauſe ſhe was alſo 
in a dark degree, that is, three of Tawrzs , as they have made 

her. As to Nev's Nativity , they may have ſome pretence of 
exane(s more than in Alexander's, becaufe our Hiſtory is more 
certain fince our Saviour, than before; but for the reafon ot his 
Death , which was the Moon to the Body of- Mars, that I am 
ſure is falſe, becauſe. the Oppolition of piter is in the next 
degree after it, . and the Body of Venus four degrees from that z

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And as to Aleaxnder's Birth, 1 muſt beg their excuſe if T cannot 
believe a word of it. But when the Chronoloyers hive cer- 
tainly fixt the Year of our Saviour's Birth, I will tcil them more 
of my mind, Alſtedins and Helvicss ſay, he was buzo Are Mundi 
3947 or 3948, they cannct well tell which. Tazckyor fays, He. 
was born in the end of 3947. and yet afteward he tell; us he was 


| born in 3950. and after all theſe, a private Geitleman, a 


Friend oft mine, doth affirm and maintain he wa«s born A4nno 
Mundi 4000, and+of the .ſame Opinion is Fobn Swan; and in | 
this Confuſion I will leave them 3 but when they arc agreed, 
bring me Alexander's Nativity, and I will give you ry Opinion 
on the Poſition; till then 1 think this, and a great many more, 
ſerve only to waſte Paper, and ſpend time to no purpole. 


King Henry the Sixth of England was born, fays our Author, 
at half an hour paſt one after noon: But Stow in his Annals 
ſays, he was born at four hours P. M. the ſame Day z; and indeed 
this is moſt likely to be true, becauſe then the Moon will be in 
the Twelfth in Tawrzs-in Oppoſition to Mars in Virgo in the 
Sixth from fixed Signs, which 1 think naturally ſhews his long 
Impriſonment z and then the Sn and Mercxry will be in Oppo- 
fition to his Horoſcope, *which are likely Arguments of his Un- 
ſucceſsfulneſs both in War and Peace; nay! in every thing, But 
as fo Mr, Gad.'s Figure, pray what reaſon have we to believe 
that he was murdered on the Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn, 
when he had eſcaped the Aſcendent to the Budy of the Moon 
among the Pleiades, and at the fame time to the Oppolition of 
Mars; and to make it the more dangerous, the Moon Lady of 
the Fourth? Aﬀteer this twenty Years he paſſed the Aſcendent to 


'the Oppolition of the Sun and Mercxry out of the Eighth, and 


never ſtirred for it , till the Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn 
came, followed with Jupiter's Sextile;z a very likely Story ! but 


"beſides, the Aſcendent was not Hileg, but the Moor, and ſhe m 


be direGted for Death, and you fee ſhe had paſſed this fatal Square * 
"of Satzrn, and did nothing in order to kill; This is a miſerable 
fort of Aſtrology if well confidercd, 
Now, -if you pleaſe to take Stow's Time of 4h. P. M. or at 
4% 52 m., P, M. you will have the Sn Hileg directed to the 
iacal Parallel of Mars, and to the Mundane Square of Satwrn, 


'and with theſe the Midheaven to the Oppoſition and Aſcendent 


co 
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to the Square of Satzrn likewiſe z but I leaye the Particulars to 


thoſe that love to ſpend time about uncertain Nativities, and 
fatisty my -ſclf that this is falſe in its CorreRion, as well as 


doubtful and uncertain in the Time. 


Henry the Eighth , King of England, is brought by Mr. Gad- 
bury to prove the truth of Aſtrology z and this 1 find he hath 
taken from Cardan, who hath it among his Hundred Genituresz 

" Who makes it to be on the 28th of Fune before, Noon, only a 
degree differing in the Aſcendent. ow, if you pleaſe to have 
recourſe to Gamricus , he tells you he was born the 29th day of 
Fane, Hemminga and Funtline agree with Cardan exatly, from 
whom I ſuppole they took it. But if you look into Stow, he 
tells us he was born June the 22d; which isa horrid miſtake in 
one of them, for the difference is here lix Days, and I believe 
you will imagine that may. make ſome difference in any Nati- 
vity. I ſhall fay bur little in general to this Nativity z only the 
Dire@tion he fays he died on, is falſe, for that could not kill, 
becauſe the Sun is Giver of Life in the Tenth Houſes and be- 
ſides it came up Sixtcen years before he ſays itdid; and if the 
Scheme he gives ſhould be true, I am fure he did not dye on the 
Aſcendent to the Square of Satwraz but it ſerves for them that 


know no better, 


Edward the Sixth , King of England, is allowed by all to be 
born, or cut out of his Mothers Womb, on the 12th of Oftober at 
two Maire , and our Author here makes it 9 minutes ſooner , 
which Alteration muſt be allowed to ahy man, it his Rules agree 
in every thing elſe; That he died on the Aſcendent to the Body 
of Saturn, is by all Profeſſors and Pretendezs believed 3 this 
ſeems to me more ſtrange than all the refit, how they can recan- 
Cile this to their own Reaſon, if they believe their own Rules 
-For in the common way the Trine of Fupiter comes juli at the 
\ heels of Satxrn's Body, and Venus the other Fortune goes juſt 
before him. Now, if Satzra can in this Caſe kill without any 
thing elſe, and the two Fortunes ſo near him, I am ſure you 
may d apon it, that he can always kill without Exception 
when dir to the Hileg, 4s here.

Moon to the Oppoſition of Mars z; why, what is that to the 
Nan Hileg 
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Hileg if he had ? If the hath 20 DireQions to the Sun and 
Moon, not Givers of Life, they ſhall not kill, provided the Hi- 
leg is free, and ſupported by good Rays. Pray why did not the 
Aicendent to the Body of Satzyn kill, Fobn Cofimir King of Po- 
land, Pope Paut V. honett Parſon Marckerneſs, Sir Chriſtopher 
Heydon, Mr, Eqftwood, the Geneva Merchant? in all which, the 
Horoſcope was Hileg , as it is in this of Edward VI. and yet 
- they all paſſed it, and this poor Gentleman alone muſt fall by it. 
What courſe ſhall we take now to reconcile theſe things, and 
make the more thoughtful part of mankind believe what we ſay 
of the Stars? And befoxe we proceed any farther, take the Fi- 
gure jt ſelf, with the Swn, Saturn, Mars and Venus, calculated 
with theix Latitudes,

And yet Stow ſays, She was born on the 11th of Febru- 
ary in that year, being ſeven days ſooner than the former. And 
afteg all, Hemmings, page 135. Aſtro Refut.lays, She was born on 
September the Sth, in the year 1515. differing Five Months from x 
either of thzm, and brings this Nativity to prove Altrology vain | 
and falſe. I think I had beſt leave it as 1 found it, leit I ſpend _— 
time to weary my ſclf, and deceive my Reader z which 1 would 
not willingly do. k 

Elizabeth Queen of England was (as our Author ſays) born on 
the 7rh of September, at 26 minutes paſt 2 Afternuon: Fohn 
Stow agrees with him in the Year and Day z but ſays, It was at 
half an Hour pait 3 in the Afternoon, Ann 1533. To the day, 
and time of the day, Sir Richard Baker 'agrees with Stow, but dit- 
fers from them both in the Year ; for, he lays, it was Anno 1534 
and you know Sir Kichard is a good reputable Author in other 
things, and why not in this? And yet 1 do own Mr. Cambden 
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agrees with Stow in the year, and ſays, She was born in 1533. 
Mr. Gadbury makes her S2gitary aſcending z the <ltimate is Capri» 
corn; and Hemminga makes Aquary. I conteis Mr. Lilly agrees 
with the eſtimate, and makes Copricorn aſcending z but | can by 
no-means agree with him in the DireRion for her Death, which 
is the Aſcendent to the Pleiades, as he faith. 

The principal Objection our Author hath againſt the eſtimate 
time is, becauſe Capricorn in the Aſcendent isa cold, dull, earthy, 
feminine Sign,- and fhe a Virago, a Maſculine Spirited Prin- 
ceſs, endued with a high and lofty mind, and therefore could 
not fignify her. Why truly, this very thing makes me believe 
Sir Richard Baker may be true in the Year he ſays fſhe was born 
in, 4. e. 1534- becauſe on the 7th of September, "that year, Zupt- 
ter was in about 22 degrees of Capricorn in her Aſcendent , 
and in Trine tothe Swnz and | hope he will allow that Polition 
to fignific her exactly both in Body and Mind. If fo, then they 
mult to work again, and make not only a new Nativity, but give 
us alſo new Reaſons for her Death. _ For thoſe that have been 
given hitherto, will not do: However I will take ſome notice of 
the Scheme and CorreRion in general, as he gives it. 

Whether the Nativity be true or not, you may gueſs at the 
Author's Skill by the Reaſons he gives for Two of theThree Ac- 
cidents he corrects by. The Firſt is,She was crowned on theAfcen- 
dent to the Trine of the Sww. That cannot be, for the Aſcen- 
dent cannot come to the Trine of the Swn till about x00 years 
of Age. 

7" Wh She dyed, as he fays, on the Aſccndent to the 
Square of Satern. That is alſo impoſlible, for in that Scheme he 
gives, the Aſcendent cannot come to the Square of Satwri till 83 
years of Age, and ſhe dyed at 69. And belides, the Aſcendent 
to the Square of Satzxrx did not kill Biſhop Hall, nor Mr. T.Gate» 
ker, nor Mr. Vaughan, nor Dr, Fobn Britland, nor Mr. Stepkins, 
with divers others, where the Aſcendent was Hileg, as in this 
Nativity. 

As tothe Third, I do-not deny the DireRion to be probable 
to give her [mpriſonment. But I will leave the Conlideration of 
that, and all things elſe in this Nativity, till they-do-agree in 
the ycar ſhe was born, for till then it is all but peradventure.. 
And hope a man may ax him, How he makes Henry VIIL 
Edward V1. Queen Mary, and Queen Elizaberh Kings and Queens

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King James 1. is ſaid by our Author to be born Ano 1566, 
Fune the 19th, with 7 degrees of Virgo aſcending, and dyed in 
_ 1625, in March, being 59 years andg months old, on the Sn to 
the Body of Saturnz now how can | believe this DoQrine? what 
reaſon is there to believe that Satwra hath more power to kill, 
than Mars had, who was with the Regulns; and yet he lets him 
pals that 3 years before, and doth no miſchict in order to Death, 
nor was he fick then,.as ever | heard? This I do confefs is a 
method perfe&ly remote from my PraQtice and Underſtanding, 

The trath is; he had not Virgo aſcending, but the 28th degree 

of Leo, and then the San Giver of Life will be in ſuch a Pofirion 
to give the Ark of Direction to the Body of Mars 58 degrees 
13 minutesz which turned into time, gives 59 years and 6 
months ; and ſoon after he dyed; For it is impoſſible (if the 
Sun is Hileg) that he ſhould outlive rhe Sun to the Body of 
Mars. 

And for his coming to the Crown of England, he had the Sun 
to the Zodiacal Parallcl of Venus, Lady of the Tenth, her Lati- 
tude by Stadins (from whom he took the Planets places) being 
almoſt one degree South; which gives her Zodiacal Parallel, 
Ark 35 degrees 44 minutes, and that in time gives 36 years and 
fome months. I do believe, to make the Aſcendent to the Body 
of Jupiter give his coming to the Engliſh Throne, this Nativi- 
ty was corrected, which was the reaſon they let the Smn paſs the

14. and why 
not Yenxs be made poiſonous too by that Rule ? But Prolemy tells 
us in plain . Words, Sed cum Venus oft ſimul. , fignificat Venefi- 


ia, &c. Lib. 4. Cap. de - genere Mortis. Here you ſee Venus is 
joyned with the Maleticks, and mzkes good the Rule toa hair, 

And to «<nforce his Opinion for Doctine, he argues with us 
very odly z ſaying, Jxpiter is Lord of the Eighth, and 6 Lord 
of Death: ' And when he is io, the Native dycs of a Pluriſy, an 
Apoplexy, an Angina, Conwulſions of the Hedd and S1omaci, &c, 
but by Poiſon it is abſolutely impoſſible. Before he laid, The Cauſe 
of Death was from the Sun Hileg to the Budy of Saturn if 
Saturn gave Death, moſi certainly he gave the Diſeaſe alſo, If 
a man be killed with a Sword, that very Sword (and not an- 
other) that gave the Wound, gave the Death alſd. If Thomas 
Blood ſhould kill a man in the County of Cornwall, and they 
ſhould take up Tom. Chance in the County of Norfolk , proſecute 
him, and hang him for that Murder, though he knew nothing 
of the matter, it would be moſt barbarous and cruel. Why 
juſt ſo they deal by Fupiterz for Saturn murdered this man, 
and poor Fove is like to be hang'd for it. Is this Philoſophick 
Aſtrology ? Out upon it ! | 


Charles 1. King of England, born November 19th at 10 at 
Night (as he ſays) g500. He makes him 25 degrees of Leo 
aſcending, but not one DireRion ſuitable to the Accidents men» 
tioned, except the Midheaven to the Trine of the Mvon for his 
Coronation. But to talk of the Afcendent to the Square of 
Mears for his Death, is ſuch a rough DoGtine, not only unplea- 
fant to the Ear, but improbable to reaſon; for it you have any 
faith in Prolemy's DoQtrine, the Aſcendent is not giver of Life, 
but the Part of Fortune ; ſee Dmnazdri. Lib. 3, Cap. 13. 

Beſides, how many doth he allow paſſed the Aſcendent to the 
Square of Mars, ang never killed them? As Qu. Elizabeth, the 
Earl of Eſſex, pag, 45. the Ducheſs of Sforizz, Pupe Gregory XV. 
Biſhop Hall, Mr. Jobn Beale, Dr. Geoffery le Neve, and many 
others, who had the Luminaries not.in Aphetical Places, as this 
Prince likewiſe had them; nor is Mrs any more made Malctick 
by poſition-in this, than in any of thoſe; Nay, Mars is here in 
'Conjundion with Venus, and therefore the mvre unlikely to kill, 
And in a word, 1 do poſitively attirm, That the Aſccndent to the 
Square of Mars was not the cauſe. of this Prince's Death : 
And the reaſon for this ſeems plain to me, for we mult walk by 
a Rulez and if they will allow this to be a poſitive cffc& of 
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the Aſcendent to the Square of Mars, I would deſire ſome Gen- -

Emperor of 
Germany , Ducheſs of - Sfortia , Mr. Stepkins, Mr. Jobn Mallet ,, 
Mr.'Fobn Booker, Mr. John Gadbugy ? Examine theie Nativities, 
where it came up in ſome young, others in old age, and-yet in' 
none it kill'd z with divers others I could have mentioned : 
Fherefore we may reckon this alſo among the doubttul Nati- 
Vities.

faith our Author, page 20. and that it nearly agrees with the 
Biſhop's Diary: And tells us alſo, He was impofſtd on by a Pre- 
tender, to print a falſe one for this Lady's erue Birth before.g but 
now, he ſays, he is (certain -it is true: And: yet 15 yeargafrer

Qion, than all the Aphetical Places beſide 3 nay, ten times as 
many as all of them do. If he had ſaid, That the Aſcendent to 
the Oppoſition of Jupiter and Square of the Moon had given the 

Diſeaſe, and found out ſomething elſe for his Death, it 

been ſomething like z but this I can never allow, and there-

Fames Clement a Monk (who was afterward canonized for it, 
and made a Saint) Awgyſt the 1, Anno 1589. being almoſt 38 
years of age. Here they are at a plunge what to allow for this 
man's Death ; nor have they any way but to bring the Aſcendent 
to the Oppolition of. Satzrn, and then the time muſt be an Hour 
and 3 Quarters ſooner;' and yet Jundinus gives it, as he doth,s 
within 15 minutes. But ſuppoſe that ſhould be done, the Aſcen- 
dent will not be Hileg, but the Part of Fortune z and in this Fi- 
gure of his the Moon is certainly giyer of Life : So that the Horo- 
{cope is ſhut out in both. But oh! the wonderful Aſcendent! If I 
were to correct this Scheme, 1 would make the Moon Hileg, to 
the Mundane Pazallel of Mars dire& and converſe, hit that Ac- 
cident with a very little Alteration in time z but I will l-aveitc to 
thoſe that will take more pains upon it than at preſentI am wil- 
ling to do.

I 
ſuppoſe the Alteration was made to bring the Aſcendent to 
the Square of Satwrn for his Death 3 the Pole of Birth, ſays 
Argol, 48. ſays Gadbury 43. I believe the former, becaule it is 
ſo in Argol's laſt Edition. He was murdered by Ravillac, May 
the 14th 1610. having been wounded in the Mouth before by 
Caſtellus, in December 1594. And the great diſpute here will be, 
Whether the Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn in the Zodicack 
can kill or not.

Frederick, 111. King of Denmark, is brought to illuſtrate the 
Fortune and Fury of the Stars; he was born (ſays Mr. Gadbwury) 
the 18th of March O. S. hor. 11. min. 53. mane 1609. in the La- 
titude of 51. But that [ believe is falſe printed, there being 
no part of the Kingdom of Denmark in leſs than 54 degrees 
North Latitude, the Duchy of Holftein being on the South of it, 
lieth under that Elevation, and Sleſwick in particular : So that [ 
judge that.5t ſhould have been 55 or 56, unleſs he was born in 
his Mother's Country, at Berlin, in the Dukedom of Branden- 
burg; which 1 do not think he was: And therefore 1 will con- 
- clude him born under the Pole 55 degrees 43 minutes, He was 
firſt Biſhop of Bremen, cle&ed King of Denmark and Norway in 
1648. was block'd upin his City of Copenbagen in the year 1659. 
by the Swedes z and he dyed February gth 1670. 
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This Natlvity, we are told, hath not its fellow among the 
moſt Iheftriows Genitreres ; and for that Reaſon I think it worth 
my Confideration and Pains. How this Gentleman did get this 
Nativity 1 know not, and if I ask, it will be to no purpoſe: The 
principal thing that this Author values himſelf upon in this Na- 
tivity is, His PrediQtion, from the Scheme and DireRions, when 
the King was a Priſoner in Cipenbagen, that he ſhould again reco- 
ver his Liberty, his Kingdom, and his former Honour ;. but if he 
had given me the Reaſon for his Prediction, I ſhould have been

For, 
Firſt, in Charles Guſtavus's caſe, he tells &5"Me dyed on the Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Saturn, anJ his Nativity no more violent 
than this is; there was only one Aphetick Point afflicted by a 
ſingle Dire&ion, and yet that kilPd ; Here is two, and yet this 
could not do it, notwithfianding Mars was with the Pleiades, 
Secondly, in the Earl of Strafford, there he makes the Midheaven 
to the Body of Saturn likewiſe kill, and this by Beheading 3 but 
here the Swn and Midheaven to the Body of Mars. go off and 
give only loſs of Liberty and Honour. Thirdly, Why the 
Midheaven to the Oppoſition of Mars ſhould kill the” Earl of 
Eſſex, pag, 45- and the Body nof kill this Prince ? Indeed it is 
ſtrange to me that he or any man clſc ſhould think this Do@rine 
is poſſible to be received by any man that will not betray his 
Reaſon: And the ſame Cant paſfſeth Qill, Fourthly, Why 
fhould we believe this could give him Troubles and Confine- 
ment, when the Midheaven to the Body of Mars married the 
Princeſs Royal of England, page 20?

Prince lived, and he doth not tell. us one Word what he thinks 
did kill him, for he ljved above 10 years after theſe Misfortunes,, 
and dyed February the gth 1670. being then almoſi 61 years. of 
age, I doubt this will prove an ugly, knotty, odd fort. of a

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buſineſs, to find out a cauſe for his Death that may agree with 
theſe DireRions and Figure, correRted and confirmed by them, 
and prove ſatisfaQory to the intelligent Reader z and to tell yon - 
the Truth, it makes me Shrug , for I am not over-fond of the 
work, whatever you think on it, but it muſt bedone, and there- 
fore let us to it, You know it is their method when a man is 
dead, and they are to ſeek a Cauſe for Death, any of the Five 
Hilegicals ſerve, and an indifferent DireRion will do for the moſt 
part; and | will purſue their own Dodtrine in their own way, 
for I know what they can do and ſay in ſuch caſes as theſe are; 
And to this end we muſt certainly allow this Scheme without 
alteration, or elſe all the fine things ſaid by our Author on thoſe 
DireRions of the Midheaven are out of Doors, and of no effec.

The Pole of the Moon is about 53, ard under that Pole ſhe is 
by DireQ&ion got into 22 degrees odd minutes of Aquary, juſt 
paſt the Square of Venus, Lady of the Fourth: Sure that will 
do, or elſe the Devil is in 'em 3 what, believe nothing! No, no, 
it is too far paſt, a ycar aid a half, clſc it would have done 
bravely. Why then, we arc undone if the Part of Fortune doth 
not help us out. | 

The Pole of the Part of Fortune (as they ſay) is about 25 de- 
| grees z its O. A. under that Pole is 24 degrees 22 minutes. O. 
A. of the Oppoſition of the Moon, fine Lat. 84 degrees 32 mi- 
nutes z 
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nutes z Ark of Dire&ion 60 degrees 10 minutes z which by 
Naibod gives almoſt 61x years. Sure this will do without diſpute. 
Ay, ay, this is as clear as the Swnz and therefore now let us 
agree, and ſettle the point. The Sa to his own Sextile began 
his Diſeaſe z the Part of Fortwne to the Oppoſition of the Moon, 
and the Szn to the Trine of Satzrn killed him. But now, if 
any unlucky Rogue ſhould ask the reaſon of his Death, what - 
ſhall we fay ? Say! Enter Mr Troubl:ſom. Well Gentlemen, 
what do ye ſay, what was it killed Frederick, 11.2?

and Trine of Saturn ; and Part of Fortune, Hileg, to the Oppoſition 
of the Moon. Ha, ha, ha! Pray Gentlemen (peik ſoftly, or elſe 
you'l ſpoil Vraniz's Reputation, Now theſe DireQions you will 
find to be all they can {iy for this man's Death 3 and is not this a 
parcel of miſerable Stuff! I ſhould have been willing to have 
ſeen the eſtimate Time, and then a man might have ſaid ſome- 
thing to the Correction of it, but without that we are all in the 
dark: And I do believe this Nativity of his to be true, as cer- 
tainly as I believe that of the Lord Strafford, Charles Guſtavus 
and the Princeſs Royal z nor will I venture tocone it. 


Charles Tortenſon, the Swediſh General, is by our Author ſaid 
to dye on the Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Saturn, and yet 
the Moon in the Seventh in Cancer, and certainly Hileg if this is 
the true time of that man's Birth. Beſides, he lets the Aſcen- 
dent paſs Four Dirc&ions one after another ſucceflively, and two 
of them Lords of the Eighth Houſe; and 3o or 40 years after 
he kills him on the fingle- Direction of Sarzrn's Oppolition. He 
lets Queen Elizabeth outlive the Aſcendent to the Oppotition of 
Satzrn, notwithſtanding the Horoſcope is Giver of Lite. And 
the Miniſter, page 111. and Sir Robert Holburn, and Mr. Hooper 
the Merchant, with divers others 3 and why ſhould this man be 
thought to dye on it, wheri all theſe eſcape ? 


Fames Duke of Richmond and Len"x dyed on the Aſcendent to 
the Square of the Mon, and Oppoſition of Jupiter, (if you will 
believe our Author) and yet the Aron Hiteg in the Midheaven : 
And to add to his Skill in the matter, he lers him paſs the Alcen- 
dent to the Square of the Sun, Lord of the Eighth, ſome time 


before, which did not affeR him, as I can tind. ÞY 
c 
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The Lord Francis Villers is alſo faid to dye on the Aſcendent 
tothe Body of Mars, when both the Moon and Part of Fortune 
are in Aphetical Places, the one in the Tenth, and the other in 
the Seventh. The Aſcendent to the Body of Mars did not kill 
Charles Tortenſon, nor the Queen of Hungary, nor Charles Guſta- 


.vws 1. King of Sweden, nor the Duke of Albemarle, nor Dr, Gouge, 


nor  Fobn Heydon, nor Mr. Eaftwood, and a many more; and 
therefore I cannot believe it in this Lord's caſe. 


Fobn Picws, Earl of eHirandula, is borrowed from Lyndbalt, 
to ſhew the Power of the Stars, and how exactly the PrediQions 
of ſeveral Aſtrologers were verificd in his Death, who had ſtre- 
nuoully wrote againſt Afirologers and the Verity of their Art. 
On this man's Nativity many had ſpent their Judgment, and all 


-agreed that he could not live beyond the Aſcendent*o the Body 


of Mars, at'or about the Age of 33 years 3 which happened near 
enough to prove their Pretences (as he called them) to the Pow- 
er of the Stars: For when he was 33 years of age he dyed (as 
they all agree) on the Aſcendent dircCted to the Body of Mars z 
and this, as Sir Chriftopher Heydon well obſerves, page 193. 
while he was wrangling and ſcolding againſt Aſtrology in gene- 

ral, and the effects of Directions in particular. yy 
It is moſt certain that he dyed on the Aſcendent to the Body of 
Mars, 8&c. But whoſoever runs away with this Notion, and 
makes the ſame Prediction on the ſame DireRion in another caſe, 
may chance to ſee himſelf miſtaken, if he lives to the Time he 
appoints: For I am able to ſhew you divers Nativitics, where 
the Aſcendent is Hileg too, and yet always the Aſcendent to the 
Body of Ars doth not kill; as you may ſee in Mr. Eaftwood's 
Caſe, page 170. if that is the true time of his Birth, he out- 
lived the Aſcendent to the Body of Saturn and Mars, in Conjun-

nearly as dangerous as the Body ; if ſo, then take Mr. Gadbwry's 
own Nativity, who did not dyc on the Aſcendent to the Oppo- 
fition of Mars, and yet the Aſcendent Hileg. There are divers 
things to be contidered before you judge Death poſitive on ſuch 
a Dircion as they did in Picus's Caſe and | think I am alſo able

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ſhort Specimen of which I will here give you as an Example in * 
this Nativity, which was never mentioned before, though it 
bath gone through ſuch hands, whoſe heads are far better fur- 
niſhed than mine is z and firft ſee the Figure. 
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Now , according to the uſual Doctrine, Why ſhould the 
Aſcendent to the Body of Mars kill > He is not Lord of the 
Fourth, Sixth, Eighth or Twelfth, but in Trine to Vena: Lady 
of the Aſcendent, and in Trine to the Sun Lord of the Ele- 
venth, -in his own Houſe in Scorpio, and no ways qualified by 
the Common-Trade-Afſtrology to be a Murderer ; and yet, for all 
this, you ſec they predited his Death upon it : And you find 
he (cither out of Conſtraint or Complaiſance) dyed upon it.

See the 
DireRions wrought, 
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Now by this ſhort Table, you ſee there is a Train of DireQi- 
ons, and not one good one tofall in cither to deter their Force,or 
break their Fury. And it was not the Aſcendent really to the 
Body of Mars; but to the Squaze of Satwrn came up firſt, and 
yet I have not altered their Scheme a minute in Time; yet 1 al- 
low Mers to be the Potothanatos. 


We are told, That Prince Mawrice was caſt away at Sea, on 
the Aſcendent dircQed to the Square of Satwra, notwithſtand- 
ing the Moon is Hileg in the Ninth, and about that time by Dl- 
recion comes to the Body of Venw'in the Tenth. This plaguy 
Aſcendent kills more people than all the other Points of Heaven 
put togethee do by DireQionz ard yet the Afcendent to- the 
Square of $tmrn did not kill in Francis Leſdiguerine's Nativity, 
though he was Lord of the Eighth ; nor in Columng's, Ky e 63, 
nor in Biſhop Hall's, where he was Lord of the Sixth a Fighth 
Houſesz nor in Mr. Gatoker's ; nor in Mr. John Bentham's z and 
abundance more : And why in this? -I am ſure he hath no 
more Authority to kill here, than he had in thoſe Nativities, and 
therefore ſuſpicioudly falſe. | 


I paſs' by-above half a'dozen Genitures, chargeable to Orige- 
mes and HArgol, and: come to the famous Duke of Buckingham, 
p. 66, Where we are told, That he dyed on the Afcendent to the 
Body of Mars and Venas in Virgo, aud this followed by the Square 
of: Fupitey in Sagitary, 'contrary;to the Rules of Ptolemy, and. in- 
edged to Experience alſo. How they can think the ConjunQion of 
M:rs and Vena (hould give a Stab, I do not know: *Tis true, 
had it been by Poiſon, there mighe have been-ſome Pretence for 
it. He lets Philip LV, of Spain out-live the Aſcendent to the => 
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dy of the Moon and Satzrn, both Peregrine and Malefick, and yet 
here he kills a man with a thing next tonothing, I wiſh I could 
ſee chem make their own Examples agree one with another. In 
Ann Qacen of Hungary, Mars was in Squaze to Venus, and yer 
the Alcendent to the Body 'of Mars and Square of Venus would 
not kill her, though it came up young y nor did the Body of 
Venus and Mars kill Charles Tortenſonz nor the Squares of Mars 
and Venus to the Aſcendent kill the Ducheſs of Sfortia z with a 
great many more : - And therefore | cannut believe what he ſays 
in this Duke's calc. 


Our Author ſays, That Fames Duke Hamilton was behead- 
ed on March the gth, on the Midheaven to the Oppoſition of Sa- 
turn, and the Aſcendent to his Square, I remember Morinss is 
the Author of this DoQtrine, of killing People by Dire&ions to 
the Midheaven, if they dye a violent Death: But if Mr. Gadbury 
or Morinxs had been to predi& this man's Death, when he was 
living, do you think they would have dependeq on theſe Dire- 
ions of the Midheaven and Aſcendent, and have faid he would 
dye violently? I look on Jupiter s Trine to the Szn to ballince 
Saturn's Square, and the Moon in Sextile to Mercxry Lord of the 
Aſcendent , and both free from AMiQion, to be a Ballance to 
Saturn and Mars, being in the Fourth; and beſides, the Sun 
and Myon are both in Aphetical Places, and one of them muſt 
be directed for Death: And that is the Swn in Cancer in the 
Tenth Houſe, in Trine to Jupiter; and when the Sun is fo qua- 
lified, I fee no Reaſon, nor have they any Rule (but what they 
imagine) to dire& the Aſcendent and Midheaven for Death 
And, to ſay the Truth, I believe the Time is ſtrained to e

And to-ſhew you it is fo, 
look into Queen Mary's Nativity, and you will find that ſhe had 
the Midheaven to the Body, and the Aſcendent to the Square of 
Saturn, near together, and it did not touch her Life ; nor ,in 
the Duke of Albemarle, the Midheaven tothe Body of Saturn did 
not kill. : | | 
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George Duke of Albemarle is faid to be born December the 6th, 
9 minutes before noon, 1608. in the Latitude of 51, and he dy- 
ed at Whiteball , Janwary the 4th 16% of a Droply, as they ſay 
but 1 rather think a 'complication of Diſeaſes , being aged 6+ 
years and a month: And | am afraid we ſhall be as bad plagu'd 
.to find out fomething to kill him fairly and regularly,as we were 
in the caſe of Frederick, IL. King of Denmark; for the Swn is 
moſt certainly Giver of Life in the Figure our Author hath 
printed ; and all things both of Life and Fortune agreed mighty 
well till 1660, 
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Now let us (for a trial of Skill) ſuppoſe this Gentleman to 


be living, and any dextrous Artiſt, that thinks himſelf a man of 
Skill, take this Nativity, and throughly conſider it, and upon a 
-perfe&# and mature deliberation, tell us upon what DircQtion he 
would predi& this man's Death, according to a method that may 
not only ſexve here, but alſo hold in other men's Nativities with 
forme kind of certainty ; for if you cannot pitch upon four Oh 
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re&ion now he is dead , I art ſure you cannot do it when one 
is living. Perhaps when he was young you would have ſworn, 
that the Aſcendent to. the Body of Aars Lord of the Eighth, 
and to the Square of the Sun Lord of the Sixth, would with- 
out all doubt have killed himz but that could not, for the Sx 
is Hileg.

Popes 3 of which Four are taken from Argol, one from Cardan, 
and one from the Lord knows who.

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if he can prove, 1 will juſtifie alſo, that ſo may a man of One and 
twenty by the ſame Rule, 


Clement VHT, Pope of Remre, is by dur Author branded with 
being a Hypocrite, a Diſſemblcy , and he loads him with Hereſy 
and Errors in matters of Faith; and all this becauſe he hath $4- 
txrn in the Ninth, in his Detriment. This is a fad thing, that 
our Infallible Father ſhould be guilty of thoſe horrid Crimes, 
and ſcandalize fo pious a Church ! You will tind Dr. Hammond 
had the Dragon's Tail in the Ninth,and yet a good man. Mr. Gre- 
gory had Mars in the Ninth in Libre, in Square to Satwrn, and yet 
a good man. And honeft Abjezer Coppe had the Dragon's Tail there, 
and Mercury in Cancer in Square to Fwpiter and Mars, and yet [ 
am ſure he will not call him a bad man. No, nor is the Pope a 
bad man by his Stern bcing there, 


Pope Paul V. is faid to dye on the Aſcendent direQed to the 
Antiſcion of Mars, and to the Cuſp of the Fourth 5 and yet the 
Mom in the Seventh Hileg. The Aſcendent to the Square of $2- 
tzrn, among the Pleiades, paſt by and let him live; but this 
Fourth Houſe tript up his heels, if you can believe it, I am 
weary with obſerving ſuch improbable DoGtines. 


Pope Gregory X1IL. is ſaid to be born Fanzary the gth at 46 
minutes paſt 9 at Night, 1554. but the Figure is ſet for 22 mi- 
nates fooner z which is a miftake, and not want of Skill I am ſure, 
but the DireRions for his Death are not to be allowed, though 
I do allow the Aſcendent Hileg too 3 for to believe that Mercxry 
had more power to kill, than Mars Lord of the Eighth had, is to 
deny their own Rules z and yet he outlived Mars his Square, if 
this Figure and their Rules are true.

But as to the Cor- 
re&ion he hath made by the Midheaven to the Trine of the Sun 
for his Othce, and the Aſcendent tothe Trine of the Moo: for his 
Marriage, it is falſe, and thoſe Two Accidents were not from 
choſe Two Directions. This Gentleman was an excellent Ma- 
thematician, and taught it in London many years with great Ap- 
probation z and | have heard him recommended for a man of 
great Reaſon and Ingenuity; which if true, how ſhall we conſtrue 
the 36th Aphoriſm in the ColleQion, which fays, Mercury in 
Piſces makes a man Confident without Reaſon, and pretend to what 
be knows nol. 


Mr. Will. Leybowrn was born die Mercurii,Ofober the 18th, bor, 
'$. min. 41. P. M. 1626. and hath lived in defiance of their Stars 
and the Continuance of his Life hath given the Lye to moſt of 
their Rules now in faſhion ; for he hath outlived the Midheaven 
to the Oppolition of Saturn, that killed Duke Hamilton and 
Fames Sibbalds. He hath outlived the Aſcendent to the Square 
of Mars, that killed Oliver Cromwe/, He hath outlived the 
Aſcendent to the Square of Saturn, that killed Lewis XII. King 
of France, and Prince Maurice, He hath outlived the Sun to the 
Square of Saturn, that killed Judge Reeves. He hath outlived 
the M»-n to the Oppoſition of Saturn, that killed Mr. Eaftwood. 
He hath outlived the Aron to her own Square,and the Oppotition 
of Mars, that killed Biſhop Morton; and the Sxn to the Square 
of Mars, that killed Dr. Gowge, And if he hath got this Art, 
and Power of Living, 1 believe they mult be forced to find out 
ſome new Stars, for the old ones will not do, you ſee. 

The M9 in this Nativity is Giver of Life, without any doubt ; 
and though ſhe hath paſſed her own Square in their method, yet 
ſhe hath not ia mine 3 and that is followed by a Mundane Paral- 
Jel of Saturn 5 but when that happens, I cannot tell; becauſe I 
ſuppoſe this Figure is corre&ed (as he calls it) by the Aſcen- 
dent to the Square of Satwrn for his Fever at 24 years of age, 
which I am ſure alters it much from the eſtimate Time. 1 know 


a Thickbeaded Aftrologer, who on ſuch an occalion altered his Efti- 
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mate time but Three Hours, to crowd in ſuch a DireQion upon 
us 3 and therefore | mult ſuſpeR this by that Rule. 


We are told by our Author, That the famous Mr. William Lilly 
was born the 1ſt of May, at 8 minutes paſt 2. mane, 1602. Lat. 
$2. 39, and we all know he dyed the 9th day of fune 1681, be- 
ing then 79 years and a month old: And a Club of Authors, in a 
Book lately printed, have told us, He dyed on the Moon Hileg 
to the Mundane Parallel of Mars; which I ſhould be glad to ſee 
proved; to do which, will, 1 am fure, require a Club of a dou» 
ble number, and the Famons and Learned Mr. C to be one 
of them, But to be ſhort, there was no ſuch Direction as that 
at that time, nor within 20 years of it; but if there had bcen 
ſuch a one as they ſay it is at that time, it could not kill, becauſe 
they (ay it is a Converſe DireRion 3 and Ptolemy ſays, There is 
but one Converſe DireRion kills, and I am ſure this is not that 
which he means, and therefore I give Credit to their Figures 
both alike. Indeed had they told us of the Moon to the Zodiacal 
Parallel of Satwrn, to the Zodiacal Parallel of Mercury and Body 
of Mercury, it might have had ſome Credit, but the other non 
at all, 

Had 1 any certain ground to proceed on, I am very willing to 
take ſome Pains on this famous man's Nativity; but the Eſtimate 
Time being ſo uncertain; nay, the day is no more but gueſſed 
at 3 and the time of the day, for ought I fee, is more uncertain 
than that; and therefore to pretend to take pains on ſuch a doubt- 
ful Subje&,is butto abuſe the world with another Imaginary Na- 
tivity, which I am not willing to do, 


The next I ſhall conſider, is that of the Author himſelf, 
Mr. Foba Gadbwry, which he hath printed three or four times al- 
ready, and in my Judgment every one of them falſe. The Ac- 
cidents that he corre&s it by, are the Aſcendent to the Sextile of 
Venus for his Marriage at 24 and 10 months z and to the Oppo- 
fition of Mars for a Surfeit, at 19 years and & months, and 
when all this is done, he hath not given us the Etltimate Time, 
And therefore let me fay this in ſhort, If he ſhould bring twice 
as many ſuch Arguments more to prove it, I will not believe one 
of them, unleſs he can ſolve the main Objection about the Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Sammrn, on which DircQion I ſay he was 

Com- 
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Committed to Priſon. As to his ſaying, It was the Midheaven to 
the Square of the Sun gave thatTrouble,it will admit of a Debate, 
whether there be ſuch a DireQion or not ; but this of the Mid- 
heaven to the Body of Satwrn is certain and poſitive, and admits 
of no debate, becauſe Satzrn is viſible on the place, and we can 
ſee him paſs the Midheaven 3 but the o_—_ of the San is per» 
fetly imaginary, as he underſtands and works it z and there. 
fore | will corre& it by the Midheaven to the Body of Saturn for 
his Trouble, beginning November the 2d, 1679. at which time 
he was taken into Cuſtody. But if you look into his Table of 
Directions, you will find that his Midheaven to the Sextile of 
Fupiter and Square of the Su», came up and toucht in December, 
1678. and he was not in Trouble till November 1679. By which, 
I ſuppoſe, it will be granted, That his CorreRion is not true in 
ie ſelf, if you allow his merhodz and that 1 thus prove. . If you 
' keep to the Figure printed, then the Aſcendent to the Sextile of 
Venus in Z:d. comes up at 24 and 8 months to marry him : The 
Aſcendent to the Oppoſition of Mars for his Fever and Surfeit at- 
19and 11 months ; but he was fick at 19 and 8 months; but 
then the Midheaven to the Square of the Sun will come up juft 
a year before his Trouble, which | cannot allow, if there were 
ſach a Direion, which Lay there was not. If you corre the. 
Scheme by the Midheaven to the Square of the Sn, to-touch 
2 months bcfore his Trouble, then the Aſcendent to the Oppoſi- 
tion of Mars comes up at a year and a month after his Surfeit ; 
and the Sextile of: Venxs comes up juſt $ months after he mar- 
rried : So that theſe things differing, will call the whole Calcula» 
tion in queſtion, if we ſhould grant ſuch a thing as the Square of 
the Sun in Zod, for the DireRions will not nearly hit; 1 do not 
expe& them to hit exactly, and I know the Reaſon why they 
will not do itz but a year difference is not to be allowed, not- 
withſtanding. Morinzs his Sham of a DiteRion that. lay dormant 
14 months after it toucht, and then began to work. And fol. 
will ſhew you the Figure of my correQing by the Midheaven to, 
the Body of Sarzrn for-his Trouble in 1679. 
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I ſhall not trouble you with a long Preamble of Reaſons for

Thus I have given you my Sentiments of this Gentleman's * 
Nativity, and what Reaſons I have to diſſent from the Scheme 
he corre&ed; and for the future part of his Life, I do not think 
it is my bulineſs to meddle with it here, but leave that to his 

own private Enquiry, not doubting of his Ability, eſpecially to 
ſatisfie his own Curioſity, 


I do obſerve, That he aligns Directions for every one almoſt 
of thoſe Children at the end of his Book, as the cauſe and occa- 
fon of Death, but in that he is mightily out 3 for where there is 
one dycth by DireQion within the ſpace of a year, or a year and 
an half, there are ten dyes by Poſition; and fo did moſt of thoſe 
there given ; Eſpceially his own Son, Mr. Martyn's Daughter, 
T. Tryon's Daughter, Coley's Child 3 and for Mr. Sawyer's Child, 
can any man conceive the Aſcendent to rhe Oppoſition of Saturn 
could kill it, when the Moon was in ConjunQtion with Jupiter, ſo 
near the Horoſcope ? I judge the Nativity is made and fitted to 
the time of Death, not to the Birth of thc Child, for the Moon is 
molt certainly Hileg in this Nativity, and the Child lived beyond 
the years of Nutrition, and therefore it dyed by Dire&ion, and 
not 
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not by Poſition, but not by the DireQion he hath given. And 
ſo I conclude my Diſcourſe on thoſe Nativities mentioned in his 
Colle&ion'of Genitures; and yet before | end this Fourth part, 
let me give you two Nativities more, that | believe will be as 
uſeful to you that are Readers of this Book, and Students of 
this Art,as any I have before mentioned, they being both of them 
very remarkable ones. 


The Firſt is the Nativity of one Mrs. Taylor,” a Woman as Re- 
markable 2s any this preſent Age can afford us, eſpecially if we 
conſider and weigh the Circutnſtances and Contingencies of her 
Life and Death. She was bornot good Reputable Parents, but 
not endow'd with any great Eſtate, that might put them into a 
capacity above that of their Neighbours among whom they 
dwelt, She married at the age of 18 years and 9 months, and 
had four Children living at her Death. At the age of 23 or 24 
ſhe did ſo well improve her Credit, that ſhe borrowed ot divers 
People, without Bond or Security, a great many Sums of Money, 
to the value of 20000 Pounds in the whole, and ſome ſay 400003 
which, I believe will ſeem very incredible to thoſe that hear the 
Story only, and knew nothing of it, that people (ſhould fo eaſily 
part with their money, as you muſt believe they did to this Gene 
tlewoman. As ſhe improved in her Eſtate of Money ; 4o ſhe 
lived very much like a Gentlewoman, .by keeping a Coach and 
Horſes, and enjoying her ſelf in a comfortable manner for ſome 
time; at laft ſhe fell info Trouble about this Money, they that 
had lent it, did cxpc& it to be repaid with mighty Intereſt, which 
it ſeems ſhe was not able to do, and for that realon divers Suits 
were commenced againſi her, and ſhe at laſt forced to take the 
Bench or Fleet ; in one of which ſhe dyed, being a Priſoner, and 
very poor, about the year 1693, or 4. And all this done in the 
ſpace of ſeven years, from the beginning of her Credit to the 
end of her Life. 
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This Nativity 1 did- calculate for this Lady, about the year 
1690. and having ſaid ſomething to the Riches ſhe would be 
Miklreſs of, &ec. I did conclude (he would live till the Aſcendent 
(which I thought was giver of Lite at that time) came to the 
Square of Satwr>, followed by the Body of the Swn: Burt ſhe 
dycd at the age of about 30, long before the time 1 did conclude 
on; and this miſtake (for it is no more) is mightily improved 
by a filly. fellow or two, and ſome as filly as they, who are their 
Admirers : By which means I have this Opportunity to let the 
world ſee l am ready:to own it 3 and allo tolet them know Il am 
able to r:Atihe my own Errors, which-none of them are, where 
they have made greater Blunders, which I ſhall make appear be- 
fore | have finiſhed this Treatiſe. 

When I did that Nativity, I did conclude. (not withſtanding L 
| had Ptolemy's Rule before me) that the Sun, Adoon, Part of For- 
tune, or Aſcendent; muſt be one of the 1 Hilegz andibnding the

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Horoſcope, and depended on that 3 but afterward I found that 
Prolemy's Rules were to be (triftly obſerved, and that he that 
obſerves them will not loſe his Labour; and in this Lady's Nativi- 
ty neither Sun, Moon,Part of Fortune,or Aſcendent,is cither of them 
Hileg , but Mars only, as being exactly qualified by Prolemy's 
' Rule ; for it is not totake Mars, becauſe he is in an Aphetical Place, 
but becauſe he is in ſuch a capacity as my Author lays down, 
which neither of my Adveilarics, to my certain knowledge, 
know any thing of z nor have they Abilities to do jt, ſhould I 
take moze pains to make it plain to them than what I am at pre- 
ſent willing todo: I think it is ſufficicnt 1 have laid Jown-the 
Rule, and'told you the Truth, and the Author that writes it; 
1 was never taught it, nor had I it by Infpiration, let them ftudy 
for it as-I have done, I have told them where thcy may hind it 
as | did, 'Fut'alas, one of then is a St, and the other hath a 
Whirlygig in his Head as well as his Tail, ant therefore ——, 
have told you that Mars is 4phera, and mult be directed for 
Death z and at the time (h- dyed he was directed to the Oppoli- 
tion of the Sun, arid this followed by Mars to.the Zodiacal Pa» 
rallel of the Sun: And here you-may ſec the Train of Dize&tions 
that followed thofe two,and did help to compleat that fatal firoke; 
and if 1 had but depended*then'on the Great Ptolemy exaRly 
(which I ſhall for the future do in all thoſe Caſes) there had been 
no occation for this Example now. And I do challenge either of 
my two Adverfaries, or both, to ſhew any Reaſon for her Death 
by 'their prodigious Skill, ard make their Rulcs hold in other

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| 1Edo» not know: whatDiſeaſe ſhe dyed of, bur do judge by the 
Diro&ions that (it! nalaft be generally an ilF Habit, attend with 
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a Scurvyz but the particular Diſorder, a feveriſh heQical Di- 
ſtemper tending to a walting, becauſe Fxpiter is alſo concerned in 
the DireQions, but cannot ſ{aveLifez and therefore will bear a 
Share in this Diſcaſe, as to its Quality and Nature z and that 
her Lungs were out of order, and ſuffered by the Diſtemper, 1 
am almott certain, I have told you the eſtimate was a little af- 
ter Two mane; and it I ſhould alter the Time I have here 
printed (which was the ſame I gave her) ſo many minutes as 
will make Mars's Pole 44 degrees, it hits to a miracle 3 and 
then Mars to the Oppolition of the Sun in Zodiaco comes up ex- 
aAly at her Death.

The Second Nativity is one that was done by that fortunate 
man, who, contrary to the Order of Nature, had thz good luck

Engliſh"often enough before: Nay, ſhould every Bird claim his 
own Feather, our monttrous Man-teacher would not have mat- 
ter enough left of his own to furniſh one Page of his Almanack, 
which is generally borrowed or fiolen as well as that Book is, 
From page 350 to 443 is nothing to Altrologyy nay, a man 
may be a good Aftrologer and know nothing of itz and how 
able an Altrologer the knowledg of that hath made him, you 
| (hall fee when 1 come to manage and handle the Nativity in his 
printed Book. Now if this Book of his ſhovld fall into the 
hand of a young Student, that never had ſeen any Books of the 
Art before, he would conclude that this Stuff. was necefiary to 
be learned and underſtood, and fo open the Shop of his Under- 
ſianding, and begin to furniſh it with this old braided Ware, fit 
only for the Dunghill or the Firez and fignities no more to 
make the Student perfc& in this Art , than a whole pound of 
Merexry doth to the cure of the Ullcer in his Friend's Throat, cf 
which ſhe dy'd z but more of that hereafter. It had been more 
commendable, if (iriftcad of this old fiuff.) te had publiſhed 
ſomething to prove the Podtrine they pretend to, by examples z 
to thew the uſe ar:d certainty of their Rules, and how far we 
may rely and depend or them, than tv run further on the ſcore, 
and ſcrve us up with Diſhes that have been too often at the 
Table already. For example, the pitted, ſmoaky , dark, void 
degrees, of no uſe but to foul Paper ; nor doth he uſe them for 
any thing in his praQice, only recommends them to the poor 
young, ignorant Student, to plague and puzzle him. His Table 
of the Part of Fortune's Dignities and Debilitics ; his Table of 
the Alchocoden 3 his Table of Prolemy's Mcaſure of Time, 
which is falſe, nor did he underſtand it, no, nor doth he yet; 
nor 
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nor can any Reader underſtand his meaning by what he hath 


laid down on that ſubje&z and if he and ſome others did but 


underſtand it , Maginws and Ptolemy might be cafily reconciled 
nor was Maginus (as they underſtapd him) when he projected 
his Meaſure of Time, far from what Prolemy intended. All 


theſe you may ſoon call to mind where they were ſtolen and not 


owned, In divers parts of his Book you find it furnithed with 
Poetry, which is either bought or ſtolen, for if he had been 
able to have done it himſelf, he would never have robbed my 
old Almanacks for a little ſorry Poetry to furniſh his own with, I 
being then in Hlland, and he hoped he [ſhould have ſeen me no 
more; and the ſame Trade he drives yearly (till with other men's 
Works that are dead. His dire&ing the Angles and Houſes to 
the Aſpects of the Planets, with Latitude, half'd and quarter'd, 
is taken from he knows who, only aſhamed toown his Author z 
yet among all the teſt of his myſicries, it would do well if he 
could demonſtrate how the Aſpe&s meet the Angles in ſuch a 
way .z but it is needleſs to mention all, becauſe I may at ſome 
other time make a through ſearch into that as well as his Sigil- 
making, and ſhall content my ſelf to tell you at this time, It is a 
bundle of Impertinenc: 3 and all that is neceflary in that Book to 
the Service of Aſtrology might have bzen couch'd in lets than ten 
Sheets of Paper.

Hileg when they came to dye. 


The Firſt is of a very young Gentleman, well deſcended, and 
of a good Family z whoſe Birth 1 have the rather pitched on, as 
& Example to illuſtrate the Txuc and Ancicat Doctrine of Pro- 
lemy, he having a conſiderable courle of Life and Fortune to.run 
in the World. And by this I will ſhew you, That I make uſe of 
no Principl:s in one Nativity that I willnot adhere to in another. 
And that I will not ſhift from the Aſcendent to the Sun, from
